Spring decision is out, ROTC is in

Despite the decision made 
last spring, the Reserve Officers’ 
Training Corps (ROTC) is on the 
University of Wisconsin-Stout 
campus, at least for a trial year. 

“I want to make it clear 
that we did not yield to external 
political pressure in changing 
this position,” said Chancellor 
Charles Sorensen.

On July 17 at 2:16 a.m., the 
Menomonie Police Department 
and Menomonie Fire Department 
were called to Off Broadway 
(OB), because of a fight that 
broke out between a group of 
students from Menomonie and a 
group of young adults from the 
Twin Cities. 

“We never established a 
motive,” said David Pellet, the 
investigator assigned to the case. 

Six people had serious 
wounds although none of them 
were life-threatening. One was 
flown from Menomonie to Luther 
Hospital in Eau Claire, while 
another was taken by ambulance 
to Luther. Another victim was 
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In the spring of 2005 UW- 
Stout voted against allowing the 
ROTC on campus due to their 
“Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell” policy 
regarding sexual orientation. 
However, there were several 
major factors that were unknown 
at the time of the decision. 

“T misunderstood both the 
interpretation of the federal law 
and the fact the Board of Regents 
had made a decision on ROTC 
in 1989,” said Sorensen. 


yaar Worth gor and were 
released the same evening, while 
the last individual was taken by 
ambulance to Regions Hospital 
in the Twin Cities. 

No arrests were made 
at the scene of the crime, 
however Joshua W. Greer, 22, 
of Crystal, Minn., was charged 
with Disorderly Conduct for 
his behavior at the Menomonie 
hospital. He was taken to Dunn 
County Jail and was released 
later that evening. 

On July 26, Menomonie 
Police issued a citation of arrest, 
charging Anthony Len Greer, 
22, of Crystal Minn., with two 
felonies due to the stabbings. 

A. Greer was charged 
with Substantial Battery and 
Recklessly Causing Injury. 
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The Board of Regents 
policy states that the ROTC will 
be allowed on UW campuses 
and the UW system would work 
internally with the Army to 
change the “Don’t Ask, Don’t 
Tell” policy. Today, the policy 
still stands as it was. 

There is also a federal law, 
the Solomon Act of 1994, that 
states it is illegal to prohibit 
recruitment for the government. 
By not allowing ROTC on 


campus, UW-Stout would be 
violating the Solomon Act by 
prohibiting their recruitment on 
our campus. 

Violation of this federal 
law creates the possibility of 
federai grant money being taken 
away from UW-Stout. 

“Chancellor § Sorensen’s 
intention and commitment 
to diversity are exemplary,” 
said Wisconsin senator Sheila 
Harsdorf. “Stout can continue to 


uphold its diverse and tolerant 
environment while not excluding 
the military from campus.” 

Not everyone agrees with 
her position. 

“What about those lesbian, 
gay, bisexual and transgender 
students (LGBT) that want to 
be involved in the program?” 
said Ashley Groshek, former 
president of Out at Stout, an

North campus revival

When a guest stays ina suite, 
they expect much more than just 
an average overnight stay. At the 
University of Wisconsin-Stout, 
when a student lives in one of 
the new suites in Red Cedar 
Hall, they get exactly what they 
expect: more than the ordinary. 

The long awaited residence 
halls on north campus have 75 
suites that can hold up to 296 
students. All of the suites have 
single bedrooms, a kitchenette, 
a living room and their own 
bathroom facilities. 

Instead of the keys used to 
get into all other residence halls 
on campus, Red Cedar has card 
access for the outside door as 
well as the suite door.

‘Harvey Hill” to go to classes in 
Bowman Hall, Harvey Hall or

after. Besides the university’s 
founder, James Huff Stout, the 
Mame Harvey is probably the 
most touted name on campus. 

en there are all those dorm 
names like Fleming, Wigen and 
Milnes. Who is Micheels, Jarvis, 
Johnson or Merle Price? 

With it being freshman 
move-in week, I will give new 
students a bit of information 
about the buildings that will 
house them and in which they 
will be educated for the next four 
jor five years.

mention is the 
infamous Har- 

ey Hall. I think 
it’s basically 
impossible to 
attend Stout and 
graduate without 
attending at the 
very least a class 
‘or two in Har- 
vey Hall. Lorenzo Dow Harvey 
came to Stout to head the school 
in 1903, back when Stout was a 
mnanual training school. He was 
the school’s very first president 
(now called Chancellor). Though 
he had a reputation for being a 
disciplinarian, Harvey was very 
respected and was hand-picked 
by Mr. Stout himself. Harvey 
gave up higher paying jobs to 
head Stout’s young manual 
(raining school and remained at 
Stout until his death in 1922. 

Then there is the oldest 
Structure on campus: Bowman 
Hall. The clock tower building 
is named for Clyde A. Bow- 
man who came to Stout in 1919 
and was an administrator of the 
industrial education division.

Upon Harvey’s death, Bowman 
served as temporary president 
until a replacement was found. 
Bowman was well known for 
being exceptionally organized 
(except for his office which 
was chockfull of stacks of pa- 
pers). He believed that every- 
thing a person does should be 
accomplished through the use 
of charts, a concept which was 
deemed “Bowmanology” by 
his students. Bowman retired in 
1953 as dean emeritus. 

Just south of Bowman and 
Harvey we have Frykland Hall, 
which is named for the strict 
Lieutenant Colonel and former 
president of Stout, Verne C. 
Frykland. Though he was ap- 
pointed as President in 1945, 
Frykland’s life wasn’t just a 
quick success. Before Frkyland 
worked his way up to being an 
administrator, 
he had a ter- 
rible speech 
impediment 
and disci- 
plined himself 
to overcome 
the  impedi- 
ment without 
any coaching. 
While he was 
a student at the 
Stout Institute 
he also had 
to overcome 
a serious illness and financial 
problems that almost forced him 
to withdraw. As president, Fryk- 
land led Stout through a tough 
transitional period as veterans 
returned home from World War 
It and enrollment dramatically 
increased. 

Micheels Hall is also named 
after a former university presi- 
dent. William J. Micheels be- 
came president in 1961 during 
a period of radical change. Mi- 
cheels introduced many extreme 
ideas including eliminating final 
examination week, which proved 
quite successful. Another idea he 
introduced didn’t experience the 
same success: “human encoun- 
ter week.” Students were given 
the week off from classes to ex- 
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in Ballroom “C”.

plore questions of their own that 
they wished to have answered. 
Though some students did use 
this time for what was intended; 
as you can guess, many students 
abused this opportunity and used 
it to party all week, likely explor- 
ing such questions as “where is 
the keg at?” As a result, this pro- 
gram had to be abandoned. 

Jarvis Hall is named af- 
ter John A. Jarvis who came to 
Stout as an assistant professor of 
electricity and mathematics. He 
eventually went on to replace 
Clyde Bowman as dean of indus- 
trial education 
in 1952. While 
Micheels was 
incapacitated 
due to illness, 
Jarvis served 
as acting presi- 
dent. He was 
considered a 
national leader 
in industrial 
and vocation- 
al education 
and published 
books 
and articles on the subjects. He 
retired in 1973 as vice president 
for academic affairs and profes- 
sor emeritus.

sake of Mary McCalmont who 
taught at Stout for forty years in 
the science and chemistry depart- 
ments. McCalmont began teach- 
ing at Stout in 1912 and retired 
in 1952. While at Stout, she was 
an advisor to the YWCA and the 
science club, and gave academic 
and social council to countless 
students. She remained actively 
involved at Stout many years af- 
ter her retirement. 

The Merle M. Price Com- 
mons had me curious, as I hadn’t 
even a vague 
idea of who Mr. 
| Price was. This 
is unfortunate 
because it turns 
out that dur- 
ing his service 
to Stout, Merle 
Price was one of 
those rare people 
whose service 
affected the lives 
of students sig- 
nificantly. He 
joined the facul- 
ty in 1929 and later became the 
dean of students. He was largely 
involved in forming: Stout’s 
modern student government 
known as the SSA, and served

as advisor of the government for 
many years. He is also credited 
with opening the first student 
center on campus. He was very 
conscientious about students 
needs and worked to develop a 
good relationship with them. In 
fact, he could often be found in 
the student center playing pi- 
nochle with students and loved 
to tell stories. After 42 years of 
service, Price retired. 

Last but not least, Ray C. 
Johnson is for whom the John- 
son Fieldhouse is named. John- 
son held several positions dur- 
ing his service to Stout including 
physical education instructor 
and athletic director. When 
demonstrating swimming abil- 
ity was a prerequisite for gradu- 
ation from Stout, Johnson often 
bragged, “No Stout graduate has 
ever drowned.” Johnson retired 
in 1969 as professor emeritus. 

Now when you walk around 
campus searching for class- 
rooms in various buildings you 
can think things like, “Oh, the 
Price Commons, Merle Price 
was the guy who started the 
SSA,” or “Micheels Hall, Wil- 
liam Micheels was the guy who 
abolished final exam week.” 
Hey, by the way, whatever hap- 
pened to that?

Nintendo’s press conference 


was disappointing. JI was 
expecting news on the 
Revolution, Nintendo’s 


upcoming platform, but there 
was little said concerning it. 
For Nintendo, this seems to be 
the year of the DS. That’s not a 
bad thing, but it was obvious by 
the audience’s reaction that they 
were expecting more. 

When E3 finally opened the 
next day it was overwhelming, 
even chaotic. 

Big screens and bright lights 
vied for attention with all the 
new games. And there were 
plenty of new games there, more 
than humanly possible to play in 
the three day conference. 

Even being there from open 
to close all three days, I still

couldn’t see iu 
everything. 
The first thing 


I hit was the 
Nintendo booth. 
To parallel 
with their press 
Clomsie Gem Cie 
Nintendo’s booth 
housed mostly 
DS games, with 
“Nintendogs” 
and “Mario Kart 
DS” being the 
most popular 
games. There 
was also a demo 
download station 
where gamers 
could download 
and play demos of the games 


“Electroplank-ton,” ‘“Meteos,” 
“Polarium” and a “Zelda” trailer 
and gallery. 


But the most popular station in 
the Nintendo booth (and probably 
all of E3) was “The Legend of 
Zelda: Twilight Princess.” The 
latest installment in the beloved 
“Zelda” series adopts a creepier, 
more realistic mood. Even 
getting there an hour before E3 
opened and literally charging 
to the line, I still had to wait 45 
minutes before I could play it. 
And yes, it was worth it. 

The Sony booth was adjacent 
to Nintendo’s, but nothing there 
really impressed me. Of course 
the most popular showing 
was a theater presentation of 
the PS3. The PS3 showcased 
environments that were too 
good to be true, literally. As I 
later discovered, the PS3 wasn’t 
displaying the demos on its own 
chip or hardware. 

I didn’t spend much time at the 
Microsoft booth, but like Sony’s, 
the main focus was on their new 
platform, the Xbox 360. Nothing 
else stood out. Microsoft’s booth, 
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like Sony’s, concentrated mostly 
on its next generation system, 
which tries hard to tighten the 
gap between computers and 
consoles. 

Theater presentations are 
another part of E3. They take 
place behind closed doors or in 
separate buildings all together, 
and some of them forbid cameras. 
These games are usually the ones 
still in their beta form and aren’t 
playable. The two I saw, “Alan 
Wake” and “The Witcher,” were 
nothing short of gorgeous and 
are definitely worth looking in 
to when they are released next 
year. 

Aside from games, there were 
other booths that housed small 
developers, tournaments and 
gaming accessories. One booth 
that I particularly enjoyed was 
the Ultimate Gaming Chair 
booth. At first it seemed a little 
odd to play “Halo 2” with two 
chair-arm joysticks instead of 
a controller, but after leaning 
back in the chair it felt almost as 
natural. 

There was also a History of 
Gaming booth, showcasing the 
evolution of gaming since the 
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The History of Gaming booth enabled E3 patrons to experience electronic entertain- 
ment from the early days of gaming. Featured classic platforms included the original 
NES and the Magnavox Oddessy. 


Magnavox Oddessy. Even if you 
haven’t played a system from 
the 80s or prior, just looking at 
them will make you appreciate 
what games have become over 
the years. 

Aside from “Alan Wake,” 
“Twilight Princess” and “The 
Witcher,” other games that I saw 
or played that are worthy of note 
include: “The New Super Mario 
Bros.,” “Nintendogs,” “DDR 
Mario Mix,” “Soul Caliber II,” 
“Sigma Star Saga,” “Heroes 
of Might and Magic V,” “Myst 
V: End of Ages,” “We Love 
Katamari,” “Mu,” “Wizard 
of Funk” and “Hellgate.” Of 
course, these games are only a 
sampling of what was there. 

Other than that, the experience 
of E3 can’t really be summarized 
in this space. If you wish to go to 
next year’s conference, which is 
already scheduled for May 10 
through 12, bring your gaming 
face, pack very lightly (you’ll be 
getting a lot of free stuff) and be 
prepared to walk around a lot. 

And of course, have fun 
playing and previewing games 
that won’t be out for another few 
months.

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Both Wonka movies worthy of praise

Who couldn’t love Gene 
Wilder’s performance in the 
1970s classic “Willy Wonka and 
the Chocolate Factory”? 

Like many people, I grew up 
a huge fan of the movie and I’Il 
admit I was a little worried when 
I heard that a remake was in the 
works. 

Remakes seemed to be the fad 
of this summer, “Bewitched,” 
“Dukes of Hazzard” and 
“Herbie: Full Loaded” being a 
few examples. 

If Roald Dahl’s classic was to 
be remade, it might as well have 
been this summer. 

Fortunately, it was Tim Burton 
who happened to take an interest 
in the project, which eased my 
fears a little bit. 

Although the film did turn out 
to be a box office hit, which to 
me usually suggests quantity 
over quality, the movie still 
managed to be about more than 
making money. 


The biggest question everyone 
had about Tim Burton’s “Charlie 
& the Chocolate Factory” is two- 
part. First, could the remake be 
better than the original? Second, 
was a remake necessary? 

The answer to both questions 
is no. However, I would say that 
moviegoers aren’t worse off for 
having Tim Burton’s adaptation. 
Though the original did not beg 
for a remodeling, Tim Burton’s 
“Charlie and the Chocolate 
Factory” in no way replaces the 
original. Instead, it is inventive 
enough so that there is room on 
the shelf to keep both of these 
movies side by side, each having 
earned its own separate success. 

Both movies picked the best 
possible actor for Willy Wonka 
available for their day—who 
could imagine Mel Stuart’s 1971 
version without Gene Wilder? He 
is illusive and then on the flipside 
chipper just like the overall feel 
of the movie. 

The same goes for the present- 
day selection of Johnny Depp. I 
had heard that Marilyn Manson 
was the first choice, but had 


to decline due to schedule 
conflicts. 
While Manson would 


have added a lot of scary 
freak potential to the role of 
Wonka, Johnny Depp has the 
mysteriousness, unpredictability 


and weirdness that 
the character needs. 

I appreciate the fact 
that Burton decided to 
adhere more strictly 
to the book, such as 
keeping the origins of 
the Oompa Loompas 
and the squirrel scene 
with Veruca (both of 
which were changed 
in the 1970s film). He 
kept the story a bit on 
the dark side instead

However, I did not much care 
for the added bit of Wonka’s 
paranoia of parents and his 
discomfort with families. 

This seemed awkward and 
lamely worked into the story in 
spots. It was unnecessary and 
added nothing to the film. It 
also took away from Wonka’s 
credibility. 

Understandably, Wonka is 
supposed to come across as 
sheltered, but he is still supposed 
to be this amazing candy maker 
that children and adults alike 
look up to. 

Giving him complexes, though 
they help make him more human, 
takes a bit of the magic out of his 
character.

merits and demerits as well. 
Stuart’s movie did a better job 
at maintaining Wonka’s magical 
status. Wonka is so _ witty 
throughout the film that you 
can’t wait to hear what he will 
say next. 

Gene Wilder’s Wonka 
evades questions when he is 
wrong or contradicts himself, 
making it obvious that he isn’t 
a superhuman genius, yet this is 
not overdone. 

The special effects, of course, 
are primitive compared to what 
Burton was able to pull off. 


What’s more, some of the songs 
Stuart worked into his movie are 
totally forgettable. Some of them, 
such as “Cheery up Charlie,” 
were downright unbearable. 
That part of the movie is best 
forgotten. In the end, all I can 
conclude is that the two movies 
really shouldn’t be compared but 
should be enjoyed separately for 
their different strengths. 

And remember Wonka’s words 
of wisdom, “Invention, my dear 
friends, is 93% perspiration, 6% 
electricity, 4% evaporation and 
2% butterscotch ripple.”

For the 2005 version of the 
UW-Stout football team, the 
question will be whether the 
Blue Devils can maneuver some 
addition by subtraction. 

Subtraction: the loss of one 
of the most productive and ex- 
plosive UW-Stout quarterbacks 
ever in four-year starter and All- 
American Nick Ohman. 

Addition: what the team 
hopes will be a bump in the win 
column for a squad that was 
unsatisfied after finishing 5-4 
overall and 3-4 in the Wisconsin 
Intercollegiate Athletic Confer- 
ence a year ago. 

After one game, things are 
looking up in Blue Devil country 
as UW-Stout handled Upper Iowa 
University, an NCAA Division 
II school, with ease in a 49-14 
victory last Saturday at Williams 
Stadium to open the season. 

To continue its winning 
ways, coach Todd Strop knows 
his team must find some consis- 
tent playmakers on both sides 
of the ball to compete in one of 
the toughest Division III confer- 
ences in the nation. 

The Blue Devils no longer 
can count on Ohman giving op- 
posing defenses fits and while 
Strop has been asked the ques- 
tion a million times, let’s make 
it one more, coach: how do you 
replace a guy like Ohman? 

“T don’t think you do re- 
place him,” Strop said. “What 
you have to do is make sure you 
have some darn good football 
players around [the quarterback 
position]. I think we have those 
people in place.” 

One player who may go a 
long way in deciding UW-Stout’s 
fate this year is new signal- 
caller Keldric Stokes, a transfer 
from the since-closed Si Tanka 
University in Huron, S.D. The 
6-foot, 225 pound senior from 
Michigan opened his Stout career 
with a bang, completing 11-of-17 
passes for 182 yards and four 
touchdowns. 

Strop also said sophomore 
Tanner Kattre will get snaps this

year with the regular offense. 

“Keldric is a guy who has 
some experience and he looked 
good in our first game,” Strop said. 

If the Blue Devils can find 
someone to get them the ball 
—and it looks like they just might 
have — the receiving crew is full of 
talent led by juniors John Henry 
Freeman (St. Louis, Mo.) and Jes- 
se Wendt (New Auburn/Chetek). 

Wendt was on the receiving 
end of three of Stokes’ touch- 
down passes against Upper Iowa, 
while Freeman caught 4 passes 
for 55-yards and the speedster is 
expected to be UW-Stout’s big- 
gest deep threat. 

The running game will be 
anchored by a veteran offensive 
line and will showcase junior 
Ryan Englebert (Sturgeon Bay/ 
Southern Door) and sophomore 


Andy Reese (Lodi). 

Defensively, UW-Stout re- 
turns a number of players that 
saw extensive action last year, 
including linebacker Steve 
Schils. After recording 32 tack- 
les in 2004, the sophomore, a 
product of high school power 
Ashwaubenon, had nine tackles 
against Upper Iowa. 

Strop says the goal at UW- 
Stout is to win championships 
and 2005 should be no different. 

“We want to win conference 
titles here,” Strop said. “That’s 
the goal every year. That’s the 
bar that we have set for our pro- 
gram. Last year we did have 
some big wins, but we were too 
inconsistent. We want to change 
that this year.” 

Strop’s first year at the helm 
saw wins against eventual con- 


ference champion La Crosse and 
archrival Eau Claire, a feat that 
hadn’t been accomplished in the 
same year since Stout’s WIAC 
title year of 2000. It was also, a 
year of disappointments with bad 
losses to River Falls and White- 
water. 

This year, the Blue Devils 
travel to Eau Claire, La Crosse 
and Stevens Point, which are 
all tough places to play, but 
with luck, it is conceivable that 
Strop’s bunch could be play- 
ing for more than just bragging 
rights Oct. 29 at Memorial Sta- 
dium in La Crosse. 

As Strop would be quick to 
point out, let’s not get ahead of 
ourselves. First order of busi- 
ness is Saturday as UW-Stout 
hosts UW-Platteville with kick- 
off at 4 p.m. 


A comeback is likely for Armstrong

I have recently come to the 
crashing conclusion that itis im- 


-possible for any American sports 


hero to stay in the confines of 
retirement. Seven-time Tour de 
France winner Lance Armstrong 
appears to be the latest sports 
legend to step out of retirement 
and back into the spotlight. 

The way I see it, retirement 
is a decision that should be given 
considerable thought, and once a 


person has made that choice they 
should stick to their guns. 

Lance Armstrong has far 
surpassed the world’s expecta- 
tions of victory in the face of 
incredible challenges. What can 
the man possibly feel that he has 
left to prove? 

Armstrong hung up his bi- 
cycle this past July, after win- 
ning the Tour by a significant 
amount. He finished the race 4 
minutes, 40 seconds ahead of 
Italy’s Ivan Basso. 

According to the Associated 


Press, the team’s director, Johan 


Bruyneel, didn’t choose a new 
team leader upon Armstrong’s 
departure, this led many to be- 
lieve that he was keeping the 
door open for a possible return 


by Armstrong. 

Although Armstrong turns 
34 later this month, many cy- 
cling enthusiasts believe that 
he is capable of a seven-peat 
at next year’s Tour de France. 
While there is little doubt that 
Armstrong still has what it 
takes to to rack up additional 
Tour de France wins, there is 
one dark cloud that is following 
Armstrong’s probable return. 

On August 23, a French dai- 
ly newspaper entitled L’Equipe, 
(which is owned by the Tour 
organizer), reported evidence 
that six of Armstrong’s urine 
samples from his 1999 race had 
tested positive for a blood boost- 
er called EPO. Although the 
substance was banned back in 


1999, there weren’t any reliable 
tests for the booster at that time. 
The media has reported that one 
of Armstrong’s motivations for 
returning to cycling would be to 
spite the French media. 

I can understand that Arm- 
strong feels the need to defend 
his capabilities as an athlete after 
the accusations, but it shouldn’t 
play a key role in his return to 
racing. If Armstrong makes the 
decision to return he will be 
forced to face intense media 
scrutiny and will not exactly re- 
ceive a positive reception from 
French citizens.

These items were taken on 
June 18 from a student rental 
house in the 1300 block of Sec- 
ond Street West. 

The juvenile along with an 
older UW-Stout student, had 
been suspects in the prior bur- 
glary. Since they were thought to 
be accomplices for the first bur- 
glary, police investigated further 
into the UW-Stout student’s part 
in the crimes. 

Additional. evidence sup- 
ported their theory of the two 
suspects working together and 
eventually they were both linked 
to the June 18 burglary. 

“The case had a lot of odd 
turns,” said Mroczski. 

Both suspects were arrested 
and the property was taken into 
custody and returned to its right- 
ful owners. 

“I was very excited to heat 
that they found the laptops,” said 
Sasha King, a UW-Stout stati 
member who works with students 
who have lost their laptops. 

King said that out of all the 
laptops that have been stolen 
these four have been the only to 
be recovered.

education is basically this: stu- 
dents are a product to be shaped 
and molded into obedient citi- 
zens, hard workers and active 
consumers. 

One of Jensen’s best obser- 
vations from his past was sitting 
in school watching the second 
hand and praying for it to move 
faster. This idea of constantly 
looking forward to the final bell 
carries with us into adulthood.

You look forward to gradu- 
ation, then to winter/summer 
break, then to the weekends, to 
pay day and finally to retire- 
ment. All the while, you are 
too busy to do the things you 
want to do, let alone question 
the very system that perpetuates 
this mindset. 

This is not just some con- 
spiracy theory void of any hard 
evidence. Jensen cites several 
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ing where many students are 
unable to log in to the com- 
puters. How much money was 
spent on these computers that 
can’t even be used right now? 
There is also a new lab 
in the English department 
where about half of the 
computers are not work- 
ing. When maintenance was 
called to fix these computers, 
they asked if it was a priority. 
Shouldn’t it be a priority 
for all of the computers on 
campus to be working for any 
students that may need them? 
What good are these comput- 
ers doing if they don’t work? 
Most students now have 
laptops so they may not need 
to use a computer lab. But, 
how many of us have experi- 
enced issues with these also? 
Probably most of us. How

Many professors prepare 
for these possible problems 
by handing things out in 
class, even if they are posted 
online. Most commonly, 
their syllabus. 

Aren’t we supposed to 
be saving paper by using 
computers? It certainly 
doesn’t seem like that is the 
case. It has been mentioned 
multiple times that profes- 
sors are either handing out 
and posting papers online, or 
asking for papers to be put in 
a drop box and also handed 
in in a hard copy form. 

Is this really necessary? 
If we can’t and don’t trust 
the computers, then why 
are there so many of them? 
Why must every new student 
have one? Sure, they can 
help make some things much 
easier and faster, but some- 
times they’re nothing more 
than an inconvenience.

Unless you’ ve been hiding 
in a Closet this past summer, 
you re perfectly aware that the 
price of gasoline is outrageously 
high, especially in Wisconsin. 

Who would have thought 
we’d be paying $3 a gallon so 
quickly? It’s a wakeup call for 
most of us who rely on motor 
vehicles to get almost any- 
where. How many times have 
you heard someone say, “I wish 
the price was $2.50 again?” 
Even $2.50 is much higher than 
it was a year ago. 

At this time last year, the 
price at the pump was approxi- 
mately $1.80. Back then, many 
complained because of the 
“high” gas prices. How many 
would settle for that price now? 
It’s hard to believe. 

The real question is: how 
did it get so high? And when will 
it come down? I’m not an expert; 
very few people are when it 
comes to predicting future com- 
modity prices. However, based 
on a number of factors, the price 
of gasoline will decrease. 

So why are the prices so 
high? Most already know the 
devastating impact of Hurricane 
Katrina, but it did not only af- 
fect Louisiana, Mississippi and 
Alabama. The storm severely 
impacted shipping and oil 
industries. Seven major refiner- 
ies, which represent at least 20 
percent of U.S. refinery capacity 
were put offline. 

Prior to the hurricane, the: 
price was already high due to 
several factors such as tensions 
in the Middle East, Venezuela 
and Nigeria. A dramatic increase 
in Chinese demand for oil and a 
lack of refining capacity in the 
United States are significant. 

Bush’s energy proposal has 
been stalled in the senate for 
four years, causing the Clinton 
Administration’s policy from 
the 1990s to be put in use. 
Adding to the mix of chal- 
lenges, at least fifteen varieties 
of gasoline are required, most 
because of various regulations 
in different states requiring a 
decrease in emissions. 

Has anyone mentioned that 
there hasn’t been a new refinery 


built in 20 years and attempts 


to drill for more domestic oil 
are stalled? The storm simply 
caused a crimp in an already 
stressed hose. We are currently 
seeing all those factors meshed 
together when we pay for fuel. 
Gasoline isn’t the only 
commodity in which you'll see 
prices dramaticly increase. For 
those who live off campus, a 
worst-case scenario could raise 
the price of heating that drafty 
apartment at least 30 percent. 
Even the “Drunk Bus” 
price has gone up $1 because of 
gas prices. There isn’t a stone 
left unturned when it comes to 


the importance of our energy. 

Relief is in sight. Some 
may think I’m very optimistic, 
but the price of gas will come 
down. The peak of the summer 
driving season is over. 

Last week the Organiza- 
tion of the Petroleum Exporting 
Countries sold crude oil for 
$70. As of Monday, Septem- 
ber 12, prices were set at $64. 
Prices will go down; the trends 
are already set. 

Also, lawmakers have 
pushed for a number of things. 
Emission standards have been 
temporarily waived to ease 
stress on the refining process, 
and state lawmakers are propos- 
ing a waiver of state gas tax 
(about 30 cents). 

So what can you do? The 
first step is obvious; don’t drive 
unless you have to. A friend of 
mine bought a new bike and 
rides 20 miles a day back and 
forth to work; he’s 55. Ifa 55 
year old can ride a bike, I think 
most of us can. Plus, it is good 
exercise as long as the weather 
is dry and warm. 

Less demand will decrease 
price, but it’ll take a number of 
people to ease off the demand 
for the prices to decrease 
dramatically. Another idea is to 
write Sen. Sheila Harsdorf and 
Representative Andy Lamb to 
encourage them to support the 
repeal of the minimum markup 
law and, if you accept the im- 
plications, the gas tax holiday 
proposal. 

Even if you do none of those 
things, prices will come down. 
For those who need to drive, 
hopefully it’s soon.

University of Wisconsin- 
Stout Resident Advisors (RAs) 
and staff took active roles in 
the Menomonie community this 
summer, completing volunteer 
work fora variety of local orga- 
nizations. 

The type of work ranged 
from painting buildings and pull- 
ing weeds to managing inven- 
tory and creating posters. Some 
RAs also visited and interacted 
with aging citizens in local nurs- 
ing homes. 

“Tt was the RAs’ idea,” says 
Sandi Meinsen, Community De- 
velopment Coordinator at UW- 
Stout. “They chose the work 
they wanted to do and I coordi- 
nated the projects.” 

A total of 104 RAs and staff 
members worked at six different 
locations in the community two 
weeks before school started. This 
was the largest group of students 
that have ever contributed to the 
community in one day. 

The largest © subgroup 
worked with the UW-Stout bi- 
ology department behind the 
baseball field to clear the area of 
non-native shrubs. 

“Eventually down the road, 
they want to turn the area back 
into a nice, grassy savannah 
area,” said Katie Thiel, a techni- 
cal communication junior who 
worked behind the baseball field. 
“Tt felt good to help out and give 
a little to reach the goal.” 

-A lot of the students ex- 
pressed a sense of fulfillment in 
helping others—even those who 
did more strenuous tasks. 

“Tt was hot and tiring but 
the shelter was very happy for 
the hard work we put in,” said 
Michael Lybarger, a sophomore 
in manufacturing engineering. 
Lybarger helped paint the out- 


side of the Interfaith Volunteer 
Food Shelter building. 

“A lot of people do want to 
give back and they enjoy it,” said 
Nick Hansen, a junior in market- 
ing and business education. 

Hansen was one of a dozen 
who worked at Treasure Bay, a 
thrift store that donates all pro- 
ceeds to The Bridge, a shelter 
for battered women. 

The goals of the volunteer 
work encompassed even more 
than helping the community sur- 
rounding UW-Stout. 

“Part of the purpose was 
to. address stereotypes about 
working with different parts of 
the population,” said Andrew 
Busch, a hall director in HK MC 
who worked with Meinsen to 
develop the objectives for the 
community service projects. 

“By working at food pan- 
tries and shelters for abused 
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women, the RAs can come to 
understand different types of 
people and what it means to be 
someone who shops at a thrift 
store or goes to food pantries,” 
said Busch. 

Meinsen said the RAs came 
back from their experiences with 
a different mindset. 

“TVolunteering] made me 
appreciate what I have and how 
lucky I am to be in the position I 
am today,” said Lybarger. 

The community service was 
incorporated this year as part 


_ of RA training. Some RAs also 


plan to promote community in- 
volvement on their floors. 

“This work experience was 
to prepare the RAs for the ser- 
vice aspects of their jobs,” said 
Meinsen. “They will be serving 
their residents and watching for 
their needs just as they did for 
the community.” 
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Renewal 
sessions 
for orgs.

The UW-Stout organiza- 
tion renewal sessions began this 
week and will continue through 
Wednesday, Sept 21. 

At least three officers of an 
organization are required to at- 
tend an organization renewal 
session in order for that organi- 
zation to remain recognized by 
the Stout Student Association. 
These sessions outline the ben- 
efits, issues and concerns that go 
along with maintaining a club. 

“Organizations that aren’t 
recognized don’t get any ben- 
efits, so they can’t really do a 
whole lot,” says Jenny Schuh 
who is the director of organiza- 
tional affairs. 

SSA offers benefits to rec- 
ognized organizations that help 
facilitate club activities. Official 
organizations are allowed to re- 
ceive funding, to reserve areas. 
for meetings and events and to 
utilize other campus facilities 
and services. 

With benefits such as these 
comes ‘responsibility. Organi- 
zations that hold events could 
be held liable for problems that 
may arise during those events. 

“Several years ago a guest 
was injured at a sporting event 
on campus,” said Mary McMa- 
nus, the director of involvement 
and leadership. 

“Two years later the guest 
came back and filed a lawsuit 
against the-- organization for 
medical expenses.” 

This organization never 
signed the proper paperwork to 
avoid the responsibility for an 
injury at their event. The mat- 
ter was eventually settled out of 
court. However, the leaders of 
the organization endured a lot 
of agony and stress as they dealt 
with that incident. 

“The [renewal] process is 
necessary; at the same we feel 
like we don’t want to do any- 
thing for fear of being sued,” 
says Sachin Shah, who attended 
the renewal session as treasurer 
of the UW-Stout Auto Club. __ 

“There is an inherent risk 
when you’re driving cars; it in- 
volves all the liability [the SSA] 
talks about,” said Shah. 

The renewal session offers 
facts about liability for students 
and guests’ safety during events 
and how to avoid lawsuits in 
case someone is hurt. 

“Ninety-nine point nine per- 
cent of what happens on campus 
is fun, educational and makes 
people feel like they matter,” 
said McManus. “We require 
organization renewal to keep it 
that way and to give clubs the 
support they need.”

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History of dormatory names

Many of you either live in 
the dorms presently or have at 
least lived on campus at some 
point. So some day, years after 
you graduate, you will probably 
drive through Menomonie and 
want to show someone where 
you once lived. “Right up there, 
third floor, fourth window in.” 

So maybe it would be cool 
to know who Hovlid, Milnes 
and Curran were before they be- 
came known simply as buildings 
to us. Beyond just being fun to 
know, it’s important to remem- 
ber these men and women of our 
history, especially those with 
dormitories dedicated in their 
honor. These are people who de- 
voted, in many cases, decades of 
their lives to directly impacting, 
in a definite manner, the lives of 
countless students who came be- 
fore us and improved the quality 
of education at Stout, one stu- 
dent at a time. 

If you were a freshman this 
year or the last couple years, 
you likely ended up in one of 
the “Fresh Success” halls like 
HKMC. Hansen was named for 
Hans Hansen, a skilled crafts-

man who taught woodworking, 
cabinetmaking and mill writing 
at Stout. Floyd Keith, the “K” 
in HKMC, was chair of the met- 
als department and taught weld- 
ing, sheet metal, foundry and 
general metals ‘amongst other 
courses. He was referred to by 
the name of “Pappy.” Gossip 
about his menacing physique 
and curt words insured students 
didn’t sluff off in his class. Keith 
served at Stout for 38 years. 
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Harold “Cooper” Milnes, like 
Hansen and Keith, was a skilled 


craftsman; one of his areas of ex- . 


pertise was foundry. A ritual of 
Milnes’ was “iron heat 
day.” When the first 
iron melt flowed from 
the furnace into the re- 
ceiving ladle, Milnes 
would run his wet in- 
dex finger through the 
molten metal and say; 
“Put a little more salt 
in it!” Dwight Chin- 
nock also taught in 
the metals department. 
Eventually he was ap- 
pointed to supervise 
the industrial educa- 
tion teaching program. 
Chinnock avidly loved 
sports and was a. fac- 
ulty representative for 
athletics in the Wis- 
consin State Univer- 
sity Conference for 
many years. 

CKTO’s Curran 
Hall is named after 
Frederick L. Curran, 
who earned his Bach- 
elor of Science degree 
from Stout in 1921. 
Curran became a member of the 
faculty in 1908, and taught a va- 
riety of courses from Venetian 
ironwork to English. He gave 
32 years of service to Stout be- 
fore retiring. Ray F. Kranzusch 
served Stout for 40 years teach- 
ing such courses as electrical 
work, automechanics and gen- 
eral shop, and was known for 


his amiable personality. Francis 
F. “Tusty” Tustison created the 
four year program in physics 
and mathematics at Stout. Tusti- 
son supposedly had a glass eye 
and colleagues enjoyed sharing 
the story about the origin of the 
rumored glass eye. It was said 
that when sad stories were told 
to “Tusty” it was his glass eye 
that cried, and that’s how you 
could tell which eye was which. 
Erich Oetting was the first dean 
of the school of education. He 
organized and developed the 
curriculum and program of pro- 
fessional courses. He served on 
the faculty for 24 years. 

Antrim and Froggatt bear 
the names of Sara Keturah “Kit” 
Antrim and Lillian M. Frog- 
gatt. Antrim served as director 
of women’s physical education 
for nearly 30 years. She was a 
firm believer in Physical Educa- 
tion and in posture. She would 
take pictures of students at the 
beginning of the term and at the 
end to demonstrate the improve- 


ments made in students’ posture 
through the semester. Lillian 
Froggatt was Stout’s head librar- 
ian for 32 years. True to form 
she had the strict appearance of 
a stereotypical librarian which 
served well in maintaining a 
quiet environment in the library. 

Moving to north campus, 
on the one side of Broadway

there is Hovlid, Fleming and 
Wigen; Hovlid being named for 
Leonard M. Hovlid. He grew up 
in Menomonie and attended the 
Stout Institute (name of UW- 


Stout before it became a college 


in the University of Wisconsin 
system). Upon his death he left 
a generous legacy to the uni- 
versity. Thomas Fleming was 
an English teacher at Stout who 
went on to become the chair of . 
the English Department, and 
then later director of public re- 
lations. He was an articulate 
speechmaker and had a quick 
wit. At the age of 36 Fleming 
was killed in a car accident. He 
had been a faculty member for 
16 years. Ray Wigen achieved 
recognition of Stout’s graduate 
college, and was appointed dean 
of the graduate college and held 
this position for 20 years. He had 
many friends among the gradu- 
ate students, and was known 
for his dry humor. People often 
found his strange laugh funnier 
than his jokes. 

Across from Broad- 
way there is JTC, which 
is rumored will be torn 
down after this year. Lil- 
lian Jeter was a supervi- 
sor of student teachers 
in clothing, textiles and 
home economics and 
served in that position 
for 34 years before re- 
tiring. Tainter is located 
on what used to be the 
lumber tycoon Andrew 
Tainter’s estate. Tainter’s 
wife Bertha inherited 
his estate and sold it to 
James Huff Stout so that 
he could build women’s 
dormitories. The origi- 
nal two dormitories were 
torn down to make room 
when JTC was built. 
Lastly, Gertrude Calla- 
han was a dignified lady 
who served as chair of 
the English Department. 
She had a genuine inter- 
est in literature and writ- 
ing. She retired in 1961 
after 33 years of service. 

As you probably could have 
guessed North and South Hall 
aren’t named for anybody. It’s a 
shame because those are two of 
the three dorms I lived in while I 
was on campus. Guess I'll have 
to come up with something else 
to say when I show somebody 
where I lived someday, huh?

This past summer, one 
of the biggest video game 
controversies reported in years 
arose: the discovery of a hidden 
sex scene in the number-one 
selling game of 2004, “Grand 
Theft Auto: San Andreas.” 

The sex scene was 
unlocked by a hacker who had 
found extra content in the asset 
files of the game that weren’t 
being used. Once the scene 
(named the “Hot Coffee” mod) 
was unlocked and accessible, 
it was on sites on the Internet 
for other gamers to hack into 
their own copies of the game. 

At first, the game’s 
developer, Rockstar, denied 


that the scenes were in the 


game, and accused the hacker 
of making them. 

: Later, they admitted that 
they were part of the original 
design of the game, but never 
meant to be found. 

This was still enough to 
spark a political controversy 
against the company. 

Sen. Hilary Clinton (D- 
NY) was first to respond to the 
issue. Clinton, a stern critic 
against violence and sex in 
the media, sent a letter to the

University of Wisconsin- 
Stout students were told by 
administration in 2004 that they 
would not be able to buy their 
laptops from the school. 

After two years, students 
had to return their laptop for a 
new one, and when they gradu- 
ated, students were unable to 
keep their computers. Recently, 
all of this changed. 

Starting in the spring semes- 
ter of 2006, prospective graduat- 
ing students will be allowed 
to purchase their laptops from 
UW-Stout. 

Students will receive a 
“Lease Laptop Resale Pilot 
Program” that will give them 
the requirements of purchasing 
their laptops. It will also contain 
all of the contact information 
needed for any questions laptop 
buyers may have in the future. 

All of the licensing restric- 
tions and other issues have been 
taken care of- by UW-Stout’s 
administration and laptop staff, 
however, all of the programs 
included with the laptop will be 
KeyServer programs. 


The plan to resell the laptops 
to students will be tested in the 
Spring to determine if it will be 
an option for following years. 

There is no set cost for a 
laptop, rather, it will be deter- 
mined by how much time is left 
on the laptop’s 2-year lease and 
the administrative costs. 

This may greatly benefit the 
graduating students. Not only 
will they have a computer that 
they are familiar with but they 
will also have a fairly updated 
machine to help them get ee 
in the real world.

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Color is the most notice- 
able change, but other than that, 
there are also design changes for 
residents under the age of 21.

Last year, University of 
Wisconsin-Stout ~— psychology 
. professor, Scott Orme, was tak- 
en into custody by the UW-Stout 
police at the request of the Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation. 

He was charged with inter- 
state travel with intent to engage 
in a sexual act with a minor. 

Orme, who had been teach- 
ing at UW-Stout for four years 
prior to his arrest, allegedly 
brought a 14-year-old girl across 
the state lines in Utah in 2000. 

Directly after his arrest, 
Orme was put on paid adminis- 
trative leave by UW-Stout. The 
school cited Wisconsin Statute 
4.09 which is the application for 
relief of budget and payment. 

The statute states that “If the 
chancellor finds that substantial 
harm may come to the university 
if a faculty member is to remain 
in their current position, that fac-

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ulty member can be relieved of 
duties, but will continue to be 
paid until the board makes its de- 
cision as to dismissal.” 

Until Orme is convicted of 


the crimes he allegedly commit-: 


ted, UW-Stout cannot dismiss 
him from his position. 

“By law the only option 
we had to get [Orme] out of the 
classroom was to put him on paid 
administrative leave,” said John 
Enger, who was the Executive Di- 
rector of Public Relations for UW- 
Stout at the time of Orme’s arrest. 

Orme was taken to Salt Lake 
City, where the charges against 
him were filed. He is currently 
in the pre-trial stages of his case 
and has pleaded not guilty. 

In July of this year, Orme 
made a motion to repress his 
hearing but so far there has been 
no trial date set. Penalties for

bation to many years in prison.

The judge in Orme’s case 
has sealed all of the files while 
the case is still underway. The 
charge of sexual exploitation is 
a felony of the second degree. 

“TY had him for a measure- 
ment class,” said Thomas Smith, 
a senior majoring in psychology. 
“His tests were horrible but he 
didn’t seem like a creepy guy.” 

Those who worked closely 
with Orme said it was a com- 
plete shock when the psychol- 
ogy professor was arrested on 
campus last Dec. 

“fOrme] is adamant that 
he is not guilty of any criminal 
wrong-doing in this case,” said 
attorney Chris Van Wagner. 

Orme had known the juve- 
nille since she was in fourth grade 
and she had babysat his children. 
Her mother intercepted e-mails 
between the two after Orme’s 
family moved to Wisconsin and 
informed the authorities. 
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Hurricane Rita strikes 
Hurricane Rita is expected to 
hit the central gulf coast of 
Texas between Corpus Christi 
and Galveston by the end of this 
week. On Wednesday, when 
Rita grew to a category five, 
with winds at 165 mph, experts 
predict it will devestate even 
more of the Gulf Coast. One 
million people were ordered to 
evacuate Texas, as well as the 
Louisiana coast. The govern- 
ment has already taken action 
and sent water trucks and ready- 
to- eat meals to the coast. Medi- 
cal personal are on standby. 


New Orleans doesn’t fear Rita 
The threat of hurricane Rita has 
sent Texans running, but resi- 
dents left in New Orleans hope 
it will pass them by. Mayor Ray 
Nagin’s had a mandatory evacu- 
ation notice for the 400-500 peo- 
ple left in New Orleans. One per- 
son showed up to the Convention 
Center on Wednesday to board 
the bus out of the city. Only ten 
percent of city is left under wa- 
ter, down from the 80 percent 
right after Katrina. If Hurricane 
Rita hits New Orleans all of the 
efforts up until now will be lost. 


Oil prices on the rise 

Crude oil prices jumped $2 on 
Wednesday as traders worried 
about Hurricane Rita. The effects 
that Hurricane Katrina had on oil 
refineries rose prices all over the 
contry. BP PLC began closing 
some of its refinery operations 
on Wednesday. 


Drug resistant germ kills 
Three Chicago-area children 
have died due to a drug-resistant 
germ that causes an illness much 
like toxic shock syndrome. This 
germ is normally caught in 
hospitals in open wounds, but 
all three children caught this 
germ outside of the hospital. 
Health officials are unaware of 
how this staph germ causes this 
deadly effect, but they believe it 
to be rare. 
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North Korea paranoia 

North Korea accused the United 
States of planning a nuclear at- 
tack on them only two days af- 
ter the disarmament accord. A 
six country counsel converged 
to supply North Korea with eco- 
nomic aid and security assur- 
ances in return for giving up their 
nuclear weapons program. North 
Korea told the counsel it would 
only dismantle its nuclear weap- 
ons progam if Washington would 
supply light-water nuclear reac- 
tors for generating electricity. 
The U.S. denied this proposal.

A thirteen-year-old girl was 
found shot to death in Love- 
land Park, Ohio. Katelind Cau- 
dill was killed Monday in her 
grandmother’s home. Authori- 
ties believe that it has to do with 
a police report filed just days 
earlier. Katelind reported to the 
police that her friend was being 
molested. Authorites are search- 
ing for the friend’s stepfather, 
Melvin Keeling, 43. Keeling is 
also a suspect in the murder of 
two convenience store clerks 
just four hours after Katelind’s 
body was found. Family of the 
victim said that the police did 
not do enough, even after Keel- 
ing confronted Katelind and 
threatened her.

You finally step outside 
and pull out your lighter to fi- 
nally relieve some stress with 
a cigarette. You’ve barely 
taken one puff when a police 
officer walks up and tells you 
to put out the cigarette or you 
will be issued a citation. 

Sound far-fetched? Well, 
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it may not be quite 
as far off as one 
might think it would 
be, or possibly 
should be. 

According to the 
July 11, 2005 issue 
of the Dunn County 
News, Menomo- 
nie Mayor Dennis 
Kropp has set up a 
committee to look 
into a county-wide 
smoking ban.

The most important voice 
that students have on campus is 
our newspaper. If we are satis- 
fied with something, and more 
often if we are dissatisfied, we 
have a place to voice our opin- 
ion to be heard by people in high 
places, giving us a chance to 
make a difference. 

Our newspaper, the un- 
christened Stoutonia, debuted on 
March: 17, 1915. The paper was 
called The Weekly News and cost 
one cent per copy. The editorial 
staff thought this was a boring ti- 
tle and placed an editorial in the 
paper asking for ideas for a more 
“proper and suitable” name. 

Several titles went into 
consideration; Pi and Pies, was 
Suggested because, at the time, 
Stout was primarily an indus- 
trial arts education and home 
economics school. Secondly, the 
staff chose Stout Weekly, which 
wasn’t a whole lot more interest- 
ing than the current The Weekly 
News, and thirdly they simply 
chose The Stoutonia.

Controllers get upgraded

Last Thursday night, at the 
Tokyo Game Show, Nintendo 
president Satoru Iwata unveiled 
the new Nintendo Revolution 
controller. 

The remote-style control- 
ler is cordless and meant to be 
held in one hand. Moving the 
remote directly controls move- 
ment on the screen through two 
sensors that are placed near the 
television and through a chip 
inside the remote. 

There is a large “A” 
button on the front of the 
controller, which should 
be pushed with the thumb, 
and a “B” trigger button on 
the back for the index fin- 
ger. It also has a “D-pad” 
on top, “Start” and “Se- - 
lect” buttons in the middle, 
“a” and “b” buttons on the 
bottom, and a mysterious 
“Home” button. 

Lights on the bottom 
of the controller indicate 
which player it belongs to, 
and it has a built-in rumble 
feature. The second part of 
the controller is attached 
to a port on the base of the 
remote. It has an analog 
stick, two trigger buttons 
and is meant to be held in 
the other hand. 

If you’re still scared 


of this new design, or think that 
it may not be for you, the Revo- 
lution will also have Gamecube 
controller ports. 

So why use a new design 
after so many years of success 
with the standard design? Ac- 
cording to Nintendo’s game-de- 
sign guru Shigeru Miyamoto, it 


is to amplify one of Nintendo’s . 


open-water goals of reaching a 
new audience with its simple 
structure while at the same time 
keeping in touch with tradition- 
al gamers. 

Several crude games were 
available at the Tokyo Game 
Show for demonstration. Of the 
people who actually used the con- 
troller in the demos, there were 
virtually no negative reactions. 

Even Matt Casamassina, an

IGN editor who is best known for 
his criticism of Nintendo, is rav- 
ing about it and left its demon- 
stration no less than impressed. 
Software developers are excited 
about it as well. 

“While our portfolio repre- 
sents a full array of titles across 
all genres, I think our sports titles 
might be the first to immediately 
take advantage of what this nov- 
el freehand type of control has to 
offer,” said John Schappart, Se- 
nior Vice President and general 
manager of Electronic Arts in 
Canada. 

“It’s a system that’s de- 
signed with an eye on enticing 
new players to the video game 
industry, and that’s something 
we firmly support,” confirmed 
Chuck Huebner, Head of World- 
wide Studios, a division 
of Activision. 

“We’re excited about 
the new controller and are 
looking forward to taking 
advantage of its innovative 
aspects,” said Serge Has- 
coet, Chief Creative Offi- 
cer of Ubisoft. 

If you’re shunning 
this as a grave for Nin- 
tendo without ever hav- 
ing tried the thing, think 
about this: Nintendo is re- 
sponsible for nearly every 
design aspect of the mod- 
ern-day controller.

An enthusiastic crowd 
packed comfortably into the 
Acoustic Cafe on Sept. 15 to 
hear Prihoda, a band known for 
their variety of instruments and 
upbeat sound.

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Yuri Orlov, played by Nicolas Cage, is an international arms dealer at the height of his career, though his 
soul may be plumbing the depths. Moral ambiguity abounds in this darkly comic, thoughtful docudrama. 


“Blow,”-due to its similar story 
and gritty realistic style. It’s 
inevitable that people will say 
“Lord of War” is the same as the 
movie “Blow,” but with guns 
instead of drugs. Personally, 
though, I wouldn’t go that far. 

WB: I have not seen “Blow,” 
but “Lord of War” does remind 
me of “Goodfellas.” This 
doesn’t have to affect “Lord of 
War” negatively, though. The 
photography, editing and setting 
make it stand out from the films 
that share similar stories. 

JB: I thought the photography 
was one of the best parts of the 
movie. The angles and framing 
were original and made the film 
stand out. What was particularly 
interesting, I felt, was a time- 
lapse scene that shows twenty- 
four hours in about a minute. 

WB: The opening scene alone 
made this movie awesome. The 
point of view of a bullet being 


manufactured, shipped and 
fired was the backdrop for the 
opening credits. This scene sets 
up the film’s subjects of not only 
the people firing the guns, but 
where the guns come from and 
how they get into the hands of 
the people who fire them. 

JB: The main character, Yuri, 
is well played by Nicolas Cage. 
Very convincing. 

WB: Jared Leto and Ethan 
Hawke both play competent 
supporting roles, but it’s 
actually Eamonn Walker as 
Andre Bapitiste Sr., the self 
appointed Liberian president, 
and Bridget Moynahan as Yuri’s 
wife, Ava, who steal the show 
as the two largest influences on 
Yuri’s character. _ 

JB: All of the actors played 
their roles so well that while 
watching the movie I never 
even found myself thinking 
about the acting. The realistic 


nature of the story, which drew 
from historical events, kept me 
enthralled from start to finish. 
It didn’t even feel like I was 
watching a work of fiction. 

WB: The story behind “Lord 
of War” parallels world events 
while inserting Yuri Orlov into 
them, in the same way that the 
title character of “Forrest Gump” 
was inserted into historical 
events. “Lord of War,’ while 
showing the horrors of war, 
never gets preachy with any pro- 
or anti-gun messages. It remains 
a story of fiction, presented 
as non-fiction, and leaves the 
judgments about guns up to the 
viewer to make.

The University of 
Wisconsin-Stout women’s vol- 
leyball team returns this sea- 
son in the wake of last year’s 
phenomenal season, which saw 
the Blue Devils finish 31-5 
overall, clinch the Wisconsin 
Intercollegiate Athletic 
Conference Championship and 
competed in the NCAA Division 
Il playoffs. 

This season, there is a 


major difference, well, make - 


that three differences in the 
absence of three star players 
that the team graduated in All- 
Americans Tanille Hartwig and 
Brooke Viegut; in addition to 
Erin Heger who led UW-Stout 
in assists. The Blue Devils 
also lost four-year veteran 
players Scooter Aspen and 
Lindsey Mensik. 

Such a hit would leave 
most coaches discouraged at the 
least, but not Jill Jolliff who 
steps into her 13th season as 
head coach. Instead, Jolliff is 
using the opportunity to build 
a new team with the assis- 
tance of senior libero Rachel 
Linbo and junior outside hitter 
Jenny McDermid. 

“Tt was not a bad restruc- 
turing, but a refreshing restruc- 
turing type thing,” Jolliff said. 
Myself and my assistant just 
have to remind ourselves that 
we have to go back to basics and 
sometimes after=being at that 
level the last two years it’s hard 
to say okay, we have to go back 
to this, but we’ve adjusted to it 
and the players have adjusted to 
it.

place in the WIAC. Despite 
the strong start, UW-Stout isn’t 
making any assumptions regard- 
ing the level of play that the 
team is up against in a tough 
WIAC conference. According to 
Jolliff, all the teams in the con- 
ference pose a potential threat 
for the Blue Devils. 

“T think that everybody 
that has been typically strong 
is strong,” said Jolliff. Superior 
has started off well, Stevens 
Point has a decent record, 
Oshkosh beat River Falls and 
where we are sitting at right now 
I view everyone in the WIAC as 
a threat just based on our young- 
ness and our ups and downs. 
This conference is so competi- 
tive on a regular basis; you just 
can’t count anyone out.” 

While the Blue Devils 
should by no means be counted 
out as a contender for the WIAC 
title, Jolliff is the first to admit 
that this will not be an easy feat 
for her team. 

“Not that I don’t want to 
win it, but I would be happy with 
a top four finish with this group 
that have,” said Jolliff. Winning 
it, we’re going to have to bring 
our A-game every match.” 

According to Jolliff, the 
team’s process of developing as 
a unit and the learning process 
differs from recent years.

McDermid returns as UW- 
Stout’s leading hitter and block- 
er and averaged 1.71 kills per 
game last season. 

“She’s been playing well 
and she brings a lot of block-

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body throws her two cents worth 
at every practice and at every 
game. It’s a complete team effort 
with this group,” said Jolliff. 

Jolliff also spotlights some 
potential talent in freshman out- 
side hitter Lacey Bunkelman 
and Shannon Lentz. Jolliff says 
that Bunkleman has started off 
really strong because no one was 
aware of her skill and that Lentz 
has made some major improve- 
ments on the right side. ; 

“Those two are going to be 
two key young players to watch 
out for,” said Jolliff. 

September 23-24 the Blue

Conference banners stolen

Three banners, advertis- 
ing the Career Confernce that is 
coming to the University of Wis- 
consin-Stout on Oct. 12 and 13, 
were stolen from their placed lo- 
cations on Sept. 22 and Sept 27. 

“Tt is extremely frustrating,” 
said Dr. LaMont Meinen, the di- 
rector of Career Services. “We 
invested over $700 in these three 
new banners, in hopes we could 
use them year after year by sim- 
ply changing the dates.” 


There were two banners 
stolen on Sept. 22 and a larger 
one was stolen on Sept. 27. 

The first two banners that 
were stolen only cost several hun- 
dred dollars combined, so Career 
Services was not as concerned 
when they disappeared. Then, a 
30 foot banner was stolen from 
atop of two light poles outside of 
Bowman Hall, and faculty were 
incredibly surprised. 

“A person would need a step 
ladder... to get up the pole and 
get at that banner,” said Meinen.

ductions, we can’t afford these 
kinds of losses.

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is authorized in advance 
to the Wisconsin or Federal 
Family and Medical Leave Acts. 
Another exception would be an 
emergency where you are unable 
to communicate. In that case, 
the written verification would be 
required at a later time. 

An instance in which the 
sick leave is allowed would be 
temporary medical care of ill 
or injured persons of immediate 
family, for a limited time. 
This sick leave is limited to 
five workdays for any illness. 


As always, there are certain 
circumstances where the leave 
may be extended.

charged with possession of sto- 
len property and criminal dam- 
age to property.”

able to because the University of 


Wisconsin-Stout was not regis- 
tered.

Remembering the walls of Ray Hall —

In 1961, the laboratory-shop 
known as the Trades Building, 
was named Ray Hall in honor of 
J. Edgar Ray. 

Sadly, the landmark chris- 
tened after Ray barely survived 
more than half a century after it 
was renamed. It was torn down 
in the mid-nineties due to the 
fact that it was a very old build- 
ing and became too expensive to 
maintain. 

Ray Hall was located south 
of Bowman Hall and in its place 
today, there are columns to rep- 
resent where Ray Hall once 
stood. Even though the building 
is now gone, the story behind 
the man for which it was named 
should not be forgotten. 

Born in Philadelphia and 
raised in New Jersey, J. Edgar 
Ray left high school his sec-

ond year to attend a mechanical 
trade school. Upon his gradua- 
tion three years later, Ray trav- 
eled around the country for a 
time working as a journeyman 
bricklayer in several states such 
as New York and California. 
He toiled on many well-known 


projects including the Rice Ho- 
tel in Texas. 

Lorenzo Dow Harvey, the 
President of Stout at the time, 
discovered Ray and convinced 
him to come to Stout to help him 
start up a program in bricklay- 
ing in 1914. Ray was curious 
about Menomonie and decided 
to “kind of look things over.” 

Harvey convinced him to 
stay and take a teaching position, 
using the enticement that Ray 
could make additional income 
helping with the bricklaying of 
a new home economics building 
(later called the Trades Build- 
ing), that was being erected at 
the time. Curiously, that same 
building Ray helped lay bricks 
upon at the beginning of his ca- 
reer at Stout would later bear his 
own name. 

However, after only three 
short months, Ray was fed up 
with the teaching position be- 
cause he felt his humble educa- 
tional background limited him. 

Harvey did not give up on 
Ray and managed to convince 
him to stay, although legend 
has it he did not accomplish this 
by himself. Apparently, Harvey 
received some additional help 
when Ray was taken to an all- 
school dance and was introduced 
to Virginia Burdick. Ray became 
smitten and- managed to woo 
Burdick. They were eventually 
married and Ray took his bride 
on a “motorcycle honeymoon.” 

Harvey’s contribution to 
getting Ray to stay was to con- 
vince him to enroll in the teach- 
er’s course at Stout. Ray earned 
his Bachelor of Science degree 
in industrial education, and was 
one of the earliest students to 
do so. He went on to earn his 
master’s in 1930 from Iowa 
State College, however, Ray did 


not stop there. He went on to 
achieve his doctorate from New 
York University. He was the only 
bricklayer in America at the time 
with a doctoral degree. 

With the background and 
educational achievements Ray 
had, he knew he could’ve made 
a good living in the bricklaying 
trade or as a contractor, howev- 
er, as Ray put it, “I would never 
have discovered the most impor- 
tant thing of all—my students.” 

Throughout his teaching ca- 
reer, Ray employed his philoso- 
phy of never letting a student 
leave class upset. “Any teacher, 


-at times, must be critical or se- 
vere with a student, his work or 


perhaps even his conduct. But 
even when I had been stern, I 
never let a student leave my 
classroom angry. He could be 
sure that I never held a personal

your workouts or teammates to 
practice with. Fortunately, there 
are some easy, inexpensive ways 
to keep from gaining weight with 
your new college lifestyle. 
Many college students fre- 
quently have the opportunity to 
eat buffet-style meals, for most 
of us, it’s everyday. If you are 


trying to fight the battle of the 


bulge, it is wise to refrain from 
eating all you can. 

When you aren’t paying at- 
tention to what you’re eating, 
it’s easy to pick up extra calo- 
ries, but the surprising reality 
is that one pound can be gained 
each week from simply eating 
170 extra calories at each meal. 
Instead of filling a tray with dif- 
ferent plates and bowls, try to 
limit yourself to one plate and 
take smaller portions. 

Eating desserts once or 
twice a day can pack on calo- 
ries quickly. Eat a dessert once 
or twice a week instead, while 
avoiding additional and unnec- 
essary calories. You'll enjoy 
dessert more when you aren’t 
eating it daily. 


Eating only a small portion 
of the main dish, which is usu- 
ally higher in fat and calories, 
and eating a salad on the side 
are simple ways to get full with- 
out getting fat. Eating healthy 
doesn’t mean you have to stop 
eating the foods you love, but 
you do need to eat less of them! 

If you’ve already put ona 
few pounds, or are still carry- 
ing some around from last year, 


there are anumber of undemand- _ 


ing steps you can take to lose it. 
Intead of hitting the snooze 
one more time, take the long way 
to breakfast. A quick, ten-min- 
ute walk in the morning on an 
empty stomach forces your body 
to recruit energy from storage, 
resulting in weight loss. Any ac- 
tivity that you do will burn calo- 
ries and help reduce the stress of 
the first year of college, which 
contributes to weight gain. 
Remember to eat breakfast. 
It gives you the energy you need 
to make it through school, gets 
your metabolism moving and 
curbs your appetite later in the 
day. Eating small meals through- 


out the day keeps your metabo- ~ 


lism and energy levels high. 

Try not to eat before bed. 
Three hours is the recommend- 
ed amount of. time to abstain 
from eating before going to 
sleep. And Starbucks? It’s best 
to avoid blended, sugary coffee 
drinks: tea, or plain black coffee 
is a better choice. 

Extreme low carbohydrate 
diets can have side effects like 
fatigue, extreme crankiness and 
sometimes health problems, but 
cutting back on one of two high- 
er carb items and substituting 
fresh vegetables and fruits can 
make a significant difference. 

Be wary of partying. Drink- 
ing beer, even light beer, con- 
tains 100 calories for every 12 
ounces consumed. You’re also 
a lot more likely to eat high-fat 
junk foods when you drink. 

It’s notable to say that the 
freshmen fifteen isn’t a given. 
With a little effort to be con- 
scious of the foods consumed 
everyday, and slight diet modifi- 
cations, the freshmen fifteen can 
be avoided without much diffi- 
culty.

grudge against him.” 

During his 45 years at 
Stout, Ray taught a range of 
classes from bricklaying and ar- 
chitectural drafting to freehand 
drawing and concrete working. 
Because he taught such a va- 
riety of courses, it is estimated 
that during his career at Stout, he 
taught more than 8,400 students, 
which remarkably is considered 
to be a low-end number. He even 
directed the Stout band for a few 
years, trumpet playing being one 
of his pastimes. 

Dr. Ray remarked at his re- 
tirement, ““When I came to Stout 
as a bricklayer to work on one 
of the campus buildings, I never 
thought I would stay 45 years 
and be a college professor when 
Milett”: 

When Dr. Ray left Stout, 
he was professor of industrial

education and chairman of the 
department of drafting. William 
Micheels, president at the time 
of Ray’s retirement, said “Dr. 
Ray was a gentleman, an excel- 
lent craftsman, an accomplished 
musician, and the kind of teacher 
that graduates asked about, and. 
wanted to visit when they came 
back.to the campus.” 

J. Edgar Ray passed away at 
the age of 80, on May 2, 1969, 
and even though the tribute to 
Ray was torn down before our 
arrival at Stout, Ray’s contribu- , 
tion to the University of Wiscon- 
sin-Stout is forever embedded 
in our school’s heritage. Ray’s 
story is very unique and is also 
representative of an era when 
members of the laboring class, 
who strove to better their situa- 
tions, were capable of achieving 
success.

The introduction of the 
bill showed a statewide poll 
support of 4 to 1. A statewide 
poll by Chamberlain Research 
Consultants showed 75.7 
percent support for the medical 
marijuana legislation by 
Wisconsin residents on Sept 14. 
For all age groups the proposal 
topped 70 percent. 

A telephone survey was 
conducted with 600 randomly 


selected Wisconsin residents July 
11-22, 2005, to determine some of 
the results. The poll questioned 
whether or not they favored the 
medical marijuana bill. 

This bill would make it so, 
with the recommendation of 
a doctor, a seriously ill patient 
could possess a limited amount of 
marijuana for medical use. Some 
illnesses considered under the bill 
might be cancer, multiple sclerosis 
or other serious illnesses.

Sexual assault solved 


UW-Stout students finally get an answer

“Tt’s something _ that 
changes your life forever,” 
said Jodi Barrett, a graduate 
of the University of Iowa who 
currently works in Hudson, WI 
as a high school counselor. “I 
was sexually assaulted over 
seven years ago now, and the 
fear never leaves.” 

Two years ago, the same 
fear that Barrett felt while in 
college in Iowa was felt by many 
University of Wisconsin-Stout 
students after several alarming 
attacks on female students. 

On Sunday, Sept. 7, 2003, 
then Menomonie resident 
Thomas Lynn Russell, 42, 
walked into an unlocked house 
on the 300 block of 2™ St. 
W. and bound up two female 


residents. He kept the two by 
knife point for a short while and 
sexually assaulted one of them 
before leaving their home. 

A week later, on Saturday, 
Sept. 20, Russell allegedly 
entered another unlocked home 
on the 200 block of 16" Ave. 
W. and bound another female 
resident with ropes. The resident 
was then almost strangled before 
her cries awoke her roommates. 

Police and victims had no 
idea who the assailant was at 
that time and reminded students 
and residents to keep their doors 
locked. Lisa Walters, Chief of 
the UW-Stout Police Dept., 
stated that everyone would be 
living uncomfortably for a while 
until he was caught. 

“90 percent of victims

G.|. Bill financially supports education

Issue Bill was passed to help 
Wisconsin veterans and their 
dependents go to a University 
of Wisconsin-System or a 
Wisconsin Technical School. 
The bill was recently signed by 
Governor Doyle in July. 

The bill helps all veterans 
and people who are dependant

on’ veterans.’ It has no income 
limits, delimiting _ periods 
following military service where 
the benefits must be used or the 
level of study is limited. 

“This is truly a positive 
step in helping more Wisconsin 
residents go to school,” said 
Larry Graves, Assistant 
Registrar at the University of 
Wisconsin-Stout. 


One must be an eligible 
veteran with Wisconsinresidency 
who has entered active duty. 
In this case the G. I. Bill will 
waiver fifty percent of tuition 
and fees for up to 128 credits or 
eight full-time semesters. 

One can be a dependant of 
a veteran from Wisconsin who 
has entered active duty. In this 
case the G.I. Bill will waiver 100 


percent of tuition and fees for up 
to 128 credits or eight full-time 
semesters. Dependents will be 
eligible if the veteran has either a 
combined VA service-connected 
disability rating of thirty percent 
or great, or has died in the line 
of duty. 

Spouses will be eligible 
for up to 10 years after the date 
of death or service-connected

disability rating. Children will 
be eligible at the age of 18 
through 25. 

“Personally, I think this 
is a great piece of legislation 
and it will help the men and 
women who have served the 
nation achieve their educational 
goals,” said Lieutenant Colonel 
Scott Bolstad, Professor of 
Military Science.

One in eight women have or 
will develop breast cancer; this 
year more than 211,000 women 
in America will be diagnosed 
with breast cancer and 43,300 
will die according to http:// 
www.nationalbreastcancer. 
org. This month marks the 21* 
annual National Breast Cancer 
Awareness month, a program 
created to encourage earlier 
detection and better and more 
effective treatments. 

National Breast Cancer 
Awareness Month has been 
there to educate women about 
diagnosis and treatment and 
especially the importance of 
early detection. Therefore, 
women should have a 
mammography study done by 
the age of 40. October 21 is 


National Mammography Day. 
Younger women are encouraged 
to do a self-exam monthly. 

This year they want to make 
it easier for uninsured or under 
insured women age 40 and older 
who would not normally be able 
to afford screenings to receive 
them. They also want women 
to set a personal goal or plan for 
their own breast health. 

A nationwide campaign is 
held that is aimed at the public, 
health care professionals, 
employers and the federal 
government. This is done strictly 
by all women. It is likely that 
someone you know has been 
affected by breast cancer. 

“You don’t want to have 
it, but you can survive it,” 
said Linda Schutt, a breast 
cancer survivor. 

Notall things youhear about 
breast cancer are true. Men can 


get breast cancer; though it is a 
much small percent compared to 
women, it is possible. Although 
having a history of breast cancer 
in your family increases your 
risks, it does not mean that you 
will get it. 

“We feel it is important 
to create cancer awareness on 
campus because our whole 
committee has been affected by 
cancer in one shape or form,” said 
Nicole Hilton, a senior majoring 
in psychology and the president 
of Colleges Against Cancer. 

“We are creating awareness 
on campus to raise money for 
the American Cancer Society 
to help those affected by cancer 
and to help support research and 
to create awarness so people can 
take preventive measures.

know their attacker,” said 
Christine Weigel, coordinator 
of the Campus Violence 
Prevention Project for UW- 
Stout. “It was unique that these 
girls didn’t.” 

The break in the case 
came last year when Russell’s 
DNA was matched in two 
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additional cases in St. Croix, 
WI and Hopkins, MN. 

Russell was charged with 
one count of Sexual Assault in 
the First Degree with the use 
of a Dangerous Weapon, two 
counts of False Imprisonment 
and one count of Burglary in 
the Sept. 7 case, which was 
tried from Monday, Oct. 3 
through Tuesday Oct. 4. 


For the second incident 
that occurred on Sept. 20, 
Russell was charged with one 
count of Burglary and one 
count of False Imprisonment. 

The two cases are being 
tried separately by District 
Attorney James M. Peterson. 
Russell, who pleaded not 
guilty in both cases, testified 
earlier this week. 

He claimed that he had 
known the victims prior to 
their claims and had lent 
them a considerable amount 
of money. 

When they were unable 


to pay him back, Russell said 
they offered to give him drugs 
and favors for the money. 
The victims had never met 
him before the attack. 

“That man’s testimony is 
not worth anything,” Peterson 
said of Russell. “It’s nothing 
but self-serving garbage. If you 
listen to his story on its face, it is 
patently ridiculous. 

“Not only did he lie to 
you,” Peterson told the jury. 
“He insulted the very victims 
he victimized.” 

Russell was found guilty 
in the first trial and is awaiting 


sentencing. It only took the jury 
slightly more than an hour to 
deliberate. 

“We’re very pleased with 
the outcome,” Peterson said. 

The second trial date 
is yet to be set. Russell is 
also currently facing similar 
charges in Hopkins and St. 
Croix County. He is currently 
residing in the St. Croix 
County Jail in Hudson. 

“Students need to learn to 
lock their doors all the time,” 
said Weigel. “Something that 
simple could prevent a burglary 
or being assaulted.”

Budget cuts get bigger

In the life of an everyday 
college student, debt is nothing 
new. However, the recent 
budget cuts for the next two 
years are anything but forgiving 
for students and University of 
Wisconsin faculty and staff 
alike. 

“T would like to inform the 
campus of the continued budget 
crisis we face, reminding 
everyone that the cuts have been 
significant,” said Chancellor 
Charles Sorensen. 

sihey ate" not. — yet 
completed, and we will have to, 
as a campus, understand that we 
must discontinue some services 
and functions and do others 
quite differently. This will be a 
challenge for everyone.” 
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There are two different 
phases for the current budget 
cuts, phase one being for 2005- 
2006 and phase two being for 
2006-2007. 

There are four category 
reductions for the entire 
University of Wisconsin System, 
which include a $20 million 
asset management cut, a $15 
million administrative cut, a $5 
million procurement reduction 
and a $15 million joint finance 
reduction. 

University of Wisconsin- 
Stout’s cuts from this are almost 
$1.7 million, $580,000 of which 
are only a one time reduction, 
but more than $1.1 million are 
permanent cuts. Most of the 
cuts have already been made, 
but there is still $533,302 that is 
being dealt with. 
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No Crowds - 


“This is a serious fiscal issue 
and I am confident we will emerge 
a strong, viable institution,” said 
Sorensen. “But we cannot expect 
to continue doing all that we 
presently do. We will continue to 
review the campus, the services 
we provide, the programs and 
support programs, workloads, 
vacancies and administrative 
positions. 

“Everything will have to 
undergo scrutiny so we can 
continue to focus sharply on 
providing educational excellence 
to our students. I am asking for 
the support of everyone as we 
engage in this task.”

Walking to class can 
sometimes prove to be quite 
a chore. Yes, it is does pro- 
vide an excuse for exercise, 
but it’s a weak one at that. 

The dreaded rain, hik- 
ing up that great hill on the 
way to Bowman or Harvey 
Hall and dodging cars in 
the crosswalks can all cause 
problems. 

This last problem can 
sometimes be the worst. 
Pedestrians are in a hurry 
to cross the street and get to 
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or back from class, 
and drivers are in a 
hurry to get to wher- 
ever they are trying 
to go.

They 
are rotated to see what effect 
they have at different loca- 
tions. 

Currently, these signs are 
taken down at night; there 
are hopes, however, that they 
will soon be left up 24 hours 

a day. There are also hopes 
that the university will be 
getting more of these signs. 

So what happens when 
they are taken down, or if 
there isn’t one in a particular 
crosswalk? There is some 
confusion as to who has the 
right of way, the driver or

the pedestrian. 

Fortunately, there are 
laws that may help clear up 
some of this confusion. 

Here are some laws 
concerning drivers and pe- 
destrians, according to www. 
menomoniepolice.com. 


1. Every pedestrian 
crossing a roadway at any 
point other than within a 
marked or unmarked cross- 
walk shall yield the right-of- 
way to all vehicles upon the 
roadway. 

2. When crossing the 
roadway at an intersection or 


crosswalk where traffic is not 
controlled by traffic control 
signals or by a traffic officer, 
the operator of a vehicle 
shall yield the right-of-way 
to a pedestrian. This needs 

to be consistent with the 

safe use of the crosswalk by 
pedestrians, who are crossing 
the highway within a marked 
or unmarked crosswalk. 

3. The operator of a 
vehicle at a controlled 
intersection shall yield the 
right-of way to pedestrians 
who have started to cross 
the highway on a green or 
“Walk” signal, and in all 


other cases, pedestrians shall 
yield the right-of-way to 
vehicles lawfully proceeding 
ahead on a green signal. 

4. No pedestrian shall 
suddenly leave the curb or 
other place of safety and 
walk, run or ride into the 
path of a vehicle which is 
so close that it is difficult 
for the operator of the ve- 
hicle to yield. 

So now that we’ve got 
the laws cleared up, hope- 
fully we won’t see any more 
games of pedestrian bowling 
or the “who’s going to go 
first” dance. 


Should the Personal Protection Act be in Wis.?

I’m sure you have heard 
about the bad things that the 
Personal Protection Act, the 
law that would allow concealed 
carry permits, will do. 

If you haven’t, well— 
you eventually will. This is a 
very hot bill, especially for 
gun owners, law enforcement 
and college students. 

Hold up, how does the 
concealed carry bill, a gun bill, 
affect the college student? State 
funding: the University System 
is state funded. 

So are our prisons! The 
prison population has increased 
significantly in the last two 
decades, requiring new prisons 
and expansion programs state- 
wide. Prisoners require lots of 
money: state money. 

The state spends more 
money on them than they do 
on the average college student. 
Which would you rather fund 


more, prisons or schools? I’d 
choose the latter. 

Lowering the crime rate to 
decrease the amount of prison- 
ers would be helpful, especially 
considering the hits that the 
University System has received 
to its funding. The concealed 
carry bill is a solution. 

I’m sure you’ve read the 
first paragraph and wondered 
what the concealed carry bill 
does. Here are the basics: 

The concealed carry and 
personal protection bill would 
allow law-abiding citizens to 
carry a weapon for protection. 

Similar laws are in place 
in 46 other states. Wisconsin 
isn’t one of them...yet. In each 
of those 46 states, crime rates 
have fallen—by nearly a quar- 
ter in some! 

That includes drops in ho- 
micide, robbery and aggravated 
assault. Nine of the 46 states now 
have the lowest crime rates in the 
country since concealed carry 
laws have been enacted there. 

There are several details 
that most likely will be forgot- 
ten in arguments against the bill. 

The Law Enforcement 
Act of 2004 (H.R. 218) allows 


qualified active duty and retired 
cops to carry a concealed 
weapon in all 50 states. 

However, Attorney General 
Lautenschlager advised that Wis- 
consin should not comply “upon 
sound advice of legal council.” 

In my opinion not comply- 
ing with a federal law without 
sound reasoning is ridiculous! 

Also, a recent court case, 
State vs. Hamden, found that 
individuals carrying concealed 
weapons in their own homes, 
property or places of business, do 
not need to obtain a license for 
concealed carrying of a weapon. 

The case also recommend- 
ed that Wisconsin enact a con- 
cealed carry law. The concealed 
carry bill simply ensures the 
court case and federal laws are 
compliant on the state level and 
citizens of Wisconsin can share 
the same rights as citizens from 
the other 46 states. 

What is included in the 
bill? First, only people 21 and 
over can carry a gun. Next, a 
license must be obtained 
through the Department of Jus- 
tice, and a criminal background 
check and a firearm safety 
course must be completed. 


A fee also must be payed to 
receive an I.D. card designated 
by the Department of Justice 
authorizing concealed carrying. 

Lastly, concealed carrying is 
not allowed in airports, taverns, 
churches, athletic events or on 
school property, which should 
be a no brainer to most of us. 
However, the listed places have 
been used in arguments against 
having concealed carrying. 

When placed in the hands 
of a well trained law abiding 
citizen, a concealed weapon 
can protect him or herself and 
defend those around them. 
Several examples from around 
the country are in the news on a 
weekly basis, just Google them 
to see them. 

The only thing stopping the 
passage is Governor Jim Doyle, 
so that means another veto 
override is needed. 

Last time the bill was short 
one vote to override the veto. 
Interested in having a concealed 
carry law like 46 other states? 
If you’re from Wisconsin, talk 
to your local legislators and 
encourage them to support it 
today. (log on to www.legis. 
state.wi.us to find them).

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Depression can happen to anyone

Suicide is the second lead- 
ing killer of college students. 
Within the last year, ten percent 
of college students report hav- 
ing serious thoughts of suicide, 
seven percent planned to kill 
themselves, and 1.5 percent had 
attempted suicide. Gay students 
are especially susceptible, and 
are two to three times more like- 
ly to attempt suicide than other 
students. 

So what’s the cause of these 
suicide attempts? Ninety percent 
of adolescent suicide victims 
have at least one diagnosable, 
active psychiatric illness at the 
time of death. Most often, the 
problems are depression and 
anxiety disorders. Only 15 per- 
cent of suicide victims were in 
treatment at the time of death. 

College is a big change for 
many students, and is often ac- 
companied by new stresses, in- 
cluding major disappointment, 
rejection, failure or loss such as 
breaking up with a girlfriend or 
boyfriend, failing a big exam or 
witnessing family turmoil. Be- 
cause the overwhelming major- 
ity of those who commit suicide 
have a mental or substance-re- 
lated disorder, they often have 
difficulty coping with such crip- 
pling stressors. 

Suicidal intentions are char- 
acterized by physical changes 
like extreme weight loss/gain, 
trouble sleeping normally, ne- 
glect of personal appearance, 
drug and alcohol abuse, trouble 
concentrating/performance in 
school and withdrawal from 
family and friends. Those con- 
sidering suicide often have 
thoughts of worthlessness, alien- 
ation, hopelessness, extreme 
anxiety, loss of interest in once- 
enjoyable activities and feelings 
such as sadness, irritability and 
indifference. 

“Seasonal depression 
happens in the dorms a 
lot; keeping your 
blinds up, the door 


open and having extra lamps and 
bright colors in the room can all 
help,” said Jacalyn Schultz, a 
food systems and technology 
major. 

Problems that most students 
would be able to deal with in a 
healthy manner can affect stu- 
dents with depression and anxi- 
ety differently; obstacles seem 
insurmountable, one or two mis- 
takes can make them feel like a 
failure and moderately serious 
problems can seem like the end 
of the world. They are unable 
to see that their lives can turn 
around, unable to recognize that 
suicide is a permanent solution 
to a temporary problem. 

Most victims of suicide not 
only demonstrate these symp- 
toms, but an estimated 80 per- 
cent of suicide victims also talk 
about their intentions before- 
hand. Signs of suicidal thoughts 
and intentions often go unrecog- 
nized or tragically, are not taken 
seriously. 

“T had a friend who would 
cut himself and drink all the 
time,” said Lindsey VanDeWe- 
ghe, a major in graphic design. 
“He tried to commit suicide 
three times senior year and did 
see a therapist, but thought it 
was totally hopeless. He didn’t 
think he was worth anything, it 
was really sad.” 

Since people who are con- 
templating suicide feel so alone 
and helpless, the most important 
thing to do if you think a friend 
or loved one is suicidal is to 
communicate with him or her 
openly and frequently. There is 
no danger of “giving someone 
the idea.” Rather, the opposite is 
true. Bringing up the question of 
suicide and discussing it without 
showing shock or disapproval is 
one of the most helpful things 
you can do for a suicidal per- 
son. This openness shows that 
you are taking them seriously, 
responding to the severity of his 
or her distress and most impor- 
tantly show- 
ing that 
you 


truly care about them. 

One of the most common 
misconceptions about talking 
with someone who might be con- 
templating suicide is that bring- 
ing up the subject may make 
things worse. This is not true. 
Also, never assume that some- 
one who is determined to end his 
or her life can’t be stopped. Even 
the most severely depressed per- 
son has mixed feelings about 
death, wavering until the very 
last moment between wanting 
to live and wanting to die. Most 
suicidal people don’t want to die 
at all; they just want the pain to 
stop. The impulse to end it all, 
though, no matter how overpow- 
ering, does not last forever. 

If you think that someone 
you know is considering sui- 
cide, besides being a supportive 
friend and discussing their feel- 


ings with them, encourage them 
to see a physician or mental 
health professional and offer to 
accompany them. Often, those 
who are suicidal are unwilling 
or unable to seek professional 
help alone. If it’s a crisis situa- 
tion, don’t be afraid to take them 
to an emergency room or walk- 
in clinic and don’t leave them 
alone until help is available. 

If possible, remove any 
drugs, alcohol, weapons and 
sharp objects that could be used 
in a suicide attempt. Support 
them in continued mental health 
care and take an active roll in 
making sure they are taking any 
prescribed medication; after an 
improvement is noticed, some 
patients will discontinue taking 
the medication because they feel 
they don’t need it anymore and 
could become suicidal again. 


If you’re considering sui- 
cide and don’t feel that you can 
talk to anyone, there are a couple 
different toll-free phone numbers 
that can provide support and in- 
sight, and will be there to help 
24 hours a day: these are listed 
in the chart below. Sometimes 
all you need is someone under- 
standing to talk to.

The beginning of Stout —

Over the past few weeks I’ve 
talked about the significance of 
many noteworthy people in the 
University of Wisconsin-Stout’s 
past while skipping over entirely 
the most important person in 
Stout’s history, obviously this 
being Stout himself. 

Do not think I had not men- 
tioned Mr. Stout thus far on the 
notion that there isn’t much to 
tell about him or that he wasn’t 
an impressive man; nothing 
could be further from the truth. 
Our university is the only uni- 
versity in the Wisconsin system 
that is named for an individual 
and not a place and there is a 
reason for that. 

UW-Stout is a school that 
is different from all the other 
schools in the UW system be- 
cause of the foresight, efforts 
and generosity of Mr. Stout. I 
had purposely not mentioned 
Stout up to this point because I 
was saving it for a full article on 
our school’s founder. Despite my 
efforts, I will still probably not 
manage to do him justice, even 
though I will try to be thorough 
by making the article two parts, 
extending it over two weeks. 

James Huff Stout, an heir of 
the Knapp, Stout, & Co. Lumber 
Company, was born in Dubuque, 
Iowa on Sept. 25, 1848, to Henry 
Stout. James’ father was a board 
member of the Knapp, Stout & 
Co. which was quite possibly 
the largest lumber company in 
the United States at the time. At 
its peak, the mill employed over 
2,000 people in Menomonie and 
the surrounding area. 

James Stout went to school 
in Dubuque, Iowa and then to 
the University of Chicago. He 
returned to his home in Jowa in 
1868 where he informed his fa- 
ther that he did not want to go 
on to school and that instead he 
wanted to work. His father re-

searched manual training schools then built a large training school. 


plied, “Then go out in the yards 
and learn to pile lumber.” Over 
the next ten years, James Stout 
learned every facet of the lumber 
business and worked in several 
positions before being relocated 
for a time to St. Louis. 

It was during his time in 
Missouri, supervising the com- 
pany’s affairs, that he learned 
about a new way of training 
young students known as “manu- 
al training.” A brand new school 
implementing this sort of learn- 
ing, the first ever of its kind, had 


just opened in St. Louis. One 
day, Stout overheard a worker 
complaining that he didn’t have 
the money to send his three boys 
to the new school. Stout told him 
not to worry about it, to send the 
boys to the school and that he 
would pay for their education. 
Though he was proud that 
his lumber company provided a 
living for 4,000 men, Stout wor- 
ried, “of what avail is it to pay 
men the money to live on if their 
life is not worth living?”

He wanted to change the cy- 
cle and ensure that the children 
of these men had a better chance 
to succeed. The manual training 
school would provide them with 
useful skills that would help 
them get decent jobs, rather than 
have them pay a lot of money for 
additional schooling requiring 
them to sit through lessons in 
Latin that they would never be 
able to use in the work world. 

Stout’s interest in manual 
training continued to grow un- 
til he moved to Knapp, Stout 
& Co.’s headquarters in Meno- 
monie in 1889 to assume most 
of the managerial duties of the 
corporation. Assessing his sur- 
roundings, Stout realized Meno- 
monie was a perfect place to 
experiment with his educational 
venture. He proposed to the 
city’s common council to start a 
program in manual training, for 
which he himself would pay. 

“T will place upon the school 
grounds, in a place designated by 
the Board of Education, a build- 
ing of proper kind and size, fur- 
nished with all of the equipment 
necessary for the instruction of 
classes of boys and girls in the 
subjects included in the first year 
in a course of manual training.” 
In addition, Stout offered to 
pay for salaries of teachers and 
school supplies. 

It was impossible to turn 
him down, and soon a two-story 
Manual Training School, which 
was to serve as supplemental 
instruction concurrent with the 
Menomonie high school, was 
opened on January 5, 1891. 

Stout and the Menomonie 
High School principal, R. B. 
Dudgeon, traveled the country 
touring newly opened manual 
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James H. Stout first learned of “manual training” in St. Louis where he worked for his family’s company. 
He erected the first manual training building in Menomonie where students learned practical job skills. 


training schools and getting ad- 
vice. Three instructors from a 
manual training school in Ohio 
were recruited to come work 
in the newly opened school in 
Menomonie. Within a year the 
experiment was deemed a suc- 
cess, and Stout was prepared to 
offer more money to extend the 
program, building a larger and 
more adequate school. 

Four short years after the 
erection of the second build- 
ing, however, the success of 
the manual training school was 
almost daunted when the build- 
ing was destroyed by fire. Its 
importance to the community, 


however, saved it. 

Leading citizens of Meno- 
monie sent a petition to Stout 
asking that the manual training 
school be rebuilt. Stout readily 
complied, with the stipulation 
that the new school be built ad- 
jacent to a brand new Menomo- 
nie high school paid for by the 
Menomonie community. 

Stout’s determination to 
continue on with his plans, 
whatever the cost and despite a 
major setback, made quite clear 
that Stout was dedicated to using 
his wealth for the betterment of 
less fortunate people.

leased its first re- 
cord in 1997 with 
an almost entirely

“Stylistically 
things have changed 
over the years, the 
only original mem- 
bers are Chris and 
Brian,” said Krol. 

Two years ago, 
following the depar- 
ture of the band’s 
second drummer, 
Krol came on as the 
new face on percus- 
sion; right around 
the same time Tovar 
joined the crew. 

Although the 
band has been playing with 
the current lineup for the past 
two years, each of its members 
brings a wealth of talent and ex- 
perience to the stage. 

The Vos brothers have been 
playing music together since 
they were kids, while Krol be- 
gan playing the drums by the 


age eight or nine. Tovar was also 
born into a musical family and 
has been playing the guitar since 
he was nine. 

“My whole family is mu- 
sical, we have always had mu- 
sic around us our whole lives 
as a family, so it was a natural 
desire to want to play it for 
me,” said C. Vos. 

Freshwater Collins cites a 
vast array of musical influences 
that have impacted the kind of 
music that they produce; they 
range from The Flaming Lips to 
bluesy riffs of Muddy Waters. 

The result is a unique sound 
that can’t be pigeon holed into 
any specific genre. 

While it is refreshing for

In 1889, Andrew and Ber- 
tha Tainter decided to con- 
struct a building of importance 
and permanence. 

It was through the encour- 
agement of Reverend Maxson 
that they decided to dedicate 
this building to their deceased 
daughter, Mabel. Mabel Taint- 
er may have only lived to be 
19 years old, but as a result her 
name will forever be remem- 
bered in Menomonie. 

Andrew Tainter moved 
to Wisconsin from Syracuse, 
New York, and started his own 
logging business on Poskin 
Lake. Due to the high demand 
of lumber in the 1880s, Taint- 
er’s logging camp thrived and 
he became wealthy. 

The business came to 
be called the Knapp Stout & 
Company, and became famous 
as the largest white pine lum- 
ber company in the world. 

The Mabel Tainter Memo- 
rial was designed by an archi- 
tectural firm in Minneapolis. 

The sandstone for the ex- 


terior of the building was tak- 
en just ten miles down the road 
in Downsville and the bricks 
were from Menomonie’s very 
own Brick Company. Each 
stone was hand cut and laid 
by skilled stonemasons. The 
assembly cost of the building 
was approximately $105,000. 

The interior of the build- 
ing is quite luxurious. As you 
step into the auditorium, there 
is a sense of stepping into an- 
other world. 

The room was painted gold 
from floor to ceiling and was 
decorated with hand stenciling 
and hand-carved white pine. 

The original carpet was 
imported from India and made 
of silk and mohair, inspiring a 
very exquisite setting. 

The carpet, which was 
then replaced, is wool and cut 
exactly like the original. The 
Tiffany stained glass windows 
were brought from Chicago. 

The smaller space permits 
audience members to feel inti- 
mate with the performers. The 
smaller setting allows the sound 
of the dancer’s ballet shoes to be 
heard by audience members. 

There are no amplifiers in 
the theater because the room’s 
natural acoustics are enough to 
spread the sound. 

The theater season at the 
Mabel Tainter runs from Sep- 
tember through May. 
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The 21 singers, actors and instrumentalists that make up the group Five By Design will be performing 
their hugely successful “Radio Days” this Friday at the Great Hall, courtesy of Mabel Tainter and BDP.

FOX’ short-lived TV series 
“Firefly” was, to fans’ delight, 
adapted to the big screen in “Se- 
renity.” Written and directed by 
Joss Whedon (of “Buffy the Vam- 
pire Slayer” fame), “Serenity” 
continues the story of the crew 
of the spaceship named Serenity. 
The mismatched but close-knit 
crew does odd jobs while stay- 
ing out of the way of the galactic 
government.

Next up is the farmer’s walk, 
an event where the contestant has 
two dumb bells weighing 120 
pounds each, one in each hand. 
The farmer’s walk requires the 
person to walk 80 yards down 
the field to the finish line.

Students have been talking 
about a grant that was given to 
the University of Wisconsin- 
Eau Claire in an effort to 
decrease consumption of 
alcohol. Somewhere 


amidst 


this fact came the rumor that 
UW-Eau Claire might cancel 
homecoming entirely, and from 
this came the rumor that the 
University of Wisconsin-Stout 
homecoming is also cancelled. 
In the Sept. 22 edition of 
UW-Eau Claire’s newspaper, 
Spectator, their student body 
president, Aaron Olson, 
was quoted saying, “Stout’s 
homecoming has been 


cancelled ... we hope not to go 
to Stout’s level.” 

“This is not true,” said 
Lisa Walter, the University of 
Wisconsin-Stout chief of police. 

UW-Eau Claire’s__— two- 
year grant is meant to improve 
social issues, with a percentage 
increasing enforcement. Only 
a small fraction of this grant 
is specifically catered towards 
homecoming. 


UW-Eau Claire is not 
allowing alcohol in _ the 
stadium or on the premises i.e. 
tailgating this year. 

“This is not something 
new to UW-Stout, we haven’t 
allowed this for four years,” 
said Walter. 

UW-Eau Claire may also 


be affected if legislation and 


the city council decide to 
revise nightly drink specials 


and keg registration.. This too, 
is something that UW-Stout is 
already familiar with. 

UW-Stout will continue to 
enforce its stance- on keeping 
alcoholic beverages out of the 
stadium and off the premises 
during the homecoming game.

Downloading is illegal

_ The Recording Industry 
Association of America (RIAA) 
has been suing persons whom 
have been downloading music 
illegally online. Recently a 
woman countersued them for 
accusing her wrongly and 
illegally searching her computer. 


The RIAA filed “John 
Doe” lawsuits for individuals 
taking copyrighted music on the 
Internet through unauthorized 
services such as_ Grokster, 
Kazaa and Limewire. They 
were filed through the federal 
district courts across the country 
including California, Colorado, 
Georgia, Missouri, New York, 


Pennsylvania, Virginia and 
Washington D.C. 

Tanya Andersen, 42, a 
disabled single mother from 
Oregon, has filed a countersuit 
against the RIAA. She calls 
the RIAA a fraud and claims

squad cars and aggressive 
enforcement,” said Walter. 


“We [UW-Stout Police] will be 
everywhere, along with State 
Patrol and Dunn County. If 
you’re doing something wrong, 
expect to see us around the 
corner. People need to comply 
with Menomonie ordinances.” 
Safety precautions will be 
taken before,. during and after 
the parade. Lisa Walter and 
Bill Siedlecki will be making 
sure that the drivers of the 
homecoming floats have not had 
one drop of alcohol. Even if a 
driver is within the legal limit 
to operate a vehicle according 
to the Wisconsin state limit of a 
.08 blood alcohol level, they will 
not qualify to drive a float. Fire 
extinguishers and safety chains 
are also among the list of things 
to be inspected before a float 
may participate in the parade. 
Students need to remember 


that fines for attempting to 
give or purchase alcohol for 
an underaged person are $435, 
and this also applies for any 
underaged person attempting 
to purchase for themselves. 
Students hosting parties may 
not charge money for alcohol 
without a liquor license. Any 
underaged persons consuming 
alcohol on your premise may 
also receive serious fines. 

If you are _ thinking 
about having a party, you 
need to comply with all of 


the Menomonie ordinances. 
Examples include noise 
ordinances and building 


ordinances. A complete list of 
these can be found at http:// 
dunncountywi.govoffice2.com 
(click under city ordinances 
under the left hand column).

federal court -judicial system. 
The RIAA accused Andersen 
of downloading gangster rap 
through Kazaa. Andersen claims 
to have never stolen anything 
online, let alone gangster rap, in 
which she has no interest. 

After she received notice 
of her suit, she was contacted by 
the Settlement Support Center, 
where she was then told that a 
company called MediaSentry 
illegally infiltrated her computer 
and found some evidence that she 
was taking copyrighted music. 
~ She had the Settlement Support 
Center inspect her computer to 
prove her innocence. . 

“Tt was something I got in 
the mail and that I didn’t quite 
understand from them stating 
they were releasing my private 
information,” Andersen told 
p2pnet recently. “They had 
a subpoena attached and it 
basically sounded to me when 
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I read it &' they were just 
investigating something and 
wanted my information.” 

Andersen was told the 
probability of her innocence, but 
the Settlement Support Center 
told her to refuse settlement. The 
RIAA will go on with the suit, 
so that others will not follow in 
Andersen’s footsteps and put up 
a fight. She has not been the only 
victim of the RIAA. 

“Copyright infringement 
is wrong,” said Andersen’s 
lawyer, Lory Lybeck. “[But], 
thug-like threats by multi- 
national, multi-billion dollar 
businesses against people who 
cannot afford to speak or even 
explain their innocence is a 
much greater wrong. 

“If all this was true, that 
would mean that the RIAA 
attempted to defraud a disabled 
women from her social security 
income. It would also mean that 
the RIAA attempted to get rid 
of their competitors by [hiring] 
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law enforcements and arresting 
innocent people. It would also 
mean that this is one of the 
most extreme acts of large scale 
corporate fraud ever.” 

“T can see why downloading 
is wrong; you are stealing 
someone’s creation. The issue 
is more about profit, and they 
really don’t make that much 
money off of the songs, it’s more 
merchandise and tours,” said 
Suzie Kottwitz, a freshman at the 
University of Wisconsin-Stout 
majoring in multimedia design. 

“The RIAA searches are 
kind of ridiculous, and too 
many mistakes can be made. 
There are a lot more problems 
to worry about.”

First of all, professional 
counselors are available at 
the Counseling Center in 410 
Bowman Hall (232-2468) for 
assessment and counseling. 


_ Services are free and 
confidential for students. 

We also list a number 
of self-help resources online 
at http://www.uwstout.edu/ 
counsel including the suicide 
hotlines referenced in the 
article. 

Another resource on 
campus is the Student Health 
Center (232-1314), which has 
medical staff available for - 
consultation about medica- 
tions that might be helpful to 
treat depression and other con- 
ditions that can put a person at 
risk for suicide. 

Finally, as Ms. Gauthier 
mentioned, if the situation 


_ is a crisis (1.e., a person is in 


immediate danger of harming 
themselves), taking a person 
to an emergency room or 
calling the police (911 or 232- 
2222) are appropriate actions 
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to save a life. Our campus po- 
lice are well-trained to assess 
suicidal situations and respond 
appropriately. 

Fhere is much help 
for persons who are feeling 
depressed or suicidal. When 
help is sought, individuals 
usually regain their sense of 
well-being and return to more 
hopeful, satisfying levels of 
functioning in work, school 
and relationships.

A short time after the Man- 
ual Training Building fire, the 
school was back up and run- 
ning again in a third new, and 
this. time fireproof, building that 
was completed in 1898 and later 
came to be known as Bowman 
Hall. Today it is the oldest build- 
ing on campus, with the excep- 
tion of the Louis Smith Tainter 
House, which technically is the 
oldest. However, Tainter was ac- 
quired by the university and not 
originally erected by the school. 
Even before Stout donated 

the funds to rebuild the Manual 
Training School, his prominence 
as a citizen was solidified when 
he was elected president of the 
Menomonie Board of Education 
and appointed a member of the 
Board of Visitors.for the River 
Falls Normal. He was also elect- 
ed senator, representing Barron, 
Buffalo, Dunn and Pepin coun- 
ties; he retained this position for 
a total of 16 years. Stout man- 
aged to achieve all of this in just 
five short years after coming to 
Menomonie. 
; In 1900, Mr. Stout decided 
that the school could use facili- 
ties for physical education. He 


set to work on having a two-part . 


structure built that contained a

gymnasium and a swimming 
pool; again, he funded this all 
himself. In addition to being 
used by students, the building 
was also to serve as a recreation 
building. So, in it was included 
a reading room, billiards, a 
card room and bowling alleys 
that were used by members and 
groups of the community. 

All in all, throughout his 
life; Stout poured more than 
$500,000 into his Manual Train- 
ing School venture in Meno- 
monie. This wasn’t the only 
endeavor of Mr. Stout’s though; 
beyond his obligations with the 
mill, the Stout Manual Training 
School, and his duties as senator, 
Mr. Stout also had an interest in 
libraries, road development and 
a concern for the facilities avail- 
able for the mentally ill. 

Stout believed that all peo- 
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ple should have free access to 
books and he worked with the 
secretary of the Free Library 
Commission, Frank A. Hitchins, 
to establish the first traveling 
library system. As was his cus- 
tom, he implemented this with 
his own funds. Rural communi- 
ties who requested them were 
sent 75 volumes of history, the 
latest fiction and economics. 
At one point there were more 
than 60,000 volumes circulating 
throughout the state. 

Not long after moving to 
Menomonie, Mr. Stout also set 
out to build an asylum for the 
mentally ill. It was built close to 
where the Dunn County Health 
Care Center is located today and 
was a self-sufficient operation, 


as the residents helped in main- — 


taining the facility themselves. 

Stout was also the foremost 
contributor in the improvement 
of roads, thereby enhancing the 
lives of rural people by creating 
routes for farmers to get to the 
market and also by making way 
for the large increase in automo- 
bile and bicycle use. 

The personal life of Mr. 
Stout, however, was not as suc- 
cessful as his other ventures. His 
first marriage in 1871 to Kittie 
Morrill ended eight short years 
later; he discovered that his wife 
was unfaithful to him. 
He remarried at 42, to 
Angeline Wilson, who 
was 27. 

They had three chil- 
dren: James Huff Jr, 
Eveline Deming and 
William Wilson. Ange- 
line was forever para- 
noid that the children 


result, the children grew 
up semi-sheltered. Eve- 
line died at the young 
age of 8 of diabetes; 
several years later James 
Huff Jr. died at the age of 
20 from a self-inflicted 
gunshot wound that was 
never determined to be 
either accidental or in- 
tentional. William Wil- 
son was the only child 
to survive and was not 
much interested in the Stout In- 
stitute, as he moved to the East 
Coast and returned very little 
during his life. 

It’s amazing to think that 
despite all this devastation, 
Mr. Stout managed to focus as 
much time as he did on giving 
his wealth back the community, 
striving in so many different fac- 
ets to improve the quality of life 
for people in rural Wisconsin. 
Today, sadly, many of his efforts 
as senator have been forgotten: 
Mr. Stout detracted attention 


away from himself and instead _ 


directed it towards the goals he 
was striving to accomplish. The 
only real remainder of Stout’s 
extensive generous efforts is the 
university that bears his name, 
but how amazed and proud he 
would be today to discover what 
has evolved of what he began!

Feminists against abortion

The organization Femi- 
nists for Life held a meeting on 
Oct. 4 in the Memorial Student 
Center on campus. The speaker 
was Sally Winn, the former 
vice president of Feminists for 
Life of America, who chose 
not to have an abortion when 
she became pregnant as a col- 
lege student. Feminists for Life 
was established in 1972 and, 
according to their pamphlets, 
is supported by about 26,000 
members. 

“Abortion is harmful to 
women,” said Winn. “Legisla- 
tion against abortion is neces- 
sary. Science shows that life 
begins at conception, and we 
believe that abortion is violence 
against women and children.” 

_ Feminists for Life believe 
that abortion is not a reproduc- 
tive right but a form of violence 


against women and children; 


the reason women have abor- 
tions is the lack of resources 
and support; and that women 
want and deserve a different 
answer than abortion. Femi- 
nists for Life is aligned with 
Christian organizations that fo- 
cus on the anti-abortion aspect 
of their mission statement. 
Their “answer” to abor- 
tion is to. once again illegalize 
the procedure, in any trimester, 
without exceptions for rape or 
incest; a quote in a booklet of- 
fered at the meeting ventures: 
“abortion is worse than rape.” 
They also oppose abortions 
when advised to save a wom- 


an’s life, stating, “Situations in. 


which the pregnancy threatens 
the life of the mother are ex- 
tremely rare.” 

Other than legislative ac- 
tion, the organization also sup- 
ports an increase in both finan- 


cial and emotional support for 


pregnant women who otherwise _ 


couldn’t afford or handle a child, 
at the expense of taxpayers. 

Their basis for these ideas is 
that women do not want, need or 
deserve to have an abortion for 
any reason and that abortions are 
damaging to women, children 
and society in general. 

“I don’t agree with abor- 
tions well into the pregnancy,” 
said Lats Leafblad, an industrial 


design major, “I think the morn- 


ing after pill (Plan B) should be 
used if the condom breaks or 
another problem occurs and the 
child is unwanted.” 

Feminists for Life aim to 
“protect women from them- 
selves” and to “protect children 
from society that forces women 
to choose not to have children.” 
Feminists for Life do not take a 
stand on contraception. 


“Pm against abortion,” said - 


Erica Steinkraus, an interior de- 
sign major, “but it depends on 
so many things: where you live, 
what income you have, your in- 
dividual situation and circum- 
stances. There’s no hard and

fast answer for every woman. 


- But I’m primarily against it. If 


you can afford and obtain birth . 
control, there’s no reason why. 
I think abortion needs to be an 
option.” : 

_ While some students dis- 
agree with abortion, they also 
express the belief that women 
have the right to choose an 
abortion. 

“It’s the choice of the 
woman, said Travis Raymond, 
who is a multimedia major. 

“IT wouldn’t take away the 
option, even if I don’t person- 
ally believe in the choices they 
make. I don’t really believe in 
abortion, but that’s the wom- 
an’s choice,” said Raymond. 

Anti-abortionists believe 
that at the point of conception, 
the cells constitute a human 
child that is violated during an 
abortion. However, this belief 
isn’t shared by everyone. 

Many abortion supporters 
find anti-abortion legislation 


unconstitutional, and believe 


abortion should be an option. 
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New science education program Benefits

. The University of Wiscon- 
sin-Stout department of instruc- 
tion has approved a new science 
education bachelors program 
and encourages students to sign 
up. 

The program focuses on 
training for general science in- 
struction in middle schools. 


“We need a lot of well edu-' 


cated science teachers because 
“we need a well educated society 
that will think about science in 
a rational way and use that in 
the day-to-day world,” said Dr. 
Laura McCullough, who is the 
program director for the new 
major. 

According to McCullough, 
there is a great need for middle 
school science teachers in the 
nation in»general, and the de- 
mand is above average in Wis- 
consin. There are a few different 
causes for this demand. 

Schools that are faced with 
funding issues can’t afford to 
have separate departments for 
different areas of science. An 
under-funded school needs a 
teacher who can teach multiple 
science disciplines for the whole 
school. 

Within the next five to ten 
years, many of the nation’s sci- 
ence teachers will be retiring, 
which will open up more teach- 
ing opportunities. 

“We need people who al- 
ready love science and teach- 
ing,”- said McCullough, “You 
can’t just do it for the money.” 

With the guidance of the 
program, these science teachers 
will go on to provide service to 
the community. 

“These schools need not 
only excellent teachers, but 


members of the community who 
are part of the school districts, 
who will help other teachers,” 
said McCullough. “If you work 
with the community, you have a 
better sense of the school.” 
Students who are interested 
in the program must pass the Pre- 
Professional Skills Test (PPST) 
before completing 40 credits of 
the program. The PPST is of- 
fered every month in Eau Claire 


new program that are already 
part of other programs. 

“Those graduating with de- 
grees such as applied science, 
food and nutrition and techni- 
cal education can come back 
for a masters in education,” said 
McCullough. “As long as they 
have completed all the required 
courses they can still get the cer- 
tification.” 

There are currently five 
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there is financial aid specifi- 
cally for programs like the new 
science education program. 

“There are scholarships for 
those willing to teach in high- 
need areas, and in some cases, a 
free ride as long as you’re will- 
ing,” said McCullough. 

There are also organizations 


for students who want to be in- 


volved or who want to explore a 
career in science education.

The new science education major was established in response to a high need for middle and high school 
teachers who are able to teach multiple science disciplines at under funded schools. 


and is offered as electronic ver- 
‘sion. 

Students who have already 
begun a science degree or who 
will-soon complete a science 
degree do not have to start a 
new four-year degree to get the 
science education certification. 
There are many courses in the 


different concentrations in the 
science education program and 
soon there may be more. 

“We’re looking into a biol- 
ogy add-on,” said McCullough, 
“With enough demand there may 
also be a chemistry add-on.” 

For those who are concerned 
about the cost of extra courses, 


“There are some profes- 
sional institutions you can 
poke your nose into,” said Alan 


Scott, a UW-Stout physics pro- ; 


fessor. “There’s the Wisconsin 
Student Education Association. 
The Wisconsin Society of Sci- 
ence Teachers has a lot of student 
participants.”

It was originally set up to 


give fashion merchandising 
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students practical experience in 
retail. It first began as a consign- 
ment store in the basement of a 
store on Main Street. 

Later the funds obtained by 
the consignment sales were rein- 
vested to purchase merchandise 
from wholesale markets. 

At one point in time there 
were even two stores, one sold 
apparel and the other sold gifts. 
They were called The Niche I 
and The Niche II. 

Even though the location 
has changed, the information 
and experience the students take 
away from the co-op has re- 
mained the same. 

Students in the class go 
through the process of obtaining 
knowledge that is learned in any 
other co-op or internship. 

“There are no boundaries, 
so we learn the entire procedure 
of a retail business, where 

other internships can be 
more concentrated in one 
area,” said Annika Larson, 
a senior in retail mer- 
chandising and 
management. 
Students

I suppose I must have been 
overly anxious or perhaps too 
expectant of a profound quote 
from Ike Reilly, a singer who 
has been compared to many of 
the great artists of our day. 

It only took until mid- 
conversation for it to become 
evident that pretense and hype 
aren’t what drives this song- 
writer. Rather, it’s a genuine 
contempt for pretense and hype, 
and a true passion for making 
good music. 

“There’s this thing called 
imagination that leads me to not 
feeling bound to anything,” said 
Reilly. 


His songs aren’t necessarily 
“about” anything besides ambig- 


_ uous concepts that aren’t meant 


to be taken at face value. 
“I’m guessing the guy who 
wrote “Take Me Out to the Ball- 


game’ wasn’t seriously ask- | 


ing somebody to take him to 
a baseball game,” said Reilly. 
“That’s the idea behind my mu- 
sic. It might be an experience, 


an idea or a lie, but I know the 
truth of it, and I don’t care how 
it’s taken.” 

Reilly writes his songs with 
no regard for critical response. 
Still, Reilly is no stranger to 
praise. He has been heralded 
as the “precocious child of Ray 
Davies and Bob Dylan,” which 
is not a comparison that just gets 
thrown around.

Reilly is familiar with this 
comparison, but shrugs it off. 

“They’re going to compare 
me to somebody,” said Reilly. 
“My career isn’t anything like 
their careers. I’m relatively ob- 
scure, and the only thing they 
have as a basis of comparison is 
my sound. They’re not going to 
say I sound like Zeplin.” 

This is true, but that’s 
not to say that his “relatively 
obscure” career hasn’t had its 
memorable moments. 

In fact, one of the songs 
off his new CD, entitled “Kara 
Dean,” was inspired by a unique 
experience relating directly to 
UW-Stout. 

Last February, while trav- 
eling through the site of Buddy 
Holly’s death, Clear Lake, 
Iowa, on the anniversary of Hol- 
ly’s plane crash, the tour bus 
caught on fire. 

They were eventually 
able to secure transportation to 


Menomonie, where their next 
show was scheduled. While at 
UW-Stout, Reilly reflected on 
his recent experience and its sig- 
nificance. He noted that, unlike 
Buddy Holly, he had never writ- 
ten a song about a girl. 

With this in mind, he 
scrawled down the beginnings 
of one of the best songs of the 
album, “Kara Dean.” 

Hype can overshadow what 
a group like The Ike Reilly As- 
sasination stands for: genuine, 
good music. There are some ri- 
diculously catchy tunes on this 
record. If my brain could dance, 
it would dance to this album. 

The Hopefuls, formerly the 
Olympic Hopefuls, open for 
Reilly, which will make for an 
extremely entertaining lineup.

Huff’s will 
be packed for this show Thurs- 
day at 8 p.m., so be there early. 


Hope youre not *Waiting’ for good movie

“Waiting...” chronicles the 
misadventures of the workers of 
Shenanigan’Z, a fictional chain 
restaurant similar to Applebee's 
or Chili's. The staff includes a 
gung-ho loser boss, filthy-cooks, 
poser busboys, a guru dish- 
washer and a wait staff of slack- 
ers. All of them are stuck in their 
dead-end jobs, but only one 
waiter seems to mind and wants 
desperately to move up in the 
world. Meanwhile, the rest of 
the staff is happy to party every 
night and break every rule dur- 
ing the day. 


WB: To all those looking 
for the next “Office Space” or 
“Super Troopers,” I’m sorry to 
inform you that you'll have to 
keep waiting. The movie “Wait- 
ing...” spends most of its time 
trying to imitate Kevin Smith. 

JB: I didn’t expect “Wait- 
ing...” to be anything more 
than a watered down copy of 
“Clerks” hosted by Ryan Reyn- 
olds of “Van Wilder” fame. 

The film definitely dished up 
my expectations, low as they 
may have been. 

The trailer showed almost 
the entire menu of jokes used 
in the movie. 


WB: The movie takes 
place almost entirely at 
Shenanigan’Z and unfolds 


over the course of one day. 
This 24-hour period stretches 
the story pretty thin, revealing 
the writer’s lack of material. 
JB: Some people may at-

tack the film for using gross-out 
jokes and sophomoric humor. I 
would contend that this is actu- 
ally the film’s saving grace. 

The joke du jour is male fron- 
tal nudity, which may be consid- 
ered offensive to some people. 

Those people should calm 
down and keep their opinions 
to themselves, because this is 
the one part of the movie worth 
seeing. I won’t spoil the joke by 
describing it here. 

WB: The focus of this gross 
comedy is on the careless cooks’ 
kitchen shenanigans. This makes 
the “growing up” segments of 
the story unnecessary in making 
this comedy a hit, especially if 
you’ve seen “Van Wilder.” It also 
makes the good characters’ moral 
choices look one-dimensional. 

JB: The small amount of plot 
the movie has to work with is 
character driven, which is too 
bad because as was just said, the 
characters are one-dimensional. 

Also not helping matters, the 
wait staff actors are typecast into 
roles that they have played too 
many times before. This is not 
to say that all of the actors did 
a bad job. On the contrary, all of 
the actors did the best they could 
with the material they were giv- 
en and, in my opinion, earned 
their 15 percent gratuity. 

WB: Editing and directing 
styles rarely matter as much in 
comedies as in other genres, but 
in “Waiting...” these elements 
are executed so poorly that they 
bring themselves to attention. 

Since this movie was shot 
on location and is character 
focused, it was difficult for the 
director to plan different cam- 
era angles, resulting in blatant 
continuity errors and tedious 
looking shots. 

JB: The mediocre direction 
and cinematography, together 
with the slow moving storyline, 
clashed with the party atmo- 


sphere of the film, and were a 
bit too much for the hilarity to 
compete with. — 

Even with funnyman heavy- 
weights Luis Guzman and Dane 
Cook at the stove, cooking up 
some hot comedy, the film falls 
short of being a delicious dish.

It is known that the govern- 
ment and the video game indus- 
try mix about as well as drinking 
and driving. 

Unfortunately, that doesn’t 
stop certain officials from 
reaching for an extra glass of 
censorship. 

On July 25, just after the Hot 
Coffee uproar, Illinois Gov. Rod 
Blagojevich signed the first law 
that prohibits the sale of adult- 
rated video games to minors. It 
will take effect Jan. 1, 2006. 

The law bans the sale and 
rental of violent and sexually 
explicit video games to chil- 
dren younger than 18. 

Retailers who violate the 
ban commit a petty offense and 
face a fine of $1,000. 

Stores will also be re- 
quired to do what the Enter- 
tainment Software Rating 
Board (ESRB) already does: 
label their games with content 
ratings and post signs explain- 
ing the rating system. 

On Sept. 12, Michigan Gov. 
Jennifer Granholm signed a pair 
of very similar bills. Another 
similar bill was almost passed 
as a law in North Carolina, but 
a turf issue arose and put the bill 
on the backburner, at least for 
the rest of this year. 

And on Oct. 7, California 
Goy. Arnold Schwarzenegger, 
famous for his image in movies 
as well as video games, made 
the same decision his peers 
have made. 

After sitting on the bill 
for nearly a month under con- 
stant and persevering pressure 
from his peers, Gov. Schwar- 
zenegger signed Assembly 
Bill 1179. 

“The bill I signed will re- 

-quire that violent video games 
be clearly labeled and not be 


sold to children under 18 years 
old,” said Gov. Schwarzenegger. 
The laws in all three states will 
become effective Jan. 1, 2006. 
“Many of these games are made 
for adults and choosing games 
that are appropriate for kids 
should be a decision made by 
their parents.” 

“By signing this common- 
sense bill into law, the governor 
joined our medical professionals 
and our parents in putting our 
children’s best interests first,” 
said Assemblyman Leland Yee 
who originally created the bill. 

Yee goes on to say, “Al- 
though the governor and I don’t 
always agree, we are both fa- 
thers and understand the impor- 
tance of raising healthy kids. 
California parents will now 
have a vital tool in helping them 
raise their children.” 

“Studies prove that playing 
these violent video games are 
bad for kids’ mental and physi- 
cal health,” said Jim Steyer, 
founder of Common Sense 
Media, a non-profit organiza- 
tion of 750,000 regular users 
dedicated to improving chil- 
dren’s media lives. “The health 
threat involved with kids play- 
ing such games is equivalent to 
smoking cigarettes.” 

The video game industry, 
however, isn’t sitting on its hand 
about this issue. 

They are fighting back un- 
der the claim that these laws 
would be unconstitutional and 
violate free speech. 

In the past, similar laws 
have been ruled unconstitutional 
in the federal court under the 


~ fact that they violate the First 


Amendment. 

The particular bill that 
was in Goy. Schwarzenegger’s 
hands was under the influence 
of the unproven evidence that 
“interactive” video games are 
more damaging to the mind 
and body compared to other 
“inactive” forms of entertain- 
ment, such as movies. 

For instance, it claims in 
Section 1, Part b that “Even mi- 
nors who do not commit acts of 
violence suffer psychological 


harm from prolonged exposure 
to violent video games.” 

“We are disappointed that 
politicians of both parties chose 
to toss overboard the First 
Amendment and free artistic 
and creative expression in favor 


of political expediency,” said 


Douglas Lowenstein, President 
of the Entertainment Software 
Association (ESA). 

“AB 1179 is punitive against 
retailers, will waste limited tax- 
payer dollars and will be struck 
down by the courts,” Lowenstein 
goes on to say. “Parents will be 
no better off for this effort to 
damage one of the state’s. fast- 
est growing and most exciting 
industries that is providing some 
of the most compelling enter- 
tainment in the world today.” 

The ESA claims that bills 
such as these are used to “substi- 
tute the government’s judgment 
for parental supervision and turn 
retailers into surrogate parents.” 

They also claim that it is un- 
fair to censor video games dif- 
ferently than other forms of con- 
stitution-protected work such as 
books, movies and music. 

The ESA seeks to file a law- 
suit against the government of 
California on this issue, just as 
they did with Michigan and Il- 
linois, encouraging the new law 
to be overturned. 

The Video Software Deal- 
ers Association (VSDA) joins 
the ESA in the fight. According 
to VSDA President Bo Ander- 
son, not only does the new law 
represent a violation of the First 
Amendment, but “provides no 
meaningful standards to know 
which materials are covered.” 

Under A.B. 1179, juries 
would be called on to de- 
cide, on a case-by-case basis, 
whether a particular video 
game meets the definition of a 
“violent video game.” 

One jury may find that a 
particular game is a violent vid- 
eo game and another jury may 
find that it is not. 

Thus, no one could ever 


_ know with certainty whether a 


particular game would be found 
to be a violent video game.”

Budget cuts affect all 


UW System faces biggest cuts since 1988

The University of 
Wisconsin-Stout has not been 
made immune to the biennial 
budget cuts that have swept the 
state. UW-Stout will receive a 
proportionate share of budget 
cuts amounting to $1.7 million 
for 2005-2006. 

According to the UW-Stout 
Budget Reduction Narrative 
2005-2006, this amount is a 
combination of the administra- 
tive efficiency reduction, pro- 
curement savings, asset man- 
agement and JFC reduction. 

‘Institutions must make bud- 
get cuts that are mandated by 
the state, and this isn’t some- 
thing that can be easily negoti- 
ated. UW-Stout occupies only 
115 acres, making it one of the 
smallest acreage institutions in 
the UW System. 


UW-Stout has been facing 
problems with parking for years, 
so selling any land or facilities 
is an intangible option. 

“Parking is already a prob- 
lem that students complain 
about daily, selling off parking 
lots would eliminate the option 
of having a car at school,” said 
Serena Suckow, a senior in ser- 
vice management. 

“We are trying to maintain 
and protect core values of the 
institution,” said Chancellor 
Charles Sorensen in response 
to the biggest budget cuts since 
1988. 

This includes the preserv-_ 
ing of the teaching staff and 
student services. 

“Throughout all of the cuts, 
only one layoffhas resulted,” said 
Vice Chancellor Diane Moen.

University of Wisconsin- 
Eau Claire’s student body presi- 
dent was recently quoted in their 
newspaper regarding homecom- 
ing, stating: “We hope not to 
go to Stout’s level,” suggesting 
that the University of Wisconsin- 
Stout needed to cancel home- 
coming because of its rowdi- 
ness. If UW-Stout does have a 
“reputation,” how much of it is 
deserved, and how much of our 
so-called reputation could really 
be attributed to any college? I 
think if you look around, you can 
find not-so-glorious moments in 
everyone’s past. 

In 1917, UW-Stout had its 
first homecoming. However, 
the death of Lorenzo Dow 
Harvey (the school’s president 
at the time) and our involve- 
ment in World War I, were 
likely factors that kept UW- 
Stout from celebrating home- 
coming again until 1922. In 
1922 and 1923, a lot of tra- 
ditional homecoming events 
got started: the pep rally, the 
dance, the parade, the home- 
coming play, the alumni break- 
fast and of course, the bonfire. 

The bonfire used to be one 
of the favorite homecoming 
events of UW-Stout students. 
Every year, students attempted 
to make the bonfire bigger and 
better than the year before. It 
was the bonfire that really got 
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Homecoming: it went down in flames 


students psyched up for the 
homecoming football game that 
would follow. Unfortunately, 
sometime between the 1970s 
and 1980s, that tradition was put 
to a halt, and one of the biggest 
contributing factors to the halt 
was an incident that occurred 
during homecoming in 1960. 
Fifteen students from UW- 
Eau Claire decided to raid on the 
UW-Stout bonfire by attempting 
to prematurely light it. They 
entered the fairgrounds, which 
is where the bonfire was located, 
getting past the guards on duty. 
Seconds after they gained 
entry to the fairgrounds, they 
managed to light the bonfire, but 
the truck they rode in on went up 
in flames as well. No one is sure 
what exactly happened between 
those few seconds when they 
entered the grounds and when 
the truck was lit on fire. It was 
believed that a milk can filled 
with gasoline spilled and was 
ignited. The truck sped out of 
the fairgrounds still on fire. 
Ambulances were called 
to the scene. Initially it was 
unknown how many UW-Eau 
Claire students were involved, 
or if any of the students were 
still missing when the truck 
sped away from the fairgrounds. 
About 100 UW-Stout students, 
who were on the scene origi- 
nally guarding the bonfire, went 
to work conducting a search of 
the grounds for injured students. 
Police officers credited the UW-

Stout students with doing a nice 
job helping smother flames and 
assisting injured persons with 
removing burning clothes. Four 
of the students involved were 
hospitalized. One of the students 
suffered burns on over 44 per- 
cent of his body.

Eleven of the students 
involved in the incident were 
members of UW-Eau Claire’s 
football team. Interestingly 
enough, we did not even play 
UW-Eau Claire for our home- 
coming; UW-Stout’s opponent 
was the University of Wisconsin- 
River Falls. However, UW-Stout 
did play UW-Eau Claire the fol- 
lowing week, so the act could be 
described as “school rivalry.” 

Clearly, however, the inci- 
dent got way out of hand and 
peoples’ lives were put in jeop- 
ardy for a very juvenile act. Not 
to mention it put a damper on 
the homecoming festivities. The 
Stoutonia that was published that 
week, handled the matter in a

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Spices,

Can you imagine what food 
would be like without herbs 
or spices? Can you imagine 
a French fry with no salt, or 
spaghetti sauce without herbs? 
Herbs and spices are so often 
taken for granted, even though 
they are in every dish we eat. 

Jacalyn Schultz, a junior in 
food systems and technology, 
said, “Spices are a necessity; 
without them, life would be re- 
ally bland.” 

In ancient times, spices 
were some of the most valu- 
able items of trade; some were 
even worth-as much as their 
weight in gold. Cinnamon was_ 
considered a delicacy. Due. to 
the high demand for spices, the 
spice trade greatly influenced 
settlement patterns. Many cities 
were formed because of where 
people stopped on their way to 
get spices. 

In the past, herbs and spices 
were used for many things in- 
cluding magical rites and spells, 
purification ceremonies, em- 
balming, perfumes and cosmet- 
ics, medicines and even poisons. 
Today, they are used mainly for 
flavoring foods and drinks. 

There are some very inter- 
esting facts about spices. For 
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heart and soul 


example, saffron is the most 
expensive spice, and the most 
expensive food by weight. Also, 
India produces 86 percent of the 
world’s spices. 

But what is a spice? Spices 
are the bark, stem, flower bud, 
fruit or seed of a tropical plant 
or tree. Spices are almost always 
found dried and include cinna- 
mon, ginger, cloves, saffron, all- 
spice, pepper and paprika. 

Herbs are leaves, usu- 
ally from plants grown in the 


temperate zone. Herbs include 
thyme, sage, rosemary and ba- 
sil. Herbs have the most flavor 
when used fresh, but can also 
be used dried. 

Herbs and spices are good 
to use in cooking, especially to 
add flavor to foods that are low 
calorie, low fat or low sodium. 
They should be added to en- 
hance the food’s flavor, not to 
overpower it.

“T use spices in everything 
for more flavor and less fat,” 
said Andrea Kolbeck, a senior in 
food systems and technology. 

Some general tips for us- 
ing herbs and spices are to use 
only one strongly flavored herb 
or spice per recipe, and when 
doubling a recipe, the herbs and 
spices should only be increased 
by one and one half times, and 
more should be added only if 
needed. Also try to avoid over- 
cooking herbs because they may 
become bitter. 

If substituting dry herbs for 
fresh, only use one-third of the 
amount called for, since they 
have a stronger flavor. 

Dried herbs and spices 
should be stored in a tight con- 
tainer in a cool spot. Whole spic- 
es last about two to five years, 
and crushed or powdered spices 
last about six months. 

Curry can enhance the fla- 
vor of many dishes and is ac- 
tually made up of many spices 
including: coriander, turmeric, 
cumin, pepper, mustard, allspice 
and ginger.

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Badgers triumph in Border Battle

This weekend was the big 
Border Battle for Paul Bunyan’s 
Axe, between the University of 
Wisconsin-Madison Badgers 
and the University of Minnesota 
Golden Gophers. 

I was lucky enough to attend 
this event and get a first hand 
experience of what could be one 
of the most exciting games for 
the Badgers. Being a resident of 
this great state and living near 
Milwaukee, I’m obligated to root 
for Wisconsin. 

The stadium attendance was 
almost sold out at about 64,000 
people, mostly due to the large 
number of Wisconsin fans attend- 
ing that day, which was about 
30,000. 

The game started out with 
a Wisconsin coin toss win. Both 
teams were pretty evenly matched 
throughout the first quarter, turn- 
ing over the ball right after the 
other. Wisconsin was the first to 
put points up on the board, with 
a one-yard run into the end zone 
by Brian Calhoun. The Gophers 
answered right back in the sec- 
ond quarter, with a five-yard pass 
to Tony Mortensen to tie up the 
game at 7 to 7.’ 

The quarter ended with field 
goals by both teams: a 44-yard 
field goal by Taylor Mehlhaff 
for Wisconsin and a 25-yard 
field goal by Jason Giannini of 
Minnesota. With a tied score of 
10, it went into halftime. 

The second half was a 
little sketchy for the Badgers. 
Wisconsin quarterback John 
Stocco had a very close encoun- 
ter with a fumble, which was 


safely recovered, but also forced 
the Badgers to punt. 

Minnesota junior Laurence 
Maroney, ranked No.1 with 1,133 
rushing yards in college football 
for NCAA Division 1-A, finally 
made his contribution to the board 
with an impressive 93-yard scurry 
into Wisconsin’s end zone to take 
the lead. Wisconsin couldn’t hang 
on to the ball and it was turned 
over back to Minnesota for a suc- 
cessful 49-yard field goal. 

The Badgers did manage to 
get themselves back in with a 
17-yard run by Calhoun; unfor- 
tunately, it wasn’t enough when 
Gary Russel ran it back for the 
touchdown, giving Minnesota the 
lead at 27 to 17 going into the 
fourth quarter. 

Badger fans still had hope, 
and there was plenty of time for 
them to buckle down and do what 
they needed. It didn’t take long 
for Calhoun to run the ball in for 
his team. ; 

The game continued with no 
score until there was 3:27 left on 
the clock. The Gophers put the 
game in the bag with a one-yard 
run for a touchdown by Russell. 

Badger and Gopher fans 
were both assured that it was 
over with a score of 34 to 24 
and about three minutes left on 
the clock. Minnesota went for 
a 43-yard field goal attempt to 
secure the game. It was missed by 
Giannini, giving the Badgers the 
slight opening they needed. 

John Stocco redeemed 
the team with a 25-yard pass 
to Williams for the touchdown; 
however, it still did not appear 
good for the Badgers with only 
two minutes left on the clock. 

The Badger’s evident choice 
was to attempt an onside kick. 


It was almost a success, as it 
was knocked out of Minnesota’s 
hands and back towards their 
goal line, but they recovered it. 
The Badger’s defense had a great 
game going and weren’t about to 
let it up as they were forced to 
punt from their 10-yard line. 


return and it was again recovered 
by Wisconsin, where they ran out 
the clock for an amazing victory. 
I overheard many Badger 
fanatics saying this could have 
been one of the most amazing 
games they have seen performed. 
The fans of red were over- 


ebrated by grabbing their right- 
fully earned axe and pretending 
to chop at the Gopher field goal. 
For those of you who don’t know, 
the “axe” is a traditional symbol 
of victory, which the winner gets 
to keep.

The University of Wisconsin-

In the regular season, the 
players are seeded individu- 
ally and how well they compete 
determines what seed they will 
be during the WIAC tournament 
and who they will play against. 
During the tournament, a player 
who is a No. 4 seed will play 


against a No.5 seed right away. 
With this setup the players will 
play against an individual that 
they may have already beaten or 
came close to defeating. If the 
competitor wins their first match 
they then automatically get into 
the Final Four. Noll’s goals for 


the tournament are that all of his 
players that are competing make 
it into the Final Four. Since the 
conference tournament counts for 
two-thirds of a team’s total points, 
teams can make a big jump. 

“T hope that we can place 
fourth or fifth as a team, in dou- 
bles I hope that Jenna (Bettman) 
and I can place in the top four 
and that we all have a good time 
and enjoy ourselves,” said team 
member Nicole Hayek. “We play 
Oshkosh in the first round for 
doubles and I think that should be 
a good match and we’re hoping 
to get past them and to go on to 
the Final Four.” 

Noll credits his team’s suc- 
cess to strong leadership dem- 
onstrated by his veteran players, 
as well as a strong team unity. 
He credits team captains Bettman 
and Hayek as well as Katie Brott 
to helping the younger players 
develop their skills. Noll also 
mentions that assistant coach 
Paul Mitchell does a great job 
working with the girls. 

“Those three are so great 
to the younger ones,” said Noll. 
“They lead by example and lead 
them by their actions and what 
they say. They are the kind of 


people that you would want lead- 
ing this young group of freshman 
and sophomores.” 

“We have a new crop of 
players on the team this year 
and with the return players that 
we have it was a very good mix 
of their relationships,” said Noll. 
“They get along very well and 
that’s a huge part in any athletic 
surrounding that you are going 
to be in. 

“They enjoy coming to prac- 
tice, they enjoy working hard, 
they enjoy competing against 
each other too and that is what 
brings out the best in you and 
that’s part of why we’ve had a 
little bit of success this year.” 

With the WIAC tournament. 
approaching, the team is working 
on refining their serving and their 
return serving skills. 

“Serving and return serving 
are a big part of the game and 
how well the girls get along,” 
said Noll. “That’s why we were 
able to pull off a 7-5 record this 
year.”

After two tough con- 
ference losses on the road to 
the University of Wisconsin- 
Oshkosh and the University 
of Wisconsin-Eau Claire, the 
University of Wisconsin-Stout 
football team returns to action 
Saturday at Williams Stadium 
for the all-important homecom- 
ing tilt against the University of 
Wisconsin-River Falls. 

A seven-point loss followed 
by a 17-9 squeaker (the score was 
14-9 until just over a minute left 
in the fourth quarter) to the hated 
Blugolds have put a serious kink 
in UW-Stout’s plans for a WIAC 
championship. 

“We went on the road the 
past two weeks in tough places to 
play and we could have won both 
games,” said coach Todd Strop. 
“As soon as we figure out how 
to win these games, we will go 
from being a good program to a 
great one.” 

The silver lining for the 
Blue Devils is that a homecom- 
ing win will put UW-Stout right 
back in a position to make some 
noise in the WIAC race with 
the University of Wisconsin-La 
Crosse and the University of 


Wisconsin-Whitewater on the 
horizon in the next two weeks. 
UW-Stout (4-2, 1-2) will 
face a UW-River Falls team that 
has also lost two close games in 
a row, but the Falcons did upset 
UW-Oshkosh 13-10 earlier in the 
season. UW-River Falls, a tradi- 


game so far this season, a diffi- 
cult challenge. 

The Blue Devils ground 
game, while being riddled with 
injuries, is no slouch either, as 
Andy Reese is averaging 4.9- 
yards per carry.

Halloween cancelled? 


Madison officials dont want visitors

Thousands of students from 
the University of Wisconsin- 
Stout and other universities 
across Wisconsin and 
Minnesota travel to Madison 
to celebrate Halloween. 

State Street is the most 
popular destination in Madison, 
and after students have 
“vacationed” there for the night, 
the city is left in near shambles. 

Past festivities have left 
shattered glass bottles, broken 
windows, graffiti, disorderly 
conduct tickets and lots of 
underage drinking fines. 

This has brought on strong 
feelings from the city of Madison 
and its police force against out of 
town visitors. This year Madison 
hopes to decrease the number of 
visitors and gain better control 
over the inevitable crowds. 

In an attempt to aim for a 
safe and peaceful weekend for 
local residences and businesses, 
Madison has enlisted extra help. 

According to the city 
of Madison Web site article, 
Halloween 2005: Rules of the 
Road, “To ensure that happens, 
local officials, including 
the Mayor’s office, Police 
Department, Fire Department, 
University of Wisconsin leaders 
and others have developed a 
comprehensive plan to maintain 
public safety. 

“The plan includes “staffing 
State Street with the Special 
Events Team (SET) of MPD, 
along with SET officers from 


the Dane County Sheriff’s 
Office, UW Police Department, 
Wisconsin State Patrol, 
Middleton Police Department 
and horse mounted officers from 
the State Capitol Police. 

“The Central District has 
also developed plans to serve 
downtown neighborhoods. 
[They] have increased staffing 
with additional mobile teams 
of officers to deal with unruly 
house parties. 

“{ They] intend to take strong 
enforcement action with these 
large unruly parties that plague 
our neighborhoods. In addition 
[they] will increase the number 
of patrol units, and each unit will 
have two officers to handle calls 
for service. 

“TThey] will have 
investigative resources available 
for immediate deployment 
along with a command structure 
designed to coordinate all law 
enforcement resources.” 

Also, fines have been 
significantly increased—some 
have been tripled. Individuals 
who violate any of the laws will 
be removed from State Street 
and processed by the Police 
Department in a procedure that 
will likely take several hours to 
complete. 

A traffic diversion plan will 
start at 8 p.m. that sends traffic 
to John Nolen Dr. to traverse 
the isthmus. 

Vehicles will not be able to 
cross State Street once the traffic 
plan is put in place. It is in the 
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breadth, science and technology, 
educational theory and practice, 
technology transfer, technology 
colleges and technology 
integration. These may sound 
familiar because they are some 
of the UW-Stout strengths. 
According to dictionary.com, the 
exact definition of a polytechnic 


institution is “a technical school 
offering instruction in many 
industrial arts and applied 
sciences.” 

“Most polytechnics relate 
to two-year tech colleges in a 
seamless way so that a student 
with a two year degree in a 
technical area can come to a 


polytechnic and finish that four- 
year program,” said Chancellor 
Charles Sorenson. 

There are many advantages 
that come along with becoming 
a polytechnic university. It will

Once the 
bell got to the point where it 
was too expensive to repair, it 
became silent, but still alive. 
Students would go up to the bell 
and ring it for special events, 
until it cracked. An electronic 
carillon, set to ring every quarter 
hour, then replaced it. In 1997, 
the bell was taken down and five 
new bells were installed. - 

To preserve the original bell 
and its history, there was a bell 
monument built in the grassy 
knoll right outside Micheels 
Hall. The bell stands to represent 
the history, a passage to a 
promising future and the best 
part of the bell monument is that 
the students got to help design 
it.

Rosa Parks, an advocate 
of civil rights but more 
importantly equal rights for 
African Americans in the South 
and across the nation, died this 
past Monday at the age of 92. 
Her actions fifty years ago this 
December in Montgomery 
forged the beginnings of the 
Civil Rights movement of the 
60s and 70s. 

Although Parks was not the 
first African American to refuse 
giving up her seat to a white 
man, there were two others who 
were arrested the same year, she 
was the first to challenge the law. 
Parks challenged the law with the 
help of the National Association 
for the Advancement of Colored 
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No Crowds - No Waiting 
Walking Distance from Campus 


People (NAACP). Unfortunately 
for Parks, the fine she recieved, 
as well as the law, stood. 

After Parks’ conviction 
and citation in Montgomery, 
Alabama, a new form of protest, 
boycotting, began. 

For 381 days, 42,000 
African Americans boycotted 
the city’s transit system by 
walking to work or carpooling; 
the boycotts were so important 
and large that it required the 
formation of a group known as 
the Montgomery Improvement 
Association. 

The newly appointed pastor 
of the Dexter Avenue Baptist 
Church was also chosen to lead 
the organized boycotts. His name 
was Dr. Martin Luther King Jr. 

Although Parks was not 
at the helm of the boycotts 


or the leader of the fight to 
end injustice, she was there 
supporting, encouraging and 
doing all she could to end the 
wrongs. It was her stand against 
persecution and injustice that 
paved the way for change, and 
for many wrongs against blacks 
to be publicly acknowledged. 

Some say had it not been 
for Rosa Parks there may have 
never been a following of King. 
However, others believe that 
King would have paved his way 
to success with or without the 
help of Parks. 

Parks just provided the 
assistance to let King’s words 
be heard. Because of this, Parks 
became a staple in American 
history and literature. 

Parks was awarded the 
Congressional Gold Medal of 
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Honor in 1999, the nation’s 
highest civilian award. This 
award was given to her because 
her actions changed a nation. 
After many years she was finally 
nationally recognized for her 
achievements in trying to create 
a more just and unbias world. 

The fight against injustice 
may never end, but Parks proved 
that in America, everyone is 
allowed to fight for what they 
feel is right and that the fight 
does not have to be violent. 

Not once did Rosa Parks 
create a violent scene in 
attempting to create justice. 

Parks’ death brings about the 
end of an era that many children 
will read in elementary school 
and study the movements that 
followed her actions all through 
the rest of their education.

Letters have been sent, 
and University of Wisconsin- 
Madison students have been 
warned that out-of-town 
guests are not going to be 
allowed in the dorms from 
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Friday, Oct. 28, 
through Tuesday, 
Nov. 1. 

The Stoutonia 
received one of 
these letters from 
the editorial board 
of UW-Madison’s 
newspaper, The 
Daily Cardinal. 
In this letter, it is 
stated that, “The 
decision is yours. 
Please heed our 
advice: have fun, 
be safe, but do it 
in your own city.” 

Part of the 
reasoning behind 
this is believed 
to come from the 
large number of 
tickets that are 
given to non- 
Madison students 
each year. And this year, 
fines have tripled, according 
to the aforementioned letter. 

According to an Oct. 23 
article in the Wisconsin State 
Journal, “of the 450 arrests 
last year, 59 were of UW- 
Madison students, according 
to city records.” Students 
from Minnesota seem to 
stand out as a majority. 

According to the same 
article, 27 percent of the cita- 
tions given to visiting stu- 
dents were issued to students 
from Minnesota. 

Another concern that is 
believed to be bringing about 
this change is safety. 


Fires have been started 
in past years, including

It’s beginning to crumble. 
The facade of an impenetrable 
wall of security surrounding the 
White House is turning out to 
be smoke and mirrors. 

By the time this comes out, 
two top White House officials 
could already be indicted on 
federal charges. 

In case you haven’t heard, 
Karl Rove (often referred to 
as the architect of George W. 
Bush’s presidency) and Scooter 
Libby (Vice President Cheney’s 
chief of staff) both have been 
implicated in the outing of a 
CIA operative. 

Here’s a summary of why 
this matters: the Bush adminis- 
tration was making the case for 
war with Iraq based on intelli- 
gence that Saddam Hussein had 
weapons of mass destruction, in 
breach of UN sanctions. 


This was really no news, 
since most of the world was 
aware of this, hence the weap- 
ons’ inspectors already in Iraq 
at the time. 

In an attempt to boost the 
case of Iraq as an imminent 
threat worthy of taking preemp- 
tive military action against, 
the Bush administration began 
citing Saddam’s alleged at- 
tempts to reconstitute a nuclear 
weapons program. 

The now infamous phrase, 
“We don’t want the smoking 
gun to be a mushroom cloud,” 
became the mantra of this new 
rationale. 

Ambassador Joe Wilson 
was sent to Niger by the CIA to 
investigate claims that Saddam 
Hussein was attempting to buy 
enriched uranium from them for 
such purposes. He was recom- 
mended by his wife, a CIA 
agent working on weapons of 
mass destruction intelligence. 

When he returned, Wilson 
reported that he found very little 
evidence to support the claim 
and became vocally critical 
of the administration when it 
disregarded his findings. 


In an attempt to discredit 
Joe Wilson, and perhaps in- 
timidate him into submission, 
the identity of his wife, Valerie 
Plame, was revealed in a 
column by Bob Novak, who 
cited “two senior administra- 
tion officials.” 

Hmm, I wonder who those 
could be? 

While at the time of writing 
this, the charges still remain 
speculative; there have been 
reports that Rove and Libby 
have been advised that they are 
in legal jeopardy. 

The major charges could 
involve parts of the Espionage 
Act of 1917, as well as obstruc- 
tion of justice and perjury. Sev- 
eral Republicans have gone into 
pre-indictment spin mode. 

Senator Kay Bailey 
Hutchison said she hopes in- 
dictments will be, “on a crime 
and not some perjury technical- 
ity where they couldn’t indict 
on the crime and so they go 
to something just to show that 
their two years of investigation 
was not a waste of time and 
taxpayer dollars.” 

This same senator was 


quite animate in pushing 
for the impeachment of Bill 
Clinton on charges of perjury. 

But this case isn’t just 
about two top officials/hatchet 
men getting caught doing what 
they always do. 

This is about national secu- 
rity. This is the outing of a CIA 
agent for political gain. This 
is about high level intimida- 
tion of anyone who challenges 
assertions made by the Bush 
administration. 

This is about an administra- 
tion that has used dirty tactics 
to get to the top, and dirtier 
and more reckless ones to stay 
there. This is about a case for 
war so weak that it needed to be 
hyped beyond a level that was 
concealable. 

Regardless of how you 
feel about spreading freedom 
and democracy in Iraq, that 
was not the reason we invaded 
that country. 

It was because they were 
supposedly an imminent threat 
to our national security. Now 
it turns out the real threat may 
have been much closer to home 
than we had thought.

Mystery of Lynch home unsolved

With Halloween coming up 
soon, everyone has been asking 
me to write ghost stories—es- 
pecially scary stories surround- 
ing the Mabel Tainter Memorial 
Theater (MTM), the JTC dorms 
or the Caddy Woodlawn home. 

However, there are no sub- 
stantial sources to cite regarding 
haunting/ghost sightings at the 
MTM or JTC. 

When I asked Kevin Thorie, 
the archivist at the University 
of Wisconsin-Stout, he said he 
hadn’t ever heard of any myths 
related to the Caddy Woodlawn 
home. That doesn’t mean that 
the Menomonie community is 
without genuine ghost stories. 

There is a haunting story 
that isn’t widely known which 
occurred in the Menomonie area 
and was never solved. 

Back in the early 1870s a 
family by the name of Lynch 
moved to the Menomonie area 
from Indiana. Besides the hus- 
band and wife, there were four 
children in the family: David, 
17; Mary, 10; Georgie, 7 and 
Rena, 2. For nearly eight months 
after settling in, everything was 
perfectly normal at the Lynch 
residence; then came about some 
strange occurrences. 

Mrs. Lynch began noticing 
that some of her dresses were 
missing. She found some of them 
rolled up and tucked into odd 
places, while others she found 
had been cut to.shreds. Mr. Lynch 
purchased material to replace the

Violence in relationships, 
like any kind of violence, is 
tragic, and can be even more 
damaging than other assaults 
because it is less likely to be 
reported, and is often used to 
control one of the partners in the 
relationship. 

Women are most likely to be 
affected by relationship violence. 
Statistics suggest that one in 
five female college students 
will experience’ some sort of 
relationship violence in their years 
at college, the highest per capita 
rates of relationship violence. 

The percentage of men 
affected by relationship violence 
is around 3 percent, and many 
of these incidents occur in 
same-sex relationships. Same- 
sex relationship violence isn’t 

‘limited to men, but men in 
same-sex relationships are 5-10 
times more likely to experience 
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dresses, but the material also dis- 
appeared and was found later, torn 
to shreds. Dishes and pans also 
began to mysteriously disappear. 

These early incidents were 
not attributed to some sort of 
specter but were blamed on 
young Georgie, who was known 
to be somewhat of a prankster. 

In August, Mr. Lynch and 
a neighbor, Frank Duffie, were 
out working in the field together 
when they heard Mrs. Lynch 
scream from within the house. 
They ran back to see what was 
the matter. When they reached 
the cabin they saw chairs jump- 
ing from the ceiling to the floor 
and cooking utensils flying 
across the room. 

All three rushed outside to 
trap the guilty party, stationing 
everyone at a different corner of 
the house so that all sides were 
visible. No one ever emerged. 

Suddenly, while manning 
his station, a pine box near Duff- 
ie flew into the air and landed 
ten feet away on the porch. They 
heard a commotion rock the 
house, and when they returned 
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to the inside, they found that 
practically every moveable item 
in the home had been piled up 
into one corner. 

Naturally these incidents 
drove curiosity far and wide, 
and it was estimated the Lynch 
farm received some three hun- 
dred visitors, while others es- 
timated as many as a thousand 
visitors traveled to witness the 
strange happenings, all within a 
six-week period, 

Mrs. Lynch became under- 
standably uneasy; as a result, 
she began to bind little Georgie 
hand and foot to a cradle or chair. 
Once, while Georgie was tied 
up with his sister Mary watch- 
ing him, a bowl of soap Mrs. 
Lynch was using to do laundry 
disappeared. When she went to 
get more, Georgie told her that 
it was beneath his head, and no 
one knew how it got there. 

It wasn’t uncommon, while 
Georgie was confined, for tea- 
cups to fly across the room and 
smash into the wall, and Georgie 
would exclaim, “There, mother. 
You see I didn’t do that!”

it than women in same-sex 
relationships. 

Relationship violence is 
defined as repeated abusive 
behavior, including verbal abuse, 
physical abuse and sexual abuse 
among partners in an intimate or 
sexual relationship. It can take 
the form of threats, emotional 
abuse or intimidation, any kind 
of physical assault and rape.

It can occur in any 
telationship, from casual dating 
to serious romantic relationships 
and can happen regardless of 


religion, race, gender, sexual 
orientation or economic status. 

To gain and keep control 
over their partner, abusers 
intentionally use violence and 
abuse. But physical violence in 
relationships is never an isolated 
behavior; it is only one aspect of 
many behaviors used to control 
his/her partner. 

Coercion nd __ threats, 
intimidation, emotional abuse, 
isolation and economic abuse or 
making one partner dependant 
on the other for money are all 
common in relationship abuse. 

Many survivors of 
relationship violence describe 
the abuse as a cycle. It often 
starts with the abuser being 
moody and irritable, and the 
victim feels fear and behaves 
very carefully, trying to keep 
the abuser from becoming angry 
and violent. 

After some amount of time, 
from a few hours to more than 
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It is alleged that i in the 1870s the Lynch family’s house was haunted. Items would go missing or move about the house without explanation. 


The impossible events con- 
tinued to occur; objects went fly- 
ing and crashing down, or simply 
went missing with no explanation. 
At one point a broad-ax struck the 
side of the doorway and then came 
bounding into the room. 

Mrs. Lynch seized the ax, 
took it to the milk house, thrust 
it into a box and covered it with 
slats and a bag of salt. Shortly 
after returning to the cabin, the 
broad ax made a noise as it fell, 
and was discovered lying on the 
porch. No members of the fam- 
ily had-been outside at the time. 

Another horrifying incident 
occurred involving the youngest 
child, Rena, who had beautiful 
long blond curls. One day she 
was outside playing on the plat- 
form; her mother went to check 
on her, only to discover the girl’s 
hair had been sheared as near to 
the scalp as was possible. The 
shears were found nearby, but 
not a single lock of the child’s 
hair was ever discovered. 

Plenty of people were wit- 
ness to these events: neighbors, 
tourists, the schoolmaster and 


reporters. One reporter who 
was at the house observed a Mr. 
Knight who, since his arrival, 
had recorded more than forty 
different manifestations. 

At one point, a potato mash- 
er fell to the floor. Mr. Knight 
picked it up and put it on the 
cupboard and remarked to the re- 
porter that he would like to “see 
them do that again.” Mr. Knight 
had barely returned to his seat 
when the masher flew across the 
room and smashed a mirror. 

Eventually, Mr. Lynch split 
up the family, sending several of 
the children to live with neigh- 
bors. After the children were 
gone, the events stopped. Some 
people speculated the happen- 
ings were caused by the spirit of 
Mr. Lynch’s late first wife. Oth- 
ers blamed Mrs. Lynch, saying 
that she never wanted to move 
from Indiana and this was her 
immature form of retaliation. 

Neither camp could ever 
prove their loose theories. Thus, 
to this day, the cause of the 
haunting at the Lynch home has 
remained unsolved.

the violence, requiring them to 
change in some way so the abuse 
doesn’t happen again. 

Often, the abuser will buy 
the victim flowers or gifts and act 
sweet or romantic to instill hope 
in the victim that things are going 
to change. These cycles can occur 
many times in a relationship. 

It can be difficult to 
recognize signs of potential 
abuse early in a relationship, 
and many early warning signs 
don’t give cause for alarm by 
themselves until the relationship 
begins to go downhill. 

Some more obvious signs 
of relationship violence include 
unexplained injuries, fear 
towards a partner, isolation, 
changes in mood or personality. 
There are some other less 
obvious early indicalors:: “that 
a relationship may or ay, 
become abusive. 3 

These may include a 
partner checking up on the other 
frequently, giving up things that 
used to be important to thent, 
apologies for the other partriers 
behavior, change in appearance 
by one or both partners. and 
spending more and more time 
together and less time with 
anyone else. 

An abuser may demonstrate 
extreme jealousy, controlling 


behavior, verbal abuse, abuse of 
other people, animals or things, 
hypersensitivity, a belief in rigid 
sex roles, explosive anger or 
unpredictable mood swings. 

If you think someone 
you know might be a victim 
of relationship violence, it is 
probably a good idea to talk to 
them in a safe, private place, 
listen and take them seriously. 
Encourage them to make their 
own choices and see a specialist 
about domestic violence. 

Don’t judge or criticize 
their decisions, and don’t expect 
change overnight, but continue to 
offer and provide support. Don’t 
underestimate the danger that they 
might be in, and if you see or hear 
an assault, call 911 immediately. 

In a relationship, anyone. 
has the right to refuse dates, 
affection and sexual advatices, 
have your limits and values 
tespected, be heard and have 
friends and space away from 
your partner, all without the fear 
of any kind of abuse. 

Anyone in a relationship 
also has the responsibility to 
be considerate, respect the, 
values and limits of others, 
communicate honestly and 
clearly without using any sort 
of abuse and ask for help when 
it’s needed.

The choices FOX makes 
in shows often baffles me—at 


_ times even amuses me—but 


regardless I’ve kept watching. 
They put out an impressive 
lineup every season, but it’s 
difficult to know which series 
they’ ll abandon even before the 
season ends. Let’s take a look 
at one of their latest, “Bones.” 
This dark sci-fi 
dramedy (no, that’s not my 
description; this came from 
a Web site devoted to the 
show) is supposedly based 
on the life and career of 
Kathy Reichs, a forensic 
anthropologist and author. 
Of course, I don’t know 
exactly how true-to-life this 
show will actually be, but a real- 
life grounding should hopefully 
give the show a fresh angle. 
“Bones” revolves 
around the partnership of 
main characters — forensic 
scientist Temperance Brennan 
(Emily Deschanel) and FBI 
agent Seeley Booth (David 
Boreanaz).

. of you wondering, that is the 


guy that played Angel in Joss 


Whedon’s “Angel” and “Buffy 


the Vampire Slayer.” 
The premise of “Bones” is 


roughly this: law enforcement — 


agencies in various locales call 
on Temperance and Booth to 
investigate cases thatare beyond 
traditional forensic methods; 
for example, the body may be 
too burned or decomposed, 
or something may just be 
too strange for conventional 
science to explain. 

This seems like an 
interesting concept. I really 
liked it—back when it was 
called “The X-Files.” 

The shows are painfully 
similar, even down to the 
character dynamics. Think 
about it: male FBI agent, 
female medical scientist and 
unexplainable phenomena. In 
the immortal words of Yogi 
Berra, “Déja vu all over again.” 

Sure, the “out there” 
member of this odd couple is 
the woman this time around, 
but that’s cutting it pretty close, 
don’t you think? Even the odd 
name of Temperance Brennan 
is vaguely reminiscent of Fox 
Mulder. © 

Any show where the plot 
of an episode revolves around 
a man’s arm being found inside 
a bear’s stomach can’t be all 
bad. It also helps this show’s 
chances that it airs in a time slot 
following “American Idol.” 

If the writing staff of 
“Bones” can find a way 
to flesh out the characters 
more—if only to differentiate 
them from the “X-Files” 
archetypes—and keep coming 
up with original storylines, 
this one just might make it.

If the name Uwe Boll 
is familiar to you, then you 
probably know that most of 
his work is laughable. If you 
haven't heard of him, ail you 
need know is that he is a 
Hollywood director responsible 
Jor the adaptation of a few cult 
videogames into some truly 
horrible films. He is~ from 
Germany, and his grasp of the 
English language is somewhat 
lacking. The following is an 
interview conducted with Mr. 
Boll. His responses have been 
edited slightly for clarity. 


JB: I read that you received a 
Ph.D. in literature from Cologne 
University in Germany. How 
has this experience been used in 
your filmmaking career? 

Uwe: It has not a lot of impact. 

JB: This weekend, “Doom” 
was released in theaters. Have you 
seen the movie, and, if so, what 
did you think of what you saw? 

Uwe: The trailer looked 
almost like our “Alone In the 
Dark” trailer. . 

JB; But have you actually seen 
“Doom” or played the game? 

Uwe: I didnot see it. Iscreened 
yesterday in Austen my movie 
“Bloodrayne.” 

JB: Many videogame based 
movies, including your work, are 
received with negative reviews. 
Why do you think that videogame 
movies get such a bad rap? 

Uwe: In the eyes of critics, 
videogames are cheesy and 
only for idiots. 

JB: Recently, you have been 
working only on videogame films. 
How long do you plan to continue 
to work on videogame movies? 

Uwe: A few more I have to 
do. Videogame based movies 


make money. 

JB: As you make more films, 
you seem to be getting more 
recognizable actors and actresses. 
How do you think this will affect 
your work and the public view of 
videogame based movies? 

Uwe: No idea. [hope positively. 
Every one of my movies is better 
than the one I did before. So I’m 


on the right way. . 

JB: According to the Internet 
Movie Database, you have 
three more videogame films in 
the works: “Far Cry,” “Hunter: 
The Reckoning’ and “Fear 
Effect.” How do you choose 
what videogames you will adapt 
to a film? Do you play many 
videogames? 

Uwe: I play a lot and J get a lot 
of offers. If I like a game and see 
potential. I call the videogame 
company and we talk. 

JB: In the USA, videogames 
are taking a lot of heat-for their, 
violent and sexual content right 
now. How do you feel about 
censorship and ratings of film 
and games in the USA, and how 
is it treated differently in your 
home country of Germany? 

Uwe: USA is easier with 
violence than Germany. 
Germany is easier with sex. In 
Germany you have sex scenes in 
free TV at prime time. I’m not a 
friend of ratings.... 

JB: Some people claim that 
you sacrifice the quality of your 
work because you are guaranteed 
monetary return due to the way 
you fund your films. What do 
you have to say to those people— 
do you consider yourself a 
businessman or an artist? 

Uwe: I’m a director who 
looks out for financing. To get 
the financing, I had to turn into 
a businessman. And I must 
show returns otherwise I don’t 


get new money.

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Plans begin for $35 million project

The University of 


Wisconsin-Stout is always 
trying to be one step ahead 
of the compeition. First the 


laptops, then the possibility of _ 


becoming polytecnic and now 


a first rate addition to Jarvis 
Hall science wing. The State 
Building Commission has 
approved $890,000 to prepare 
plans and designs for the UW- 
Stout’s Jarvis Hall science 
wing rennovation. 

UW-Stout campus planner 
George Acker doesn’t plan on 


having an architect and engineer 
picked for several months. He 
estimates that the committee 
for the new building will begin 
its planning between late winter 
and early spring of 2006. The 
total budget for the project will 
be $35 million if approved. 

“By creating “communities” 


within the new building, the 
physical and psychological 
barriers of the past will be 
removed and new paradigms 
will foster better interaction and 
communication among students 
and faculty,” said Acker. 

The committee that will be 
doing the planning will consist 


of representatives from campus 
planning, the physical plant, the 
College of Arts and Science, and 
the UW system administration. 
“We want to build a building 
that will be flexible enough to be

Panty thief can’t resist all of the panties

In 2003 a then University 
of Wisconsin-Stout student 
made national news when 
police found 854 pairs of 
stolen women’s underwear in 
his possession. Most people 
thought this odd crime was over 
after the first trial. 

Then Anthony Scholfield, 


fneide this issue: 


24, more commonly known as 
the panty thief to many UW-Stout 
students and locals, struck again 
this summer. 

“It’s very disgusting,” 
said a female sophomore in 
industrial design. “Where is 
he finding all this time to steal 
underwear?” 

Scholfield was charged with 
burglary and arabs three pas 
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of women’s underwear on July 8 
2005. The victim in this case was 
a female resident of Menomonie. 

The incident took place 
over the Fourth of July weekend 
when Scholfield was delivering 
pizzas in Menomonie. The 
victim had pizza delivered to her 
house where she claimed to have 
recognized Schofield. 

That weekend the victim

He raided the dressers of 
five girls, stealing more than 70 
pairs of underwear in each raid. 
When the police arrested 
him on April 22, 2003 they 
discovered all of the different 
pairs of thong underwear hidden 
throughout his home. These 
were believed to be from various 
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raids Scholfield committed. After 
paying $8,873.04 in restitution, 
Scholfield was released from 
prison and given a warning not to 
commit anymore of these raids. 

“He needs to pick up a 
new hobby,” said a female 
sophomore in psychology. 
“It’s scary that students at UW- 
Stout, female students, have to 
worry about locking up their 
underwear.” 

Scholfield will appear at 

his final pretrial on Jan. 1, 2006, 
and his jury trial will begin on 
Jan 19. 
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Tainter lake revival

Fishermen in Dunn County 
have quickly found out that 


Tainter Lake looks a little 
shallow lately. 
Due to a more than 


overwhelming amount of rain 
on the upper end of Red Cedar 
River in the Washburn and 
Barron counties, Tainter Lake 
has had to be partially drained 
so the work on the Cedar Falls 
dam can continue. 

“We probably would have 
been done with this thing by 
early November,” said Rob 
Olson, hydro licensing specialist 
for Xcel Energy. 

The heavy rain has delayed 
the dam work by about two 
weeks. Now they are looking 
for it to be completed by the 
second week in Nov. When 
the two-week delay occurred, it 
was estimated that about three 
weeks of work was left. 

It took a couple of days for 
the water to reach the dam. 

Once it did, it made an 
impact on anyone who uses the 
dam, anyone who works on it 
and even fishermen just wanting 
to use Tainter Lake. 

At one point there was 
approximately three feet of 
water flowing over the Cedar 
Falls dam. 

The equipment that is used 
at the top of the dam has been 
demobilized because of impact 
of the level of the lake. This 
is exactly the crew anticipated.

The reconstruction of the dam by Tainter Lake was delayed after 
heavy rainfalls overfilled the portion of the lake that had been drained. 
Fisherman are temporarily out of luck in certain parts of the lake. 


Sixty percent of the water 
will pass downstream when 
the lake is to be refilled. This 
will be done to maintain levels. 
Forty percent will be kept to fill 
the reservoir. 

If the large amounts of rain 
continue to in Dunn County, 
this could delay the project 
even more, which would lead 
to colder working conditions. 

‘Dams are probably the 
coldest, windiest places around 
to work,” said Olson, 


Their equipment includes a 
crane on a barge. 

With this amount of water, 
workers could do nothing but 
wait for the water to slow up. 
The work being done involves 
installing a rubber gate system 
on the dam. 

Tainter Lake was drained by 
five-and-a-half feet. As of last 
Monday morning the level was 
down three-and-a-half feet. 

The equipment that is used 
at the top of the dam has been 
demobilized due to the impact of 
the level of the lake. 

“If we get delayed another 
two weeks, that takes us to the 
end of November, and that’s 
pretty undesirable for weather 
sometimes,” Olson said.

1215 A.D.; July 4, 1776; 
March 4, 1789; June 6, 1944; No- 
vember 9, 1989 and Jan 4, 2004. 

These dates represent key 
events in history and are the 
first ones that come to my mind 
when I think of the spread of 
freedom and liberty throughout 
the world.

Students who already feel as 
though they are on the outside 
are evaluating whether or not 
UW-Stout is going to “walk the 
walk” or whether calls for inclu- 
sivity and diversity are merely 
rhetoric.

Luke Heiar, a senior major- 
ing in engineering facilities, has 
headed the program for more 
than year now. According to 
Luke, participation has been ex- 
ceptional this year. 

“Stand out members [of 
this program] would be both the 
male and female rugby teams, as 
well as Sigma Lambda Chi be- 
cause they took on many yards,” 
said Heiar. 

Those are just a few of the 
groups that are participating in 
this beneficial program. The 4-H 
Club helped rake and clean Ruby 
Roth’s yard last Wednesday; Roth 
broke her hip last year. 

“She was very kind and ap- 
preciated all that we did for her,” 
said Jennifer Mottl, vice presi- 
dent of 4-H and a senior in food 
systems and technology. “[We 
liked] seeing how much easier 
we were making things for her.” 

Other organizations that 
have also participated in this 
cause include Phi Sigma Phi, 
Sigma Tau Gamma and Alpha 
Phi Omega. 

Trevor Deck, a junior in 
graphic communications man- 
agement, joined up with his 
brothers from Sigma Tau Gam- 
ma and signed up for a yard. 
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“We chose to participate in 
Adopt-a- Yard because we want- 
ed to show the community that 
we care about them, and we are 
here to help them,” said Deck. 

The brothers of Sigma Tau 
Gamma cleaned the yard of an 
elderly woman, Ruby Wiemen, 
who was elated at the thought of 
college students coming to rake 
her lawn. 

“The experience was] very 
rewarding,” said Deck. “Some 
of the guys went out with the 
attitude that we were just going 
to clean somebody’s yard and 
get only a project done. After 
leaving, though, it really made 
everyone feel good to know they 
did a good deed.” 

Another community project, 
Adopt-a-Street, is running from 
Oct. 31 through Nov. 4. The 
Stout Association of Family and 
Consumer Sciences (SAFCS) 
cleared garbage from six blocks 
of Wilson Avenue. 

“We do a lot of [other com- 
munity service], but this time 
we wanted to do something out 
in the community-out in Meno- 
monie,” said Kristen Wood, 
President of SAFCS. Every 
year, SAFCS makes winter hats 
and mittens and sends them to 
the Sewing Guild in Eau Claire. 
With the fair turnout, the group 
was able to finish the job quick- 
ly; volunteers spent only a half 
hour to clean the stretch. 

“Tf everybody gives a little, 
a little will go a long way,” said 
Jennifer Spychalski, a senior in 
family and consumer sciences 
and vice president of SAFCS.

Alcohol is one of the most 
common drugs used by humans, 
with one of the longest histories 
of use. Behind caffeine, it is the 
most widely consumed drug in 
the world. 

It has been used for medicinal, 
religious, social and recreational 
purposes. Though today, it’s mainly 
used recreationally, in religious 
services and other celebrations. 

People drink alcohol for 
a variety of reasons, including 
curiosity, to feel “different,” to 
relieve boredom and as a social 
lubricant. Some people also use 
alcohol to escape problems or to 
relieve anxiety and stress. 

Alcohol use can also be a 
rebellious action against parents 
or other authority-for the feeling 
of doing something you aren’t 
“supposed to do.” Some people 
drink alcohol because of peer 
pressure, to be sociable or to feel 
more mature. 

“Everyone is going to do it,” 
said Casey Schill, a psychology 
major. “But do it in moderation. 
Going to house parties and getting 
totally wasted is stupid. You’ ll get 
hurt or caught.” 

Heavy drinking can be esp- 
ecially prevalent and problematic 
among freshmen, who much of 


the time don’t have practice with 
drinking responsibly. They tend to 
drink more than the average adult 
because they are suddenly free of 
parental control, they are trying to 
fit in and they may feel insecure 
about their new setting. 

Alcohol may have health 
benefits in moderation. According 
to the Mayo Clinic, alcohol 
can reduce your risks of heart 
disease, heart attacks, strokes 
and gallstones.

It can also help make social 
situations easier and more fun. 
When people drink, they are 
less shy, and tend to be louder 
and less inhibited. 

The use of alcohol can 
produce feelings of pleasure, as 
in getting high and relaxation. 
Many college students find 
that drinking helps them meet 
people, fit in, feel comfortable 
and have a good time. 

“T don’t think alcohol is a 
problem,” said Sarah Beasland 
whose major is undecided. “So 
long as it doesn’t become the 
central focus of your life, and 
that you have to need it to have 
fun or feel good. There have to 
be other things that you care 
about and want to do.” 

However, like any drug, 
alcohol can have negative 
consequences to your health. 
Carcrashes, suicides, homicides 
and drowning are all associated 
with alcohol use and make it 
the number one drug problem 
for college students. 

While people are under 
the influence of alcohol, they 
often experience a reduction 
in anxiety and inhibitions, 
blackouts and inability to 


perform many tasks, 
them vulnerable- 
dangerously so. 

At least one half of all 
date rapes involve alcohol 
consumption, and alcohol also 
decreases a person’s likelihood 
of using protection during sex, 
increasing the risk for unplanned 
pregnancies and other STDs, 
including AIDS. Studies show 
that 41 percent of frequent binge 
drinkers on college campuses 
have participated in unplanned 
sexual activity. 

Drinking alcohol leads to 
a loss of coordination, poor 
judgment, slowed reflexes, 
distorted vision, memory lapses 
and even blackouts. Alcohol 
abuse can lead to alcoholism, 
an addiction that many liken 
to a disease, characterized by 
strong, frequent cravings for 
alcohol, developing tolerance 
to alcohol’s effects, impaired 
ability to control one’s drinking 
and physical dependence, 
which includes symptoms of 


leaving

withdrawal such as _ nausea, 
shaking, sweating and anxiety. 

Health risks 
associated 


with drinking 


are more common and severe 
in heavy episodic drinkers, 
or those who make a habit of 
indulging in prolonged periods 
of intoxication. Over time, 
this kind of drinking can cause 
virtually every organ in the body 
to be harmed and heightens 
the risk of liver disease and 
pancreatis. Common health 
problems among alcoholics 
also include liver cirrhosis, 
heart failure, depression 
and brain damage. 
Whatever your 
reasons 
to drink, 
if you 
decide 
to drink, 


it’s important to know the risks 
of going overboard. Alcoholism 
can be a serious addiction, 
sometimes leading to death. 
As with most things, observing 
moderation is a good idea.

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Warm bread and muffins

Bread is 
a very ver- 
satile food 
that can be 
prepared 
by baking, 
steaming 
or frying 
dough. It 
consists 
mainly of 
flour and 
water and 
can be made 
into pizza, 
tortillas,  ba- 
guettes, pitas, 
biscuits, pretzels 
and bagels. 

There are many dif- 
ferent types of breads, but the 
main two kinds are yeast breads 
and quick breads. Yeast breads 
use yeast as a leaven, and quick 
breads use a chemical leaven. 
Like the name implies, quick 
breads are a lot easier and quick- 
er to make then yeast breads. 

In yeast breads, yeast is 
added and it ferments the car- 
bohydrates in flour and sugar to 
produce carbon dioxide as a bi- 
product. This chemical reaction 
causes the bread to rise. Quick 
breads use chemical leavens, 
such as baking soda or baking 
powder to make the bread rise. 

Although it takes time, 
making fresh bread can be very 
rewarding. 

“There is nothing better than 
Grandma’s homemade bread,” 


said 
Krystle 
Schmitt, a ho- 
tel, restaurant and tourism major. 

With the right recipe and 
amount of time, Grandma’s 
bread can be made anytime. 

Pumpkin makes this quick 
bread a tasty treat. It can also be 
made as muffins, but is baked 
for about 30 minutes instead of 
an hour. Muffins can be frozen 
and thawed in the microwave for 
a homemade breakfast or snack. 
For a variation to this bread, add 
raisins, chocolate chips or nuts.

1. Warm the milk in a small 
saucepan until it bubbles, then 
remove from heat. Let cool until

2. Dissolve 
yeast in warm water and 
set aside until yeast is frothy. 
Mix in eggs, sugar, butter or 
margarine, salt and raisins. Stir 
in cooled milk. Add the flour 
gradually to make a stiff dough. 

Knead dough on a lightly 
floured surface for a few min- 
utes. Place in a large, greased, 
mixing bowl, and turn to grease 
the surface of the dough. Cover 
with a damp cloth. Allow to rise 
until doubled. 

3. Roll out on a lightly floured 
surface into a large rectangle 1/2 
inch thick. Spread the 2 table- 
spoons of butter over the dough. 
Mix together 1/4 cup sugar and 2 
teaspoons cinnamon, and sprin- 
kle mixture on top of the moist- 
ened dough. Roll up tightly; the 
roll should be about 3 inches 
in diameter. Tuck under ends. 
Place loaf into well greased 9 x 
5 inch pan. 

4. Lightly grease tops of loaf. 
Let rise again for 1 hour. 

5. Bake at 350 degrees F (175 
degrees C) for 45 minutes, or 
until loaves are lightly browned 
and sound hollow when knocked. 
Remove loaves from pans, and 
brush with melted butter or mar- 
garine. Let cool before slicing.

The latest installment of the 
epic fighting series continues to 
impress. “Soul Caliber III,” for 
the PlayStation 2, blends beauty 
with variety. The result is noth- 
ing short of fun, whether you’re 
playing alone or kicking some- 
one else’s butt. 

Though I had my first expe- 
rience with this game at the Elec- 
tronic Entertainment Expo back 
in May, the kiosk display could 
not adequately prepare me for 
what the game was really like. 

The graphics are gorgeous 
and the environment looks to 
be oriented more on fantasy 
than on fighting. 

The characters are draped 
in clothes reflecting their usual 
impractical eccentricity. 

There are three new main 
characters and more than forty

characters in all, but for some 
odd reason a certain group of 
them is only available in the 
Practice Mode. 

The game’s music is the 
franchise’s usual prismatic per- 
formance, again sounding like it 
should be from a fantasy-themed 
role-playing game. 

The controls also reflect the 
mechanics of the previous “Soul 
Caliber” games. This could be 
a good thing or a bad thing, de- 
pending on personal preference. 

Personally, I really wish 
Namco would stop putting the 
arcade symbols in the console 
games, if just for the sake of new 
gamers. The PlayStation 2 con- 
troller has no “A,” “B,” “K” or 
“G” buttons, so their listing as the 
controls in the game just causes 
more confusion than anything. 

Still, getting over the nui- 
sance isn’t difficult. Practice 
Mode is available for training, 
though its long list of moves 
gets tiresome. 

Unfortunately, “Soul Cali- 
ber II” continues the franchise’s 
tradition of button mashing, so 
Practice Mode is mostly useless, 
anyway. The best way to get

good is to experiment during the 
actual fights. 

On the surface, “Soul Cali- 
ber IIT’ plays like a normal “Soul 
Caliber” game. 

However, this installment 
extends the depth of the charac- 
ters’ storylines and enhances the 
overall game play. 

As usual, each character has 
his or her own short story (“Tales 
of the Sword”) to play through, 
but unlike previous “Soul Cali- 
bers” this one gives the gamer 
choices to make along the way. 

Different paths will lead 
to different battles, which will 
result in unlocking new charac- 
ters or items. 

But what really sets “Soul 
Caliber IIT” apart from the others 
is “Chronicles of the Sword.” 

“Chronicles” is really a sep- 
arate game within the game. It’s 
its own storyline with its own 
characters, set apart from the 
rest of the premise. 

It combines the simple el- 
ements of a real-time strategy 
role-playing game with typical 
“Soul Caliber” fights. 

Gamers create their own 
characters with plenty of options 


to choose from and fight along 
side computer created characters 
in a war-torn scenario for the 
right to supremacy. 

Characters gain experience 
points from battles and gold 
from finishing missions. 

The difficulty of “Soul 
Caliber III” is an interesting 
thing to discuss. 

While the normal “Soul 
Arena” mode isn’t terribly 
hard, the difficulty of “Tales of 
the Sword” will depend on the 
choices that gamers make, the 
characters chosen and the skill 
of the gamer. 

The challenge there can 
range from a walk in the park to 
attempting Swan Lake with an 
elephant strapped to your back. 


The difficulty of “Chron- 
icles” increases steadily as the 
story progresses, but likewise can 
get a bit frustrating at times. 

Again, it depends on the 
character created and the skill 
of the gamer. 

Overall, “Soul Caliber IIT’ 
is a tried-and-true “Soul Cali- 
ber” game, but it isn’t just for 
fans of fighting games. 

People familiar with the 
franchise will enjoy it, but I 
would also recommend it for 
those who are new to the series 
or to fighting games in general. 

In addition, the game comes 
with a demo disc that includes 
“Pacman World 3,” “Ridge 
Racer,” “Urban Reign” and “We 
Love Katamari.”

After several short-lived record deals and poor label promotion, Proj- 
ect 86 returns with a new album, “...And The Rest Will Follow.”

Not everyone gets a second 
chance. Fortunately for Project 
86, a series of events has led the 
band to a new year-long nation- 
wide tour promoting their highly 


anticipated new album, “...And 
The Rest Will Follow.” 
After several short-lived 


record deals and poor label pro- 
motion over the past eight years, 
the band returned to Tooth & 
Nail Records last winter, where 
they re-released “Songs To Burn 
Your Bridges By,” an album that 
brought them back into conten- 
tion in the rock scene. 

“...And The Rest Will Fol- 
low” showcases Project 86’s 
versatile sound. The album cap- 
tures the hardness of their pre- 
vious 2000 release, “Drawing 
Black Lines.” The new album 
also contains some reflective and 
more technical music found in 
the band’s 2002 release, “Truth- 
less Heroes.” 

The album begins with a 
classic Project 86 sounding 
song, “Sincerely, Ichabod.” 

The song contains Randy 
Torres’s signature rock ‘n’ roll 
style of rhythmic minor gui- 
tar melodies, sharp and flow- 
ing beats from drummer Alex 
Albert and big low end from 
bassist Steve Dail. 

Torres explores keyboard 
effects more than ever before 


and performs much of the vo- 
cals, adding a soothing and 
dreamy quality to Project 86’s 
overall sound. 

Another new element the 
band tries is putting Dail on a 
baritone guitar instead of his 
usual jazz bass. This gets a more 
technical feel in the melodies 
rhythm section. 

And let’s not forget the sig- 
nature element of Project 86’s 
vibe, the severely macabre and 
diverse rasps of vocalist An- 
drew Schwab. 

Schwab’s love for twisting 
words and thematic metaphors 
is evident. 

The band even tries new in- 
dustrial sounding styles of poetic 
speaking and monotone singing 
to fit the attitude and mood of 
Schwab’s writings. 

Schwab also uses slightly 
more obvious metaphors speak- 
ing of the band’s new beginning 
in “Subject To Change,” where 
he chants the band’s “Return, 
Return, Return!” 

Some of the lyrics also re- 
veal Schwab’s rediscovered pas- 
sion to his personal spirituality 
in “My Will Be A Dead Man.” 

Since “...And The Rest 
Will Follow” focuses on a 
more balanced, matured artistic 
sound, the album slows down 
at several points, which is not a 
good thing. 

The majority of Project 86’s 
past albums always seemed to 
have a faster tempo, with the ap- 
propriate slowed paced song to 
add variety to the CD. This fault 
aside, Project 86’s newest re- 
lease is a nice milestone in their 
career, and an excellent album to 
add to your music collection.

ing here,’ Strop _ said.

right behind national Division III 
powerhouse Linfield (Ore.). 
Although the Blue Devils 
(6-2, 3-2) stand little chance of 
getting back into the race for 
a WIAC championship with 
only two games left to play, it 
wouldn’t be much of a stretch to 
call Saturday’s game one of the 
biggest in years for UW-Stout. 
Despite some early season 
injuries, UW-Stout has played 
very solid football for most of the 
year. In fact, both of Stout’s losses 
on the road at UW-Oshkosh and 
at UW-Eau Claire were by a total 
of 15 points. 
That said, Whitewater will be 
a different animal than the Devils 
have faced this season. The 
Warhawks are averaging 44 points 
and 549 yards of total offense per 
game. Whitewater lays claim to 
both the leading rusher (Justin 
Beaver) and the leading passer

Now, before you say that

be playing the Badgers because 
they have no chance, consider: 
UW-Stout has been allowing 
only 13 points and 242 yards per 
game, leading the league in both 
categories. Translation: this shapes 
up to be a great battle of strength. 

Yes, UW-Stout is living 
up to its name on the defensive 
side of the ball. Coach Todd 
Strop — a defensive specialist 
— has had his guys flying to the 
ball and playing very tough for 
the majority of the season. 

One thing the Blue Devils 
will have to do well in order to 
win is control the clock. After last 
week’s superb performance by 
Andy Reese (197 yards and three 
touchdowns) and the UW-Stout 
offensive line, Strop has to be 
feeling encouraged. 

UW-Stout has had 
inconsistencies in the passing 
game throughout the year, but the 
two-headed quarterback monster 
of Keldric Stokes and Tanner 
Kattre probably will not be asked 


to win the game. At least that is 
likely to be the plan early. 

Strop, who has said since 
he took the head coaching job 
two years ago, that his goal at 
Stout is to compete for national 
championshipswasunderstandably 
upbeat after last week. 

“This was a very big win 
for our program,” Strop said. 
“To go to a traditional Division 
Il powerhouse and get a 
win is a huge step in the night 
direction for us.” 

Strop is right, and he 
does have the program going 
in the right direction. Defense 
wins championships and as long 
as the Blue Devils are 
playing defense like they are 
right now, I believe they can 
be competitive with anybody, 
including UW- Whitewater.

“PE credits offer me a nice 
class to look forward to,” said 
Ricky Lopez a sophomore in 
Engineering Technology. 

Dr. Steve Terry, UW-Stout’s 
Athletics Director, has been with 
the university since back in 1980 
and has held the Directors Chair 
since 1993. 

“Self paced fitness classes 
for students of this era are very 
different than students of the 70s 
and 60s in Phys Ed,” said Terry. 
Back in those days you would 
line up 50 students and have them 
do jumping jacks in front of you.” 
“That doesn’t sell today. Allowing 
students to develop and create 
their own programs for fitness, 
yoga, running, swimming, golf 
and many others is a self paced 
fitness program that they can use 


for the rest of their lives, and is 
better then standing in a line 
doing jumping jacks.” 

A lot of people wonder why 
we have to take gym credits; I 
mean this isn’t high school. 

“The underlying reason is 
we want to develop contributing 
members of society, everyone 
works until five, but what do they 
do after five?” said Terry. “In the 
United States one of the biggest 
concerns is heath care, rising 
costs of medicines, drugs and in 
many cases they are preventable 
by teaching people the value of 
finding a sense of play.” 

Besides the basic sports, such 
as basketball, soccer and bowling, 
there are some very interesting 
classes to consider. UW-Stout 
is offering many new courses 
touching on many different 
issues related to personal health, 
physical endurance, coaching and 
personal enjoyment. 

A common form of 
entertainment on campus is 
racquetball. Students who enjoy 
can complete one gym credit by 
participating in this game you 
love. 

“Racquetball is fun good 
exercise and my anti-drug,” said 


Chris Yecke a sophomore in Early 
Childhood. 

These classes are a chance 
for you to get your mind off 
things for a few hours during the 
day, not to mention it’s a good 
time to be social and meet new 
people.

“ve never seen so many 
students come to a meeting,” 
said Margaret Haglund, a senior 
in service management and 
the caucus leader of the Stout 
Student Association (SSA). 

She was referring to much 
of the Greek community that 
appeared at the SSA meeting 
on Tuesday, Nov. 1 to express 
their desire for a change in the 
University of Wisconsin-Stout’s 
Code of Conduct (COC) for rec- 
ognized student organizations. 

The Greek community has 
a problem with the fifth rule of 
the COC that states, “recognized 
student organizations may not 
affiliate, co-sponsor, advertise or 
conduct an event or activity with 
any other student organization 
who has been prohibited from 
participation in such event or 
activity, and or is on probation 
by the SSA, UW-Stout, and/or 
the National Office or governing 
body of an organization.” 

“Most organizations on 
campus are sustaining, and do 
not need other organizations to 
survive,” said Lindsey Grandt, 
the Pan-Hellenic Council presi- 
dent. “Greek organizations at 
the University of Wisconsin- 
Stout are not self sustaining; in 
fact, Greek organizations on any 
campus can not survive without 
a community environment.” 

The part that they wish to 
remove from the COC is where 
it states organizations cannot 
associate with other organiza- 
tions that are “on probation.” 

“We feel that this is hurting 
our community as a whole,” said 
Thomas Zinkle, co-president 
of the Inter-Fraternal Council. 
“That is prohibiting us from

Members from every Greek 
organization were present at the 
meeting and so many showed up 
that some students were forced 
to stand due to limited seats. 

“Tt was so great to see that 
many students come to support 
something that they care so 
much about,” said Jenny Schuh, 
a senior majoring in early child- 
hood and the SSA’s director of 
organizational affairs. 

When new business was 
introduced, the council brought 
up the idea of amending the 
COC. At the end it was moved by 
Senator Plana to “amend the COC 
whereas to better clarify the COC 
for all student organizations.” The 
motion passed unanimously. 

“This rule should be recon- 
sidered and revised to help us 
be the best Greek community 
that we can be on this campus,” 
said Justin Wieners, co-president

“Tt’s a lot of guess as to how 
this is going to effect us,” said 
Ted Wenum, director of account- 
ing services. “We don’t know 
how they will act out, we'll 
know more in six months.” 

Another change in the trav- 
el contract is the lodging in 
state. This is effective right now. 
There are certain contract hotels 
that must be used whenever pos- 
sible. If the contracted hotel is 
not used, the traveler must get 
three quotes, in which one must 
be from the contracted hotel, 
and go with the lowest priced 
quote. There is no contract for 
out of state lodging. 

“Tt’s more work on behalf 
of the employees if we go off 
contract,” said Wenum. 

Similar rules are becoming 
effective in January for airfare. 
The two contract airlines are 
Adelman Travel Agency and 
Orbitz. If the traveler doesn’t 
use the contacted airlines, again, 
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they must get three quotes, in 
which one must be Adelman or 
Orbitz, and go with the lowest 
quote. There are two rules that 
relate in some way to students, 
the study abroad program and 
the athletics. 

The study abroad is a rule 
that is being revised starting 
Dec. 1. The contracted agency is 
Student Travel Administration. 
It is the same for the study 
abroad than the other rules. If 
going with an off contract agen- 
cy, they must get quotes and 
go with the lowest. It is recom- 
mended to use an agency when 
studying abroad. 

“T think a lot of study 
abroad programs would prefer 
an agency to help keep everyone 
together so no one gets lost,” 
said Wenum.

Bible studies banned in

An interesting story hit the 
headlines in the last week: “Col- 
lege dorms ban Bible studies.” 

The story is about how a 
resident advisor from one of 
the dorms at the University of 
Wisconsin-Eau Claire led a 
Bible study in the basement of 
his dorm with some friends. 

In July, the university sent 
several RAs a letter stating they 
could no longer lead a Bible 
study, or disciplinary actions 
would be taken, even if it was 
in their own private time. 

The news is first hitting the 
press now, but the shouting has 
been going on since July, when 
the letter was first received. 

Some resident advisors 
host a Bible study on a weekly 
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Maybe this refers to being 
free of the restraints like the 
Geneva Convention or the War 
Crimes Act. 

In 2004, The Wall Street 
Journal (not exactly your left- 
wing publication) reported that 
a memorandum was circulated 
through the highest levels of 
the Pentagon that offered legal 
advice surrounding the torture 
of detainees at places like Abu 
Ghraib and Guantanamo Bay. 

2. Exemption from the 
arbitrary exercise of authority 
in the performance of a specific 
action; civil liberty: freedom of 
assembly. 

For many of the president’s 
speeches, “free speech” zones 
were set up to keep protesters 
far away from Bush. Apparent- 
ly, his feelings get hurt when he 
sees people who aren’t exactly 
fans of his.

porters of the administration 
could attend. 

3. The right to unrestricted 
use; full access. 

This administration is 
regarded as the most secretive 
since the Nixon administration. 

They have consistently 
hampered, and, in some cases, 
outright blocked investigations 
into various improprieties on 
their part. 

This includes opposing the 
Sept. 11 Commission before 
supporting it (talk about a 
flip-flop); the refusal of Dick 
Cheney to disclose the members 
of a secret energy task force to 
advise on energy policy (which 
may or may not have included 
top officials from Enron); and 
consistently misleading the pub- 
lic surrounding the details of 
the CIA leak case, before finally 
stonewalling all together. 

I think we need a lesson in 
freedom here at home before we 
start spreading it abroad.

Think about the conse- 
quences of spreading the ideol- 
ogy espoused by the current 
administration.

If 
our goal is to stop rogue nations 
from holding the world hostage, 
then we should take a look at 
how our own policies might be 
perceived at doing just that. 

In the case of the war with 
Iraq, which has been purported 
as being part of defending our 
freedom, we should think criti- 
cally about what our real mis- 
sion is and how to achieve it. 

We need to stop talking in 
cheesy, over-simplified phrases 
like, “freedom isn’t free” or 
“freedom is on the march,” and 
start figuring out how the hell 
we’re going to get out of the 
mess we’ve gotten in.

First Amendment rights? 

For those that practice any 
religion, not just Christians, it is 
critically important to understand 
because it’s a hot issue that could 
leave a lasting impact for many. 

Freedom of religion is very 
often confused with freedom 
from religion. : 

A state-funded university 
must follow the free expression 
clause in the First Amendment. 
Under the freedom of expres- 
sion clause, universities cannot 
institute any policy designed 
primarily (or partially) to sup- 
press the practice of religion. 

The Zelman v. Simmons 
court case decided the govern- 
ment must take a neutral stance 
on religion. What about the 
viewpoint on neutrality? 

I found that Widmar v. 
Vincent decided that once a 
university opens its facilities 
to a broad spectrum of student 
groups, it may not deny reli- 
gious groups that same access. 

In the case of the RA from 
Eau Claire it didn’t involve a 


student group, but rather an in- 
dividual, but should be guaran- 
teed the same protection. 

Gubernatorial candidate 
Mark Green has written the 
president of the university 
system, Kevin Reilly, on this is- 
sue stating the university policy 
is strictly “un-American” and 
must be changed. 

Other actions are being 
taken by various groups, rang- 
ing from local to national. Even 
though we aren’t affected at 
UW-Stout at the moment, sys- 
tem policies restricting the free 
practice of religion, especially 
in an individual’s private time, 
must be re-looked. 

The debate will wage. One 
side doesn’t want religion in 
public, the other wants freedom 
to practice. Any decision could 
affect those that host Bible stud- 
ies, most specifically RAs. 

One thing is certain: the 
Bill of Rights guarantees the 
freedom of expressing religion. 
We must be vigilant and never 
let that right be taken away.

cadets received their orders and 
each squad, accompanied by a 
leader, broke apart to complete 
a confidence course. 

This course is composed of 
several obstacles and is basically 
used for conditioning and build- 
ing confidence for the cadets. 

“Tt gives you a boost to get 
ahead of your peers,” said Tim 
Galapa, a student studying polit- 
ical science at St. Norbert Uni- 
versity. “It’s a confidence builder 
and a leadership builder.” 

Upon completing the con- 
fidence course, the cadets were 
ordered back into their platoons 
and transported over to the din- 
ing hall for chow. 

After dinner, we all ar- 
rived at the barracks. Various 
sergeants and MS IVs (seniors 
in the program who organized 
the ROTC events) were out 
and about teaching classes and 
organizing things for the next 
day’s events. 

The 5 a.m. wake up call was 
a relief from the night of restless 
sleep due to the cold weather. I 
was much more prepared for this 
day’s course of action and wore 
a heavy coat and hiking boots. 

Certain MS Ils Quniors) 
and some of the MS IVs were 
transported to the field to start the 
day’s events. The rest of the ca- 
dets (MS Is and MS Ils, freshmen 
and sophomores) went to chow 
and were then brought to the field 
and began their training. 

Although previously expe- 
riencing a cold and exhausting

ing us at the field. Something I 
was surprised by, but happy to 
encounter, was that the food at 
the dining hall was very good. 
For both dinner and breakfast, 
we had many choices of entrees 
and side dishes to complete a 
healthy meal. 

The first course was the field 
leadership reaction course. Here, 
the cadets formed groups, were 
given various tasks with minimal 
equipment and had to solve the 
problem they were given within 
a certain amount of time. 

This course was meant to 
teach teamwork, leadership 
and problem solving skills and 
showed the importance of work- 
ing together and trust. To some 
surprise, many of the teams 
were able to successfully com- 
plete the tasks within the given 
amount of time. 

The leaders made it clear 
that the purpose of this event 
was not necessarily to complete 
the event, but it was to learn how 
to work together and use their 
knowledge of problem solving 
and quick thinking skills to even 
attempt the task. 

After completing four dif- 
ferent situations, the cadets 
marched over to the rappel 
tower. The cadets were always 
marching or jogging to get them 
in the habit of using time to their 
benefit. This 34 foot wall is used 
to give the cadets confidence to 
overcome the fear of heights and 
also to trust the person on the 
ground to not let them fall. 

Trying this activity myself, 
I was very scared, due to a life- 
long fear of heights. It was hard 
to trust myself, but when I com- 
pleted the task, I felt very good 
about myself and understood 
why this was important for the 
cadets to complete. 

Although I was very sketchy 
about trying to rappel the tower, 


~-and I almost gave up, I would- 


do it again and would suggest 
to anyone with any amount of 
fear of heights to try this event. 
It’s completely safe, you cannot 
fall and the feeling you get after 
doing it is worth the fluttering 
butterflies and sick sensation 
you get right before you take 
the plunge. 

“You find out that there are 
so many moving pieces, it’s dif- 
ficult,” said Cadet Russel Simo- 
nis, a student at the University of 
Wisconsin-Stevens Point major- 
ing in communications. 

Simonis is an MS IV who 
helped create the structure for all 
the events at this ROTC event. 
He also stressed the importance 
of accuracy, timing and organi- 
zation in planning this event 

The next event took us to 
the helicopter. Once again, the 
cadets split into groups and 
waited for their turn to tour Fort 
McCoy from the air. 

We loaded into the helicop- 
ter, got strapped in and enjoyed 
a 15 minute ride in one of the 
military’s finest pieces of equip- 
ment. This was the greatest ex- 
perience of the day for me and 
many of the other cadets, espe- 
cially for me because prior to 
this, I had never flown. 

The final event for this part 
of the day was the pugil sticks. 
Here, the cadets were taught 
basic skills on how to defend 
themselves with their weapon 
in the event that they should 
have to. After first practicing 
each technique, they got to test 
their skills against one another 
in a controlled battle with ample 
protective gear. 

Lieutenant Colonel Scott 
Bolstad, UW-Stout’s professor 
of Military Science, even par- 
ticipated in this event, giving 
the cadets a smile and a sense 
of respect and admiration for 
their superior. 

Later in the day, the cadets 


would go to complete two land 
navigation courses, one during 
the light of day and the other 
blinded by the dark of night. The 
officers in training were given 
a map and a compass and had 
to navigate their way to certain 
points mapped out by MS IVs. 

“Tt’s like treasure hunting 
without a treasure,” said Cadet 
Greg Highstrom, a senior at Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin-Green Bay 
majoring in communications. 

The treasure in this case is 
the satisfaction of completing 
the task and the things learned 
along the way that they will take 
with them. 

ROTC is a credited course 
of instruction offered through 
many UW colleges. The course 
can be used as an elective to 
build good leadership qualities 
or as a way to become an officer 
in the military. Observing these 
cadets and their higher officers 
made me realize how the pro- 
gram affects such a variety of 
people and the many ways they 
can be affected by it. 

“Tt’s always something I 
wanted to do as a child,” said 
Cadet Captain Matt Jakircevic, a 
senior at University of Wiscon- 
sin-Oshkosh majoring in _his- 
tory and English. “I’m a part of 
something that’s important.” 

Jakircevic started in this 
program with a scholarship and 
received full tuition, a semester 
allowance of $900 and a month- 
ly stipend of $500 to live on. 

“J learned a lot about lead- 
ership and how to be a good 
leader,” said Jakircevic. 

“TROTC] is a good program 
because they teach you a lot of 
leadership and management,” 
said Warrant Officer Carl Her- 
manson, a pilot of three years 
for the Army. “It’s good profes- 
sional development.”

Following the homecoming 
parade this year, the bell monu- 
ment housing the cracked former 
Bowman Tower bell was com- 
memorated. The bell was taken 
down in 1997 as it had been out of 
commission since around 1914, 
when parts to the striking mecha- 
nism wore out. 

After the bell had ceased to 
ring, students began the practice 
of climbing the tower during spe- 
cial occasions (such as a victori- 
ous football game) to ring the bell 
with a sledgehammer. It was dur- 
ing one of these occasions that an 
over-zealous student’s hammer- 
ing finally cracked the bell, quiet- 
ing the bell forever. 

Though the student (whose 
name was never revealed) quieted 
the bell itself, and though it would 
seem the action had rendered the 
bell completely useless, nothing 
could be further from the truth. 

More important than the 
actual ringing, the bell used to 
produce what the bell originally 
stood for, and still stands for to- 
day. It is a symbol of the strong 
link between the University of 
Wisconsin-Stout and the Meno- 
monie community. 

When Senator Stout erected 
the first building for his manual 
training school, it took only a year 
before the building could no lon- 
ger house all the students, and a 
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more suitable building needed 
to be built. 

The citizens of Meno- 
monie-recognizing the large 
benefit the school already had 
on their community-implored 
Senator Stout to replace the 
much too small school build- 
ing with a larger one. Sena- 
tor Stout, with no hesitation, 
eagerly built a bigger, more 
suitable building to house the 
school and included a clock 
tower on the structure. 

Sadly, a few short years 
later, Senator Stout’s second 
manual training building was 
destroyed by fire. The Meno- 
monie community was greatly 
disappointed by the loss and 
wasted no time sending out a 
petition for Senator Stout to re- 
build the school. 

Senator Stout replied he’d 
be happy to rebuild if Menomo- 
nie agreed to rebuild their high 
school (which had also been 
lost in the fire) next to the man- 
ual training school building, 
symbolizing their cooperative 
relationship with each other. 

Perhaps more important 
than the arrangement of a new 
location for the high school 
was the agreement of the com- 
munity to raise money for a 
new bell for the clock tower of 
the new manual training build- 
ing (known today as Bowman 
Hall.) The community raised 
the money—a total of $3,000 
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for the 7,000 pound bell—and 
the bell was placed in the new 
clock tower where it resided for 
Just shy of 100 years. 

Today the high school no 
longer stands to show the par- 
allel, cooperative relationship 
between community and school, 
and the tower itself houses a new 
bell. Sometimes today the ties 
between the community and the 
university become quite strained 
and the two are at odds over dif- 
ferent issues. An example of this 
tension that involves students 
at UW-Stout would be the an- 
nual homecoming parade. The 
community used to enjoy taking 
their children to this event. 

Although some families still 
do carry out this tradition, the 
event has eroded over the years 
due to consumption of alcohol 
by parade goers and those in the 
parade as well. As a result the 
parade isn’t so much the family 
friendly event that it used to be. 

It’s at these times I think 
it is extremely important to re- 
member the original cooperation 
between community and school. 
I think it was very fitting to have 
the bell dedicated during the 
homecoming parade. 

Maybe that was a sign 
showing us that there are many 
opportunities for students to 
help preserve the important re- 
lationship between community 
and school.

Web site titled 
“Rate my 


Professor” which can be found 
at www.ratemyprofessor.com. 
This site allows the user to rate 
professors and see how others 
rated them. 

“T have used it to rate my 
professors a couple of times and 
thought it was accurate and valu- 

able information,” said Vanessa 
Marzolf, a sophomore in hotel 
and tourism management. 

The user simply goes to 
the Web site and picks the state 
and then searches for the school 
where the professor teaches. 

The Web site currently of- 
fers about 383 professors from the 
University of Wisconsin—Stout 
which can be rated and reviewed. 

Students can find teachers 
by the first initial of their last 
name. There are three possible 
ratings a professor can receive: 
good quality, average quality 
and poor quality. 

Ascale of 1-5 rates easiness, 
helpfulness and clarity. There is 
also a spot to leave comments.

is still teaching or if they are re- 
tired you can mark that too. 

Another feature is a little 
chili pepper a student can add 
to the rating to indicate that the 
teacher is “hot.” 

The student is also asked to 
enter the class they are taking 
with that professor. 

“T have never used it, but 
I think it’s a good idea to check 
out which teachers to register 
with,” said Jessica Larsen, a ju- 
nior in business. 

The site is completely anon- 
ymous so the user can be com- 
pletely honest. 

“Rate my Professor” is free 
for limited access. However, a 
user can obtain membership for 
six months for $9.99 or for one 
year for $18.99. 

The membership allows stu- 
dents to see all of the ratings and 
rate some teachers that other- 
wise have restrictions. Students 
can also ask other raters ques- 
tions about their ratings.

“ROTC has unique chal- 
lenges” said Master Sergeant 
Michael Butcher, the senior mil- 
itary instructor for UW- Stevens 
Point and UW-Stout. 

Butcher also said that the 
students taking this course 
choose to go to class and physi- 
cal training because they like it. 

“We work to make good 
leaders: people that can remain 
calm during stressful situations 
and make good decisions,” said 
Lieutenant Colonel Scott Bol- 
stad, who is in charge of the 
ROTC program at UW-Stout.

Jake Gyllenhaal and Jamie Foxx are the headliners in this war drama 
set in the first Gulf War. For the Marines in this scenario, it’s all about “hurry up and wait.”

“Jarhead” —starring Jake 
Gyllenhaal, Peter Sarsgaard, 
Chris Cooper and Jamie 
Foxx—depicts the experiences 
of a US Marine Corps recruit 
during the first Gulf War. The 
jilm was adapted from the best- 
selling book of the same name, 
which is the autobiographi- 
cal account of Anthony Swof- 
ford (Gyllenhaal). The movie 
chronicles his training and de- 


ployment, his tour of duty and 


his eventual return home. 


WB: In general, movies 
about war concern themselves 
with the causes of war or the 
experiences of soldiers. 

“Jarhead” starts off along 
these familiar lines before 
moving into uncharted terri- 
tory and fiat lining. 

JB: While the film looked 
great and had some decent 


acting, there wasn’t really any 
substance to it. 

There was barely a story, and 
no human connection to any of 
the characters is felt. 

The film remains carefully 
objective. This may have been 
done with a purpose in mind, 
but if so, I don’t understand 
what that purpose was. 

WB: Being based on a book 
about true events, the film is hard 
to judge in terms of story. 

The way that story is told can 
and should be judged, though. 

The film opens strongly, with 
scenes reminiscent of Stanley 
Kubrick’s “Full Metal Jacket.” 

When the boot camp sequence 
ends and Gyllenhaal’s unit is de- 
ployed to the Gulf, the similari- 
ties between “Jarhead” and “Full 
Metal Jacket” end. 

JB: Because of the less brutal 
nature of the Gulf War (espe- 
cially for the Marines in Gyl- 
lenhaal’s unit) there is no harsh 
anti-war message being carried 
by the plot. 

The majority of the Marines’ 
time in the desert was spent 
waiting for war to be declared. 

“Jarhead” shows the effect 
of this waiting time on the sol- 
diers, making for a less than en- 
tertaining film. 

WB: Even though the charac- 


ters in the film are all based on 
real Marines, they often seem 
more like stereotypes than ac- 
tual people. 

It is hard to feel that you ac- 
tually know any of the charac- 
ters, and this makes it difficult 
to care what happens to them. 

JB: This wasn’t really a 
character-driven story anyway. 
Most of “Jarhead” was made 
of beautiful, lingering shots of 
desert landscapes. 

All of this inaction served to 
make the audience empathize 
with the troops who were sta- 
tioned there with nothing to 
do but wait. 

WB: The overall look of 
the film may be great, but it’s 
bland. The crude soldier jokes 
and extremely cruel boot 
camp drill sergeants are the 
high point of the film. Though 
these scenes are entertaining, 
they’re nothing that hasn’t 
been seen before. After you’re 
done being mesmerized by the 
desert landscape, you spend 
the rest of your time checking 
your watch. 

JB: I can only see this be- 
ing enjoyable for someone 
perhaps wanting to relive 
their experience in the Gulf, 
or someone who is sad they 
missed out on it.

Stout theatre professor James 
Miller, the play will run nightly 
at 7:30 p.m. until Nov. 12. 

“Cloud 9” ridicules gender 
stereotypes and notions of Vic- 
torian sexuality. 

The play starts in Africa in 
the 1880s with a lighthearted, 
comical feel. While on the sur- 
face all of society appears prim 
and proper, there are twisted and 
tawdry love affairs being carried 
on behind closed doors. 

Adding to the comedy, gen- 
der and race roles are reversed in 
the first act. 

Female actors play male 
characters and black actors play 
white characters. The intention is 
to make the audience rethink gen- 
der and race assumptions. 

The play follows the mis- 
adventures of the local colonial 
governor, Clive, played by soph- 
omore Jordan Chabalowski. 

Though Clive appears to be 
a model citizen and family man, 
he is in fact pursuing an affair 
with his male neighbor. Mean- 
while, his wife lusts after his 
best friend. 

Chabalowski returns to the 
Harvey Hall stage after his suc-

cessful turn as the title character 
of last spring’s musical, “Pippin.” 

“T’ve been involved in the- 
atre since about the fifth grade,” 
said Chabalowski. “I’ve always 
really loved acting.” 

Chabalowski enjoyed pre- 
paring for his role. He worked 
at honing his British accent by 
studying “Monty Python and the 
Holy Grail.” 

In the second act, the main 
characters relocate to London. 
The catch? It’s 100 years later 
and the characters have only aged 
25 years. At this point, the play 
veers off in a different direction, 
taking on a more serious and re- 
alistic tone and abandoning the 
gender bending of the first act. 
Only Chabalowski remains in 
the role he started with. 

Characters take on differ- 
ent lovers in the second act. 
Clive’s wife, now played by a 
female, leaves him and strikes 
out on her own to find a job and 
ultimately herself. 

The cast and crew spent 
weeks preparing for opening 
night. Most of the costumes 
were designed and made by 
UW-Stout students enrolled in 
the new Theatrical Costuming 
class, taught by Susan King.

Mixing together elements 
of old school rock ‘n’ roll, epic 
80s hair metal and experimental 
punk undertones, Coheed and 
Cambria have succeeded yet 
again in creating a sound that is 
new and different from anything 
else out there. 

Their new release, “Good 
Apollo, I’m Burning Star IV, 
Volume 1: From Fear through 
the Eyes of Madness,” certain- 
ly does bring something new 
to today’s music scene, yet at 
the same time, hints at a sound 
whose roots you can trace to de- 
cades past.

If there were Grammys for long album titles, Coheed and Cambria would be tough to beat. “Good Apollo, . 
’'m Burning Star IV, Volume 1: From Fear through the Eyes of Madness” is otherwise quite mediocre. 


But is today’s music scene 
ready for this new fifteen-word 
titled album, which improbably 
yet successfully brings together 
both an exciting new sound and 
a tribute to the past? 

So far the answer to this 
question seems to be yes. “Good 
Apollo, I’m Burning Star IV, 
Volume 1: From Fear through 
the Eyes of Madness” has al- 
ready seen considerable airtime 
on MTV, VH1, Fuse and main- 
stream radio. 

The first single off the album, 
“Welcome Home,” is a catchy 
song with a toe-tapping beat and 
a total face-melting solo. 

The lyrics of the song are 


about the regrets of lost love: 
“You could’ ve been all I wanted, 
but you weren’t honest. Now get 
in the ground.” 

“Welcome Home” is also the 
first music video off the album. 

The video begins with the 
band performing the song on 
a vast expanse surrounded by 
dark, hazy clouds. 

The point of view then goes 
through a picture frame into an- 
other world filled with scenes of 
love, betrayal and anger. 

Ultimately, this video is 
pretty lame. 

Its depictions of love are 
clichéd, the green screen -is 
overused and the production 


looked like it took about an af- 
ternoon to make. 

Coheed and Cambria’s 
“Good Apollo, ’'m Burning 
Star IV, Volume 1: From Fear 
through the Eyes of Madness” 
earns a mediocre three out of 
five stars. 

But even through it’s me- 
diocre, undoubtedly this CD. 
will only further the success and 
popularity of the band—if not 
through the band’s growing fan 
base, then through the general 
curiosity that the band’s unique 
sound arouses in its listeners. 

This is the kind of album 
that most people with either re-~ 
ally love or really hate.

was interesting enough to make 
me forget all about Ellen. 

For the most part, things were 
conducted like an actual debate 
with a couple notable exceptions. 
In real life, a moderator asks ques- 
tions for the candidates to answer 
within specified time limits and 
under agreed conditions. 

Since this event was meant 
as entertainment and needed to 
fit within its hour timeslot, the 
structured timed responses were 
deemed unfeasible. The seeds 
for this had been sown in the 
preceding week’s episode, when 
Presidential candidates Arnold 
Vinick (Alan Alda) and Matthew 
Santos (Jimmy Smits) privately 
discussed what it would mean to 
have a “real debate.” - 

They seemed to agree that 


real debate would mean throw- 
ing time limits out the window, 
leaving them to answer the 
moderator’s questions more in- 
formally and letting voters see 
them as they “really are.” 

After striking his notes 
during his opening statement, 
Vinick proposed that the rest of 
the debate be conducted in the* 
way he and Santos had discussed 
earlier. Santos, after a moment’s 
hesitation, agreed. 

The rule breaking served as 
a good vehicle to advance the 
characters of Vinick and Santos. 
Since they could now direct re-, 
sponses—and even questions— 
to each other, the proceedings 
became not only a presentation 
of what they stand for, but also 
of how they react under direct 
pressure. Vinick more than ever 
seemed to embody the role of the 
sensible elder statesman: a sweet, 
older man with a sense of humor. 
Santos gravitated more towards 
the confident idealist: someone 
sincere in his beliefs and with an 
eye towards the future. 

Smits and Alda did an ex- 
cellent job of keeping in char- 
acter while debating such hot- 
button issues as border control, 
prescription drugs, health care 
and education. 

Since many of the issues- 
presented mirrored current real 
world problems, at times I forgot 
I was even watching a fictional 
debate. Both candidates came 
across as capable and well inten- 
tioned, so it will be interesting to 


see who is declared the winner.

$700 he saved from a summer 
job to support his campaign. He 
had 670 people write his name in 
on the ballot. 

“Like I’ve said many a times, 
from 7:50 a.m. to 2:30 p.m. ’ma 
student and from 3 p.m. to 6 p.m. 
I’m going to be out fulfilling this 
job as mayor.” 

Some were surprised by the 
results of the election.

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Media needs more communication

There was recently a 
proposal from the Stout Stu- 
dent Association stating, “At 
least one Stoutonia represen- 
tative should be required to 
attend USS weekly meetings 
to report on the informa- 
tion, events, and ideas that 
the Senators and Executive 
board exhibit on weekly ba- 
sis.” Although this proposal 
did not pass, maybe it’s not 
such a bad idea. 

If a member of The 
Stoutonia did attend the 
weekly SSA meetings, this 
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may be able to help a num- 
ber of things. 

It would help the seem- 
ing lack of communication 
between these and even other 
organizations, and also get 
the word out about up-com- 
ing events. 

The problem with this 
idea lies in the fact that no 
one told any member of The 
Stoutonia that this proposal 
was even brought up - we 
found out while researching 
another issue - which goes 
back to the original problem: 
of a lack of communication. 

How could someone, 
who is apparently required to 
attend, show up if they don’t 
even know they are supposed 
to be there? And what can 
really be done to that person 
if they don’t show up? 

Maybe nothing. But 
that doesn’t mean that this 
shouldn’t be done. In fact, it 
should have been something 
that was started a while ago. 
Perhaps The Stoutonia has 
not been doing its job. 

It is after all, the job of 
The Stoutonia to appropri- 
ately inform the students, 
faculty and staff of the 
University of Wisconsin- 
Stout about important issues 
they may be affected by and 
to cover big events that take 
place around campus. 

So part of the lack of

communication between 
these two may be blamed on 
The Stoutonia. 

But at the same time, 
SSA hasn’t been doing their 
job either. 

According to the UW 


’ Extension Local Govern- 


ment Center Fact Sheet, the 
SSA is considered a “gov- 
ernmental body.” 

This means that by law, 
SSA is required to give 
notice of any meetings 24 
hours in advance and in at 
least three different loca- 
tions. A separate notice for 
each meeting is required. 

Looking around cam- 
pus, there don’t seem to be 
any announcements about 
these meetings. 

The meeting is listed on 
the e-Scholar calendar, but 
all that tells us is where the 
meeting is and what time it 


is held. It says nothing about 
what will be talked about. 

According to the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin System 
General Counsel, they “must 
also ensure that the notice 
is published in the campus 
newspaper and must give 
either oral or written notice 
... to news media who have 
submitted a written request 
for notice.” 

So even though The 
Stoutonia does not need to 
request this information, 
no notice about the meet- 
ings has been received at all 
this year. 

According to the same 
regulations, “notice must 
specify the time, date, place 
and subject matter of the 
meeting.” 

The subject matter of the 
meeting must be posted so 
those interested in attending 


will know what is going to 
be discussed. 

So both parties are to 
blame for this lack of com- 
munication. 

Neither has fully been 
doing what they should be. 
SSA is required to do these 
things by law. 

The Stoutonia isn’t, 
but that doesn’t mean we 
shouldn’t be attending the 
meetings and reporting on 
them. 

Requiring the appear- 
ance of a representative of 
the media at SSA meetings 
seems a little extreme. 

Each organization should 
be responsible for doing its 
job, and they should be the 
ones in charge of making 
sure they get it done. 

Let’s all start doing our 
jobs and start communicat- 
ing a little better.

Whether you love porn, hate 
porn or love to hate porn, you 
have probably seen the chalk 
drawings and eye-catching signs 
advertising Porn Nation. 

Speaker Michael Leahy is a 
confessed former pornography 
addict and is executive director 
of the group Bravehearts, who 
co-sponsored the presentation. 

The group aims to challenge 
pornography as “the norm” in 
advertising, music and media, as 
well as the idea that women must 
give their bodies to feel love and 
men must conquer women to 
gain adequacy. 

“The volume [of pornog- 
raphy] is overwhelming,” said 
Leahy. “[Pornography is] any 
material without literary or artis- 
tic value whose designated pur- 
pose is to cause sexual arousal.” 

The problem with pornog- 
raphy, according to Mr. Leahy, is 
that people accept it as the norm,

a standard by which to measure 
up to or measure others. 

“Those images never go 
away,” said Leahy. 

Leahy spoke not only about 
pornography and how it has af- 
fected him, but also how it af- 
fected his relationships with 
women, including his ex-wife. 

On his wedding day, when 
he’d decided to lay all the porn, 
strip clubs and sexual escapades 
aside, he experienced what he 
described as the biggest shock 
of his life. 

Finding himself subcon- 
sciously checking out the wom- 
en walking through the hallway 
and wondered if his relationship 
with his wife would be enough. 
Leahy said he couldn’t control 
his pornography use and felt that 
he was living a double life. 

“Internet porn is the crack 
cocaine of sexual addiction,” 
said Leahy. 

He described it as a mood 
altering drug, where sexual needs 
can be met everyday, any time and 
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any way. Its appeal stems from the 
fact that it’s accessible, affordable 
and anonymous, but the intimacy 
and relationships are false. 

“No woman can compete 
with Internet porn” said Leahy. “It 
changes how you view yourself.” 

“Pormography doesn’t give 
anything back to the person expe- 
riencing it,” said Aaron Triphan, 
a sophomore majoring in vocal 
rehabilitation. “They may experi- 
ence fulfillment of sexual thoughts 
and desires, but they don’t expe- 
rience a shared love that is found 
between two people.” 

Leahy commented about 
the high prevalence of sex ap- 
peal in advertising, citing that 
it’s relatively inexpensive and 
has strong mass appeal. Others 
share his convictions: 

“T think porn is out of con- 
trol,” said Heather Partridge, a 
junior and HDFS major. “I don’t 
think that we can even help it in 
certain ways because the differ- 
ent forms of it in the media all 
around us, so it makes it really 
hard to get away from.” 

The affect these images 
have seems to be the shrinking 
of many people’s self-esteem 
and adequacy.

“T think the media, unfor- 
tunately, sets the standard for 
people to strive toward, every- 
one wants to be just a little bit 
skinnier or a little bit more beau- 
tiful,” said Danielle Bleck, a ju- 
nior in business management. 

Making people feel inad- 
equate might sell more prod- 
ucts, but it can also have a 
damaging affect on people’s 


psyches when they come to 
believe that these images are 
normal and realistic. 

Mr. Leahy recommended a 
general screening test to those 
who think they could have a sex- 
ual addiction. It concerns porn 
use and its place in your life; 
“it’s totally anonymous and con- 
fidential” he assured, and can be 
found at www.sexsurvey.com.

Instead of the 
same old Thanksgiving foods, try 
some of these unique spins on 
the traditional foods to get a deli- 
cious and healthy meal.

Broccoli, Wild Rice and 
Mushroom Stuffing 

1/2 cup uncooked wild rice 
1 1/2 cups water 
2 cups fresh broccoli 
1/2 cup butter 
1 1/2 cups sliced mushrooms 
1 cup chopped onion 
I (16 02) package herb sea- 
soned stuffing mix 
I (14 oz) can chicken broth 
1/2 cup sliced almonds (op- 
tional) 


1. Bring rice and water to a boil 
in a pot. Cover, reduce heat to low 
and simmer for 45 minutes. 

2. Place broccoli in a pot with 
enough water to cover, and boil for 
five minutes, or until slightly ten- 
der. Remove from heat and drain.

“Night Stalker” was con- 
sidered something of a TV 
failure, but at least that made it 
through its first season. 

What bothers me is how 
this current failure came about. 
When networks give success- 
ful creators or producers a new 
show similar to what they’d 
previously done and hope that 
lightning will strike twice, as 
if the odds of a new show run- 
ning a full season weren’t steep 
enough. A successful television 
show is usually comprised of 
several unique elements coming 
together in an unexpected way. 
That’s tough to achieve once, let 
alone twice, even if the show’s 
creator has a good track record. 
The creator doesn’t need the ad- 
ditional handicap of trying to 
make viewers overcome their 
sense of déja vu. 

Take the show “Cop Rock” 
for example. Not many people 
know about it, and for good 
reason. This show is an even 
more egregious case of a net- 
work airing a show based solely

on a creator’s track record. Ste- 
ven Bochco was the creator of 
the extremely popular 80’s cop 
show, “Hill Street Blues,” 
when he said he wanted to do a 
different kind of cop drama, TV 
execs were all over it. 

Too bad they didn’t really 
take time to get a handle on the 
premise first: “Cop Rock” was 
a musical cop show, part dra- 
ma and part song-and-dance.

“Zathura’” is the latest block- 
buster from the pen of children’s 
book author Chris Van Allsburg, 
best known for “Jumanji” and 
“The Polar Express.” 

Following the formula used 
to create “Jumanji,” “Zathura” 
follows the adventures of two 
constantly fighting young broth- 
ers, Walter and Danny, whose 
parents have recently divorced. 

Their father (Tim Robbins) 
has just purchased a new house, 
and the boys and their older sis- 
ter are all adjusting themselves 
to their new surroundings. 

While their father is out, 
Walter and Danny stumble upon 
an old board game in the base- 
ment and begin to play it, soon 
realizing that whatever happens 
in the game happens in reality.

The visual effects could 
have been just good enough to 
please the children in the audi- 
ence, but even I was impressed 
by the look of the movie. 

Only when the lights in the 
house went out were there mo- 
ments when the lighting just 
didn’t look right. 

Overall, Favreau did a good 
job keeping 22-year-old me in- 
terested, so I’m sure he succeed- 
ed in capturing the attention of 
the children for whom this film 
was intended.

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Wisc. schools to ban birth control?

Nearly half of America’s 
6.3 million annual pregnancies 
are accidental, according to the 
Planned Parenthood Web site. 
The site also noted that seven 
in 10 women who are sexually 
active do not want to become 
pregnant. 

This is why the use of 
emergency contraceptives (EC) 
are becoming more popular 
amongst younger generations. 

The Wisconsin legislature 
introduced a bill in April of 2005 
that would prevent any employee 
of the University of Wisconsin 


system to hand out, prescribe 
or advertise the use of ECs on 
campuses. The bill was brought 
about by an advertisement in a 
Madison paper. 

The advertisement, paid 
for by Student Health Services 
in Madison, was printed right 
before spring break and read, “To 
help you plan ahead, University 
Health Services can provide 
a prescription for EC over the 
phone without an appointment.” 

The bill, Assembly Bill 343, 
would essentially eliminate these 
contraceptives from colleges in 
Wisconsin.

Proposal may hurt more 


Same-sex marriage ban may affect all couples

There is a proposal on the 
table in Wis. legislature which 
would ban same-sex unions as 
well having consequences for 
unmarried heterosexual adults. 

“Tt has the power to negate 
over 20 years of protections for 
victims of domestic violence,” 
said Janie Oveho, social action 
coordinator for the Wisconsin 
Coalition Against Domestic Vi- 
olence.

The second kind of EC is 
a intrauterine device (IUD) that 
releases copper into a woman’s 
body. It too can be inserted up to 
five days after unprotected sex. 

ECs are not like the morning 
after pill—RU-486—which 
causes a non-surgical abortion. 
They work in one of three ways: 
they stop sperm from being 
active, prevent ovulation or 
irritate the wall of the uterus so a 
fertilized egg can’t attach. 

“Knowledge was the first 
step for the people I saw,” said 
Stevens. “Once they knew what 
was out there they could make 
responsible decisions.” 

Several UW-schools are 
going to Madison to protest the 
passing of the bill. Gov. James 
Doyle has already stated that 


if the senate passes the bill, he- 


will veto it, but students are still 
concerned. 

“College students are poor 
and horny,” said Kelly Greer, a 


senior in retail merchandising 
and management. “If this goes 
through bad things are bound to 
happen.” 

The pills are sold for 
around $10 and on most 
campuses, students need to have 
appointments before they can 
obtain the medication. 

“People see a young person 
with a child and they say it’s a 
blessing, but it’s also a burden,” 
said Stevens. “My friend wants 
to go out and have fun because 
she’s 21 but she can’t because 
she has a 3-year-old. It’s a lot 
to give up. I wouldn’t be able to 
do it.” 

Congress has until April of 
2006 to make a decision on the 
bill. 

“Whether the pill, condoms 
or ECs, it’s all birth control,” 
said Connor O’Brien, a senior in 
business. “The only difference is 
some people take it before they 
have sex and other people take it 
after they have sex.

had not changed, 25 percent said 
they drank more, 26.8 percent said 
they drank less and 4.2 percent 
said they started drinking. 
Equally compelling was 
the data collected regarding 
grades. 57.7 percent of students 
considered their GPA to be very 
important and 60.2 percent of 
students expect their GPA to be 
between a 3.0 and 3.49 upon 
graduation. However, 28.4 
percent of students miss at least 
one class in the average week. 
Regardless, UW-Stout 
students are studying hard. 32 
percent of students study 5-9 
hours a week, 31.9 percent study 
10-19 hours a week, 11.9 percent 
study 20-29 hours per week and 


of 30 hours a week. On top of 
that, the average student is only 
sleeping 7 hours per night. 

Last year’s surveys 
combined with student and 
parent comments contributed to 
one major change on campus this 
year. Most students know that 
this year was the first year that 
freshmen are mainly on south 
campus and upper classmen 
mainly on north campus. This 
proposal was made by Scott 
Griesbach to give freshmen a 
better first year experience. 

Though the quality of 
life surveys may not produce 
essential information, it is still an 
opportunity for students to voice 
their feelings about residence 
life.

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Drug abuse, not just recreational

There’s so much pres- 
sure—especially in college—to 
be better, smarter, faster, more 
alert and to do well on the field 
and in the classroom. In the 
past, there’s been a lot of hype 
about “recreational” drugs, like 
marijuana, cocaine, alcohol, and 
heroin. Lately, experts are no- 
ticing increasing rates of drugs 
used for academic and athletic 
performance. 

College students, aged 18 to 
20, have the highest rate of drug 
use of any-age group. 

“T had a friend who did Ad- 
derall and Ritalin to help her do 
homework,” said Jenna Bran- 
denburg, a human development 
and family studies major. 

“T think it’s sometimes eas- 
ier to justify drug use if it’s to 
do something better, but that 
can be worse because 
people equate its use 
with their success,”’said 
Brandenburg. People 
start off with something 
that doesn’t seem so bad 
and things just get carried away, 
especially when you feel like 
you're doing something good 
for your life.” 

A study done by the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota found that 
7 percent of college students na- 
tionally have used prescription 
stimulants for non-medical pur- 
poses and names the three pre-

scription drugs most commonly 
used for non-medical purposes: 
Ritalin, Dexedrine and Adder- 
all. All three are stimulants pre- 
scribed to treat attention deficit 
hyperactive disorder. 

“T don’t take my prescribed 
Adderall on a regular basis,” said 
Ryan Shilt, a freshman majoring 
in computer science. 

“Tt hurts me during class in 
the morning because I can’t con- 
centrate, but I double up on them 
at night when I need to do home- 
work so I can get things done,” 
said Shilt. When I use it, I ac- 
tually want to do things 
and can sit down and 
concentrate and get 
work done, whereas 
otherwise I wouldn’t 
be able 
to.” 


The short-term ef- 
fects of these medications 
are similar to cocaine. They 
are generally used for their abil- 
ity to reduce fatigue and appetite 
as well as increase concentration 
and energy levels. 

“T used Ritalin for a while, 
even before I went into high 
school, before I had even had a 
drink,” said Megan Sullivan, a 


freshman majoring in psychol- 
ogy. “They perk you up, take 
away all your desire to eat, and 
make you feel capable, even a 
little fearless.” 

Long-term effects of abus- 
ing these medications can in- 
clude complete loss of appe- 
tite, muscle twitching, fevers, 
convulsions, headaches, irreg- 
ular heartbeat, anxiety, restless- 
ness and paranoia. 

Once associated only with 
body builders, fitness buffs and 

professional athletes, steroid 
~. use among high school 
and college athletes 
is at an all-time high. 
More and more 
college athletes 


want an edge, to gain 
muscle and strength 

fast and to be able to train 
harder. 

Steroid use is a problem pro- 
pelled by the fact that they work: 
physicians and coaches report 
significant increases in muscle 
mass, strength and endurance as 
a result of steroid use. Men are 
more likely to abuse steroids, 
but the rate is growing fastest 


among college aged women. 
Steroids can be manufac- 
tured legally, brought into the 
country and sold mostly on the 
streets, or obtained through a 


prescription. Although some 
kinds of steroids are legal for 
medical purposes, those who 
take them to build muscle mass 
tend to take much higher than a 
safe dose and this leads to a va- 
riety of problems. 

Because steroids contain 
hormones, their use is asso- 
ciated with marked physical 
and behavioral changes. Men 
abusing steroids may experi- 
ence physical side effects like 
shrunken testicles, reduced 
sperm count, impotence, infer- 
tility, baldness, development 
of breasts, painful urination 
and an enlarged prostate. 

Women who misuse steroids 
may expect physical changes 
such as growth of facial hair, 


problems with 
menstrual cycle, 
deeper voice and 
smaller breasts. 

Steroid users of both 
sexes can develop chronic ag- 
gressive or violent behavior, 
depression, heart disease, head- 
aches, kidney and liver prob- 
lems, high blood pressure and 
stomach aches. 

Taking drugs to do better in 
sports or school isn’t better or 
safer than taking drugs for recre- 
ational use. If they aren’t being 
used for medical reasons, it isn’t 
fair for the other players on the 
field or the other students in the 
classroom. 

No test is worth possible 
long-term health consequences. 
Success in athletics isn’t worth 
changing to look like someone 
of the opposite sex or losing 
control and hurting or killing 
someone.

Imagine worrying about not 
having enough energy to walk 
around campus, like how we 
worry about running out of gas 
while driving. 

Those who suffer from dia-

betes must constantly be con- 
cerned about their blood sugar or 
glucose, which is the substance 
we derive from food that we need 
for energy. 

According to the American 
Diabetes Association, Type I dia- 
betes affects as many as 1 or 2 
million in America. 

With Type I diabetes, the 
pancreas fails to produce the in- 
sulin that allows body cells to use 
blood sugar for energy. The re- 
sult is low energy levels and high 
blood sugar levels. 

Cassy Bourget, a business 
senior, was diagnosed with Type 
I diabetes at the age of four. She 
can still recall that turbulent time 
when her parents took her to the 
doctor. 

“T was so feisty, it took 4 male 
doctors to hold me down,” said 
Bourget. “They came at me with 
needles and I was so scared.” 

Since that time, diabetes has 
become a part of her reality; it’s 
something that she has to be con- 
scious about every day of her life. 

“First on my list of impor- 
tance is my diabetes,” said Bour- 
get. “It pretty much controls ev- 
erything I do.” 

Bourget’s condition was even 
further complicated when she suf- 
fered a head injury when she was 
11 years old. Because of the brain 


injury, it is even more difficult for 
her to deal with diabetes. 

“Because of my brain injury, 
I forget to take my shots and check 
my blood sugar,” said Bourget. 

Bourget follows a strict dai- 
ly schedule that determines when 
she eats every meal or snack. 
Each day, she also must take two 
insulin shots and poke her fingers 
four times to check her blood 
sugar periodically. 

‘T’ve had my ups and 
downs,” said Bourget. “When 
my blood sugar gets low I get 
really weak and I can’t control 
what I’m doing.” 

Due to sudden bouts of fa- 
tigue during her daily activities, 
Bourget uses a motorized cart for 
assistance. When she is more ac- 
tive, she needs to eat more to sus- 
tain her energy level. Sugar lows 
can also be brought on by stress. 

After 17 years of dealing 
with diabetes, Bourget finally has 
a chance to be cured. 

She is on a waiting list for a 
new pancreas. According to the 
physicians at the Rochester Mayo 
Clinic, candidates for this type of 
transplant could wait from six 
months to a year. 

However, Bourget may get 
one sooner because her blood 
type is AB, which means she can 
accept a pancreas from a donor of 


any blood type. 

While there is much for her 
to be hopeful about, in some 
ways, Bourget is as scared as she 
is happy. It isn’t only the risks of 
the procedure that make her feel 
this way. It is the profound way 
the surgery will change her life. 

“After I went to Rochester I 
cried a lot and was hysterical be- 
cause diabetes is a part of me and 
a part of my life,” said Bourget. 

“Tf and when I get the trans- 
plant it will change my life so 
much in every aspect,” said 
Bourget. “I won’t be so depen- 
dent on my scooter, I won’t have 
to worry about my shots and 
checking my sugar; I’ll just be 
able to go and eat.” 

The transplant operation 
involves a one-week stay in the 
hospital and an additional 4-6 
weeks for recovery. 

For the first year after the 
surgery, she will still require a 
lot of medical attention until she 
finds out if her diabetes has been 
successfully cured. 

“T’ve met a couple differ- 
ent girls who have had the sur- 
gery and they’ve done fine,” said 
Bourget. “My relatives also know 
people who have had these kinds 
of transplants; they’re very ex- 
cited for me because they know 
how much trouble I’ve had.”

Try to think of something 
that this hodge-podge list of peo- 
ple all have in common: Carrot 
Top, Billy Joel, Maria von Trapp 
and Helen Keller. Scratching your 
head yet? Well, you should be, 
unless you happened to somehow 
guess that they were all famous 
people who at some point came 
and entertained students at the 
University Wisconsin-Stout. 

In 1919, Helen Keller came 
and spoke to the students of UW- 
Stout. If you do not know who 
she is, however, it’s hard to un- 
derstand what an accomplishment 
it was for Helen Keller to speak, 
let alone give a speech. 

Shortly after Keller was born, 
she experienced a fever that ren- 
dered her deaf and blind. Annie 
Sullivan Macy became Keller’s 
teacher five years later and dedi- 
cated her life to teaching Keller 
to communicate by spelling into 
her hand. Mrs. Macy worked with 
speech specialists to teach Keller 
to speak. Eventually, Keller went 
on to college, graduating cum 
laude from Radcliffe. 

Though it may be a small 


task for us, it was a great feat 
for Keller to travel the world 
and make speeches as she did. 
Her presence on our campus 
nearly a hundred years ago is 
something to truly boast of. 

Nearly 30 years later, 
UW-Stout students were given 
another great opportunity to 
experience personage with re- 
markable history: Maria von 
Trapp and The Trapp Family 
Singers. 

For those of you who are 
not familiar with these per- 
formers, Baroness Maria von 
Trapp is the famous person 
whose character was played by 
Julie Andrews in the popular 
1965 movie based on Roger 
and Hammerstein’s play “The 
Sound of Music.” 

Differing somewhat from 
the play and movie, in real 
life The Trapp Family Singers 
were comprised of Maria von 
Trapp, her seven daughters and 
one son. The event was spon- 
sored by St. Joseph’s church 
and took place in November 
of 1947. The family performed 
in peasant costumes from their 
native home in Tyrol, Austria, 
and sang folk songs, madrigals 
and classical music. 

Skipping ahead nearly an- 
other 30 years to 1974, Billy 
Joel appeared here with Brewer 
& Shipley. You might recog- 
nize their song “One Toke Over 


the Line” featured in “Fear and 
Loathing in Las Vegas.’ 

Although Joel was already 
garnering respect as a music art- 
ist, for some reason the crowd 
was not nearly the size it should 
have been for someone so tal- 
ented; roughly a meager seven 
hundred students were in atten- 
dance. Joel’s performance was 
stellar despite the disappoint- 
ing turn out. He walked out on 
stage, sat down on a little black 
stool in front the audience and 
performed such songs as “Piano 
Man,” “Captain Jack” and “Bal- 
lad of Billy the Kid.” 

So again, for a final time, let 
us jump nearly another 30 years 
into the future to 1996 when a 
huge amount of the entertain- 
ment budget was spent bringing 
Carrot Top to the campus. 

Apparently, seeing this co- 
median perform was quite the 
event. He took the stage “admist 
a great laser light and music 
show.” He impersonated Alanis 
Morissette, Michael Jackson, 
The Doors and The Village Peo- 
ple. Carrot Top stayed after the 
show to sign autographs, stuck 
around for close to an hour and 
even allowed the school news- 
paper an interview. 

When a reporter asked Car- 
rot Top his real name, he replied 
that he could not say, “because if 
I did, I would have to kill you.”

As winter approaches, 
there is nothing better than go- 
ing home to a nice bowl of hot 
soup. It is one of the best foods 
on a cold winter night. It also 
provides a very nutritious meal, 
usually containing a lot of veg- 
etables and very little fat. 

There are many different 
kinds of soups. According to 
Wikipedia Encyclopedia, “Soup 
is a savory liquid food made by 
boiling ingredients such as meat, 
vegetables and beans in stock or 
hot water until the flavor is ex- 
tracted, forming a broth.” 

Soups are classified into 
two groups: clear soups and 
thick soups. Clear soups include 
bouillon and consommeés. These 
are very rich in flavor, but are not 
filling or heavy. To make a bouil- 
Jon or a consommé, meat, veg- 
etables and seasonings are sim- 
mered in a pot with liquid until 


the desired flavor is reached, then . 


it is strained off leaving only the 
liquid to be served. 

Thick soups are classified 
by what they are thickened with. 
Purees are vegetable soups thick- 
ened with starch, bisques are pu- 
reed shellfish soups thickened 
with cream, and cream soups 
are thickened with a béchamel 


sauce, which is a mixture of but- 
ter, flour, and milk. 

“The only two things in my 
cupboard are usually bean soup 
and macaroni and cheese,” said 
Elissa Schauer, a senior in art 
education who loves soup. 

Making your own soup 
is much healthier than buying 
canned; it is also cheaper and 
almost as easy. Canned soups 
are very high in sodium, and 
canned creamed soups are very 
high in fat. When making your 
own, you can control the ingre- 
dients that you put in, making it 
as healthy as you like. 

Most soups also freeze eas- 
ily, so big batches can be made 
and frozen in quart size Ziploc 
bags and reheated easily in the 
microwave. The only soups that 
don’t freeze well are cream or 
milk based soups. 

For a homemade touch 
on canned soup try this recipe 
for Easy Tortilla Soup. Try 
adding corn or black beans 
for extra flavor. Courtesy of 
www.allrecipes.com. 


Easy Tortilla Soup 


2 (10.5 oz) cans condensed 
chicken and rice soup 

10 oz can diced tomatoes 
with green chili peppers 

1 (8 oz) can tomato sauce 


8 oz tortilla chips 
4 oz shredded cheddar 
cheese 


1. In a medium saucepan 
combine soup, tomatoes and to- 
mato sauce. Bring just to a boil 
and remove from heat. Place 
some of the tortilla chips in the 
bottom of a bowl and sprinkle 
with some of the cheese. Pour 
soup over the top of the chips. 


Broccoli cheese soup is a fa- 
vorite among many people. Try 
this creamy soup recipe courtesy 
of www.allrecipes.com. Fresh 
broccoli could be substituted for 
the frozen broccoli and cheddar 
cheese could be substituted for 
part of the Velveeta cheese. This 
recipe makes a big portion, so 
you might want to scale it down 
a little bit or be sure to invite 
some friends over for dinner.

In 2003, online cartoon- 
ists Mike “Gabe” Krahulik and 
Jerry “Tycho” Holkins brought 
the gaming community together 
with the Child’s Play Charity, a 
gamer-driven organization. 

Gamers can buy items or 
send money to one of a number 
of children’s hospitals. 

Game companies like 
Blizzard and Microsoft Game 
Studios also help sponsor 
Child’s Play. 

Through Amazon, a “Wish 
List” for children’s hospitals is 
arranged, and every order pro- 
cessed goes directly to a speci- 
fied hospital. 

While many of the items 
on the list are age-appropriate 
video games and gaming sys- 
tems, there are also movies, 
books and toys. 

The games and game systems 
are “checked out” for individual 
children to keep in their rooms for 
a brief period of time, like check- 
ing out a library book. 

Other toys are given as per- 
sonal gifts that the child can take 
home after he or she leaves the 
hospital. Monetary donations 
are split among the hospitals. 

The first year, Child’s Play 
raised more than $250,000 in 
toys and cash for the Seattle 
Children’s Hospital. In 2004, 
they expanded to hospitals in 
Oakland, San Diego, Houston 
and Washington, D.C., raising 
more than $300,000.

Grant for careers

The University of 
Wisconsin-Stout Vocational 
Rehabilitation Institute (SVRD), 
which is part of the college of 
human development at UW- 
Stout, has been presented 
with a three-year project with 
an Industry grant for about 
$300,000 per year. 

The project has been started 
to create and widen career 
possibilities for someone with a 
significant disability by organizing 
resources and skills. 

This three year project will 
assist a minimum of 200 persons 
annually.” There will be an 
enrollment requirement for those 
who have been undeserved. This 
includes persons with a disability 
and minorities. 

This project coordinates 
resources from UW-Stout, the 
state vocational rehabilitation 
agency and the one-stop job 
center. These address the training 
and employment that someone 
with a disability might need. 

“Individuals with significant 
disabilities confront unique 
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physical and attitudinal barriers 
to employments,” said Dave 
Swan, director of operations 
for SVRI and director of 
Projects With Industry at UW- 
Stout. “Limited transportation 
options and a general lack of 
awareness of accommodations 
available for workers with 
disabilities compounds the 
challenges resulting from 
their physical, cognitive, or 
emotional disabilities, more 
importantly, misconceptions and 
negative attitudes regarding the 
capabilities of individuals with 
significant disabilities is often 
more of a barrier.” 

Another innovative quality 
is that. it works with formal 
employer-based training 
alternatives to help with certain 
skill training for persons 
and employs a rehabilitation 
technology practitioner to meet 
the requirements of participants 
and employers. 

“The project provides a 
number of services-education to 
employers and other community 
members to lessen the attitudinal 
barriers, assistance to participants

“We were never informed ° 
that our situation would be 
different than that of last 
year’s freshmen. How were we 
supposed to know?” said Molly 
Aas, a freshman majoring in 
early childhood education. 

Two weeks after the lease 
was signed, the girls got forms 
for housing in the mail that 
stated they were not allowed to 
live off campus and warned of 
signing leases. The information 
came far too late.

talk to Paul Rodriguez, residence 
hall director of AF, to see what 
they could do. He suggested 
that the girls fill out housing 
request exemption forms. These 
forms can be accessed on the 
University of Wisconsin-Stout 
Web site for any students facing 
housing dilemmas. 

Go to the UW-Stout Web 
site under current students, and 
use the link ‘services.’ Click 
‘housing’ and then ‘common 
forms.’ These forms can be 
filled out for exemption of the 
requirement to live on campus 
for two years. 

All UW schools except 
Green Bay, Madison, 
Milwaukee and Parkside require 
students to live on campus for 
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to help them prepare for and 
obtain competitive employment, 
and accommodations to remove 


or modify the physical barriers,” 


said Swan. 

The Business Advisory 
Council composed of business 
representatives, educators, 
consumers and rehabilitation 
professionals will be highly 
involved in the development, 
evaluation of training, placement 
services and delivery. 

“SVRI has a long history of 
collaboration with the division 
of vocational rehabilitation, the 
workforce development board, 


cooperative education services 
agency, and the veterans 
administration,” said Swan. “We 
were able to build upon this past 
collaboration to develop the 
model for the project. We will be 
developing formal partnership 
agreements with these agencies 
as part of the new award. 

This new project will serve 
the counties of Eau Claire, 
Chippewa, Dunn, Clark, Wood, 
Marathon, Barron, St. Croix, 
Polk, Pierce and Pepin. The 
Projects With Industry will 
be funded with a grant from 
the Rehabilitation Services 
Administration with the U.S. 
Department of Education.

two years. The other schools 
only require one year based on 
lack of housing. 

So the question remains: 
Why were last year’s students 
allowed off campus when this 
year’s students aren’t? 

Last year 1,708 freshmen 
were admitted to UW-Stout. 
Only six percent of freshmen 
live off campus, meaning 
approximately 1,600 live on 
south campus. 

Next year’s expected 
freshmen enrollment is 1,600. 
The housing department 
is confident they will have 
enough housing available for 
all of next year’s freshmen and 
sophomores. Thus the reason 
why sophomores will not be 
allowed off campus.

“Students’ plans are always 
changing, and we work with 
students as best we can to 
accommodate those changes,” 
said Scott Griesbach, Director of 
Housing and Residence Life.

With all of the courses 
that already need to be taken 
to complete requirements 
for one’s desired course of 
study, there isn’t much room 
left for electives.

Unwritten policy is cause behind problems

A few weeks ago, I wrote 
about the resident advisor that 
was prohibited from hosting 
Bible studies in his dorm at 
the University of Wisconsin- 
Eau Claire. 

To re-cap, the firestorm is 
centered on an unwritten policy, 
which was supposedly con- 
veyed during RA training.

Rep. Rob Kreibach are taking 
leadership on this issue by 
writing letters to University of 
Wisconsin System President 
Kevin Reilly and the state 
attorney general stating that 
the unwritten policy restrict- 
ing First Amendment rights is 
wrong and must be changed. 

President Reilly was caught 
off guard, prompting him to ask 
the state attorney general for 
legal advice. 

Instead of providing 
answers, the attorney general 
responded with further ques- 
tions directed at UW-Eau 
Claire concerning this unwrit- 
ten policy. 

The night the attorney 
general sent her response, 
Rep. Kreibach held a public 
hearing on this issue, gathering 
public sentiment and convey- 
ing facts from Lance Steiger, 
the RA caught in the storm, to 
the public. 

Just like many RAs at the 
University of Wisconsin-Stout, 
Lance Steiger held his Bible 


studies in the basement of his 
dorm as an unofficial dorm 
event to which you could ‘come 
as you please.’ 

In no way was he forcing 
his residents to come to his 
Bible studies. Just because he 
is a practicing Christian in his 
off time does not make him less 
qualified to do his job. 

If the university truly be- 
lieves in diversity, it shouldn’t 
have issues when it comes to 
the practice of Christianity. 

Unwritten policies are cre- 
ated for a reason. My feeling is 
that this unwritten policy was 
created because the univer- 
sity fears Christianity and the 
morality it professes, so it wants 
to restrict it in favor of being 
politically correct. 

If this weren’t the case, 
why would a letter be sent 
now? Something is going on at 
UW-Eau Claire that hasn’t been 
brought to light yet, but it will. 

Unfortunately, it’s taking 
public attention and a lawsuit 
for UW-Eau Claire to revert 
from such policies. It will take 
millions of dollars to fix this 
problem when that money could 
be spent on the students.

Whatever is the result or 
solution to this issue at UW-Eau 
Claire, it will change policies 
across the entire University of 
Wisconsin system; UW-Stout 
will be affected. 

If you care about this 
issue, write a letter to the 
editor, the Board of Regents 
or our representatives in 
government—Wisconsin. Rep. 
Andy Lamb and Sen. Sheila 
Harsdorf. 

Tell them you care about 
this issue and want univer- 
sity policies to promote, not 
restrict freedom. The fight has 


just begun.

While it has “been 
proven” to be effective after 
five days one must ask the 
question of why it appears to 
be effective at this time. One 
source states that 80% of the 
morning after pill’s effective- 
ness is due to the woman be- 
ing infertile at that time of the 
month to begin with. 

So how accurate is the five 
day claim? Please be aware 
that although you may have 
five days to take the morning 
after pill, and possibly still 
have it be effective, do not 
go solely by this guideline

SIDEWALKS AND WALKWAYS 


City ordinances require removal of 
snow and ice from all sidewalks and 
walkways in the city of Menomonie to the 
full width of the sidewalk or walkway no 
later than 12:00 p.m. on the day following 
the end of the snowfall. 

Property owners/tenants not 
complying are subject to a citation of no 
more than $100 for the first offense plus 
the cost of prosecution. If city forces are 
directed to remove the snow and ice, 
these expenses will be in addition to the 
citation charge. Unpaid charges will 
become a lien against the property and 
collected on the tax roll. 

Tenants should check their lease 
agreements to determine if they are 
responsible for the snow and ice removal.

Get the “Flux” outta here

Based on the cult hit cartoon 
series on MTV, “Aeon Flux” is 
a cool, stylized story of a dys- 
topian society, a corrupt gov- 
ernment and the rebellion try- 
ing to stop it. 

Aeon Flux (Charlize Theron) 
is an assassin working to save 
the population of the last re- 
maining city on Earth by killing 
the leader of the city. 

Little do they know that the 
problems in the city are too 
complex to be solved by an as- 
sassination. 


WB: “Acon Flux” is yet anoth- 
er Hollywood sci-fi action movie 
with CGI to fill in the gaps. 

Poor action sequences and set 
design were the main flaws, but 


a bland story just brings the en- 
tire movie down. 

JB: I have to admit I wasn’t a 
huge fan of the mid-90’s MTV 
series. I watched a few episodes 
but never enough of them to learn 
the plot of the series. I did get a 
good feel for the highly stylized 
and surreal look of the show, its 
characters, sets and props. 

The film is generally enter- 
taining and did an okay job of 
adapting the visual style of the 
show to live action. 

Unfortunately, the film fails to 
incorporate the surreal elements 
or any of the humor that was a 
major strength of the series. 

WB: Apparently, a disease 
killed 99 percent of the world’s 
population in 2010. 400 years 
later, a cure is discovered, and 
one last city exists on Earth. 

This somehow isn’t good 
enough for certain citizens of 
the city, so they form an under- 
ground rebellion. 

Obvious clues are given early 
on in “Aeon Flux” to show who 
is good and evil and that every- 
thing is not what it seems. 

Since the audience has no

trouble figuring any of this out, 
it’s irritating to see the main 
character, Aeon, puzzled about 
where loyalties stand. 

JB: The story isn’t anything 
new or original, but it has a few 
good twists near the end. 

Trust is tested and broken 
between characters to create 
drama. Too bad there’s not much 
emotion invested in the charac- 
ters—the dramatic scenes would 
be better substituted with some 
of the humor used in the series. 

Also, part of the series’ charm 
was that it featured character 
designs and gadgets that could 
never exist in our world, but the 
film was determined to keep ev- 
erything as plausible as possible. 

WB: A poorly written script 
can sometimes be forgiven for 
sci-fi movies due to the main fo- 
cus of visuals and design; “Aeon 
Flux” gets no such exception. 
Transitions between real sets 


made of concrete and CGI ones 
are so plainly clear that it creates 
a bigger guessing game than the 
actual twists in the story. 

Action scenes carry the same 
blandness as the acting, nothing 
too terrible and nothing too ex- 
traordinary. 

JB: Obviously, the MTV-pro- 
duced “Aeon Flux” is not going 
to be an Oscar nominee. The 
acting was as good as it could be 
with the script. 

Unfortunately the — script 
wasn’t that great. 

Though the film’s look isn’t 
consistent, if you can appre- 
ciate some nice visuals and 
original designs in costume, 
prop and set, then there is 
some enjoyment in watching 
this film. 

This conversion of animated 
series to film was an ambitious 
one and one that resulted in an 
only adequate Hollywood film.

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XBox 360 hard to come by, but worth it

Approximately 400,000 
Xbox 360s have been sold in 
the U.S since its launch Nov. 22. 
Though the number is stagger- 
ing, it could have sold more had 
there not been unit shortages. 
Many stores had such a small 
shipment of the system that they 
couldn’t fill out their pre-orders. 
Walk-in customers are unlikely 
to find the next-gen console this 
side of the New Year. 

The shortages are likely due 
to the world-wide launch. On 
Dec. 2 the Xbox 360 made its 
debut in Europe, selling out its 
300,000 units. Japan will see the 
system on Dec. 10. 

Some people who bought 
an Xbox 360 have already sold 
it on eBay. Within the first 12 
hours of the system’s launch, 
1,800 had been resold with an 
average price of $660, quite a 
markup from the $399 that was 
paid for the premium bundle. 

Most prices range between 
$500 and $800, depending upon 
whether the unit is core or pre- 
mium and upon the number

Some gamers have experi- 
enced several technical problems 
with the new system. The most 
common problem is the hard 
drive overheating, which causes 
the console to crash. Some sug- 
gestions to prevent this problem 


are keeping the Xbox 360 in an 
open environment (not in a cabi- 
net or on a shelf) or finding a ~ 
way to lift the power supply off 
the ground. 

Another common com- 
plaint is scratched disks, which 
are caused by the laser housing 
in the console. To prevent this, 
keep the Xbox 360 orientated 
horizontally and try not to 
bump it while playing games 
or DVDs. 

Microsoft’s response to~- 
the hardware problems is 
slightly less than ideal. 
The only game they 
will replace if a disk is 
scratched is “Perfect 
Dark Zero,” even if 
it was not the game __ 
that was scratched. 

As for other 
hardware —_ prob- 
lems, they advise 
to call the service 
center or visit the 
official Web site 
for more informa- 
tion. 

If problems can’t be fixed 
they have offered to pay for 
shipping the console to a re-~ 
pair center. 

The good news is that these 
problems only reflect a small 
percentage of Xbox 360s. The 
majority of gamers are having 
no problems and are generally 
enjoying the system. -

At the beginning of the 
half, each team struggled with 
its shots, but UW-Stout turned 
things around in the second half.

Butch proves to be worth the wait for the Badgers

The old saying is “If any- 
thing’s worth having, then it’s 
worth waiting for.” 

University of Wisconsin- 
Madison basketball fans are re- 
alizing the meaning of that say- 
ing in the case of Brian Butch. 

Butch was arguably the 
state of Wisconsin’s most her- 
alded basketball recruit ever (the 
other would be Sam Okey) back 


in 2003 when he decided to buck 
offers from schools like Kansas 
and North Carolina to play at 
UW-Madison. 

Butch, a 6-foot-11 forward/ 
center, was so good at Appleton 
West High School that he was 
named both a McDonald’s All- 
American and a Parade Maga- 
zine All-American. 

To put this accomplishment 
in perspective, Butch was one of 
only four players in state history 
to receive the McDonald’s hon- 
or and the only one ever to be 
selected to Parade’s first team. 

Who was Parade’s high 
school player of the year in ’03? 
None other than the king him- 
self: LeBron James. That’s how 
good Butch was. He was con- 


sidered a can’t miss recruit who 
could have named his college or 
even entered the NBA draft if he 
so chose. 

Yes, Butch was a big man 
with the touch of a shooting 
guard and an upside that was 
seemingly immeasurable. 

Then, in the fall of ’03, 
something strange happened: 
Butch announced that he would 
red shirt (practice without play- 
ing in games or losing any eligi- 
bility) during his first year. 

While a common practice 
in college football, red shirting 
is seen less in college basketball 
and almost never with a high- 
profile recruit like Butch. At the 
time, he said he wanted to get 
stronger and hinted that he may 


be too skinny to play with the gi- 
ants of the Big Ten in the paint. 

Last season, after putting on 
some 20-plus pounds of muscle, 
Butch barely saw the floor. Butch 
averaged just under ten minutes 
per game and hardly got any 
playing time during Wisconsin’s 
final eight games. 

Many, myself included, 
were ready to label Butch as a 
colossal bust. Rumors circulat- 
ed that perhaps Butch was too 
soft for big time college hoops 
and that his high school success 
may have had more to do with 
the level of competition than his 
actual talent. 

Not that the Badgers have

Mentioned in the reports was Wisconsin State Assembly Bill 323, 

which strives to eliminate the morning after pill from being distributed 

on University of Wisconsin campuses. 
-It was decided to ask someone from the campus student health 
for information regarding what the pill actually does and how it will 
affect the University of Wisconsin—Stout student population. 
-An important distinction was made to ensure the senators of the SSA 
understood that this legislation only is in regards to the morning after 
pill and not all forms of birth control. 


Praying in residence halls 
The issue of Lance Steiger was then brought up. Steiger is a resident advisor at 
University of Wisconsin—Eau Claire and was told he couldn’t lead a Bible study in 
the same building as he worked in. 

-The situation has received some national news attention 

and the SSA had a resolution proposed to support Steiger 

in his pursuit of religious freedom. 


Dec. 6, 2005 


A resolution was presented to protect the ability of resident advisors to lead 
religious study groups of any type in response to the Steiger situation. 
-It was noted in the meeting that this will have to apply to all religious 
beliefs, not just Christianity. The resolution passed by a vote of 9 for 


5 against and 1 abstention.

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Students protest training school

About 19,000 people stood 
outside the gates of Ft. Benning, 
Georgia, in protest on Nov. 19, 
2005. What stood behind these 
gates? They call it the School of 
the Americas (SOA) or Western 
Hemisphere for Security Coop- 
eration (WHINSEC). 

It is a school that specializes 
in training Latin American men 
and women in the art of Ameri- 
can war tactics. This school is 
actually supported by the U.S. 
government and is funded by 
American tax dollars. 

“They tell us they are teach- 
ing democracy. We say, “How do 
you teach democracy through the 
barrel of a gun?”” said Father Roy 
Burgeois, member of The School 
of Americas Watch (organization 
dedicated to closing the SOA). 

Our own University of Wis- 
consin-Stout student, Kelly Mo- 
rey, has just recently participated 
in a protest outside the SOA. 

“T have been talking with a 
lot of Stout students since I left 
for the protest this November,” 
said Kelly Morey, an elementary 
education freshman. 

“What surprises me most is 


the amount of students that have 
no idea what is going on with 
their tax dollars.” 

According to Wwww.soaw. 
org, the school has trained more 
than 10,000 Columbian soldiers. 
The tactics that the soldiers have 
acquired are used when they go 
back home to Columbia to be- 
come future dictators and oppress 
the Columbian people. 

Last year, Morey marched 
with a cross bearing the name 
of a three year old girl who was 
slaughtered by an SOA graduate. 

“Tt is really sad because 
many of the victims are children, 
the elderly or the religious who 
have no means to defend them- 
selves,” said Morey. “For me, 
knowing that I am indirectly sup- 
porting a school that oppresses 
innocent people is something that 
is very hard to handle.” 

This year was Morey’s second 
year participating in the protest. 

“Fach year they add more 
fences to keep us out,” said Morey. 
“This year they added barbed wire 
to the top of the fences. People just 
started crawling under the fences 
to cross the line and protest.” 

The day before the ac- 
tual protest, participants join in 
peaceful protest training. They 


make crosses with the names of 
people who have been killed by 
SOA graduates. At the protest the 
names of victims are recited from 
a stage outside the fences while 
the protesters place the crosses in 
the slots of the fences. 


“The students will actu- 
ally complain about the crosses 
that we put in the fence because 
it takes so long to remove all of 
them when these are people that 
they have killed,” said Morey. 

This year, there was a he-

licopter that circled above the 
protestors. From where the pro- 
testers stood they could see that 
the helicopter had gun barrels 
pointed out of both sides.

Winter carnival downfall result of sculptures in bad taste

Looking around town the 
past couple weeks I couldn’t help 
but notice that although the city 
of Menomonie is decorated beau- 
tifully and in the holiday spir- 
it—celebrating with fireworks 
and a parade—the University of 
Wisconsin-Stout campus concur- 
rently looks rather bleak. 

Through talking to some 
sources and doing some research, 
however, I discovered that this 
wasn’t always the case. 

For many years a strong 
tradition—and one of the big- 


gest things students looked 
forward to every year besides 
homecoming—was the Winter 
Carnival held in late January or 
early February. 

The carnival dated back to 
1953, consisting of events such 
as an ice fishing contest, speed 
skating, a comedy act, an elec- 
tion of a Winter Carnival queen 
and, of course, a dance entitled 
the “Snow Brawl.” 

There was even a beard- 
growing contest! The carnival 
proved to be a success its first 
year and the events and length of 
the carnival continued to expand 
over the next few years. 


The carnival became an af- 
fair, spanning several days, includ- 
ing new events such as skiing, a 
snowshoe race, a log-sawing con- 
test, a snowball fight and a game 
of tug-of-war (in which the men 
were defeated by the women the 
first year it was held.) 

One of the biggest events, the 
ice-carving contest, was finally 
held the third year of the carni- 
val. It had been planned and then 
postponed in previous years due to 
weather. The ice-carving contest 
turned out to be one of the favorite 
events of the carnival. UW-Stout 
students and organizations put 
much effort and time into sculpt-

ing their creations which could be 
seen all over campus. 

Browsing the ice sculp- 
tures became a community-wide 
event, as people and families 
from around town and surround- 
ing areas would come and tour 
campus to see the students’ ice 
creations every winter. 

The carnival saw its high- 
point in the sixties, with events 
such as toboggan races, toilet 
races, snowman building, tricycle 
races, pipe smoking, ice-cream 
licking contests, cardboard slid- 
ing and jalopy races being added 
to the schedule. The carnival it- 
self was expanded to be an entire 
week long. 

Sadly, the seventies saw a 
decline in the success of the car- 
nival. Although the decline was 
not the fault of the following oc- 
currences, they were nonetheless 
contributing factors. 

Heavy drinking took place 
during the carnival in 1972. 
Though it didn’t damper the 
overall success of the carnival 
that year, it was likely the cause 
of the increased vandalism that 
occurred. For example, chairs 
were stolen, a shelf in a snack bar 
was ripped off, a table was bro- 
ken and numerous jackets were 
stolen during the event. 

Then there was the issue of 
the sculptures that appeared on 
campus the following year dur- 
ing the carnival of 1973. Two 
fraternities made sculptures that 
were in bad taste entitled, “Blue 
Moon,” and “Kiss a Beaver Good 
Morning,” which were graphic in 
nature and offended and appalled 
many people on campus. 

A headline in The Stoutonia 


read, “SSA frowns on carvings, 
labels them “bad taste’.” The SSA 
went on to state they had “strong 
disproval and disgust,” for the 
carvings. Rumor had it that an as- 
sembly of women was even try- 
ing to organize a vigilante group 
to destroy the sculptures. 

Though the carnival contin- 
ued for another decade, its popu- 
larity continued to wane in subse- 
quent years. In 1974, there were 
only half the number of sculp- 
tures than in the previous years. 

What’s more, community 
members were more hesitant to 
bring their families to view the 
sculptures on campus because of 
the previous year’s scandal, and 
their lack of involvement also 
contributed to the loss of enthu- 
siasm over the event. 

By 1984, the carnival was 
finished experiencing a decline; 
instead, it flat out became a thing 
of the past. 

Students regrettably decided 
that the money used for the Win- 
ter Carnival could better be spent 
elsewhere. Maybe, economically, 
this was true at the time. 

However, taking a break from 
the doldrums of school and winter 
to exercise some school spirit, 
relax and have a good time with 
friends and community celebrat- 
ing the season is underrated and 
hard to find these days. It’s a price- 
less commodity, yet we forget its 
high importance in our high stress 
individual-prided society. 

For more than twenty years 
now, holiday spirit has been 
missing from the UW-Stout cam- 
pus; it would be a real treat to see 


some of that lost spirit find its 


way back.

Minority students share experiences: ‘I am not who you see’

It takes effort and a genuine 
desire to really get to know some- 
one. This is why diversity issues 
are not only about skin color, but 
largely about what lies beneath. 

Six students came together 
for an intense discussion on ste- 
reotypes and cultural identity at 
the “Perceptions & Misconcep- 
tions of Race: I am not who you 
see” panel discussion on Thurs- 
day, Dec. 8. 

It is the spiritual, social and 
intellectual dimensions that make 
people who they are, according 
to discussion moderator Dr. Hec- 


tor Cruz, Diversity Liaison to the 
Chancellor and a professor in the 
School of Education. 

“TWe need to] look at indi- 
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viduals as individuals and not 
just as members of a group,” said 
Cruz, who stressed that people 
cannot be defined merely by how 
they appear. 

Cruz asked the audience to 
come up with stereotypes they 
have heard about groups of people. 
They brought up several stereo- 


‘types about gender and race. One 


example offered was that “African 
Americans are less intelligent than 
those of fairer skin.” 

Another example given was 
that “Mexicans are lazy.” Cruz, 
who grew up in Mexico, re- 
sponded to this comment with a 
story about his father. 

“My father died early and 
it may have been because he 
worked so much,” said Cruz. 

His father had worked as an 
accountant in Mexico, but when

their family moved to Texas, he 
could not continue this work in 
the U.S. due to language barriers. 
Because he was no longer able to 
make as much money, his father 
had to work extra hard to contin- 
ue to support their family. 

The panelists reflected still 
more stereotypes. 

“When I came to Stout 
people assumed I was an ath- 
lete,” said Anderson Perryman, 
whose ethnic background is 
mixed. “[Some people] assume 
[minority students] are just here 
to play sports, and not here for 
an education.” 

“One of my worst experi- 
ences when I was a freshman is 
when the teacher said to choose 
our own groups; the other stu- 
dents turned away,” said Perry- 
man. “They assume I’m not in 
class to learn or that I don’t want 
to be part of a group.” 

A few students said they sus- 
pect they had been pulled over 
because of how they appear. One 
student said he doesn’t drive to 
school anymore because he gets 
pulled over for no reason. 

“T have gotten pulled over 
for driving too close to the curb,” 
said Perryman. 

Other panel members 
said the Menomonie commu- 
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‘nity is in need of diversity 


education because the-area is 
not very diverse. 

“Back at home [in Milwau- 
kee] it wasn’t a big deal to be 
mixed,” said Christian Ward, a 
senior in technical education. 
“But here it is a big deal; it de- 
pends on the community.” 

Ward, whose parents are Af- 
rican-American and Caucasian, 
talked about his identity struggle. 

“Tm not black or white,” 
said Ward, “But at the same time, 
I’m both.” 

Other panel members also 
expressed issues with cultural 
identity. Pa Thao, a psychology 
senior, is Hmong. However, she 
grew up in Chicago and describes 
herself as very “Americanized.” 

“T have been singled out in 
class,” said Thao. “If the issue of 
ethnicity came up, the professor 
looked to me for answers.” 

“Tt was embarrassing be- 
cause I don’t know,” said Thao. 
“T get looked down on because I 
don’t know my own culture—by 
the class and by other Hmong.” 

Why do people make these 
kinds of judgments? Where does 
it come from? 

“None of us are born with 
bias; we develop bias,” said Cruz. 
“Prejudice is learned through 
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contamination by family, friends 
and others.” 

According to Cruz, every 
person learns attitudes from the 
people they spend the most time 
with. Another way prejudice is 
learned is through negative expe- 
riences with someone belonging 
to a certain group. 

How do we become truly 
aware of each others’ cultures? 

“There are a lot of organiza- 
tions,” said Avie Xiong, a human 
development and family studies 
senior. “You can always attend 
meetings and get to know people 
from other cultures.” 

“Stout needs to promote 
diversity better,’ said Deron 
Drummond, a senior in human 
development. “When people see 
‘multiculturalism’ only minori- 
ties show up to the event. Multi- 
culturalism means everyone.” 

“Going to a place where you 
feel like a minority can be a life 
changing experience,” said Thao. 
One way to experience this is to 
study abroad. 

“The issue of race is such a 
taboo area,” said Thao. “People 
think, ‘if I bring it up it will cause 
tension.’ Not asking or bringing 
it up is causing problems. If you 
really want to know something 
about another person just ask.”

I was in- 
terested to see if the makers of

this film would be able to enter- 
tain me now, as well as I was 
entertained then, by the book. 
Though my interest in medieval 
fantasy is extremely limited, 
this film proved to be as enter- 
taining as any of the films in the 
“Lord of the Rings” series. 

WB: Instead of being the ge- 
neric children’s fantasy movie, 
“Lion” stays true to the feeling 
of the book while still keeping 
a suspenseful pace. Story aside, 
the sets and characters mash to- 
gether and keep the movie on a 
kids level to the end. 


JB: The film did have the 
same quality as a storybook, 
and it was due, for the most 
part, to the stunning visuals. 

The winter and Christmas 
theme is perfectly timed for its 
December release and also hap- 
pens to look spectacular in the 
landscapes of Narnia. 

The character and costume de- 
signs were great also, as was the 
casting, especially Tilda Swinton 
in the role of the White Witch. 

WB: Most of these charac- 
ters were created with the help 
of computer graphics (CG),

which surprisingly looked better 
than using real animals. 

The voice acting for these 
characters made you forget that 
they were either CG or animals 
that shouldn’t be talking; even 
the half horse / half human cen- 
taurs look believably real in 
“Lion” (though I don’t approve 
of the use of centaurs in film or 
any other medium).

The battle photography was 
well done for a children’s film.

In typical Disney fashion, 
“Lion” is a film with visuals and 
a story that are hard to criticize. 

Despite its lengthy run time, 
my interest was still held to the 
end, and | felt thoroughly satis- 
fied without looking into symbol- 
ism or deeper meaning that most 
people try to pull from the story. 

WB: For a PG rated movie, 
“Lion” does a decent job of keep- 
ing the entire age spectrum enter- 
tained with its story and visuals.

Stout prof’s exhibition a personal journey

“From the Road,” an exhibi- 
tion by UW-Stout art foundations 
professor Rob Price, opened a 
month ago at Gallery 106. The 
21 drawings shown were de- 
rived from Price’s travels, based 
on sketches, photographs and 
personal recollection. 

“Often, vistas observed 
while driving the Great Plains, 
farmlands, country sides and 
prairies prompted me to stop and 
record what seemed to almost 
‘beg’ for notice,” said Price. 
“Back in the studio, I have tried 
to convert these visions into 
translations that evoke the unas- 
suming presence of nature.” 

The resulting work is of- 
ten heavily abstracted, rendered 
with large blocks of color and 
gestural marks. 

“I believe my point of de- 
parture is always some ‘arrange- 
ment’ of the space first, and sec- 
ond, to dramatize the character of 
the moment caught,” said Price.

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According to Price, the sky 
plays a large role in the struc- 
ture of the scenes because it was 
nearly always what gave him 
pause as he observed from the 
windows of his car while driv- 
ing. Atmospheric perspective 
is beautifully rendered through 
layers of different materials. 

All the works on display 
were mixed media on paper, the 
vast majority being mixtures 
of graphite, pastel and acrylic. 
According to Price, working 
with these materials allows for 
a greater freedom to experiment 
with blending techniques and 
the application of marks. 

Though Price admitted to 
preferring an abstract style, a 
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few of his exhibited works be- 
came surprisingly realistic. One 
work in particular, “Distant Farm 
(Threatening Sky),” fascinated 
him in the way it slowly evolved 
from abstraction as he continued 
working on it. . 

Price joined the faculty of 
the UW-Stout art department in 
1970 and currently teaches part- 
time as a foundations instructor. 

“It’s a privilege to still be 
teaching in such a distinctive, 
uniquely strong art department,” 
said Price. 

“From the Road” is the sec- 
ond showing of Gallery 106 and 
closes this Friday. The next event 
at Gallery 106 will be a holiday 
show and sale starting Monday, 
Dec. 19, from 5 to 8 p.m.

Henry Rollins lets his anger 
out through his writing and his 
music. His latest book, “Rooman- 
itarian,” is filled with anger and 
poited sarcasm as it tries to ex- 
amine the bottom-line truth of 
modern living in five chapters. 

Though the chapter runs a 
little long, “Ended” is where the 
anger really comes through as 
he talks about the Iraqi war, spe- 
cifically about troop deployment 
and the commander in chief. 

The writing is succinct, with 
words rolling across the page 
with real ferocity, which suits 
the views he expresses. 

For example, Rollins be- 
lieves that the president should 
lose a finger for every 1000 fa- 
talities or casualties. 

The chapter goes deeper 
than surface sarcasm as it ex- 
amines the anger and grief of 
losing a loved one in war. 

The second chapter, “To 
Ann Hitler with Love,” is anoth-

the target this time being extreme

conservative commentators. It is 
set up as a series of letters and 
fan Web site transcriptions. 

The chapter is often quite 
funny, -but unfortunately, the 
writing doesn’t flow as smoothly 
as in the previous chapter. 

The third chapter, “Walking 
the Chasm,” is an odd mix about 
the benefits of being alone and 
of anger directed at infidelity. 

It is the saddest, most poi- 
gnant chapter in the book, ex- 
amining the paradox of enjoy- 
ing and hating solitude at the 
same time. 

The paradox is particular- 
ly striking towards the end of 
the chapter. 

The fourth chapter, “Let- 
ters to Whitey,” skewers the 
elitist rich Caucasians who run 
the country, mocking how they 
are so out of touch with the av- 
erage working person. 

This chapter’s bitter humor 
shows how detached our gov- 
ernment has become. 

The final chapter, “Song of 
the Solipsist,’ ends the book 
with an examination of the uni- 
versal search for truth, how its 
importance persists even in the 
face of its futility. 

Though truth may prove 
elusive, the anger involved in its 
search can still be therapeutic. 
“Roomanitarian” stands as Rol- 
lins’ testament to that belief.

Legislature tries to ban birth control

Wisconsin has been talk- 
ing about banning birth control 
from public schools for 
quite some time, but in 
2005, the legislation 
became more of a 
reality than an idea. 

Near the end 
of March, States. is: 
Rep. Daniel LeMahieu of 
Oostburg began promoting and 
circulating a bill that is designed 
to ban access to birth control at 
University of Wisconsin health 
care facilities. 

The bill, proposed Wis. 
Statute 36.11(49), would prohib- 
it the University of Wisconsin 
System, or any person on UW 
property from advertising the 
availability of, prescribing or 
dispensing emergency contra- 
ception (EC’s). 


Maisie chis issue 


LeMahieu proposed the bill 
because he believes that con- 
traception leads to promiscuity, 
and this bill would reduce such 
behavior on college campuses.

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Budget cuts continue

It seems that a topic of 
concern for many this past 
year has been the University of 
Wisconsin System’s budget cri- 
sis. Less money for federal aid, 
more money for tuition, bigger 
classes with less teachers and 
teachers with fewer qualifica- 
tions. Everyone has seen the 
headlines or heard about the 
crisis. 

Some of the budget high- 
lights include that the UW sys- 
tem is hoping to regain $140 
million lost in the last biennium. 
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Doyle’s initiatives included 
administrative staff reductions 
by 200 positions, $3 million for 
Alzheimer’s research and rec- 
ommendations of $5 million in 
salary raises for faculty. 

The cuts we received two 
years ago were even deeper 
when tuition was increased by 
37.5 percent. 

With those cuts the UW 
System also lost 650 faculty 
and administration positions, 
according to the UW System 
fact sheet. 

“They think they can do 
things because the students 
don’t care enough to voice their 
opinions,” said Sean Peters, then

$10 off any regular price 
cut and full foil uae Beis 
There were six rolls of toilet 
paper stolen from the women’s 
rest room on the upper level 
of Bowman Hall. There are 

no suspects for the theft. We 
apparently live in desperate 
times. 
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“The ‘Don’t Ask, Don’t 
Tell’ policy basically says if you 
are openly gay in the ROTC, 
you will get kicked out,” said 
Adam Duffenbach, a senior in 
service management and the 
president of the Stout Student 
Association (SSA). 

Sorensen had originally 
made his decision because of 
his advice from the Chancellor’s 
Advisory Council as well as votes 
from the SSA, the faculty senate 
and the academic staff senate. 

“The academic staff senators, 
in consultation with their constitu- 
ents, had come to the agreement 
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that the policy of ‘Don’t Ask, 
Don’t Tell’ does not support the 
University of Wisconsin-Stout’s 
principle of understanding and 
accepting differences, particularly 
with regard to the [homosexual] 
community,” said Viola Jones, 
then chair of academic staff sen- 
ate. 

Unbeknownst to all who 
were debating the issue of the 
ROTC, the action of banning 
them from campus was actually 
illegal from a federal standpoint 
as well as against rules set by the 
Board of Regents. 

' So during the summer break 
of 2005, it was announced that

the ROTC would, in fact, be 
allowed on campus. 

“T want to make it clear 
that we did not yield to exter- 
nal political pressure in chang- 
ing this position,” said Sorensen 
after the initial decision was 
appealed. “I misunderstood both 
the interpretation of the federal 
law and the fact that the Board 
of Regents had made a decision 
on ROTC in 1989.” 

The Board of Regents poli- 
cy states that the ROTC will be 
allowed on UW campuses and 
the UW System would work 
internally with the Army to 
change the “Don’t Ask, Don’t 
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Tell” policy. Today, the policy 
still stands as it was. 

There is also a federal law, 
the Solomon Act of 1994, that 
states it is illegal to prohibit 
recruitment for the government. 
By not allowing the ROTC on 
campus, UW-Stout would be 
violating the Solomon Act by 
prohibiting their recruitment on 
our campus. 

Violation of this federal law 
creates the possibility of federal 
grant money being taken away 
from UW-Stout. 

“Chancellor Sorensen’s 
intention and commitment to 
diversity are exemplary,” said

prohibit all contraception. After 
media reports made this public 
in late March, he released a state- 
ment clarifying that his proposal 
would only be for ECs. 

“The proposed legislation 
would violate female students’ 
constitutional right to privacy,” 
said Lautenschlager. “Under 
the Supreme Court’s constitu- 
tional privacy jurisprudence, 
‘the fundamental right of pri- 
vacy protects citizens against 
governmental intrusion in such 
intimate family matters as pro- 


creation, childbearing, marriage 
and contraceptive choice.’” 

Lautenschlager’s statement 
would not hinder LeMahieu’s 
push for the bill, however the 
debates continued in the state 
house of representatives. 

“Representative LeMahieu’s 
bill deals simply and solely with 
one form of contraceptive, and 
that is the morning after pill,” 
said Jeffry Grothman, legislative 
assistant to LeMahieu. 

According to Grothman, 
statements issued against the bill 
are only for political reasons. 


Summarized by Planned 
Parenthood Advocates of 
Wisconsin, the bill would vio- 
late female students’ constitu- 
tional right to privacy, will vio- 
late the equal protection clause 
of the Fourteenth Amendment, 
will violate free speech through 
prohibiting-advertisement and is 
too vague.

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Laptops: learning tools or barriers?

On the first day of class 
most syllabi seemed to 
include some sort of state- 
ment on laptop usage. Ever 
since the e-Scholar Program 
became required campus- 
wide in Fall 2002, the school 
has been split on how to 
handle students whouse _ 
their laptops for purposes not 
involved with learning while 
in the classroom. 

One teacher has a rule 
where if a student is caught 
using their computer for 
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non-academic purposes, the 
whole class will have their 
laptop privleges revolked. 

Another teacher makes 
all the students who want to 
use laptops sit in the back so 
they don’t distract the people 
sitting behind them. 

A third teacher threatens 
to take 10 percent off of the 
final grade of students who 
use their laptops inappro- 
priately. Five percent will 
also be taken off of the final 
grades of the people next to 
the offending student. 

Some teachers even for- 
bid the use of laptops in class 
for any purpose whatsoever. 

The question that seems 
to be on many students’ 
minds is why are we paying 
for these laptops if we can’t 
always use them in class? 

At “The School of 
Choice for the 21st Century” 
should laptops be fully inte- 
grated into classroom activi- 
ties, or should students be 
required to shut their laptops 
and open their notebooks 
during class? 

Stoutonia staffers were 
as torn as teachers on the 
topic. Some argued in favor 
of technology stating that 
as adults, it is our personal 
choice if we don’t want to 
pay attention in class. 

More educational rea- 
sons like faster notetaking 
and the fact that some people 
can’t read their own hand- 
writing were also cited.

argued against the usage of 
computers in class, argu- 
ing that when students are 
using laptops for purposes 
not related to the class, it is 
distracting and a hinderence 
to their education. To those 
students it is all about respect 
for others, which seems to be 
the opinion of most teachers. 
This is understandable 
when you think back to 
speech class when you tried 
to speak to a class of seem- 
ingly comatose peers. Imag- 
ine trying to teach to a class 
of students who are more 
concerned with solitaire and 
last night’s hook-up than the 
subject they are paying for. 


On the legal side, when 
you sign the contract to 
check out a laptop, you agree 
to all parts of the contract. 
Part four states “I agree to 
adhere to the University’s 
regulations and policies 
governing the use of the 
computer ...” 

Chapter 17 of Wiscon- 
sin’s Administrative Code 
forbids the use of computers 
in a manner that is offensive 
and/or distracting to others 
present in class. This in- 
cludes, but is not limited to, 
sending messages to other 
students and accessing por- 
nographic Web sites. 

As long as we pay for 


our laptops per semester and 
not per credit, teachers have 
the choice of limiting or ban- 
ning laptops. 

Most Stoutonians agree 
that teachers should come to 
a united front when it comes 
to laptop usage in class- 
rooms, whether that means 
10 percent off the final 
grade, punishing the class 
for the indiscretion of few, or 
choosing to allow or prohibit 
laptops, period. 

The idea of making 
laptop users sit in the back is 
an interesting idea, although 
it ventures into areas of tech- 
nological discrimination and 
segregation. 


Economy’s past reveals bright future

There is good reason to 
have optimism for 2006. Even 
though there were some bad, 
and in some cases, life altering 
events that happened during last 
year, there are plenty of reasons 
to see 2005 as a good year 
when it comes to the economy 
in the United States. 

The price of petroleum may 
be the first thing that comes to 
mind. It’s hard to turn a blind 
eye when the mullahs in Iran 
threaten to wipe Israel off the 
map and the pirates in Nigeria 
threaten oil exports or some 
of Venezuela’s multiple issues 
affect supply. Those events cre- 
ate tension. Hurricane Katrina 
devastated oil production in the 
United States, shutting down oil 
rigs and refineries in Louisiana; 
that can’t be ignored either. 


In both instances the price of 
worldwide crude has risen. 

Like in the case of Hurricane 
Katrina, given time, the price of 
oil will subside once the tension 
eases. 

Despite the kinks in sup- 
ply resulting in energy price 
increases, the economy in 2005 
was very robust and grew at a 
fast pace, boasting GDP growth 
at 3.5 percent to 
4 percent most 
of the year 
according 
to the U.S. 
Commerce 
Department. 
We still have 
relatively low infla- 
tion rates, and productivity 
rates increased rapidly, some- 
times at a record setting pace. 
U.S. exports increased about 
1.8 percent while our imports 
are decreasing at 1 percent, 
narrowing the trade deficit. 
Consumers are becoming more 
confident in the economy. 
Home sales have set record 
rates especially in October and 
November. Retail sales are up 
from a year ago, boasting a 6.3 


percent increase the past year. 
Many have received or will 
receive in the next couple of 
days their W-2 forms so taxes 
can be filed. According to the 
national averages, incomes are 
up and as a result so are tax 
collections. It’s hard to believe, 
but budget surplus for the gov- 
ernment is coming back. Most 
of the states may see some sort 
of surplus after 2006, which 
are good signs. Only a 
few years ago 
California 
had very 
large bud- 
get defi- 
cits; now 
they may 
have as much 
as a 5 billion dollar surplus. 

It is a known fact that the 
auto industry is not doing well. 
Both General Motors and Ford 
will be closing plants and lay- 
ing off thousands. Most of their 
troubles have been long in the . 
making, and it will be better for 
them to restructure so they pro- 
duce more attractive products 
that will meet demand. 

Despite the downturns for 


some companies, others have 
done very well and hired more 
employees, some two million 
just in 2005 according to the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics Web 
site. The national unemploy- 
ment rate is 4.9 percent and 

in Wisconsin it’s lower at 4.7 
percent. Compared to the larg- 
est economies in Europe, the 
United States is doing very 
well. Germany is Europe’s larg- 
est economy they have an 11 
percent unemployment rate. 

It is easy to become 
wrapped up in today’s news and 
think certain things are turning 
sour. The stock market goes up 
one day and down the next. It 
is important to remember that 
the economy has a much bigger 
mind than one day at a time. 
Twenty years ago inflation, 
bank rates and unemployment 
were in the double digits. Right 
now we are far from that. 

Like in the past, there will 
be more disasters, war and dis- 
ease; however, knowing the key 
indicators, that shouldn’t stop 
the optimism for 2006.

Oil demand increases; quantity doesn’t 


2005 began a wake up call that new energy sources need to be sought

Could they say that 
humanity finally woke up and 
decided to make the tough deci- 
sions necessary to improve 
the peace, stability and its 
quality of life of everyone 
while making difficult and 
unpopular decisions? 

It is an interesting ques- 
tion that has come up with 
one very central theme to the 
answer: oil consumption. Oil 
has become the energy panacea 
of days past. It heats homes, 
powers light bulbs and auto- 
mobiles, and is used in mak- 
ing raw materials for clothing 
or action figures. Oil also has 
direct implications over things 
such as foreign policy, cost of 
goods, even where one spends 
a vacation. For a long time 
the United States of America 
has been at the forefront of 
consumption, ensuring that oil 
producing states would try to 
appease us. 

We were the consumers 
always craving more with an 
unquenchable, and for a time, 
unmatchable appetite for the 
substance.

York Times, Iran, buoyed by 
energy commitments of more 
than $100 billion to China, 
has decided to reconstitute its 
nuclear programs.

Iran is sitting upon the sub- 
stance the world is addicted to 
and can act like the local drug 
dealer selling it.

States is

Out of 
America’s big three, only one 
truly offers a hybrid (in that 
it improves gas mileage), and 
only one seems to realize that 
consumers are moving toward 
fuel efficient vehicles, and that 
is Ford. At the 2005 North 
American International Auto 
Show, they had a concept pow- 


ered by a turbo diesel hybrid. 
This past show, they have 
shown another turbo diesel 
hybrid in the Reflex. 

The fascinating item about 
the turbo diesel hybrids is that 
the fuel doesn’t have to be a 
petroleum byproduct: we could 
use biodiesel. This could not 
only lessen our need for foreign 
oil, but provide an economic 
boom to our farmers who culti- 
vate the raw materials. 

What about our massive 
needs for electricity? There 
have been cleaner alternatives 
around for quite some time but 
have tended to be economically 
unfeasible due to installation 
costs. Back in high school I 
researched a plan to utilize 
solar panels to power buildings. 
Advantages to it were getting 
paid by the power company for 
unused power, a cleaner envi- 
ronment, reduced oil depen- 
dency and a growth in energy 
independence. The biggest 
problem seemed to grow from 
the battery technology to store 
and monitor the energy disper- 
sal. That same barrier existed 
against the hybrids, so I’m 
sure it can be overcome with a 
little ingenuity and engineering 
(which used to be American 
traits). 

The fact of the matter is 
our current energy policy is 
unsustainable. Unfortunately 
the status quo seems reticent 
to try and change the policies 
which could re-assert America 
in the lead on global energy 
creation. 2005 has shown us 
we need to change our energy 
policy to avoid wars and regain 
economic and political leverage 
with the world.

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Battling with seasonal depression

College is a big transitional 
period for many, and is often ac- 
companied by new and greater 
stressors including relationships, 
grades, financial worries, lack of 
social success and problems with 
alcohol and drugs. 

People who have problems 
with depression have a harder time 
dealing with stress and change. 

“Seasonal depression hap-

pens in the dorms a lot,” said Ja- 
calyn Schultz, a food systems and 
technology junior. 

“Keeping your blinds up, the 
door open, extra lamps and bright 
colors in the room can all help,” 
said Schultz. 

We know now that there’s a dif 
ference between getting sad some- 
times and being depressed, and that 
depression can happen to anyone. 

Depressives often have er- 
ratic sleep schedules, neglect their 
physical appearance, have drug 
and alcohol abuse problems, have 
trouble at school or work and with- 
draw from family and friends. 

They don’t see the world like 
healthy people: obstacles seem 
insurmountable, failures stick in 
their minds, and problems might 
seem like the end of the world. 
They can’t see the good in their 
lives, only that things aren’t right 


-and the future looks hopeless. 


Every year, many people 
suffer from depression and sui- 
cidal thoughts, as was noted in an 


article in fall 2005. Depression is 
a serious mental problem that can 
be fatal, and although many peo- 
ple have hope for recovery, many 
go undiagnosed and untreated. 
Only 15 percent of suicide vic- 
tims were in treatment at the time 
of their deaths. 

While it isn’t always possible 
to change the stressful nature of 
our lives, between juggling school, 
jobs, social life and extra-curricu- 
lar activities, there are ways to stop 
the pressures keeping you in bed 
all day weeping: 

Get support from family and 
friends. Talk about what’s bother- 
ing you with people you trust and 
let them help you work out prob- 
lems, sometimes getting another 
point of view can really help. 

Take time to exercise. It will 
give you energy, promote self-es- 
teem, and it can increase chemicals 
in the brain that lower depression. 

Stay away from addictive 
substances. People who suffer 
from depression are more likely 


to develop addictions and use sub- 
stances to escape their lives, rather 
than for occasional fun or relax- 
ation. If you’re using more than 
is comfortable for you, try to find 
other ways to relax or “get away.” 

Get enough sleep and relax. 
Anxiety and depression are closely 
linked. Practicing deep breathing, 
meditation and even just taking 10 
minutes a day to sit and calm down 
can help. Sleeping eight hours a 
day can help fight depression. 


Prioritize work so it seems _ 


manageable. Write a to do list. If 
it helps, break up a task or prob- 
lem into smaller parts so it’s less 
overwhelming. Do what you need 
to do so you can be productive. 

And if nothing else is work- 
ing, seeing a therapist or a doctor 
for medication isn’t anything to be 
ashamed about. 

Common myths about 
depression: 

1. It will go away on it’s 
own. If you’ve been struggling 
with depression, it is very unlikely 


What we learned about history in the year 2005

Last semester, when students 
came to class for the first week, 
I thought it would be important 
to provide some background in- 
formation on many of the typical 
names students would see and 
hear around campus, in order to 
give students a proper introduction 
to the university and its history. 

I spent two weeks detailing 
the contributions of the people 
behind the names attributed to all 
the academic buildings and dormi- 
tories on campus such as Harvey, 
Bowman, Micheels, Wigen, Chin- 
nock, etc. to explain why these 
names are still remembered de- 
cades later. 

After that, I devoted an article 
to the newspaper itself. I wanted to 
familiarize students with the his- 
tory of The Stoutonia and provide 
some highlights, and even low- 
lights, in the career of our paper, 
which has been the voice of the 
University of Wisconsin-Stout for 
more than 90 years. 

At this point, I realized I had 
talked about important names on 
campus; however, my articles did 
not take into account peoples’ 
names that appeared on buildings 
that have since been torn down. 

One of those important build- 
ings was Ray Hall, which was 
named after J. Edgar Ray. Ray was 
a bricklayer who taught at Stout 
for forty-five years and was deeply 
admired by his students. 

Interestingly enough, one 
of the original incentives for Ray 
coming to teach at Stout was an ex- 
tra bricklaying job on the building 
that would later bear his name. 

Then I decided it was about 
time that I introduced the founder 
of the University of Wisconsin- 
Stout. James Huff Stout was an 
heir to the Knapp, Stout & Co. 
lumber mill that was once the larg- 
est business in Menomonie. Stout 


had many interests beyond the 
mill, putting much effort into en- 
deavors such as improving roads, 
libraries and facilities for the men- 
tally handicapped in Menomonie. 

Most importantly, however, 
were his exploits to improve the 
education of the area’s youth. Stout 
founded the Stout Manual Training 
School, meant to be supplemental 
to a high school education, which 
would prepare students to perform 
specific manual job skills, giving 
them advantages in the work world. 

Over the years the school 
evolved into the university that 
exists today. Despite all the many 
philanthropic efforts in which 
Stout participated in his life, the 
university that bears his name is 
the only enduring result that re- 
flects his life’s work. 

My next article recounted 
the events surrounding UW- 
Stout’s homecoming of 1960 in 
which University of Wisconsin- 
Eau Claire students broke into 
the fairgrounds during home- 
coming weekend and attempted 
to prematurely light UW-Stout’s 
annual bonfire. 

The plan went awry when a 
container of gasoline was spilled 
and several UW-Eau Claire stu- 
dents were burned severely. 
Mayhem ensued when the vehi- 
cle the students came in went up 
in flames. 

Ignoring the fire, students got 
back into the truck and sped away 
from the fairgrounds leaving in- 
jured students behind. Police were 
called to the scene and praised the 
efforts of UW-Stout students who 
conducted a search of the grounds 
to discover any other potential 
wounded students missing from 
UW-Eau Claire. 

The week of Halloween, I 
told the story of a local family that 
experienced a very eerie haunting 
over a period of time in their home 
in rural Menomonie. At first, the 
haunting appeared to be nothing 


more than a few objects that were 
misplaced now and again, whose 
disappearance was blamed on 
children in the family. 

Over time, however, other 
events happened that couldn’t be 
blamed on children playing tricks, 
such as objects flying across the 
room, or an ax finding its way out 
of a box covered with bags of lime 
suddenly dropping itself on the 
front porch. 

Many people were witness to 
the haunting and had theories as to 
the cause; however, no one man- 
aged to solve the problem. The 
family, flustered and scared, soon 
gave up occupancy of the house. 

Next I wrote about the his- 
tory of the Bowman tower bell. 
I thought this was a good time to 
talk about its history and signifi- 
cance because the monument now 
housing the bell had been recently 
dedicated during homecoming. 

The bell resided in the 
Bowman tower just shy of one 
hundred years and was retired 
in 1997, after being out of com- 
mission for many years. It is now 
preserved on the lawn by the Ap- 
plied Arts Building and remains 
an important symbol of the link 
between the university and the 
Menomonie community today. 

In the first part of December, I 
wrote about the variety of perform- 
ers that have come to UW-Stout 
over the years. UW-Stout has seen 
quite the hodgepodge of entertain- 
ers from Maria Von Trap and Billy 
Joel to Carrot Top. It goes to show 
how UW-Stout students’ interests 
really have changed over time. 

In the last issue before winter 
break, I wrote about a big tradition 
in UW-Stout’s history that students 
and community alike once looked 
forward to every year known as 
the Winter Carnival. It had an ar- 
ray of events from toboggan races 
to an ice sculpture carving contest. 
It was enjoyed so much by stu- 
dents that it continued to grow in 


size significantly over the first few 
years it was held. Unfortunately, 
over the next few decades, alcohol 
and a distasteful incident regard- 
ing ice sculptures students carved 
on campus contributed to bringing 
the event to a halt in the 1980s, 
losing a spirit on campus that we 
have never gotten 
back.

This 
technique will be more beneficial 
in the long run,” said Pamela Mar- 
tin, a former professor at the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin- Whitewater. 

Now that a new semester is 
upon us, a lot of students are set- 
ting high goals for themselves 
academically. As many students 
have discovered, that spark of en- 
thusiasm often wears down as the 
semester goes on. 

To retain a high level of 
academic success and to achieve 
the goals that so many students 
strive for, the Dean of Students 
office and the Academic Advise- 
ment Center has outlined some 
of the problem areas as well as 
solutions for the average student 
looking for help. 

f Though student involvement 
has proven to-be beneficial to stu- 
dents by creating better connec- 
tions to campus life, faculty and 
staff and improving a student’s 
overall quality of life on campus, 


being over-involved can also be 
counterproductive. 

“Poor time management, 
excessive drinking and partying, 
the need to work, over involve- 
ment in extracurricular activities, 
and events that disrupt a student’s 
physical or emotional well being 
are the most common factors that 
surface,” said Joan Thomas, asso- 
ciate dean of students. 

To help counteract these prob- 
lem areas, Thomas highlighted 
specified services that the univer- 
sity offers to help students avoid 
a negative academic semester. 
These resources include the Uni- 
versity Counseling Center, first 
year and faculty advisors, Student 
Health Services, and the Dean of 
Students office. 

Students who wish to seek 
out the help of the Counseling 
Center can locate it on the fourth 
floor of Bowman Hall. The Tu- 
toring Center, also located in 
Bowman Hall, is another option 
with free tutoring for all students 
on a variety of subjects. 

Students can also help them- 
selves by prioritizing their aca- 
demics and establishing a good 
schedule for studying. By taking 
the steps and reaching out to the 
campus resources available, stu- 
dents can also help to avoid the 
stress of academics. 

By taking time to assess and 
deal with the issues that are get- 
ting in the way of academic suc- 
cess, students can better avoid 
these issues in the future as well 
as spend more time concentrat- 
ing on their other priorities, such 
as homework.

Center works closely with fresh- 
men students and does what they 
can to maximize student retention 
on campus. 

According to Kim Nimsgern, 
a first year advisor and new stu- 
dent orientation coordinator for 
the Advisement Center, research 
shows that only 60 percent of stu- 
dents who enter college as fresh- 
men maintain their college careers 
and graduate. 

Many of the students who 
do not succeed drop out between 
their freshman and sophomore 
years. The group of students 
that leave are often those who 
do not get involved on campus 
and create ties to the university 
and students who are homesick 
and don’t want to be away from 
their families. 

Oftentimes, students who are 
undecided or unhappy with their 
major tend to drift away and have 
trouble seeing how college fits into 
their future. For help and guid- 
ance, the Academic Advisement 
Center is available in room 11 of 
Bowman Hall. 

Nimsgern also suggests that 
students watch and maintain their 
health; the mind functions bet- 
ter when the body is healthy and 
energized. Problems such as lack 
of sleep, poor diet and lack of 
balance are often significant to a 
student’s ability to function well 
academically.

are striving for independence,” 
said Nimsgern. 

“TStudents] feel like they need 
to prove to themselves and others 
that they are strong and capable 
of handling things on their own,” 
said Nimsgern. “Many students 
see asking for help as a last resort 
or sign of weakness.” 

Nimsgern encourages  stu- 
dents who struggle to change their 
attitudes about getting help with 
their schoolwork. 

“Students can improve their 
academic success when they 
come to understand that in- 
terdependence is healthier,” 
said Nimsgern. “College is 
hard and the students that will 
be successful are the ones that 
know their resources, know when 
they need help and seek it out at 


the appropriate time.” 

By spreading out large assign- 
ments over a longer period of time 
or studying consistently for a big 
exam, students can be more suc- 
cessful and learn more than they 
would if they had crammed it all 
into an “all-nighter.” 

By using time properly between 
classes and utilizing the resources at 
hand, all students—regardless of cir- 
cumstances—can have a stress free 
and productive academic 
semester.

While on the sur- 
face all of society appeared prim 
and proper, there were twisted 
and tawdry love affairs being car- 
ried on behind closed doors. 

Adding to the comedy, gen- 
der and race roles were reversed 
in the first act. Female actors 
played male characters and black 
actors play white characters. The 
intention was to make the audi- 
ence rethink gender and race as- 
sumptions. 

The cast and crew spent 
weeks preparing for opening 
night. Most of the costumes were 
designed and made by UW-Stout 
students enrolled in the new The- 
atrical Costuming class, taught by 
Susan King.

““Wayne’s World” where a guitar 
shop clerk indicates a ““No Stair- 
way to Heaven’” sign, the Acous- 
tic Cafe should post a “No Jack 
Johnson” sign at future events.

Something 
called “The War At Home,” a sit- 
com that tries to push the envelope 
by being “edgy” and “off-color,” 
but is rarely anything more than 
crass and unfunny.

The video game industry is 
something that is discussed read- 
ily among its enthusiasts, but 
not often are the people behind 
it mentioned. “Smart Bomb” by 
freelance writers Heather Chaplin 
and Aaron Ruby moves aside the 
industry subject and delves into 
the masterminds who made the 
industry what it was yesterday, 
what it is today and what it will 
be in the future. 

Chaplin and Ruby spent five 
years writing the book, and it isn’t 
hard to respect that fact simply by 
looking at who is featured in it. 

Among the famed faces in the 
book are Cliffy Blezinski, Shigeru 
Miyamoto, Angel Munoz, John 
Carmack and John Romero, Will 
Wright, Michael Macedonia and 
Jonathon “Seamus” Blackley. 

The book is more than just 
interviews with people. It details 
on what they were thinking, even 
what they were feeling when they 
were attending conferences or de- 
veloping ideas and how to make 
them real. 

“Smart Bomb” touches on 
subjects from various eras in 
video game history, from No- 
lan Bushnell’s Atari to Seamus 
Blackley’s-’ Xbox. However, 
much of this information can 


be found more detailed in other 
books such as Stephen Kent’s 
“The Ultimate History of Video 
Games” and David Kushner’s 
“Masters of Doom.”

“For Americans troubled by 
a rising tide of red ink here in 
Washington, D.C., 2006 begins 
with reason for optimism as this 
Congress demonstrates the abil- 
ity to make tough choices in 
tough times to put our fiscal 
house in order,” said Rep. Mike 
Pence of Indiana. 

However, there could still be 
up to $70 billion in tzx cuts over 
the next five years that would 
make tax cuts even worse.

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Grant money | Bill / Senate okays cuts

The Board of Regents 
will be having their February 
meeting from Feb. 9 through 
Feb. 10 and will be held on 
the University of Wisconsin- 
Madison campus. The address 
will be opened by the University 
of Wisconsin System President, 
Kevin P. Reilly, and entitled 
“The UW Growth Agenda: A 
vision for the Future.” 

The meeting will feature a 
proposal for another tuition-relat- 
ed initiative and a plan to subsi- 
dize costs for in-state students 
by attracting more high-paying 
nonresidents using competitive 
tuition rates. The biggest thing 
to be discussed, however, is the 
legislation that recently passed, 
which, if signed, will increase 
the maximum Wisconsin Higher 
Education Grant (WHEG) award 
from $2,500 to $3,000. 

“The bill approved by the 
Wisconsin State Legislature to 
increase the maximum amount 


of a WHEG is very good news 
for the neediest UW students 
and their families,” said Reilly. 
“We’re encouraged that this 
idea had broad, bipartisan sup- 
port in both the Senate and the 
Assembly. I will be urging the 
Governor to take prompt action 
to sign this bill to increase the 
maximum state grant.” 

Last year, 22 percent of 
those who received the WHEG 
award were given the maximum 
amount possible for the award, 
which would help even more 
students if Governor Jim Doyle 
signs the bill. 

“There is a lot more we 
can do to help our students in 
the future,’ said Reilly. “The 
UW System will be consider- 
ing more big ideas about finan- 
cial aid and student access at 
the Board of Regents meeting. 
Providing access to every stu- 
dent who wants a college educa- 
tion, and is willing to work at it, 
is one of the UW System’s top 
priorities.”

Online companies make investing easy 


Four online companies allow for a more simple way to invest

Like myself, most college 
students are not necessarily 
active traders or rich enough 
to invest thousands. Yet many 
want to invest small sums of 
money from tax returns or per- 
sonal savings. 

I’m not a financial expert; 
however, I thought it would be 
fun to write an article about on- 
line investing companies such 
as etrade.com, ameritrade.com, 
~ scottrade.com and sharebuilder. 
com. I’m only covering stocks, 
not mutual funds or IRAs be- 
cause of the complexity. 

With that said, my dis- 
claimer is that I’m not responsi- 
' ble for your investments, but if 
you want to take the leap it can 
be both fun, educational and 
there is potential for earnings, if 
you play it smart. 

Ameritrade offers many 
investing tools and services for 
the active trader. The free Ameri- 
trade streamer shows stock quote 
updates on one’s desktop. 

Ameritrade allows the 
investor to program a trigger 
to buy or sell a stock at set 
prices. At least $2,000 should 
be invested, otherwise they’ ll 
charge a $15 monthly fee. Also, 
if you’re not enrolled in their 
APEX program, there is a $15 
quarterly fee even if the mini- 
mum $2,000 is met. 

An average of five trades 


per month for three months is 
needed to qualify for that pro- 
gram. For the average college 
student, the list of fees seems 
unwelcoming. However, if 
those criteria are met, it can be 
a great company. 

Etrade boasts in their 
television commercials that 
their services allow investors 
to be extraordinary. They offer 
many cool tools for investing, 
like customizable charts and 
programs that display instant 
quotes. Their site is straightfor- 
ward and easy to understand. 

An online advisor catego- 
rizes and lists the movers and 
shakers to suggest which stocks 
might be good or bad buys. 
Like any service, they make 
money from many fees. 

Etrade is an active trader’s 
paradise; 1,500 trades per 
month are $7 each, but for those 
that do zero to 29 trades per 
month, it’s $12.99 per trade. 
Unless the account is more 
than $10,000, a fee of $40 is 
assessed at the end of each 
quarter. Those fancy commer- 
cials and high tech online tools 
come at a price. 

Scottrader has been named 
six years in a row for investor 
satisfaction by JD Power and 
Associates. Up front, their Web 
site is well built with each page 
showing a wealth of informa- 
tion. They have lots of options 
for the investor. 

Unlike some of the other 
sites, from what I could find, 
Scottrader allows the purchase of 
penny and very high risk stocks 
(usually less than $5 per share). 

Scottrader has branch offic- 
es nationwide in 250 locations. 
They also have software which 


shows live stock quote updates 
and allows for instant trading. 
There is an elite program for the 
serious investors, but fees ap- 
ply. Overall, Scottrader doesn’t 
aim to collect a lot of fees, so it 
seems like a good place to start. 

Sharebuilder boasts $4 
trades and a philosophy to allow 
investors to invest regularly 
through recurring investments, 
buy partial shares and steadily 
accumulate positions over time. 
Instead of picking how many 
shares of stock to buy, punch in 
the dollar amount, and they’ll 
purchase the equivalent shares. 

Sharebuilder is basic 
compared to other sites who 
offer high tech software and 
tools. They allow the flexibility 
of turning off the account, so 
the accounts accumulate from 
dividends and growth. 

There are no fees for just 
having an account. However, 
when it comes time to sell 
stock, they charge $15.95 for 
the market price the share- 
holder chooses or $19.95 for an 
amount the investor prefers. 

There are different ac- 
count types: basic, standard and 
advantage, offering discounts 
and some additional tools at 
each level. 

Depending on the indus- 
try, many stocks have done 
remarkably well with handsome 
returns. Do homework and 
research before purchasing a 
stock. A wealth of information 
is available through many free 
sources. Hopefully, I can cover 
that next time. 

Take the risk but invest 
smart. The first step is picking 
the method, so hopefully you’re 
on the right track!

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The key to heathy self-image is acceptance

College students of both 
sexes experience the highest 
rates of anorexia and bulimia 
than any other age group. Eat- 
ing disorders are closely related 
with a particular person’s body 
or self-image. 

“[Body image is] how you 
see or picture yourself, how you 
feel others perceive you, and 
how you feel about and inside 
your body,” said Dr. Robin Abra- 
ham, staff psychologist with the 
UW-Stout Counseling Center in 
Bowman Hall. 

Most college students expe- 
rience body image issues called 
normative discontent. 


[Normative discontent is] . 


the way most people in Western 
society tend to feel about them- 
selves, which is not quite com- 
fortable but for the most part ac- 
cepting,” said Abraham. 

Serious body issues go be- 
yond normative discontent, or 
slight body discomfort. Body 
image issues can become cen- 
tral to the person’s life, a serious 
preoccupation where their suc- 
cess and failure are based almost 
solely on how they perceive 
themselves. 

“I knew some people with

become the biggest problem 
in their lives, not the answer 
to their problems as they had 
thought,” said Ryan Smead, a 
freshman majoring in hospital- 
ity and tourism. 

“I think the media plays 
a part in it,” said Smead. “You 
can’t obsess about what Holly- 
wood says is beautiful, especial- 
ly when it’s so unhealthy.” 

There is no singular cause 
for body image issues. 

“Media images and mes- 
sages ‘teach’ us that to be beau- 
tiful means we must also be thin. 
Other personality traits, such as 
tendencies towards perfection 
and low self-esteem can con- 
tribute to these problems,” said 
Abraham. 

Additional culprits can 
include high expectations by 
parents and peers with body is- 
sues. Ordinary poor self-image 
and body issues can usually be 
worked out when a few things 
are considered: 

Attention: Listen for and 
respond to internal causes of the 
problems, including hunger, sa- 
tiety, fatigue, stress, depression 
and anxiety problems. 

Appreciation: Pay atten- 
tion to and appreciate what your 
body can do, instead of focusing 
on appearance alone, or what 
you think that you can’t do.

Hylland was an organist 
for the Our Savior’s Lutheran 
Church and also accompanied 
glee clubs and soloists. Hyl- 
land’s sister Olive described 
Lillian as “a very caring person 
who enthusiastically shared her 
time and talents wherever she 
went.” 

The composition of the 
“Alma Mater” was a result of 
a contest that appeared in The 
Stoutonia that produced more 
than twenty official songs and 
parodies over the years. Lyr- 
ics to winning songs would 
be printed in The Stoutonia 


“With Tower high 
and brilliant S,” was 
a reference to the 
“S” that was built in 
1922 by Ray Schul- 
tz, a special student 
who was a gradu- 
ate of Eau Claire 


attending Stout so 
he could take courses 
in electrical work.

State Normal School 
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built the “S” from parts he 
made from scratch, as he 
was not allowed to buy any 
of the parts for his project. 
Although Schultz only at- 
tended Stout for a short 
time, his thesis

that Stout stands 
for. Students be- 
came attached 
to the “S” and 
over the years it 
became a sym- 
bol of the univer- 
sity just as 
the tower 
had.

There are so many event 
posters and flyers around campus 
that they can tend to blend into 
the walls. 

But if you’ve been looking 
at the bulletin boards lately, per- 


haps you’ve noticed the posters 


for the UW-Stout Drama De- 
partment’s latest musical, “Jesus 
Christ Superstar” has a rather 
odd image on it. 

What at first looks like a 
hooded Christ figure in silhouette 
is actually an image from the Abu 
Ghraib torture scandal. 

Abu Ghraib was a former 
Iraqi prison that, under American 
occupation, has been converted 
to a sort of makeshift interroga- 
tion/prison facility run by Ameri- 
can soldiers. Abu Ghraib is now 
the center of a major U.S policy 
pitfall that started when photo- 
graphs of beaten, naked prison- 
ers—often stacked on top of 
each other, or made to look as 
if participating in sex acts—hit 
the mainstream news. 

Some of these photographs 
show U.S. troops giving the 
thumbs-up and smiling proudly 
next to the bodies of badly beaten 
or even dead Iraqi prisoners. 

Of these photographs, the 
most famous—used by “Jesus 
Christ Superstar” director Dr. 
James Miller in his posters—de- 
picts a hooded prisoner standing 
blindfolded on top of a small ver- 
tical box with electrodes attached

to his hands which, the prisoner 
was told, would shock him terri- 
bly were he to fall off the box. 
The most alarming aspect of 
this picture would be the disturb- 
ing likeness to Renaissance de- 
pictions of Christ’s crucifixion. 
Dr. Miller’s rationale for us- 
ing this image to advertise audi- 
tions for his play is that his in- 
terpretation of “Superstar” will 
explore the similarities between 


the modern Middle East and the 
Middle East of biblical times. 

“The story of ‘Jesus Christ Su- 
perstar’ is one which contains the 
theme of occupation and the strug- 
gle for identity,” said Dr. Miller. 

The original story took place 
in modern day Palestine/Israel. In 
biblical times, the Jewish people 
struggled to maintain their iden- 
tity in the midst of a Roman oc- 
cupation of their land. 


“While many chose to rebel 
violently against the Romans, 
Christ became a figure of non- 
violence in a world of warring 
factions, bringing an unexpected 
gospel of peace which challenged 
this violence and the authorities” 
said Dr. Miller. 

In the modern Middle East 
we see a similar conflict. 

Two nations, Palestine and 
Israel, are fighting to secure their 


homes and ways of life. Dr. Mill- 
er’s adaptation of “Jesus Christ 
Superstar” asks the questions: 
what kind of fate would be be- 
stowed upon a modern Christ-like 
figure and what would happen to 
someone preaching a gospel of 
forgiveness and nonviolence in 
our modern age?

With only four games left in 
the regular season, the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin-Stout men’s 
basketball team has found itself 
in a rather good position.

It has been another solid

On Monday, Feb. 6, 
Congressman Ron Kind spoke 
at the University of Wisconsin- 
Stout about the recent budget 
cuts in the Deficit Reduction 
Bill (DRB). 

The bill was passed on 
Wednesday, Feb. 1, by the 
House of Representatives with a 
216-214 vote. 

elke Steele ahis) “was: 3 
misplacement of priorities,” said 
Kind in reference to the passing 
of the DRB. “It is alarming and 
concerning that we’re losing 
support for education.” 

The DRB cut more than 
$12 billion in financial aid for 
students nationally, which will 
cause Wisconsin students an 
average of $5,700 more for four 
years of schooling. 

Kind mentioned that he was 
excited to hear President Bush 
talk about the importance of 
education in his recent State of 
the Union speech; however, after 


Pp DRB passed, he questioned 
the president’s meaning behind 
his words. 

“Tt’s time for the action to 
back up the words,” said Kind. 

Before passing the DRB, 
student loans, including the 
most common Stafford loans, 
had a variable rate of interest 
that would be capped at 6.5 
percent. Now, the interest rates 
will be allowed to raise up to 
8.5 percent. 

In addition to the raise 
of interest on student aid, the 
origination fee will also be 
higher. The origination fee is 
the amount of money it takes 
to process student loans. This 
amount was raised by the DRB 
from 3 to at least 4 percent. 

This amount can be changed 
in the next fiscal year, but all 
students will have to suffer the 
consequences of the bill for at 
least the next year. 

“ie House of

“Campus based aid at 
UW-Stout includes the 
Federal Perkins Loan, Federal 
Supplemental Educational 
Opportunity Grant and the 
Federal Work-Study Program,”

Thousands of dollars in 
contingency funds from the 
Stout Student Association (SSA) 
are ready to be given away to 
student organizations, but the 
deadline to apply is Feb. 17. 

At the beginning of 
each semester, all recognized 
organizations are notified from 
the financial affairs director 
that money is available to them. 
From that point, they will have 
about two weeks to complete 
all the required forms needed to 
receive contingency funds. 

Organizations can go 
online, fill out the forms and e- 
mail them to the SSA financial 
affairs director. The forms must 
be filled out and sent by the 
deadline. After the organization 
applies, they must make sure to 
sign up for a hearing that will 
take place on Feb. 21. 

The organization can sign up 
for the hearing outside the SSA 
office, located in the lower level of 
the Memorial Student Center. At 
the hearing, two representatives 
from the organization must 
present their proposal. 

“We try to decide right 
away who gets the money and 
decisions will be made by Feb. 
28 at the latest,” said Quentin 
Lenz, the SSA’s current director 
of financial affairs. 

Contingency funds are 
available for any recognized 
organization to apply for extra 
money needed for things such as 
special events or trips. They can 
apply for single, cooperative, or 
travel event sponsorship. 


“They are a second chance to 
get funding for an organization. 
In our case, we have three times 
the amount of people coming 
to laser ball then we did last 
year,” said Kevin Thurk, the 
vice president of the UW-Stout 
paintball club. “We need some 
funding for equipment, such 
as laser balls, due to the rising 
interest in our club.” 

There are some guidelines 
that the organizations must reach 
to receive the contingency funds. 
These guidelines are used to 
assist administrators and students 
when deciding who will receive 
the Segregated University Fees 
(SUF), which are designated 
fees for various student services 
and organizations. Some of the 
inappropriate SUF expenditure: 

1. Direct financial aid 

to an enrolled student. 

(Scholarships, tuition, 

room and board, etc... 

does not include child care 
payments) 


2. Gifts, donations and 
contributions 


3. Awards to UW faculty or 
staff. (Certificates, plaques, 
etc. are allowable) 


4. Cost of legal services 
(an attorney may be hired 
for campus legal services, 
but the Governor must 
approve it) 


5. Lump sum payments 
to student organizations 
(opposed to payments for 
specific purposes supported 
by invoices)

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aid director. “They are called 
campus based programs 
because the Department of 
Education allocates the dollars 
for each of these programs to 
post secondary schools, which 
then distribute the aid to their 
financially needy students.” 

“Most students do not 
realize that these decisions that 
were made will impact them 
immediately,” said Kind. 

In order to prevent the loans 
from being charged at the higher 
rates, some students may try to 
consolidate their loans so that 
they are all at the same interest 
level. However, with the new 
bill passing, this may no longer 
be a possibility. 

“UW-Stout students, the 
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university, and the surrounding 
community could be negatively 
affected by a proposed change 
in the federal formula used to 
determine the amount of campus 
based aid UW-Stout would 
receive,” said Resech. “The 
proposed change is contained in 
the Reauthorization of the Higher 
Education Act, scheduled to be 
taken up again in the second 
session of the 109th Congress.” 

Bonnie Falkner, an 
accountant for UW-Stout, 
recently finished her education 
and is now paying back those 
loans that helped her through 
school. Her daughter also 
recently graduated from college 
and they decided to consolidate 
their loans to try and keep the 
payments lower. The payments

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anything, as long as it is within 
the guidelines,” said Lenz. 
Organizations may also 
look up more of these policies 
on the SSA Web site. Find the 
directors link and there will 
be a drop down box with the 
financial policy 20 and 37. This 
is also where students can find 
the contingency proposal form. 
Contingency funds can 


be very useful for student 
organizations in need for some 
extra money, and SSA is glad to 
give it away. 

“If we don’t spend the 
money, it can be taken away by 
the state,” said Lenz.

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Climbing around the family tree of video games

The idea of a video game can be traced back to the 1930s but it took until the 1970s for video games as 
we know them to truly catch on when “Pong” hit the scene.

Video game history is a sub- 
ject that is easy to overlook. With 
so many of them to play and the 
industry rapidly growing, it’s 
easy to get lost in their immense 
worlds and forget about the tech- 
nology that went into them.The 
main source for this article was 
“The Ultimate History of Video 
Games” by Steven Kent. 

The idea of a video game 
can be traced back to the 1930s 
and is distantly related to amuse- 
ment park novelties such as pin- 
ball and shooting galleries. Fast- 
forward to 1958 when physicist 
William Higinbotham created 
“Tennis for Two” using an oscil- 


loscope. The most praised inven- 
tor of video games is Steve Rus- 
sell, who created an interactive 
game called “Spacewar.” The 
game was revised and became 
a hit throughout MIT. But like 
Higinbotham, Russell and his 
friends never made a dime off of 
their invention. 

At around the same time, 
Ralph Baer was working on a 
similar invention. With help from 
engineer Bill Rusch, he created a 
simple two-player hockey game 
in 1967 that could be played on a 
television. Four years later, Mag- 
navox bought the idea and called 
it “The Odyssey.” 

While the above people 
have had their fleeting glory 
inventing video games, it took

Nolan Bushnell to start a video 
game industry. Both an engineer 
and an entrepreneur, Bushnell 
was fascinated by games and 
worked on developing a device 
that would play games of his 
design. Wanting to manufacture 
his invention, he founded his 
own company in 1972: Atari. 

That same year, Bush- 
nell hired engineer Al Alcorn, 
best known for his electronic 
ping-pong game, “Pong.” The 
first prototype of “Pong” was 
placed in a small bar called 
Andy Capp’s Tavern and was so 
popular that it stopped working 
because people put in too many 
quarters. It didn’t take long for 
rival companies to produce their 
own imitation of the game.

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Atari, like any company, hit 
a few bumps along their road of 
success. “Pong” was considered 
an infringement of Baer’s “Odys- 
sey” game (the case was settled 
out of court) and they had fierce 
competitors such as National 
Semiconductor, Meadow Games 
and Coleco (Coleco Vision). The 
Yakuza, or Japanese mafia, suc- 
cessfully counterfeited Atari’s 
Breakout machines in Japan. 

But Bushnell remained one 
step ahead of his competitors 
and struck upon the next big 
idea for games: playing them at 
home. Digital boards had low- 
ered in price, making the con- 
cept of computers the size of a 
shoebox possible. 

Thus was born the Video 
Computer System, formally 
known as the Atari 2600. In 
1975, Sears Roebuck sold the 
system Home Pong in their 
Christmas catalog, and wound 
up being one of the company’s 
greatest hits. 

By 1980, people around the 
world became obsessed with 
video games, at both home and 
in the arcade. Hundreds of com- 
panies jumped on the bandwagon 
and while some of them produced 
memorable games, most did not. 

Many of these games had 
unrealistic deadlines and primi- 
tive graphics (for those days), 
and some were produced in big- 
ger numbers than the number of 
systems sold. Saturated with sub- 
standard games, the video game 
market dwindled. Prices dropped 
but nothing sold. In 1984, Atari 
was near bankruptcy and the in- 
dustry was considered dead. 

My next article will be 
about the company that brought 
the industry back to life, argu- 
ably the most influential com- 
pany in the industry, even to this 
day. If you can’t guess, here’s a 
hint: Marufuku.

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Disc dynasty defines campus Question-a-bowl?

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Burger King spots had to be 
two of the worst creations in 
advertising history).

In fact, after two false start 
penalties on Pittsburgh during 
its first drive of the game, the 
Steelers were called for only one 
penalty the rest of the game.

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Blue Devils battle with Pointers this weekend

Just a heads up on campus 
excitement. The men’s basket- 
ball team is currently in first 
place in the Wisconsin Intercol- 
legiate Athletic Conference and 
has a chance to win its first con- 
ference title in 30 years. 

The team will play the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin-Stevens 
Point, who is currently tied with 
the Blue Devils for first this Sat- 
urday, Feb. 11. Both men’s and 
women’s teams face off against 
UW-Stevens Point. 

“We could use your help,” 
said Steve Terry, the University 
of Wisconsin-Stout athletic di- 
rector. 

Over the past 19 years, 
Mark Thomas has led the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin-Stout 
women’s basketball program to 
an average of slightly better than 
16 wins per season. 

With three conference titles 
and an National Collegiate Ath- 
letic Conference sweet sixteen 
appearance under his belt, no- 
body can disagree. Thomas, one 
of the most respected coaches in 
Division III women’s hoops, has 
made UW-Stout into a small col- 
lege powerhouse. 

Now it’s the men who are 
looking for a lasting legacy. 

Before this season, Ed An- 
drist had coached five seasons 
for the Blue Devils, which was 
also his Alma Matter, and aver- 
aged 13 wins. 

During this time, Andrist 
compiled a 67-58 record with his 
Blue Devil team. It’s an impres- 
sive statistic, especially in the 
tough WIAC. 

Before Andrist took the 
reigns of the program in 2000, 
John Muraski coached the Blue 
Devils to an under .500 record 
over 11 seasons. 

In fact, the last time the 
UW-Stout men won a conference 
championship of any kind was 
way back during the 1974-75 


season when the league was actu- 
ally the Wisconsin State Universi- 
ty College and UW-Stout was an 
National Association of Incolle- 
giate Athletics Institution. 

If you’re keeping tabs at 
home, this means no player on 
the current team was alive the 
last time a Blue Devil men’s 
team was referred to as a cham- 
pion. It’s doubtful very many of 
the current players’ parents even 
knew each other in 1975. 

This could all change 31 
years later as Andrist’s team is 
sitting almost alone atop the 
WIAC, with a conference record 
of 11-3 (18-4 overall). 

Clearly, this is Andrist’s best 
team to date in Menomonie and 
with UW-Stevens Point not run- 
ning away with the league, as 
they usually seem to do, the Blue 
Devils have a legitimate shot at 
earning the No. 1 seed in the all- 
important WIAC tournament. 

The first seed is important 
because the winner of the WIAC 
tournament is an automatic qual- 
ifier for the NCAA tournament. 

Although more than one 
WIAC team could make the 
NCAAs, it doesn’t happen 
very often. 

If you need proof that a 
WIAC tourney title can act as a 
great springboard for bigger and 
better things, all you have to do 
is look at UW-Stevens Point, 
national champions for the past 
two years. 

Speaking of those pesky 
Pointers, they come to town this 
Saturday for what will be argu- 
ably the most anticipated regu- 
lar season game UW-Stout has 
hosted in years, perhaps even de- 
cades (UW-Stout did lose in the 
WIAC title game in 1999 after a 
surprising run). 

After its win Wednesday 
night over UW-Superior, the Blue 
Devils have a great chance to con- 
trol their own destiny and force 
anybody who plans on winning 
the WIAC tournament to have to 
come through Menomonie first. 


There isn’t any reason for 
this campus not to get excited 
about this team. This year, for a 
change, both the men and women 
Blue Devils will bring some seri- 
ous enthusiasm to UW-Stout. So 
far, the Blue Devils have reeled 
off seven consecutive victories. 

With Ryan Stangl, Terry 
Farmer, Adam Chandler and Ja- 
cob Nonemacher all averaging 
between 11 and 13 points per 
game to lead the team, UW-Stout 
leads a balanced attack and has 
also benefited from solid bench 
play all season. 

Not to be lost in the mix, as 
if that would possible, is the fact 
that Nonemacher’s continued 
progress as a 7-foot presence has 
been a huge factor in the Devils’ 
recent success. 

In fact, Jacob whose twin 
brother John is also a key con- 
tributor was named WIAC Play- 
er of the Week after averaging 
19 points and 12 rebounds in 
recent wins over River Falls and 
Oshkosh. 

When Andrist came back 
to UW-Stout six years ago, one 
of his ultimate goals for the pro- 


gram was to compete for the na- 
tional championship. Andrist has 
been a good ambassador for Blue 
Devil basketball as attendance 
has steadily improved the past 
few years. 

Watch out this week though. 
Sports Information Director 
Layne Pitt expects the crowd 
Saturday to approach 2,000 and, 
with a win, UW-Stout will be 
ranked in the d3hoops.com top 
ten for the first time ever. 

It seems Adrist’s plan is 
working, for a program that has 
never made an NCAA appear- 
ance (or even hosted a WIAC 
tournament game for that mat- 
ter), that is a big step indeed. 

“The UW-Stout women’s 
team also play’s UW-Stevens 
Point on Saturday and is are cur- 
rently in second place (one game 
behind Stevens Point),” said 
Terry. 

What a great double-header 
this could turn out to be. Game 
times are 3 p.m. for the women 
and 5 p.m. for the men. Remem- 
ber, students get in free with 
their ID.”

built in computers with mobile 
chairs and telephones at each 
station.

Patriot Act is explained to Stout students

On Thursday, Feb. 9, state 
Attorney General candidate J.B 
Van Hollen spoke at the University 
of Wisconsin-Stout about the 
Patriot Act. His main focus was 
the growing controversy behind 
this act that was created in 
response to the terrorist attacks of 
September 11. 


Van Hollen opened by 
saying that he intended the 
floor to be open and any 
questions or comments could be 
interjected at any time. He gave 
a little background of himself 
and his prior involvement in 
politics before he began his 
presentation. 

“The Patriot Act is a 
significant legislative act and I 


could talk about it for hours, but 


we don’t have that long,” said 
Van Hollen. 
He then gave a brief 


overview of the Patriot Act and 
its major controversies as they 
stand at present. Though the act 
was passed by overwhelming 
margins in Congress, it seems 
there has still been room for 
controversy. 


On the top of the list of 
controversies is the question of 
civil liberties. 

’ One of the changes made by 
the act was that of the delayed 
notice search. The delayed 
notice search means that law 
enforcement would not have to 
inform the party being searched 
that they will be searching the 
premises; however, nothing 


would be able to be removed 
from the property. 

Ofcourse, the general public 
questions if the government 
is crossing lines with this 
amendment. Van Hollen whole 
heartedly supports the act, 
explaining that the Patriot Act 
has limited some civil liberties

but that all legislation passed has 
limited liberties in some way. 

“Government in itself is a 
violation of civil liberties,” said 
Van Hollen. 

Van Hollen stressed that the 
ability of law enforcement to do 
a delayed notice search has been 
in affect for more than 30 years, 
but up until the Patriot Act, there 
was no consistency in its use. 
The Patriot Act has made it clear 
that unless you are a suspected 
terrorist, it would be impossible 
to do a delayed search in a 
constitutional manner. 

Another controversy is the 


ability to search library records. 
Again, Van Hollen says that law 
enforcement has always had the 
ability to do this. 

Now, however, there is 
a higher burden of proof to 
get allowance to check those 
records. He also mentioned 
that, to date, the ability to 
check library records has never 
been used. 

Lastly, the Patriot Act gives 
law enforcement the opportunity 
to share information. It’s not 
only an opportunity, it’s actually 
required. This is how they caught 
the Unabomber. Van Hollen 
stressed that the Patriot Act was 


allowing law enforcement to do 
the things they have always done, 
only more effectively. It allows 
them to keep up with technology. 
“The Patriot Act is a great 
piece of legislation that finally 
advanced us,” said Van Hollen. 
The last part of Van 
Hollen’s presentation was 
about his current campaign for 
attorney general. He outlined 
his three biggest concerns which 
he plans to tackle immediately 
if he is elected for the 
position: terrorist prevention, 
government fraud and _ the 
growing use and production of 
methamphetamine.

mails, we look like we have 
more problems,” Jutz said.

side and they quickly came to 
the rescue of the downed man. 


Is the hospital safe? 

Between 2000 and 2004 there 
were 38,000 claims of wrong 
prescriptions and over dos- 
ages of drugs handed out to 
Americans. Some claims show 
patients getting seven times the 
amount of needed heart dose 
medicine, while others show 
three different blood thinning 
drugs being given to one per- 
son. Not to mention the times 
the hospitals failed to give in- 
sulin to victims who needed it. 
The U.S. Institute of Medicine 
estimates that 98,000 people 
die yearly from these types of 
medical mistakes worldwide. 
According to their most recent 
report, about 24 percent of the 
problems exist from getting the 
wrong prescription from the 
begining , and another 24 per- 
cent are gained in transcription 
because of sloppy handwriting.

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Railroad stocks prove to be great investment 


Improving market share, net incomes provide evidence that investment 1s paying off

Investing in a railroad 
company would seem rather 
foolish considering the num- 
ber of trucks and other forms 
of transportation on the road 
which seem faster and more 
modern. 

However, the characteris- 
tics of being a slow, inefficient 
or out dated form of transporta- 
tion are common stereotypes of 
the rail industry, which simply 
aren’t true. 

I did a ton of research 
and have been following the 
industry since I was literally in 
diapers, (no kidding). True, I 
have a passion, but I also had 
many good reasons to put my 
money into railroad stocks. 

If you followed the series, 
it’s not the only stocks I put 
money in. It’s smart to diver- 
sify in many industries. I want 
to explain why I think railroad 


stocks are great buys, hopefully 
you agree. 

Throughout most of the 
world, railroads became nation- 
alized into the government. In 
the United States, railroads are 
private entities. 

Although the rail industry 
in North America saw rough 
times during the 1970s and 
1980s, it has turned into a 
success story that should be 
studied. 

Today, the railroad indus- 
try consists of seven class one 
railroads. The Surface Board of 
Transportation (the regulating 
body for the railroads) defines 
a class one railroad as exceed- 
ing $277.7 million in operating 
revenue. 

From largest to smallest, 
they include: Union Pacific 
(UNP), Burlington Northern 
Santa Fe (BNI), Canadian 
National (CNI), CSX Trans- 
portation (CSX), Canadian 
Pacific (CPI), Norfolk South- 
ern (NSC) and the Kansas City 
Southern (KCS). The stock 
symbols are in parenthesis. 

There are also at least a 
dozen regional and short line 
railroads in the United States, 


but, for simplicity, the class 
one railroads will be the focus. 

Railroads transport coal, 
inter-model trailers/containers, 
grain, chemicals, petroleum, 
metals, lumber, automobiles and 
other aggregates. Overall, in- 
dustry revenues and net incomes 
increased significantly in the last 
couple of years. 

For example, one of the best 
managed railroads in the coun- 
try, the NSC, reported revenues 
of $6.1 billion and a net income 
of $375 million in 2001. In 
2005, they reported record rev- 
enues of $8.5 billion and a net 
income of almost $1.3 billion: 

To give an example, in 
2005 the rail industry revenues 
increased 12 percent from 2004, 
traffic in ton miles increased 5 
percent, inter-model volume set 
a record 10.4 percent increase, 
accounting for more than 11 
million trailers and contain- 
ers being moved annually. The 
railroads employ approximately 
160,000 employees and expect 
to hire 80,000 new employees 
by 2012. 

The economy is certainly 
a factor for growth. A greater 
factor is that over the last 15

tions International. 

According to Meinsen, or- 
ganizers have sought out spon- 
sorship from a number of student 
organizations such as the Stout 
Student Association and the Inter 
Residence Hall Association.

‘End of Suburbia’ contends suburbian living is unsustainable

In the 1950s, something 
strange happened in America. 
Great hordes of people moved out 
of their communities to a created 
environment, to the tune of about 
one million new houses built every 
year. It was made possible by au- 
tomobile transportation and Amer- 
ica’s shiny, new highway system, 
and so, suburbs were born. 

The University of Wisconsin- 
Stout’s environmental organiza- 
tion, Greensense, showed “The 
End of Suburbia,” in Applied Arts 
210, Feb. 8-10. 

The film addressed how and 
why suburbs were created and 
more importantly, what their effect 
is on the United State’s current sit- 
uation and what will happen when 
energy becomes more expensive 
and scarce. 

Suburbs were built out of 
direct range from the “dirty” city, 
the noise and pollution. To dwell- 
ers, they were a promise of coun- 
try living close to civilization. The 
film asserts that the suburbs cap- 
tured the worst of both worlds—a 
false promise of the coveted 
American dream. 

For the first time in history, 
we have created a new system of 
habitation where people live far 
from where they work, play and 
shop. Population density there is 
so low, the only realistic transpor- 
tation available is by car. There 
aren’t any neighborhood bars or 
restaurants and no places to spend 
time with the people you live near 
without first arranging a meeting. 

Unlike cities, the film con- 
tends, the suburbs have no sense 
of place—no real history. Suburb 
dwellers can’t take a walk on quiet 
roads or in the woods; thousands 
of identical, manicured lawns do 
not constitute country living. 


“Suburbs have many short- 
comings,” said Rachel Bernstein, 
a freshman majoring in hospital- 
ity and tourism. “Tf there is an oil 
crisis as predicted by energy con- 
sultants, the suburbs will end up 
being essentially useless due to 
the lack of transportation from the 
homes to retail centers and places 
of employment.” 

Because of cheap and readily 
available energy, people flocked to 
the suburbs. Gas and energy prices 
allowed many to drive as much 
as they wished and heat as large 
of houses as they could afford. 
They liked their driving fantasies 
on winding roads with whimsical 
names and their shiny new SUVs. 
The fantasy is unsustainable be- 
cause, in order for subur- 
bia to continue to

need cheap fuels 
forever, and that’s 
impossible. The United 

States is still consuming. 

“The U.S. consumes 
more than seven billion bar- 
rels of oil a year and 26 percent 
of the world’s oil every day,” said 
Jordan Chabalowski, a sopho- 
more majoring in business ad- 
ministration. 

“There are 300 million U.S. 
consumers out of six billion world 
consumers, said Chabalowski. 
“That means five percent of us in 
the entire world population use 26 
percent of all the oil on the planet.” 

“We consume too much,” 
said Alizabeth Kaiser, a junior 
majoring in apparel design and 
development. “As a society, we 


tend to only think about the future 
and what money and power it will 
bring to us.” 

“We don’t think about what 
our actions are resulting in and do 
not take responsibility for those re- 
sults,” said Kaiser. 

Kaiser is critical of society’s 
behaviors and habits in regards to 
the environment. 

“How many students do you see 
throwing their trash on the ground 
and driving to a class that is only 
three minutes away,” said Kaiser. 

The idea of “peak oil” has be- 
come a hot topic among few Ameri- 
cans; many people don’t even know 
what it means. 

“Peak oil is used to 


tion rate of 
oil from our 
planet,” said Jor- 
dan Chabalowski. 
“Earth will no lon- 
ger be able to keep up 
with the demand of oil 
at the incredible rate of con- 
sumption that occurs.” 


_ “When this occurs, we will 
have a number of serious problems 
that will have a grave affect on our 
individual lives. This is a real issue 
that our generation must take into 
consideration when making deci- 
sions today,” said Chabalowski. 

The United States has reached 
its peak of oil production, accord- 
ing to energy experts, and once the 
world’s oil production peaks, it will 
only become more expensive to ex- 
tract and it will be of lower quality. 

What will be the effects? No 
one really knows. The film esti- 
mated that two million jobs and 
seven trillion dollars in the stock 
market could be lost in America 

alone, along with 


the disappearance of the middle 
class and greatly increased petro- 
leum prices. And no one claims to 
have any quick solutions. 

Is it all hopeless, then? There 
are some things that everyone can 
do to help keep the impending en- 
ergy crunch less painful for us all. 

“Tt can be as simple as consis- 
tently writing letters and making 
phone calls to your representative 
and producers of manufactured 
goods,” said Chabalowski. 

“Changing your lifestyle so 
you’re using mass transit more 
often and buying local products 
[can make a difference too],” 
said Chabalowski. “Every little 
bit helps. Everyone has to start 
somewhere.” 
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First black students on campus

In every discernible respect 
Bradshaw was treated like a typi- 
cal student of the time, which is 
amazing considering Bradshaw 
was the first and only minority at-

surprising to learn that as early as 

1914, 23 years after the Manual 
Training School opened, it admit- 
ted—and two years later graduat- 
ed—its first minority: a black stu- 
dent named Raymond Bradshaw. 

_ Bradshaw, nicknamed 
“Brad,” lettered in football 
playing right end; the Stout 
Tower yearbook from 1915 
stated his position “was well 
filled.” Bradshaw also played 
clarinet, acted in local plays 


would be decades until Stout 
would again see minorities on 
campus; most being Japanese- 
American refugees from concen- 
tration camps on the west coast 
during World War II and people 
from the territory of Hawaii. It is 
tough to pinpoint the exact date, 
but it is believed that the first fe- 
male black students did not ap- 
pear on campus until some time 
in the 1960s. 

In 1973 Stout saw its first

black homecoming queen candi- 
date, Paulette Dean, a psychology 
major from Milwaukee. 

Though Dean did not win the 
contest that year, five short years 
later a black student by the name 
of Janet Jones, “JJ,” did win the 
title to become Stout’s first black 
homecoming queen, telling The 
Stoutonia, “I’m in pure heaven, 
shock and ecstacy!” 

Although the lower-end num- 
ber of minority students that attend 
Stout has remained relatively un- 
changed over the years, Stout has, 
however, been the host to many 
influential black leaders who have 
come to speak on campus, among 
them Julian Bond, Angela Davis 
and Coretta Scott King. 

In 1970, Julian Bond, a civil 
rights leader who later served in 
the Georgia legislature as both a 
Representative and as a Senator, 
spoke to an audience of 600 in the 
Johnson Fieldhouse about “black 
repression, and white people’s 
lack of will to grant black people 
their freedom.” 

He stated that white America 
should be forced to grant greater 
freedoms to black people and is 
quoted in The Stoutonia saying, 
“conflict and struggle are neces- 
sary for social change.” 

Bond went on to say, “While 
American society has always pre- 
sented an opportunity for some 
black people to rise to affluence, it 
has not yet shown any willingness 
to change its 350 year old history 
of repression based on race and a 
system that believes its property is 
more important than people.” 

Two short years after Bond 
visited Stout, Angela Davis came 
to speak on campus. The Stoutonia 
recounts the event as being rather 
low-key despite students expecting 
a rather “explosive type of talk.” 

Davis talked about Nixon and 
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and about “capitalists and their 
influence on the nation’s people 
and economy.” 

Though many quotes in The 
Stoutonia regarding the event 
express disappointment 
about the speech calling 
it “nothing,” or saying 
“she wasn’t worth the 
money,” there were 
those who were im- gf 
pressed with Davis’s { 
speech and her ap- | 
pearance on campus 
stating, “She’s a fig- 
urehead. I think it’s 
wonderful for her to 
come here and relate : 
to black students as well ee 
as white students.” 

In 1984, Coretta Scott 
King came and lectured 
during Black History 
Month about how young 
adults must be politically 
active in order to carry 
on the ideals of the civil 
right’s movement. 

She went on to say 
that, “Too many people 
are not voting. In the 1980 
election, the 18-24 age 
group had the lowest turn- 
out—less than four percent 
of eligible voters actually 
voted. It’s not enough to just 
care—we must act on the val- 
ues we hold, and a good place 
to start is the ballot box.” 

She also explained that it was 
up to students to monitor elected 
representatives. At the close of her 
speech King stated, “(Martin Lu- 
ther King’s) method of love and 
non-violence is needed 
today more than ever 
before. The dream 
lives within each 
one of us as long 
as we believe, if 
we hope.”

“Vagina, labia, vulva, cli- 
toris.” Now say it again without 
blushing. These words tend to be 
spoken either rarely or in hushed 
voices. The core intention of 
“The Vagina Monologues” is to 
change this.

- asked why she took the project, 


Collis replied it was because she 
liked the cause. 

“T have met women who 
have gone through abuse either 
through their family or relation- 
ships,” said Collis. “I connected 


‘with those people and it felt right 


to be able to speak out about it.” 

One of the issues “The Va- 
gina Monologues” tackles is the 
sexual mutilation of women. 

In some countries, young 
girls are forced to undergo opera- 
tions that remove their genitalia 
through acid burning, surgeries 
and cutting of the clitoris because 
these organs are considered dirty 
or unclean. 

“The meaning behind it is 
that we are women and that we 
are different,” said Collis. “But 


we shouldn’t be treated differ- . 


ently. It is demeaning to wom- 


en to be told that we should be 
ashamed of our sexuality or that 
it is grotesque. We want women 
to gain confidence and knowl- 
edge about their sexuality and to 
be confident about it.” 

The monologues. are based 
on interviews that Eve Ensler, 
the creator of the play, had with 
hundreds of women of differ- 
ent backgrounds and ethnicities. 
Ensler believes that women’s 
power is deeply rooted in their 
sexuality and that, as a conse- 
quence, men have made women 
feel ashamed of their sexuality. 

The monologues encourage 
women to speak out about wom- 
anhood and their bodies without 
feeling like it is wrong or dirty. 

Ensler says that women 
have this reluctance to talk about 
their sexual feelings and she re- 
alized once she got them talking, 
they could not stop. 

“The important message 
is that women are strong, won- 
derful and independent,” said 
freshman Katy King, a mem- 


- ber of the cast. “Once we know 


ourselves, every aspect of our- 
selves, especially taboo aspects | 
like our vaginas, we can be | 
whole women.”

While last week’s article 
focused mainly on video games 
in the United States, this week 
the attention will turn to Japan, 
whose first video game com- 
pany was founded in the late 
nineteenth century.

“The Ultimate History of Video

The Marufuku Company 
was founded in 1889 by Fasa- 
jiro Yamauchi. It began as a 
manufacturer and distributor of 
Japanese playing cards, called 
“Hanafuda.” 

In 1951, Yamauchi changed 
the name of the company to Nin- 
tendo. However, it would be al- 
most another 30 years before the 
company began making games. 
During that time, Japan had other 
companies that prospered in the 
video game market. 

In the 1970s, two companies 
that put the arcade industry on the 
map: Taito and Namco. 

Masaya Nakamura founded 
Namco in 1955. Similar to Taito, 
Namco wasn’t always a video 
game company. Namco found 
its way into the video market in 
1974 after it acquired the Japa- 
nese division of Atari. 

Japan’s first big arcade hit 
was Taito’s “Space Invaders.”

rial make you remember. 

JB: It’s sad to say that Ford 
and the rest of this cast didn’t go 


out of their way to make any of 
their performances memorable. 
The only actor that really seemed 
to fit his role was Paul Bettany, as 
the head of the kidnappers. 

The actors and their material 
follow the generic formula of the 
generic action thriller quite de- 
voutly. When it’s all over and you 
happily leave your uncomfort- 
able theater seat, you can name 
dozens of movies made previous 
to “Firewall” that used this same 
formula and did it better. 


WB: Most of the entertain- 
ment derived from seeing this 
movie is making fun of it out 
loud in the theater. 

Every mistake and corny line is 
made very apparent in “Firewall” 
so most of the time the movie has 
turned itself into a comedy.

By the end of 1986, “Super Mario Bros.” helped Nintendo to sell 1.8 million NES game consoles. Not bad for an Italian plumber. 


first few months on the market, 
it soon created a 100-yen short- 
age in Japan. Later that year, the 
American company Midway in- 
troduced the game and it experi- 
enced a similar triumph. 

As popular as “Space In- 
vaders” was, it was not the most 
popular arcade game made. Toru 
Iwatani, a young pinball fan work- 
ing for Namco, wanted to create 
a simple and nonviolent game 
that all could enjoy. A year later, 
“Puck-Man” was created. 

President Masaya Naka- 
mura was afraid that vandals 
would change the “P” to “F,” so 
the name was changed to “Pac- 


Man.” Its feminine counterpart, 
“Ms. Pac-Man,” became the 
most successful arcade game in 
the United States. 

Although the videogame 
market crashed in America, in 
Japan, it flourished. Nintendo had 
enjoyed a victory with the arcade 
hit “Donkey Kong” in 1981, but 
in 1984, they released a different 
novelty in the market: The Fami- 
com (Family Computer). Hiroshi 
Yamauchi (Fasajiro Yamauchi’s 
grandson) was the president of 
Nintendo at the time, and the 
success of the Famicom in Japan 
encouraged him to revive video 
games in America. He left Minoru 


Arakawa in charge of distributing 
the Famicom in America. 
Arakawa tried once in 1983 
by trying to make a deal with At- 
ari, but due to a dispute of the 
legal rights to “Donkey Kong,” 
the deal never went through. 
Even with the light-pistol Zapper 
and the Robot Operating Buddy 
(R.O.B), Arakawa and Nintendo 
were a laughing stock. 
Yamauchi was furious when 
he found out that Arakawa want- 
ed to give up. He knew that his 
system could thrive in America. 
Because “video game” was still a 
bad phrase to use, Nintendo sold 
their console as an “entertain- 


ment system.” Thus was born the 
Nintendo Entertainment System 
(NES). By the end of 1986, “Su- 
per Mario Bros.” became part of 
the NES “bundle,” Nintendo of 
America went national, and the 
NES had sold more than 1.8 mil- 
lion game consoles. From there, 
the number kept scaling up, 
backed by games such as “The 
Legend of Zelda,” “Mike Tyson’s 
Punch-Out” and “Metroid.” 

The reign of Nintendo 
would continue until an old rival 
came crashing into the Ameri- 
can market with a sonic boom, 
bringing a harsher, “cooler” face 
to video games.

Dismissal at UW-Stout 


How many students didnt return?

Some students have noticed 
that there were more parking 
spots open and fewer people 
wandering around when they 
came back from winter break. 
This brought upon some ques- 
tions and rumors. 

First off, students wondered 
how many freshmen did not 
come back for second semester. 
About ten percent of freshmen 
did not return for their second 
semester. This is about the same 
as any other year. There are usu- 
ally around ten percent of fresh- 
men that do not return in other 
schools as well. 

“There was a split between 
those who left for academic rea- 
sons and those who left for other 
reasons,” said Joan Thomas, 
associate dean of students. 

The reasons for freshmen 
not returning varied. Forty-four 
percent of them left because 
they were academically ineli- 
gible and 56 percent left for 
other reasons. The University 
of Wisconsin-Stout still retains 
about 89 percent. Also, there 
were approximately 40 new 


freshmen that enrolled this 
spring semester. 

“Very seldom do we ask 
a student to leave because of 
behavior,” said Thomas. 

The freshmen that were 
academically ineligible had to 
receive 4 grade point average 
lower than a 1.0. 

Ifa student who has between 
one and 14 credits has lower 
than a 1.8 G.PA., then they 
get put on academic probation. 
When a student has between 
15 and 29.5 credits they would 
have to have lower than a 1.9 to 
be put on probation. 

The bigger percentage of 
people who left did so for other 
reasons. The main reason for 
these students leaving was to 
transfer schools. There are usu- 
ally two main reasons that stu- 
dents decide to transfer, being 
closer to home or UW-Stout 
does not offer the major they are 
looking for. 

“Being closer to home is a 
common thread,” said Thomas. 

Looking away from fresh- 
men, there are still some stu- 
dents who leave that are not

freshmen. The percent rate does 
keep going down each year. The 
second year the percent drops to 
about five or six.

Downloading music, 
movies, television shows and 
programs has become the norm 
for our age group.

The high bandwidth de- 
mands for this activity plus the 
pressure from the music and 
movie industries has universi- 
ties across the country seeking 
solutions to fix the problem. 

Peer 2 Peer file sharing has 
been around for many years. Is 
it ethical? Is it legal? 

As long as it can be done, 
the rules and warnings are 


ignored. The activity is so 
widespread that it’s impossible 
to stop. 

It’s an uphill battle that the 
music and movie industries are 
losing. I’m sure you’ve heard 
this before. 

There is an effort at many 
universities to combat ne. 

“epidemic.” 

One way is to shut down 
Internet ports to curb the P2P 
file sharing. This has worked 
temporarily. 

However, file sharing 
programs now use common 
Internet ports and can use other 
common ports if necessary. 

The Internet can’t be 
shut down, otherwise there is 
no point in having it. So the 
universities are partnering with 
companies that allow “free” 
downloading of music, movies 
and TV shows. 

I found four companies that 
offer this kind of service. The 
companies offering the service 
include: Napster: University, 
RealPlayer Networks Rhapsody, 
Ruckus and cDigix. 

The services offered are 
unique to each university based 
on the company and what the 
university requires. 

What is the University of 


Wisconsin-Stout doing about 
it? Like at every university who 
has high speed Internet, the 
administration wants to find a 
solution to P2P file sharing and 
rid themselves of the liability. 

Last week, Ruckus was on 
campus and spoke to the student 
government at UW-Stout about 
their services. 

They would put a server on 
campus and allow the student 
body to download music, mov- 
ies and TV shows. 

Ruckus is available to the 
students at the University of 
Wisconsin-Eau Claire so why 
not at UW-Stout, right? 

It could be available as a 
trial run this semester. In the 
future, the student technology 
fee money, a small share of ev- 
ery UW-Stout student’s tuition, 
would pay for the service. 

I can see the benefits of 
having the services that Ruckus, 
Napster, Rhapsody or cDigix 
offers. 

The big question: Will this 
fix the problem? I don’t think 
it will. The services use WMA 
and WVA file formats. 

Unlike MP3 or MPEG 
formats, which can be altered 
and transferred freely, WMA 
and WVA file formats can be 


restricted with security encod- 
ing and time stamps. What does 
that mean? 

The file sharing service can 
lend out the license and restrict 
the use to the computer it was 
downloaded to. 

That means no burning 
of CDs or transferring without 
access. 

Even though files can be 
purchased, how many will 
do that? 

Also, the service compa- 
nies like Ruckus offers expire 
when the school year is fin- 
ished; that means ALL licenses 
expire when the school year 
is done! 

However, they can be 
re-obtained quickly when the 
school year begins again. A 
summer without music or mov- 
ies, imagine that. 

The argument could go 
both ways. The readers of this 
column are smart enough to 
decide. 

However, I think illegal 
P2P file sharing will continue. 
CDs and DVDs need to be 
burned, and most importantly, 
that MP3 player must stay up- 
dated with the latest tracks.

In 1951—the same year as 
the Marufuku name change— 
the United States passed laws re- 
stricting the use of slot machines. 
Before then, a man named Marty 
Bromley: had managed coin-op 
game rooms at military bases in 
Hawaii. After the laws passed, 
he and his father moved their 
business to Japan and called 
their company Service Games. 

It wasn’t until 1964, af- 
ter the company merged with 
competitor Rosen Enterprises, 
that the name changed to Sega. 
While the company had a tight 
hold on amusement games and 
jukeboxes in Japan, they manu- 
factured their first game, “Peri- 
scope,” in 1966. After this’ be- 
came a hit, the company started 
exporting games. 

Between the late “60s and 
mid-‘80s, Sega was sold several 
times. In an attempt to expand 
the company, it was enlisted as 
a U.S. company in 1974. During 
the same decade, Sega joined 
with an arcade company called 
Gremlin and became a large 
supplier of video games in the 
United States and Europe. 

Rosen bought back the Jap- 
anese operation of Sega in 1984 
and hired Hayao Nakayama as 
the CEO. Since Nintendo had 
already released the Famicom 
in Japan, Nakayama focused 
on the video game market in 
America with a console called 
the Master System. 

Breaking into Nintendo’s 
share of the American market 
was not a simple feat, as Nin- 
tendo had several advantages 
before Sega entered the compe- 
tition. Thanks to the success of 
“Donkey Kong,” Nintendo was a 
familiar name. It was also adver- 
tising allies with World of Won- 
ders, creators of Teddy Ruxpin. 
Nintendo was also better able to 
capture its popular arcade games 
in home console format. 

Sega tried to align them- 
selves with Minnesota toy truck

company Tonka, but Tonka 
knew little about the video 
game market. As a result, the 
Master System dwindled and, 
in 1988, they pulled the system 
from the market. 

During the Master System’s 
fall, however, engineers at Sega 
were developing a more power- 
ful system. In 1988, the Mega- 
Drive system was released in Ja- 
pan. It had twice the processing 
power of the NES and ten times 
as many colors. After its lacking 
Japanese success, Sega decided 
to release the system in the Unit- 
ed States, calling it the Genesis. 

Under then-CEO Michael 
Katz, the marketing team at Sega 
decided to advertise against Nin- 
tendo head-on. They also tried 
to associate their company with 
athletes and celebrities. One of 
Sega’s first licensees was Elec- 
tronic Arts, which made the 
Genesis version of their com- 
puter football games. 

Genesis wasn’t a clear-cut 
success at first, and wouldn’t be 
until Tom Kalinske became the 
CEO of Sega of America in 1990. 
His plans to increase its popular- 
ity included a price drop and to 
bundle the system with “Sonic 
the Hedgehog.” 

He also put together a U.S.- 
based development team to create

games more suited for American 


audiences. “Sonic the Hedge- 
hog” became an instant success 
and gave the Genesis the light it 
needed to compete against Nin- 
tendo. Sonic was in every way 
Sega’s response to Nintendo’s 
Mario, but Sonic’s “cooler” atti- 
tude and faster-paced gameplay 
made it a hit with older gamers. 

Meanwhile, Japan remained 
loyal to Nintendo. The country 
eagerly awaited their new sys- 
tem, the Super Family Computer 
(Super Nintendo, or SNES in the 
United States), which released 
in 1990. The Super Famicom 
was superior to the Mega Drive 
in every way except for process- 
ing power. Nintendo made up 
for this by bundling the system 
with “Super Mario World.” The 
Super Famicom was successful 
in Japan, but to compete with 
the Genesis in the United States 
it needed a bit more steam. 

Genesis had more games, 
a lower price and an edgier at- 
titude. The two companies com- 
peted in price-drop wars and ag- 
gressive advertising.

Most of the children’s mov- 
ies to come out the last few years 
are 3D computer animation or 
live-action with 3D animated 
main characters.

quickly forgiven when watching 
your favorite childhood monkey 
get into and out of trouble. This 
film will definitely remind you 
just how much you’ve always 
wanted a monkey. 

The nostalgic value isn’t 
the only positive thing about 
this movie. The cast of “Curious 
George” gives the characters of 
the film fitting voices, most no- 
table of whom is Will Ferrell as 
the Man in the Yellow Hat and 
the voice of Nibbler from “Fu- 
turama” as the title character. 
Rounding out the rest of the 
characters are David Cross, Dick 
Van Dyke, Drew Barrymore and 
Eugene Levy. 


The music in the movie 
is provided by Jack Johnson, 
which may or may not be a 
good thing. 

The movie is refreshingly, 
entirely kid-friendly. There are 
no adult jokes and nothing you 
will have to explain to young- 
sters seeing it. 

“Curious George” may not 
have the adult humor that many 
children’s movies have to keep 
the elders happy, but it should 
still be enjoyable to anyone who 
sees it. If you liked the books 
when you were a kid (and you 
did if you ever were a kid), then 
you will like the movie that 
brings the monkey to life.

or signs are provided for display 
in a visible and prominent place 
such as on a residence hall door 
or window. 

“Displaying the Safe Space 
symbol will tell GLBT students 
and staff that the particular indi- 
vidual strives for understanding, 
wishes to be trusted in conversa- 
tion regarding sexual orientation, 
and is supportive of sexual orien- 
tation issues,” said Erica Wurm, 
the Wigen Hall Director, who 
feels it’s important that GLBT 
students at the University of Wis- 
consin-Stout know that “they are 
not alone if they are struggling 
with issues related to their 
sexual or gender identity. 
There are places for 
them to go if they need 
someone to talk with 
or just a place that they 
can be themselves.

Every two seconds, 
someone in America 
needs blood, according to 
the American Red Cross 
blood bulletin. The blood 
that is donated is used for 
bone marrow transplants, 
heart and kidney trans- 
plants and it also helps acci- 


dent victims, premature babies 
and cancer and leukemia pa- 
tients, just to name a few. 

“One out of every ten 
people admitted to the hospital 
needs blood, so it’s important 
that we have the blood supply 
when it is needed,” said An- 
derson.

American Red Cross blood 
facts, only five percent of 
Americans who are eligible to 
give blood actually do so an- 
nually. The need for blood is 
constant, and donating blood 
is a safe and simple process. 
The donation process usu- 
ally takes about one hour. Do- 
nors need to sign in and they 
will be asked some basic health 
questions. Then, the staff will 
check the donor’s blood pres- 
sure and temperature and test 
their iron levels. The ac- 
tual blood donation 
only takes approxi- 
mately 10 minutes. 
After donating, there 
are refreshments and 
snacks, which help 
to replace important 
fluids. 
The American 
Red Cross lists some 
basic requirements for 
donating blood. Donors 
must be at least 17 years 
old, weigh at least 110 
pounds and most important- 
ly, donors must not have a 
cold, sore throat or flu. Also, 
there may be some restric- 
tions on a person’s ability to 
donate if they have traveled 
outside of the United States 
recently. 
“Fewer and fewer people 
qualify, so it’s up to those

who do qualify to give,” said 
Dr. Bruce Maylath, associate 
professor and director for the 
technical communication de- 
partment. 

“(I donate blood] because 
it helps,” said Nate Kennedy, 
a senior in technical communi- 
cation. “It’s not like it takes a 
long time and it doesn’t hurt.” 

“There is no reason for me 
not to,” said Kennedy. 

People often get very busy 
and may not have the time to 


donate blood, but the blood 
mobiles help to make the pro- 
cess easier. Anyone interested 
in donating at the American 
Red Cross Blood Drive on 
campus may sign up at www.

The process is very simple 
and a confirmation e-mail will 
be sent out.

On Saturday, Feb. 18, the 
United States of America earned 
a gold medal with a new Olympic 
record along with controversy. 

Shani Davis became the first 
African-American male athlete 
to ever win an individual gold 
medal in a winter Olympics. 
February is black history month, 
so this is just in time. The 23- 
year-old from Chicago picked up 
skating in the first grade when his 
mother’s co-worker suggested he 
should try it. 

Now Davis holds the Olym- 
pic record for speed skating. But 
with all the attention drawn to- 
ward his let down to the Ameri- 
can speed skating team, his ac- 
complishment seems blurred. 

Just two days before Davis 
was to compete with his team in 
the speed skating event, he de- 
cided to drop out without helping 
his team earn another Olympic 
gold medal. 

Davis lost United States 
funding because he refused to 
remove a Dutch logo from his 
body suit. By refusing to remove 
the logo it showed a little disre- 
spect toward the United States 
and resulted in an unhealthy re- 
lationship with the country he is 
supposed to be representing. 

“Tt’s really hard to question 
someone’s patriotism,” said Da- 

vis. There’s a war going on.

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say? People make choices. Just 
because I don’t wear a bunch of 
USA speed skating stuff doesn’t 
mean I don’t love my country.” 

Chad Hedrick, five time 
gold medalist and speed skater 
on the U.S. team, criticized Da- 
vis for not being a team player. 
With Davis not competing in the 
team event he was supposed to, 
the United States did not obtain 
a medal. Chad feels that Davis 
didn’t want him to earn another 
medal and that he used that as 
a reason not to compete with 
the team. 

“I respect the talent Shani 
has, but we don’t have the same 
outlook on things,” said Hed- 
rick in regarding his confusion 
concerning Davis. “I’m here to 
be part of team USA not just for 
[focus on] individual events.” 

Hedrick did compete in in- 
dividual events as well, but he 
didn’t ignore the team that he 
represents at these Olympics. 

Davis went on to say that he 
thought speed skating was more 
of an individual event rather than 
a team event and that he wasn’t 
trying to hold Hedrick back on 
any of his accomplishments, be 
it team or individual. 

Being one of the few black 
males to compete in the winter 
games, Shani expressed many 
feelings about what it’s like to be 
the only fish in the sea. 

“Most black athletes choose 
track and field, basketball and 
other sports, but I chose a dif- 
ferent route,” said Davis. “I 
love what I do and wanted to be 
the best.” 

Shani said that for as long as 
he can remember he dreamed of 
winning an Olympic gold medal 
in his favorite event: the 1,000 
meter. He not only accomplished 
this goal, but he now holds the 
world record for it. 

“Tt’s a breakthrough, and if 
people in America are excited to 
have a black Olympic champion, 
then ’'m happy I can make 
them happy,’ Davis 
said responding to 
the  controver- 
sial issues sut-

During the indoor track and 
field season the University of 
Wisconsin-Stout has proved it- 
self superior to nearly all oppo- 
nents, and is now on on the verge 
of advancing up to five athletes 
to the NCAA championships.

made provisional qualifications 
in the 55 meter high hurdles. He 
is currently tied for seventh place 
in the national ranking with a 
time of 7.73 seconds. His time 
is a mere .02 from breaking the 
school record. He is also in the 
top ten for the long jump. 

“TLeech] has been consistent 
and is continually improving as 
the season has progressed,” said 
Bucholtz. “It’s great working 
with him because he is always 
making progress and is excited 
about what he does.” 

Another freshman mak- 
ing strides early in his career is 
Kendall Wade. Wade participates 
in multiple events but is stand- 
ing out in the 55 meter dash and 
high hurdles. 

He is currently eighth in the 
conference with a time of 6.58 
seconds in the dash. His 7.92 
seconds in the hurdles also has 
him in eighth overall. 

Wade is on the board in 
two other events with a tenth 
place standing in the 200 meter 
dash and a tie for sixth in the 
high jump. 

“T have big expectations for 
Wade in the upcoming meets as 
well as for his future college ca- 
reer,” said Bucholtz. 

Representing the veteran 
talent are Ryan Kawski and Ryan 
Carpenter. Both juniors have 
showed us a lot in the past, but 
will be looking to rise to the top 
this season. 

Kawski set a new school 
record in the 35 pound weight 
throw. His throw of 56 feet, 
8.5 inches met the provision- 
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al mark for the NCAA for the 
national meet. 

“Kawski is looking for re- 
demption after he made the quali- 
fications for the Outdoor Nation- 
als as a freshman but missed them 
last year,” said Bucholtz. “He 
works hard and is a great team 
leader for the throw crew.” 

Carpenter made provisional 
qualifications in the triple jump 
with 46 feet, 1.5 inches. This is 
just short of the school record of 
46 feet, 3.25 inches. 

“Carpenter has been solid 
all year,” said Bucholtz. “He has 
won every meet he’s competed 
in, setting himself up for the high 
jump in the NCAA championship 
meet.” 

The Blue Devil women’s 
track team has been adamant 
about being heard this season. 
Currently the team is ranked no. 
22 nationally and there are sev- 
eral athletes who placed high, 
making some noise at large invi- 
tational meets. 

“We have many outstand- 
ing freshmen, more than 20 new 
faces on this year’s team,” said 
coach Joe Harlan. 

“Katee Rosburg, Abby Ek- 
man, Christine Pineur, Kelly 
Schachtner and Pam Sellberg 
have all had big improvements 
from their high school marks 
and they have only been in a few 
meets so far.

RELAY FOR LIFE 
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Felons employed by UW

In 2004, Scott Orme 
was taken into custody at 


the University of Wisconsin- 
Stout because he was- facing 
allegations of interstate travel 
with a minor as well as trying 
to have sexual relations with the 
same minor. Orme is no longer 
under the UW System’s payroll, 
but a recent audit found that 40 
convicted felons are employed 
by the UW System. 

The audit was done by the 
Legislative Audit Bureau last 
November and details of the 
final report were released last 
Tuesday. Two of the employees 
committed homicide in the 
1970s and four of them are child 
sex offenders. 

“Safety and security for 
our students and employees are 
always priority number one,” 


said Kevin Reilly, president of 
the UW System. 

Reilly plans on reviewing 
all of the felonies to see if they 
are related to the jobs the felons 
currently have. 

“We'll keep looking for 
new ways to ensure controls in 
our campus day care centers and 
health-care facilities, residence 
halls, classrooms, financial 
management areas and for 
students and staff through the 
UW System,” said Reilly: 

“As the audit recommends, 
we will determine the types 
of jobs for which background 
checks should be conducted, and 
promulgate system-wide policies 
for conducting these checks of 
candidates for employment.” 

Of the 40 felons, three were 
faculty, four were academic 


’ staff, 32 were classified staff and 


one was a student. 


“For an institution — that 
prides itself on being a leader 
in research it seems they have 
dropped the ball on the most basic 
research-background checks,” 
said Rep. Samantha Kerkman, a 
Wisconsin law maker. 

UW-Madison employs 
more than half of the felons, 
topping the list with 27. UW- 
Stout does not have any felons 
on their payroll but UW-Eau 
Claire employs two. 

Since the audit was done in 
November, 12 of the employees 
have been fired. 

The audit was originally 
started because three UW- 
Madison professors were 
allowed to keep their jobs after 
being convicted of felonies. One 
of them has since been fired and 
Madison is looking into firing 
the others.

Is Red Cedar Hall leaking? 


Was it a desi gn error or a natural nappa”. ig?

In the past couple months, 
the residents of Red Cedar Hall 
have become aware of leaking in 
the building. Though not a new 
issue for the building, leaking 
has been an irritation for the past 
few months. 

Shirley Klebesadel, asociate 
director of the Physical Plant at 
University of Wisconsin-Stout, 
explained that the reason for 
the leaking was not a building 
malfunction on any level. 

The leaking is actually a 
natural process called curing, 
which means that the concrete 
beams that construct the 
building are naturally letting 
out some of the water that 
makes the concrete. 

“The leaking is an issue 
but not a building failure” said 
Klebesadel. 


Concrete has four 
ingredients, water, sand, cement, 
and aggregate (stone). There are 
more than 1,700 concrete beams 
that hold up Red Cedar Hall. 

In order to secure the 
building and hold all the weight 
the concrete beams, which 
usually have three cylindrical 
holes through the center, needed 
to be filled. 

The filling makes the beams 
more supportive but traps the . 
water that would naturally 


"escape. 


The top of these concrete 
beams are also covered with a 
layer of cement that is the floor 
for the next level up. 

The only place for water to 
naturally be expelled, is through 
the bottom. Thus, the reason for 
the leaking.

the Office of State Employment 
Relations and the Legislature, 
to put together a sound and 
consistent policy, on the use of 
background checks across the 
system,” said Reilly. 

“We are also reviewing the 
cases of the 40 employees cited 
in the audit to determine if any 
actions are necessary.” 

The Board of Regents has 
already proposed a plan that 
would allow the UW System to 
immediately take action if any 
of its employees are accused of 
felonies or other serious crimes. 

‘Though it seems like there 
may be a lot of employed 
felons, the total number of those 
convicted is only one-tenth of 
one percent of those employed. 

Thirty-five ofthe employees 
are on parole or probation, four 
of them are incarcerated and 


for the 


year, mostly because they were 
working in jobs in which they 
had little control over what they 
did, but were pushed harder to 
produce more products. Also, 
the study found that three times 
as many workers began using 
drugs within the year because of 
their working environments and 
inability to cope.

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Rise of the PlayStation The mi 


The late ‘90s saw the advent of the Nintendo’s 64 and GameCube consoles, Sony’s PlayStation consoles 
and Microsoft’s Xbox console. Somewhere along the way, Sega lost the will or the capability to compete.

When entering the video 
game market with its PlaySta- 
tion, Sony faced several obsta- 
cles from its checkered past. 

Not only had Nintendo 
disgraced them at the Con- 
sumer Electronics Show of 
1994, but Sony also had a poor 
history in the field of enter- 
tainment software. 

In addition, there were in- 
ternal conflicts between Ken 
Kutaragi—the engineer who 
created the PlayStation—and 
Steve Race, president of Sony 
Computer Entertainment of 
America (SCEA) about how the 
PlayStation should be priced 
and marketed. 

Steve Race left SCEA 
shortly before the PlayStation 
was released in 1995. The Play- 
Station’s retail price was $299. 

That same year, Nintendo 
unleashed their 64-bit car- 
tridge-based system at a trade 
show in Japan. Its central 
game, “Super Mario 64,” was 
built around a fascination for 
amusement park rides. 

Along with its unique con- 
troller, the Nintendo 64 (N64) 
experienced phenomenal launch 
triumphs in both Japan and the 
United States in 1996. 

Meanwhile, Sega was 
slowly slipping away from the 
console market. Its 32-bit sys- 
tem, the Saturn, had a small li- 
brary and an expensive launch 
price of $399. 


Due to the higher prices of 
their games relative to those of 
the PlayStation, the Saturn was 
quickly overcome. 

By the time Sega pulled the 
plug on the Saturn, it had only 
sold two million units in the 
United States. 

Far from giving up, Sega al- 
ready had another console up its 
sleeve, the Dreamcast. Unfortu- 
nately, this too would eventually 
fail in competition with Sony. 
Sega would never again regain 
its contender status. 

Meanwhile, Nintendo and 


_ Sony were the head-butting rams 


of the video game market. 

There were debates about 
the virtues of cartridges over 
discs (and vice versa), price drop 
was followed by price drop and 
trash-talk about whose games 
were selling more. 

During this era, Nintendo 
lost Squaresoft, one of their most 
valuable third-party partners and 
the developer of the famed “Fi- 
nal Fantasy” series. 

By mid-1996, more than 5 
million PlayStations had been 
shipped worldwide. While 
initially viewed as wasteful 
and risky, the PlayStation had 
quickly turned into their biggest 
product of the ‘90s, accounting 
for 40 percent of Sony Elec- 
tronics’ revenues. 

When the PlayStation 2 was 
released in 2000, it was one of 
the most anticipated system 


_ launches in history. 


Its launch also focused 
more on selling the hardware 


rather than the software, an un- 
usual twist in the market. None- 
theless, the PlayStation 2 was 
an instant hit in both Japan and 
the United States. 

During this time, Nintendo 
was reclusively planning their 
next system, giving the media 
very little upon which to specu- 
late until the GameCube, previ- 
ously codenamed Dolphin, was 
unveiled at their annual trade 
show in 2000. 

That same year, Microsoft 
chairman Bill Gates announced 
his company’s intention to jump 
on the console bandwagon. 

On Nov. 15, 2001, a Toys R’ 
Us in New York was decked out 
in black and green to commemo- 
rate the console’s launch, which 
had been backed up by a $500 
million marketing campaign. 

Three days later, Nintendo 
launched the GameCube in the 
United States. 

This concludes the video 
game history miniseries. Of 
course, had there been space, there 
are other subjects in history worth 
greater detail, such as handhelds 
and lawsuits; but if you’re inter- 
ested in more information there 
are other great resources. 

A few worth checking out 
are “Phoenix: The Fall and 
Rise of Videogames” by Leon- 
ard Herman; “The Ultimate 
History of Video Games” by 
Steven Kent; “Game Over” 
by David Sheff; “Smartbomb” 
by Heather Chaplin and Aaron 
Ruby and “Opening the Xbox” 
by Dean Takahashi.

For four years I have driven 
through Menomonie on Broad- 
way past North Campus, making 
trips to Wal-Mart and only glanc- 
ing’at the old building known as 
Wilson Place Museum next door 
to the Student Health Center. 

Recently I had the opportuni- 
ty to tour the museum, and barely 
fifteen minutes into the tour I was 
so buried in the world that ex- 
isted in the old house that when 
I looked out the windows on the 
second floor landing to view the 


lake and the highway with all ~ 


the cars racing by, I had almost 
forgotten they existed. I traveled 
back and forth on the highway 
so often, and suddenly, it was the 
highway that seemed intrusive. 

In 1859, the land on which the 
house now stands was purchased 
from the Knapp, Stout & Co. by 
Captain William Wilson, and a 
house was built upon it. Captain 
Wilson was married twice and had 
11 children, nine of whom were 
by his second wife. In 1893, upon 
Captain Wilson’s death, the Wil- 
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son Place house went to his tenth 
child, daughter Angeline, who 
married James Huff Stout. Rough- 
ly 10 years after Senator Stout 
passed away, Captain Wilson’s 
grandson, George LaPointe (son 
of Captain Wilson’s fifth child 
Jane Wilson), took responsibility 
of the estate along with his wife, 
Irene Walker. 

It’s interesting to note that 
in 1922, The Stout Home (Wil- 
son Place Museum) was offered 
to the Stout Institute by Angeline 
Stout (widow of Senator Stout), 
including 20 acres that came with 
the house. The Board of Trustees 
was reluctant to accept the gift, 
taking into consideration the con- 
tinual upkeep that would need to 
be performed on the house. 

The opposition was overcome, 
however, due in part to a financial 
donation from Mrs. Stout for imme- 
diate repairs on the home, and The 
Stout Home became property of the 
Stout Institute. 

Sadly, not two years after the 
home was turned over to the In- 
stitute, did it revert back into the 
hands of Angeline Stout. She did 
not believe the building and the

grounds were being properly cared 
for; the house had been broken 
into and had also become a favor- 
ite “party house” for students. 

The state legislature did little 
to rectify the situation, and the 
home of the university’s founder 
did not remain a part of the in- 


stitution he began. This was a 
great loss, especially in terms of 
the 20, now invaluable, acres that 
were included with the house. 

In all, three different genera- 
tions of families dwelled in Wil- 
son Place: the Wilsons, the Stouts 
and the LaPointes. Each -family 


adapted the house to their own 
liking during their lives, making 
significant changes to the home 
over the years.

The Writing Center, located 
in room 413 of Harvey Hall, is 
open to all students at all levels 
of writing. Assistant professors 
of English Dr. Andrea Muldoon 
and Dr. Kristin Risley began 
discussing ideas for the campus 
Writing Center last year. The 
center first opened its doors in 
September 2005, after receiving 
support from a variety of campus 
officials and departments. 

The Writing Center is not a 
professional editing service, but 
rather a tutoring center. What 
this means is that students are 
able to meet with a tutor and 
work collaboratively to enhance 
their writing skills. The tutoring 
sessions are free and confiden- 
tial, and the center works with 
students at undergraduate and 
graduate levels. 

“The goal of the center is 
to help students enhance their 
skills and confidence as writ- 
rs,” said Muldoon. 

“T think it’s important that 
students and people at UW-Stout 
know that we are not just a reme- 
dial center; we also get some very 
good writers,” said Risley. 

The center focuses on all 
stages of the writing process. 
Tutors help students in a variety 
of areas, such as brainstorming, 
research skills, editing and APA 
and MLA documentation. 

“Tutors can also work with 
students on non-course-related 
writing projects, such as resumes, 
cover letters and scholarship es- 
says,” said Muldoon. 


The tutors also work with 
English as a Second Language 
(ESL) students. 

The primary highlight of the 
center is that it allows students 
to work with their peers in order 
to enhance their abilities as writ- 
ers. Ifa student was just assigned 
a huge research project and they 
don’t know where to begin, they 
can meet with a tutor and work 
collaboratively to plan and orga- 
nize their research. Tutors can 
also provide feedback, so. if 
a student has completed a 
paper and would like 
a second opinion, 
the student can 
meet with a tutor. 

The Writing 
Center currently 
contains a variety 
of reference materi- 
als and is in the pro- 
cess of developing 
handouts that stu- 
dents will be able 
to take with them 
and use for future 
reference. 

“T think [the 
Writing Center] 
gives [students] an opportunity 
to develop and fine tune their 
skills as a writer,” said Jordan 
Wegworth, a junior in technical 
communications and a tutor at 
the Writing Center. 

“These are skills that, regard- 
less of major, people are going to 
need after graduation,” said We- 
gworth. 

All of the tutors at the Writ- 
ing Center participated in a two 
day orientation/iraining course 
that focused on various aspects

of tutoring and writing theory. 
Some of the tutors will be gradu- 
ating this spring, so Muldoon and 
Risley will be looking for new tu- 
tors later this spring. 

Risley and Muldoon are hop- 
ing to expand the Writing Center 
in a variety of ways. _ 

“The Writing Center is part 
of a much larger mission and 
we’re looking at improving writ- 
ing and writers,’ said Risley. 
“Eventually we would like to 

be doing workshops and 
’ seminars.” 

Risley and 
Muldoon are also 
looking into the 
possibility of of- 
fering _ tutoring 
in satellite areas 
and online. 

Students can 
make = appoint- 
ments by visiting 
the center, but 

are encouraged 
to call ahead at 
232-5284. Stu- 
dents can select 
either a 30 or 60 
minute appoint- 
ment depending on the assignment 
or help desired. 

“To date, the Center has 
been successful,” said Muldoon. 
“We’ve conducted hundreds of 
tutorials with students from a 
variety of majors/disciplines and 
have had several return clients.” 

Students are encouraged to 
check out the Writing Center and 
to use this resource to help them 
with all areas of their writing.

When bad things happen to 
us, we have a tendency to think 
life is rough and unfair. Seldom 
do we ever stop to think about 
how we got to be where we are 
in the first place and where we 
could be if things didn’t happen 
a certain way for our parents, our 
grandparents and their parents. 

‘This week, two writers 
came to the University of Wis- 
consin-Stout to speak on issues 
of white privilege and racism in 
our society. Both are civil rights 
activists who have spent consid- 
erable time working to curb in- 
stitutional racial injustice. 

Tim Wise and Molly Sec- 
ours spoke at a series 
of events from Sunday, 
Feb. 26, through Tues- 
day, Feb. 28. 

Molly Secours has 
been active against rac- 
ism for the past 8 to 10 
years and has worked 
to spread her message 
as a journalist, documentary 
filmmaker and lecturer. At UW- 
Stout, she spoke of a need for 
more education in schools and 
communities on the realities of 
white privilege in this country. 

“There has never been a 
national dialogue on race,” said 
Secours. “We went from slavery 
to emancipation to Jim Crow 
laws to civil rights.” 

Secours spoke of how white 
Americans are brought up to 
be silent about black history in 
America, partly because it is 
such an overwhelming issue and 
partly because whites are afraid 
of being considered racists if 
they bring up the topic. Because 
of this silence, she says, the na- 
tion has never gone through a 
healing process. 
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Activists speak on white privilege 


Secours calls for colleges to 
make African American studies 
a requirement. 

“Tn most places, you have to 
choose to take African American 
history,” said Secours. “Every- 
one should have to take it. 

Secours currently works 
with minority juveniles, who 
have come through the legal 
system, to help them document 
institutional injustice on film. 

Tim Wise, author of White 
Like Me: Reflections on Race 
from a Privileged Son, and Af- 
jirmative Action: Racial Pref- 
erence in Black and White, is a 
prominent leader of the contem- 
porary civil rights movement. 

“The only reason I’m here 
today [...] is because I’m white,”

said Wise. 

On Monday night, Wise be- 
gan by explaining how he had 
access to a college education, 
even though he did not come 
from a rich family. 

“T was born into an opportu- 
nity structure,” said Wise. 

Wise said that white fami- 
lies have always been privi- 
leged, such as having greater job 
opportunities than their minority 
counterparts. 

“Latino and black college 
grads have a higher unemploy- 
ment rate than white high school 
dropouts,” said Wise. 

Because of this privilege, 
Wise explained, white families 
have been able to accumulate 
and pass down their wealth. 

According to Secours and 
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Wise, the common belief among 
Americans that everyone can 
“pull themselves up by their 
bootstraps.” ; 

They said it is this belief 
perpetuates the stereotype that 
minorities don’t work as hard 
because they tend to fail more 
than whites; yet, they tend to fail 
because whites are privileged. 

“When we impose these 
ideas on [minorities], we impose 
more inequalities,” said Sec- 
ours. 

Many whites would say that 
problems of inequality that have 
been passed down are not their 
fault because they were not the 
ones who caused it. 

Wise addressed this argu- 
ment with a classic story about a 
college roommate who 
left a pot of gumbo soup 
in the kitchen for days. 
No one else would take 
responsibility for it, be- 
cause they didn’t make 
the mess. 

“When we — get 
tired of living in the 
residue of what someone else 
[has done], we get acclimated to 
the smell and no one will clean it 
up,” said Wise, likening the old, 
rank food in his roommate’s pot 
on the stove to the institutional 


_ racism set in place long ago. 


Secours described racism as 
a tool to defend white suprema- 
cy, and she said white privilege 
also acts as a reward system to 
hold that supremacy in place. 

“Just wanting racism to end 
isn’t enough to stop it,” said Sec- 
ours. “If I see [racism] and don’t 
point it out or say anything about 
it, 1 am contributing to it.” 

“We don’t just have to [help 
minorities] fit in,” said Wise. 
“We have to learn ... how we fit 
into [the minorities’] world.”

One 
of them is made of silk and real 
silver and is so delicate it cannot 
be moved without causing dam- 
age to the silk. I saw a parasol 
belonging to Angeline Stout that 
was brought back from her year- 
long honeymoon in the Orient 
with Senator Stout. 

Did you know that the Wil- 
son Place House had indoor 
plumbing—a full seven years 
before the White House had full 


- indoor plumbing? 


~ Walking into the personal 
bathroom of Angeline Stout, in op- 
eration more than 100 years ago, 
I could hardly tell it apart from a 
modern bathroom of today. 

It includes a bathtub, sink, 
toilet and separate shower (which 
incidentally was never used by 
the Wilsons when they built the 
home and was installed only be- 
cause showers were popular in 
Europe at the time). The facili- 
ties were so ahead of their time 
that when the LaPointes moved 
into the house the bathroom was 
never remodeled. 

Also very impressive was the 
grounds architect of the 20 acres 
that surrounded the mansion 
(now covered by the highway, 
the Student Health Center, and 
dorm buildings), who happened 
to be the same man who created 
Central Park in New York 

The entire collection of 


artifacts in the home—includ- 
ing the modern gadgets in the 
kitchen, the imported marble 
fireplaces, the custom made fur- 
niture and the buzzer that would 
ring the hired help and tell them 
which toom they were being ~ 
called to—all demonstrate very 
overtly the extreme wealth of 
the Wilsons, the Stouts and the 
LaPointes. 

It is truly amazing and hard 
to believe, even when standing 
within the house, that such a 
place exists here in Menomonie 
and is available to the public. 

As you can imagine, the mu- 
seum is very expensive to main- 
tain, and because it is now a non- 
profit organization run entirely 
by volunteers, viewing times are 
limited. The museum is open on 
Memorial Day and Labor Day 
weekends both Friday and Satur- 
day from | to 5 p.m. :

Tuition has doubled in four years 


Executive Officers Association. 

In the budget that passed in 
2003, there was a $250 million 
cut for education, and two years 
later the budget merely broke 
even for education. 

This has meant a raise in 
tuition over the past four years 
of 51 percent. 

“Democracy is an ongoing 
experiment that is _ linked 
inextricably to our ensuring as 
many of our citizens as possible 
have the opportunity to benefit 
from higher learning,” said 
Clifton Conrad, a professor at 
the UW-Madison. 

He believes that higher 
education should be for all 
Americans no matter what their 
backgrounds or lifestyles. 

“This kind of ongoing trend 
undercuts the very foundation 
of democracy, mainly that an 
educated citizenry is what fuels 
a democracy.” 

The Board of Regents is 
telling the stories of students 
“who aren’t going to be able to 
go to the university anymore 
because tuition is going up and 
state support is going down,” 
said Regent Charles Pruitt. 

There are many reasons 
for the reduction in funding 
though, said Regent President 
David Walsh.

purposeful,” said Walsh. He still 
believes that higher education 
will need more public money.

“Tm encouraged by my 
conversations with people from 
both sides of the aisle,” said 
Walsh. “TI feel better now than I 
did a year and a half ago.” 

Students are still feeling the 
crunch of the new numbers. 

“When my brother went to 
school here he didn’t have to pay 
for a laptop or for any more than 
12 credits,” said Matt Erickson, 
a sophomore undecided major. 
“Tm paying in a year what he 
was paying in two and it sucks.” 

Erickson also mentioned 
that he works nearly full-time to 
cover the expenses of living and 
paying tuition. 

“Hopefully Pll pay off my 
loans by the time I retire,” said 
Erickson. 

Walsh says the economy and 
“competing constituencies,” like 
corrections, Medicaid, and K- 
12 education are reasons for the 
progressive downwards slope of 
funding for education. 

The findings for the study 
were on the combination of the 
universities as well as technical 
colleges. Donald Mash, the UW 
executive senior president, said 
that Wisconsin appears to be 
doing a lot more with a lot less 
than many other places. 

He also noted that the 
universities and technical 
colleges are normally more 
richly funded than others. 


Drug bust finds marijuana 


Four rooms raided and 10 people arrested

On Wednesday, March 
1, the Menomonie Police 
Department aided three 


vehicles and four University of 
Wisconsin-Stout dorm rooms 
in search of marijuana. 

Their search was successful 
and they collected an unknown 
amount of the drug. 

The following Monday, 
March 6, 10 people were 
arrested in connection with the 
marijuana, nine of which are 
students at UW-Stout. 

All that were arrested are 


suspected of dealing drugs. 
The police confiscated 
marijuana, cash and _ three 


vehicles. They searched four 
rooms in four different residence 
halls as well as a couple of off- 
campus rentals and a duplex. 


“Having something like 
this where we have seven 
search warrants and 10 people 
get arrested, I think, is pretty 
significant for our town,” said 
Sergeant Steven Chronis of the 
Menomonie Police Department. 

All of the suspects are 
thought to be from the Green 
Bay area or the Twin Cities and 
are aged between 18 and 25. 

“With a student base of this 
population, there is going to be a 
couple cases like this one from 
time and again that will happen,” 
said Ryan Wilson, university 
spokesman. “This is a rare case, 
it’s not the norm.” 

Police are not releasing any 
more information at this time and 
no names have been released.

Fossum, a study abroad advisor 
for the OIE. “It’s not always the 
destination, it’s the experience.” 

Studying abroad can help 
students to gain knowledge about 
different countries and cultures. 
that can be helpful in work situ- 
ations as well as social situations. 
Studying abroad enables students 
to expand their view of the world 
while adding experience to their 
resume and completing credits in 
their degree program. 

All students that study abroad 
are required to attend a pre-de- 
parture orientation, which is also 
open to parents and guardians. 

It is not necessary for stu- 
dents to know the language of 
the country they want to study in, 
though it can be helpful. Students 
earn credits for any class that they 
successfully complete abroad. 
Those credits are then transferred 
back to UW-Stout and accounted 
for, but they do not get calculated 
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the OIE to get more information 
regarding the cost and require- 
ments of specific programs. 

The earlier students think 
about studying abroad, the more 
time they have to save up for their 
trip. Also, if financial aid will be 
required to help with funding, it 
is important to talk to them early 
enough so that all of the paper- 
work can be completed. 

There is a variety of resourc- 
es to help students fund their trip 
abroad, but students need to al- 
low themselves time to look into 
these resources. 

Each program has an ap- 
plication deadline. Typically, to 
study abroad for a fall semester, 
the deadline is March and for a 
spring semester the deadline is 
Oct. 1. 

So, suppose you’re interest- 
ed in studying abroad but aren’t 
sure where to begin. 

“TStudents] should come up 
and talk to us and also talk with 
their academic advisor or pro- 
gram director,” said Smith. 

“J think the more people you 
talk to can help you make a de- 
cision,” said Vickie Kuester, as- 
sociate director of International 


into your GPA. Education at UW-Stout.

Students that are interested 
in studying abroad should try to 
start planning at least a semester 
beforehand—sooner if possible. 

“A good guideline is a year 
in advance if it’s possible,” said 
Smith. 

The best time to think about 
studying abroad is during a 
student’s sophomore year. Typi- 
cally, students have more general 
courses that need to be completed 
during their sophomore year. Ju- 
niors and seniors can also study 
abroad, but it is sometimes more 
difficult to find courses to fit into 
their degree programs. 

It is also important to think 
ahead in terms of paper work and 
funding. Students can contact 


a general question that’s what 
we’re here for,” said Fossum.

UW System settles suit over Bible studies

After much controversy, the 
University of Wisconsin System 
has settled their case with Lance 
Steiger, a resident assistant at 
the University of Wisconsin- 
Eau Claire, who was banned 
from hosting Bible studies in the 
basement of his residence hall 
last November. 

The UW System has agreed 
to pay $2,500 in legal fees as 
well as a symbolic $1 in dam- 
ages to Steiger. 

“We’re pleased to have this 
matter resolved,” said Kate Dixon, 
UW System spokeswoman. 

Steiger filed suit against 
the UW System last November 
after officials at UW-Eau Claire 


threatened to take disciplinary 
actions on him if he did not stop 
hosting the Bible studies. 

“T don’t know why they 
thought they could stop peo- 
ple from praying,” said Tom 
Kincaid, an. undecided fresh- 
man. 

The officials brought about 
this action because of a policy 
existing both at UW-Eau Claire 
and UW-Madison that doesn’t 
allow resident assistants to 
recruit, promote, or campaign 
for political or religious groups 
in their buildings. 

Steiger requested and 
received legal help from the 
Arizona Christian legal firm called 
the Alliance Defense Fund. 

The settlement came from 
Madison and was _ possibly 


brought on by the UW System 
Board of Regents creating a 
new policy two weeks ago that 
allows resident assistants to 
host political or religious meet- 
ings in their rooms. The assis- 
tants cannot, however, pres- 
sure others to participate in the 
events. This policy replaced the 
old ones at UW-Eau Claire and 
UW-Madison. 


Steiger claimed that his - 


rights to free speech and reli- 
gious freedom were violated by 
the policy, and he named UW- 
Eau Claire officials, as well as 
the regents, responsible. 

“The university came to the 
right conclusion that the First 
Amendment protects religious 
speech and that this student’s 
rights had been violated,” said 


Kevin Theriot, a 

lawyer for Steiger. 
The issue of 
being allowed to 
hold Bible studies 
in residence halls 
became a contro- 
versial issue that 
received much 
attention from reli- 
gious groups and 
advocates for free 
speech throughout 
the state and nation. 
The Stout 
Student Association 
(SSA) made a 
motion to support 
Steiger back in 
November when the 

incident occurred.

Recently, a man was sen- 
tenced to prison time in Aus- 
tria for denying the Holocaust 
and riots have broken out over 
cartoons depicting the prophet 
Muhammad from a Danish 
newspaper. 

Both of these seem- 
ingly disparate events have one 

‘important issue tied to them: 
freedom of speech. 

Freedom of speech is a 
fascinating topic. How fully 
should one embrace it?

When fully embraced, all 
forms have to be given equal 
protection and equal legitimacy.

This freedom of speech cre- 
ates justifications for offensive 
acts (i.e. KKK rallies) that could 
have violent repercussions.

Violence should only be a 
last resort, but when all other op- 
tions are exhausted, it becomes 
necessary to act.

Spike Lee’s “The Inside Man” 
is a heist movie with a few new 
tricks up its sleeve. 


An intelligent bank robber 


(Clive Owen) with a perfect 
plan is robbing a bank, and this 
has unnaturally drawn the at- 
tention of the bank president 
(Christopher Plummer). A de- 
tective (Denzel Washington) that 
wouldn t normally get the chance 
is assigned to be the negotiator 
for the situation and a wicked 
woman with a lot of power and 
some sort of legal background is 


hired to look after the interests 
of the bank president. 


JB: With an all-star cast con- 
sisting of Denzel Washington, 
Clive Owen, Jodie Foster and 
Willem Dafoe, the film fea- 
tures excellent performances all 
around. Clive Owen plays one 
of his typical roles, but Denzel is 
seen in a slightly more humorous 
role than he is usually allowed. 

WB: Most of the starring 
cast played roles that they 
aren’t usually assigned: Foster 
is an uptight, snobbish, busi- 
nesslike consultant and Dafoe 
is a seemingly impatient SWAT 
commander. 

With most of the entire film 
taking place in and around the 
bank, dialogue carries the story 
along with the thrilling aspect of 
how Owen’s character is going 
to pull off his perfect plan. 

JB: The robbery plan devised 


by Owen’s character takes ele- 
ments from previous heist films, 
but still kept me guessing and 
never seems unoriginal. The sto- 
ry is a break from director Spike 
Lee’s usual style, but the direct- 
ing is still characteristic of him. 

The New York look of the film 
is fresh for a heist film like this 
that could have been marred by 
a lesser director trying to make 
‘another “Snatch.” 

WB: The editing and musical 
choices kept the movie moving 
along without being too obvi- 
ous or repetitive. The simple set 
location was realistic enough to 
be intriguing. 

Unlike his previous films, Lee 
pulls off a mainstream movie 
with an A-list of stars that loses 
the concept of actually making 
you think while watching.

Having a loyal fan base 
is perhaps the most important 


thing an independent musical ‘ 


group can have. Non-main- 
stream bands and musicians rely 
on positive word-of-mouth in 
order to gain a reputation and 
achieve success. 

Prior to the arrival on cam- 
pus of Trampled by Turtles, a 
buzz-worthy —_ indie-bluegrass 
band from Duluth, their live 
album was unabashedly de- 
nounced in a Stoutonia CD re- 
view. This review was not well 
versed in Trampled by Turtles’ 
musical genre. 

The reviewer stated his 
opinion honestly and for that he 
must be commended.

Stunning 3-D graphics, a 
vividly colorful world, enchant- 
ing characters, mesmerizing, 
fast-paced battle sequences and 
a rich orchestra of music. 

“Kingdom of Loathing” 
(KoL) has absolutely none of 
these, but it’s still a great game 
to play. It’s a one of a kind com- 
edy Web-based role-playing 
game that focuses on single- 
player gameplay. 

The humor of KoL is rooted 
in pop culture, including refer- 
ences to Monty Python, Harry 
Potter and “Hitchhiker’s Guide 
to the Galaxy” to name a few. 
The art of KoL centers on stick 
figures, which only adds to the 
comedic effect. 

The game’s general silliness 
and wackiness is made clear 
from the beginning when you 
choose your character’s profes- 
sion, which has Seal Clubber 
and Accordion Thief listed as 
options. The items, characters, 
locations and weapons (“cool 
whip”) have been endowed with 
goofy names. 

One of the best things about

KoL is-its variety and freedom. 
After completing the Toot Ori- 
ole’s tests and a couple of pre- 
liminary quests from the Coun- 
cil of Loathing, the game really 
opens up. However, there’s noth- 
ing to tie you down and no linear 
sequence dictating when to com- 
plete things. Once new areas are 
open, you’re free to explore at 
will, even if you haven’t finished 
a previous quest. ; 
There are more than 1,000 
items in the game, some of 
which can be combined. There’s 
a Daily Dungeon that changes 
everyday and frequently up- 
dates to add to the already vast 
assortment of things to do. It’s 


almost confusing at times to 
decide what to do next. 

As for the mechanics, : it 
couldn’t get simpler. The battles 
are turn-based, so you don’t 
have to worry about getting 
pummeled while deciding how 
to finish off the enemy. Getting 
to new or previous areas is just a 
button-click away. 

KoL is not without flaws, 
its biggest being its limit of 40 
“adventures” per day. An adven- 
ture is usually either one battle 
or one exploration screen, which 
dwindles quickly. The adven- 
tures rollover or reset daily, but 
you can only save up to 200 ad- 
ventures. Forty per day is barely

enough to get anything done, 
especially if you’re in an area 
looking for a specific item. The 
good news about that is it curbs 
the game’s addiction. 

To counter this, eating food 
and drinking booze adds a small 
amount of adventures, but your 
character can only eat until 
full or drink until drunk, so the 
amount is limited. If your char- 
acter becomes fully drunk, he or 
she loses all remaining adven- 
tures for the day. 

Another minor annoyance 
is the nightly maintenance. It 
comes at approximately 9:30 
p.m. every night, and interrupts 
your current game. So just as a 
warning, don’t start playing the 
game at 9:28 p.m. Also, the fact 
that KoL isn’t centered on meet- 
ing other players may be a turn- 
off to some gamers. There are no 
parties to form or other ways to 
adventure with other players. 

These small nuisances are 
overturned by the game’s big- 
gest advantage: It’s free of 
charge. All that’s needed is an 
account on their Web site (http:// 
www.kingdomofloathing.com), 
and the game is open for anyone. 
There are no fees to pay in order 
to “unlock” areas or get items 
necessary to complete the game. 

KoL is easy to learn and 
hard to master, but it’s huge, 
humorous and has something 
for everyone.

Students in majors that re- 
quire portfolios can say “good- 
bye” to page protectors, extra 
printing costs and other end-of- 
semester hassles that come with 
assembling a paper-based port- 
folio. 

The University of Wisconsin- 
Stout is in the process of piloting 
e-folio, a Web-based portfolio 
program that acts as a suppository 
for electronic coursework and an 
easy way for students to create a 
Web site for showing their work. 
It dually serves as a course assess- 
ment tool for instructors.

Students in majors such as 
technical communication, art and 
information technology have be- 
gun to register for e-folio, and 
many have the option of using this 
tool for their program portfolios 
this year. 

“Eventually we would like 
[e-folio] to be college-wide,” said 
Jean Haefner, a technology-based 
curriculm designer who has done 
a lot of work with the Web aspect 
of e-folio. 

Technical communication 
majors were offered an e-folio 
workshop on advisement day. Ju- 
lie Zeleznik, assistant Eng- 
lish professor, is helping 
to facilitate the piloting 
process for tech. comm. 
freshmen. 

On advisement day, 
Zeleznik introduced e-fo- 
lio and talked

about the purpose and the benefits 
of e-folio, besides avoiding the 
costs and time put into making pa- 
per-based portfolios. 

“Students can have some- 
thing to show employers after they 
graduate,” said Zeleznik. 

In the past, students wanting 
to include multimedia projects in 
paper-based portfolios had to in- 
clude printed samples of this work 
or include the files on a CD-rom. 
E-folio allows students to more ef- 
fectively show multimedia work 
in its originally intended 
form. 


Once a 
student is reg- 
istered at www. 
folio21.com, the 
student can begin to 

upload files such as 
documents (.doc and .pdf), Power- 
Point presentations (.ppt), images 
(.ai, .psd, .jpg, etc.), Macromedia 
Flash files (.swf), Web site files 
(.html) and other types of files that 
would be viewable by portfolio 
browsers. 

Zeleznik emphasized the im- 
portance of entering descriptions 
of the files as they are uploaded. 

“Tt’s really easy to upload a 
bunch of documents [when you’re 
a freshman],” said Zeleznik, “But

later when it comes time to put 
together a program portfolio or 
prepare a portfolio for an intern- 
ship, you can go back into your 
archive and read important infor- 
mation about documents [you did 
a long time ago],” said Zeleznik. 

Once all the files are up- 
loaded, the student can 
choose from a finite 
list of page layouts 
and color schemes 
to generate a 
simple _port- 
folio Web 
site. This 4 
process 
requires 

no knowl- 
edge of Web 
site development. 

With 100MB of allotted 
space, students can even create mul- 
tiple portfolios for multiple types of 
jobs they’re applying for. 

While e-folio has many ben- 
efits for students, another very im- 
portant purpose for this program 
is to allow instructors to assess 
their courses based on the work in 
students’ portfolios. Descriptions 
and reflections of the work help 
instructors determine whether the 
course is achieving its goals or 
whether the curriculum needs to 
be changed. 

“Grades do not always show 
learning,” said Jane Hendersoh, 
director of the Title III project, 
the source of funding for e-folio. 
“[We’re looking at] how e-folio 
can show that learning has taken 
place.”

Henderson said the goal of 
the portfolio program is to encour- 
age students to relate their learn- 
ing experiences in general educa- 


tion and other courses they take as 
freshmen and sophomores to their 
core courses. 

“The purpose of having gen- 
eral education is developing a 
more global view, and it allows for 
students to be more well-round- 
ed,” said Haefner. “[The goal is for 
students to] transfer skills across 
courses instead of compartmental- 
izing.” 

“E-folio is data collection to 
help students see how they have 
matured and progressed,” said 
Henderson. “That’s what college 
is all about.”

Higher Education Act passes; college costs rise

Just this past December, 
Republicans passed the bud- 
get recognition that cut student 
aid by more than $12 billion 
dollars. This bill was just an 
omen for college students as the 
Higher Education Act of 1965 


was renewed (as it is every five 
years), and it seems that the bill 
proposed will do little to help 
make college more affordable 
for students. 

College certainly isn’t get- 
ting any cheaper for students. 
Sixty-four percent of all students 
borrow money to pay for col- 
lege and most students graduate 


$17,500 in debt. Tuition costs 
have risen more than 40 percent 
since 2001. Additionally, the 
cost of college keeps around 48 
percent of qualified high school 
students from pursuing higher 
education at a four-year univer- 
sity and 22 percent don’t attend 
college at all. 

“The high cost of college 


education is prohibiting many of 
our young people from follow- 
ing their dreams. We must sup- 
port these students by helping 
make college more affordable, 
and this bill is a missed oppor- 
tunity,” said House Democratic 
Leader Nancy Pelosi. 

The bill fails to lower the 
cost of college loans with sky- 


rocketing interest rates, and it 
freezes the maximum Pell Grant 
scholarships, which are $200 
above current levels. 

“T think it’s terrible that 
the government has stopped 
investing in the education of 
future leaders of America,”

said Spencer Elvebak, a fresh- 
man majoring in technichal 
education. 

Fortunately, Congressman 
Ron Kind, a member of the 
House of Education and the 
Workforce Committee, agrees 
and has been fighting for stu- 
dent support. 

“This bill is a missed oppor- 
tunity to make college more 
affordable and we should be 
making it easier, not harder, for 
students to attend college,” said 
Kind. 

Howard McKeon (Calif.), 
chairman of the House 
Education Committee, argues 
that the bill will strengthen 
government grants and could 
boost student aid by billions 
over the next 10 years at no 
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cost to taxpayers. The bill will 
reward colleges who use pro- 
grams allowing students to 
receive loans directly from the 
government rather than banks. 

“T think it sucks that the 
government wants to take more 
of our money when they aren’t 
really helping us much with 
grants in the first place,” said 
Adam Gruetzmacher, a _fresh- 
man in studio art. 

The proposed bill will also 
make it easier to transfer colleges 
with less hassle transfering cred- 
its. The American Association 
of Collegiate Registrars believes 
otherwise, commenting that the 
bill could be opening up col- 
leges to fraud and abuse, as well 
as dilute the high standards that 
make American higher educa- 
tion the envy of the world.

University of Wisconsin-Stout 
last semester? How about when 
MTV came with Rock the Vote 
last year? Or how about Morgan 
Spurlock speaking about his 
documentary, “Supersize Me’? 

Chances are you have been 
to some type of entertainment 
while at UW-Stout and chanc- 
es are even better that it was 
brought to you by Blue Devil 
Productions (BDP). 

On Thursday, March 30, 
through Sunday, April 2, stu- 
dents from BDP went to the 
regional National Association of 
Campus Artists conference in 
Cedar Rapids, Iowa, in search of 
new talent to bring to UW-Stout 
for next year. 

This is a conference that 
allows schools to find out which 
acts are being booked at other 
colleges. If schools come togeth- 
er and book the same acts within 
five to seven days of each other, 
the acts greatly reduce the price 
they are asking to be booked at. 

Last year BDP saved thou- 
sands of dollars by booking 
events at this conference. 

So where does BDP get the 
money to purchase the acts? 

BDP receives one of the 


biggest budgets of any UW- 
Stout organization by the Stout 
Student Association (SSA). This 
budget is funded by money that 
students pay in segregated fees 
every year. It’s your money, so 
how is it being spent? 

During the 2001-2002 
school year, SSA allocated more 
than $95,000 in funding to BDP. 
At this time, BDP was showcas- 
ing 46 events with 5,801 attend- 
ees for the school year. 

In the 2004-2005 school 
year, BDP’s budget had 
decreased $5,000 to slightly 
more than $90,000. Despite the 
decrease in funding, BDP show- 
cased 56 events and had slightly 
over 10,000 attendees. 

So where does the BDP get 
more acts for less money that 
draw in more of a crowd? The 
regional and national NACA 
conferences in which many 
agents and acts come to wheel 
and deal talent. 

“T’d have to say my favor- 
ite part of the event was listen- 
ing to all the entertaining come- 
dians at the different showcases 
that we will get to bring to the 
rest of the campus,” said Andy 
Mielke, a sophomore in applied 
math and computer science, as 
well as a member of BDP who 
went to NACA.

safer fertilizer, cow bedding or 
insulation products. 

Also, methanol can be 
used to make biodiesel. Why is 
this important? 

Biodiesel can be used in 
diesel engines without special 
conversion. 

This is huge because it 
could be used in tractors, 
trucks and train locomotives 
lessening our dependence 
on fossil fuel. Not to men- 
tion, biodiesel burns cleaner, 
cleans the engine and it can be 
produced relatively inexpen- 
sively—approximately 60-70 
cents per gallon. 

Ethanol is another alterna- 
tive fuel that can be produced 
in Wisconsin from grains and 
corn, which are plentiful in 
much of the state. It’s a clear, 
colorless liquid with a charac- 
teristic, agreeable odor and taste 
(it’s an active ingredient in alco- 
holic drinks). 

Ethanol is a controversial 
topic because there are great 
benefits, but there are many 
negatives. 

Government subsidies and 
mandates have been needed to 
encourage mass production and 
use. Some have said that it low- 
ers fuel efficiency, increasing 
transportation costs. 

Scientific studies have been 
produced to analyze the impacts 


one way or the other. Here are 
just a few of the known benefits. 

It has been proven that 
ethanol reduces carbon monox- 
ide levels 25-30 percent, nitro- 
gen oxide levels by 20 percent, 
carbon dioxide by 100 percent, 
and emissions of cancer-caus- 
ing benzene and butadiene by 
more than 50 percent, plus it’s 
biodegradable. 

It’s relatively easy to 
produce; it can be done in a 
garage or backyard by fer- 
menting and then distilling 
starch and sugar crops, which 
include maize (corn), sorghum, 
potatoes, wheat, sugar-cane, 
cornstalks, fruit and vegetable 
waste. 

President Bush laid out a 
clear vision in his state of the 
union to become energy inde- 
pendent by 2025. 

We can meet that goal 
in Wisconsin well before the 
deadline because we have the 
resources. Look for this as an 
issue in the 2006 elections. 

Paul Nelson, a Republican 
candidate for 3rd District U.S. 
Congress, has made alternative 
fuels, including both ethanol 
and methanol, a major cam- 
paign issue. As the price of 
energy increases and tensions 
overseas continue to rise, we 
must embrace those solutions 
and work to implement them.

dents came from Durand, Turtle 
Lake, Chippewa Falls and North- 
land Pines. Writing Relays was 
an all-day event, which included 
several timed writing contests, a 
tour of the campus and a panel 
discussion about UW-Stout and 
college in general that was pre- 
sented by UW-Stout technical 
communication students. 

“TWriting Relays is] a great 
opportunity to honor the talents 
of strong student writers,” said 
Dr. Andrea Muldoon, an Eng- 
lish professor at UW-Stout who 
chaired Writing Relays. 

High school students of vary- 
ing class status participated in a 
series of individual writing con- 
tests including a 40-word dash, 
an 80-word dash and a 200-word 
dash. The students also gathered in 
teams for a 400-word dash, which 
was a group writing contest. 

For the first writing con- 
test, students had 10 minutes to 


describe an object in 40 words, 
using as many sensory details as 
possible. The students were giv- 
en a random assortment of items 
to describe including a spool of 
twine, a bottle of perfume, plush 
toys and figurines. 

In the 80-word dash, stu- 
dents were shown a black and 
white photo and wrote stories 
about what they thought was hap- 
pening in the photo. 

The students then chose from 
a list of heavily debated youth is- 
sues for the 200-word dash. For 
this competition, each student 
wrote an argumentative essay sup- 
porting one side of the issue. 

The 400-word dash was the 
longest race. The students pre- 
tended they were writing to a 
peer from a foreign country about 
a “day in the life” of an American 
high school student. 

Three high school students 
from Chippewa Falls—Max 


Docksey, a freshman; Heather 
Walicki, a sophomore; and Jes- 
sica Long, a freshman—won first 
place in the group competition. 
The winning group com- 
pared high school life to an under- 
sea world in a creative, humorous 
letter that amused the judges. 
“We wrote that high school 
is like being in a shark pit,” said 
Long. “The seniors are like great 
white sharks and the octopus is 
the teacher because he gives out 
eight times as much homework.”

Every now and then a book’s 
title catches the eye, like Sarah 
Vowell’s “Assassination Vaca- 
tion.” What exactly would make 
up an assassination vacation? 

Will the book be a methodi- 
cal crime thriller of what a mob 
hit man does in his spare time? 
Perhaps it might be about covert 
CIA assassinations of various 
heads of state? 

“Assassination Vacation,” 
as it turns out, isn’t about either 
of those, but instead concerns the 
assassinations of Presidents Lin- 
coln, Garfield and McKinley. 

It is also about the author’s 


quest to visit significant areas 


concerning both the presidents’ 
and their assassins’ lives, and to 
examine the days leading up to 
the fateful days and even after. 

Sarah Vowell provides 
some interesting, humorous in- 
sight into the search and how 
this came about. 

The book presents an inter- 
esting picture of America during 
and immediately after Recon- 
struction when the most presi- 
dents were assassinated. 

The one unfortunate theme, 
one that I don’t believe is inten- 
tional, is how history is doomed 
to repeat itself.

The book begins with the 
Lincoln assassination, with de- 
tails about the elaborate assas- 
sination plot (the assassination 
of the secretary of state and vice 
president were also in the plan- 
ning stages). 

Vowell then follows the 
fates of the plotters to their im- 
prisonments, which has the af- 
fect of a VH1 “Where Are They 
Now?” segment. 

The second chapter deals 
with the Garfield assassination 
and the alleged insanity of his 
assassin, Charles Guiteau. 

The saddest thing about this 
chapter becomes how appar- 
ent it is that Garfield is largely 
forgotten by history, even being 
one of four United States presi- 
dents assassinated. 

The third chapter deals with 
McKinley’s assassination dur- 
ing his second term, like Lin- 
coln. McKinley is probably best 
known as the reason Theodore 
Roosevelt became president. 

The book seems to trans- 
form at this point into an analysis 
of how the Lincoln Republicans 


became more like the modern 
day Republicans. It is an inter- 
esting evolution. 

One unfortunate bystander 
in all of this becomes apparent: 
Robert Todd Lincoln. 

He was there when his fa- 
ther, Abraham Lincoln died, he 
was nearby when Garfield was 
shot and he entered Buffalo the 
day McKinley was shot. 

These coincidences seemed 
to bother the eldest son of Abra- 
ham Lincoln, which is why the 
last chapter talks about Robert 
and the Lincoln Memorial. 

It is a good bookend to the 
first chapter, closing out the nov- 
el in much the same way it starts, 
with a love of our history. 

A good book overall, though 
(for people with different politi- 
cal views than the author) it could 
be tough to get through. For the 
record, the author is a liberal. 

The wit presented is timely, 
and personal anecdotes are used 
in appropriate places. 

This book is recommended 
if you would like to learn about 
history in an irreverent way.

The first “Ice Age” was set a 
Jew thousand years ago and con- 
cerned a child that was separat- 
ed from his caveman father and 
in danger of being eaten by sa- 
ber-toothed tigers. Fortunately 
for him, a wooly mammoth (Ray 
Romano), a giant sloth (John 
Leguizamo), one of the saber- 
toothed tigers (Denis Leary) and 
a rat of some kind called Scrat 
saved him.

No to food consolidation 


Wisconsin finds too many negative factors

_ Consolidating the food 
service contracts of University 
of Wisconsin campuses would 
hurt the quality of meals served to 
thousands of students, a new UW 
System review found. 

Merging nine UW contracts 
to run food operations into one 
also would diminish the service 
on campuses and mean less 
revenue if fewer students and 
customers eat there, according 
to the review released Friday. 

The review by UW 
System administrators said 
that applying Gov. Jim 
Doyle’s strategy of cons- 
olidating contracts and buying 
in bulk would not make sense 
for the food service contracts 


-which are worth $30 million. 


But Department of Admin- 
istration spokesman Scott 
Larrivee said he was puzzled by 
the report because his agency had 
not tried to implementa statewide 
contract for food service. 

Doyle’s cost-cutting initia- 


tive across state government, 
which contractor Silver Oak 
Solutions is helping to carry out, 
has come under fire from some 
agencies who question whether 
some of the plans make sense or 
will save money. 

Doyle’s administration 
predicts the effort will save $80 
million over five years. 

The goal is to use the state’s 
purchasing power to negotiate 
better prices in mandatory 
statewide contracts for items 
ranging from office supplies 
to information technology. 
Previously, agencies had their 
own deals. 

Three state agencies - the 
Department of Justice, the 
State Treasurer’s Office and the 
Department of Employee Trust 
Funds - have said they do not 
believe some savings projected 
under the effort will materialize. 

Larrivee said the idea of 
consolidating food service

‘Invisible Children’ film inspires local action

Children are abducted 
in the middle of the night, 
desensitized and turned into 
violent soldiers by a rebel group 
that calls themselves the “Lord’s 
Resistance Army” (LRA).

Northern Uganda. 
The Northern Ugandan 
Humanitarian Outreach

on the streets in their cities as a 
way of bringing awareness to 
this issue,” said Nikki Andrews, 
a student at UW- Eau Claire and 
a member of NUHO.

The LRA goes into homes 
with children as young as eight 


and abducts them every night to 
convert them to young soldiers 
for their army.

Panty thief goes to jail

Most women and men 
would admit that they enjoy a 
cute pair of panties as much as 
the next person. One former 
student at the University of Wis- 
consin-Stout took this thought to 
a whole new level. 

On Friday, April 7, Antho- 
ny Scholfield, 25, the infamous 
panty thief of UW-Stout, was 
sentenced to one year in jail for 
stealing women’s underwear. 

Although facing a possible 
sentence of 18 years in prison, 
Scholfield got a rather light 
sentencing. He will also have 
to undergo 10 years of proba- 
tion as commanded by the Dunn 
County Circuit Court. 

“Tt sure could have been a 
lot worse,” said Peter Morin, 
Scholfield’s attorney. “It’s a dif- 
ficult crime.” 

Scholfield was caught and 
charged with stealing 854 pairs 
of thong style underwear in 
2003 and found guilty of bur- 
glary and theft. 

Then, in February, he was 
caught breaking into another 
home and stealing more of 
the underwear. 

The police raided his home 


and found the newly stolen un- 
derwear above a tile in his ceil- 
ing. Scholfield had gotten off 
of probation from his previous 
crime only days before the sec- 
ond burglary. 

Scholfield will now be 
forced to register as a sex of- 
fender because of the crimes oc- 
curring so closely together and 
being the exact same in nature. 

Dunn County District At- 
torney Kris Cusick believes 
that Scholfield should be con- 
sidered a sexual predator and 
this is why he must register as 
a sex offender. 

Another part of his punish- 
ment was to undergo sex offend- 
er treatment and pay a $2,500 
fine on top of the court charges 
he is already facing. 

At interviews following his 
initial arrest in 2003, Scholfield 
admitted to being involved in 
two of the three previous bur- 
glaries of 1220 6th St. E. He 
later admitted to involvement in 
the third as well. 

At each of these burglar- 
ies, Scholfield admitted to taking 
close to 70 pairs of women’s un- 
derpants in each trip to the house. 

During other interviews 
conducted by Michael Mason at 


the Dunn County Jail, Scholfield 
admitted to having a fetish for 
women’s underpants. 

This time span included 
Scholfield’s stay on the 2nd floor 
of Wigen Hall in January 2000 
where he said he began stealing 
women’s underpants. He said 
they were taken from random 
rooms that were either open or 
unlocked. He would enter these 
rooms and search the room for 
the garments he desired to take. 

Scholfield also told Mason 
that through the use of Internet 
chatrooms, he had negotiated the 
exchange of a pair of his boxers 
for a pair of the woman’s under- 
pants in return. He believes he 
had received one or two pairs 
through this method. 

Dan Nevers, a professor of 
Criminal Justice at the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin-Madison, said 
that this case is more than just a 
simple “panty raid.” 

“People develop sexual at- 
tractions,” said Nevers. “For 
most of us, the attractions are le- 
gal and we control them to avoid 
victimizing others. Others go 
beyond the line of social accept- 
ability and some, as in this case, 
engage in criminality.”

who sign up as well.” 

The documentary explains 
how the children are desensitized 
to brutal violence and the killing 
of others. Some of the children 
are able to escape and hide, but 
the majority remain captive. 
They are given no education 
except for what the LRA teaches 
them. The film says that this is a 
war that has been going on for 
more than 20 years. 

“This film is about thous- 
ands of children in Northern 
Uganda who are obligated to 
walk miles every night to sleep 


on the streets of the cities to avoid 
being abducted, brainwashed, 
tortured and/or killed by the 
rebel arming,” said Andrews.

contracts came up during a 


review of state spending, but 
“it’s not anything that we’re 
working on right now.” 

He would not say whether 
Silver Oak, which is earning 
$263,000 a month from the 
state, had any plans to do so in 
the future. 

Larrivee noted. that UW 
campuses were exempted from 
a separate statewide contract 
to consolidate food purchases 
after administrators raised major 
concerns about the plan. 

The report released Friday 
suggests the UW System also 


would resist any effort to 
consolidate the nine UW campus 
contracts with three vendors to 
manage production, staffing and 
sales at their food centers. Four 
other four-year UW campuses 
have employees who operate 
their own. 

Separate contracts allow 
the campuses to have unique 
programs to meet their own 
needs and adapt to student tastes, 
the report said. 

The UW System regents 
will discuss the report at 
their meeting next week in 
Green Bay. The report said 
consolidating the contracts to

Live music events are not 
something I strive to frequent. 
On the rare occasion that I see a 
live show, it had better be worth 
my time. Last Wednesday, Blue 
Devil Productions presented a 
free concert featuring Heirus- 
pecs with opening act Doomtree. 
Venturing out to see this perfor- 
mance was definitely worth it. 

I heard Heiruspecs for the 
first time a couple years ago 
when they played the outdoor 
concert, “Throw Parties not 


Bombs,” on the lawn next to 
the Memorial Student Center. 
I liked what I heard and sought 
out some of their recordings as 
well as music by other Twin 
Cities hip hop artists. Since 
then, Atmosphere has played at 
UW-Stout along with P.O.S. of 
Doomtree, but I have been most 
eagerly waiting for the return of 
Heiruspecs to our campus. 

Before Heiruspecs took the 
stage, however, I was witness 
to a performance by five of the 
members of the Doomtree crew. 
The emcees that performed each 
had their own style while being 
backed by each other. 

The variety of lyrical 
styles was interesting, but the 
relatively small audience was 
constantly in need of energiz- 
ing, mostly by emcee P.O.S. re- 


minding the crowd to keep their 
hands up and sporadically shout 
out, “Doomtree.” The crowd had 
no problem responding to a few 
songs—specifically, the few led 
by P.O.S. and the finale in which 
emcee Sims dropped down from 
the stage and rapped from the 
floor.

“Christ” for our times 


University musical a successful allegory

The UW-Stout Drama 
Club’s presentation of “Jesus 
Christ Superstar” draws numer- 
ous parallels between modern 
day Israel and the turmoil of 
Christ’s era. 

Dr. James Miller’s  bril- 
liant adaptation of the musical 
sheds new light on a traditional 
subject, providing the story of 
“Jesus Christ Superstar” with 
a newfound relevancy and 
thought-provoking realism. 

In Dr. Miller’s adaptation, 
Christ was portrayed as the 
revolutionary leader of his time, 
possessing human qualities not 
unlike contemporary civil rights 
leaders, such as Martin Luther 
King Jr. Non-violent Gandhi- 
esque undertones were evident 
throughout the play, providing 
yet another facet of contempo- 
rary parallelism. 

The distinct socio-reli- 
gious divisions of Christ’s 
time bore powerful similarities 
to the present day Palestinian- 
Israeli conflict. 

America finds its role in this 
latest adaptation of “Superstar” 
to be that of imperial Rome. 

The torture and primacy 
that current Abu Ghraib “ter- 
ror suspects” are treated with 
closely resembles the crucifix- 


ion of Christ. The most notable 
of these similarities contained in 
Dr. Miller’s play-would be the 
39 electric shocks that Christ— 
here portrayed with the likeness 
of a terrorist suspect—teceives, 
a symbolic stand-in for the 39 
lashes of the whip that happened 
prior to the Christian account of 
the holy crucifixion. 

Further modernization was 
implemented to various degrees 
within the content of the play. 
Rather than being portrayed as 
humble servants, Christ’s apos- 
tles were cast as notable revolu- 
tionary figures in their own right. 

To add yet another modern 
relevancy, the roles of Pontius Pi- 
late and the disciple Simon were 
cast as powerful female figures. 

Another dimension of con- 
temporary imagery occurred at 
the end of the first act with a slide 
show featuring images of Robert 
Kennedy, Gandhi and other po- 
litical figures whose lives were 
cut short by assassination. 

“Jesus Christ Superstar” 
concluded solemnly as the 
disciples dropped their arms 
and reached for their lighters, 
striking a light in the name of 
Christ, who lay before them on 
the cross. 

It is this imagery that most 
clearly demonstrates the value 
of acceptance and the dangers of 
political and religious imperial- 
ism that face our nation. 

An archaic form of brutal- 
ity and obscenity still exists in 
our world and we justify it in 
the name of our security. “Jesus 
Christ Superstar” asks the ques- 
tion, “Is there another way?”

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Recent world literature course

There will be a new litera- 
ture course offered on campus in 
the fall of 2006. 

The course, Recent World 
Literature, will focus on a variety 
of literary works from around the 
world. All of the novels will be 
written in English, but none of 
them are from the United States 
or Britain. 

Lopa Basu, assistant profes- 
sor in the Department of English 
and Philosophy, will be teaching 
the new course. This is Basu’s 
first year at the University of Wis- 
consin-Stout and she is currently 
teaching Introductory English 101 
and 102, and Honors Sequence 
English 111 and 112 courses, but 
is planning to expand her course 
load next semester. 


Basu is originally from In- 
dia and completed her graduate 
degree at the City University of 
New York’s Graduate Center. 

“Because of my life and 
moving from one culture to an- 
other, I have some personal expe- 
rience,” said Basu. “I myself had 
to learn how to negotiate living in 
different cultures.” 

The course will focus on a 
variety of works from the 1980s 
to the present. Students will ex- 
plore ideas of nationalism and 
ethnicity as well as the place of 
religion in different societies. 
Basu is working hard to choose 
materials that will engage stu- 
dents in the subject and enhance 
their understanding of the world. 

“The texts we are using will 
be very readable,” said Basu. 

Basu’s past and present re- 
search focuses on post-colonial 
contemporary literature in South 

Asia and Africa. She has in- 
terviewed some of the authors 
from these countries and has 
studied the history and sociol- 
ogy of these countries in rela- 
tion to the novels. 
“This is a course that 

will be talking about a 
variety of cultures and 
things going on in 
the world today,” 
said Michael Levy, 

professor of Eng- 
lish and chair of 
the Department 


of English and Philosophy. 

The world is becoming more 
and more integrated, which is 
why it is important to have an un- 
derstanding of the other cultures 
that exist. Many companies are 
seeking to hire people with some 
global awareness, as many com- 
panies have offices abroad. 

When students have an un- 
derstanding or awareness of other 
cultures and societies, they typical- 
ly function better in the workplace 
and the world in general. This 
course will be focused on teaching 
students more about the world and 
the cultures around them. 

“My goal is to begin to make 
[students] curious,” said Basu. 
“The works are like windows 
into societies.” 

During the course, students 
will study a graphic novel, films, 
novels, short stories and possibly 
some non-fictional essays. Basu 
is also hoping to include some 
guest speakers throughout the 
fall semester. 

The Recent World Literature 
course has been in the books for 
many years, but this is the first time 
that it will be offered to students in 
nearly six years. Basu plans to hold 
the course on Tuesdays and Thurs- 
days from 9:40 a.m.-11:05 a.m. next 
semester The future scheduling of 
the course will be dependent upon 
the student’s interest. 

“Lopa has the credentials and

Levy. “The excitement the teacher 
feels towards the material is often 
what makes it a good course.” 

It is also important to note 
that there is a prerequisite for tak- 
ing the course. Students are re- 
quired to have completed English 
101 and 102 before enrolling in 
Recent World Literature.

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When Stout became UW-Stout

Robert Swanson once pro- 
claimed his future career plans in 
a ninth grade high school paper. 

“T am going to be an indus- 
trial arts teacher and I am going 
to Stout,” said Swanson. 

Swanson not only made 
good on his proclamation, but 
he remained at the University of 
Wisconsin-Stout on the academic 


staff and administrative staff for — 


a total of 46 years, serving as 
Chancellor for 15 of those years. 

This April, roughly 18 years 
after Swanson’s retirement, the 
Rassbach Museum in Meno- 
monie opened a special exhibit 
featuring a collection of artifacts 
from Swanson’s’ career at UW- 
Stout. It is my hope that when 
you visit the exhibit you will 
already be knowledgeable about 
former Chancellor Swanson’s 
life and his contribution to UW- 
Stout, making your experience 
much more valuable. 

As stated above, Swanson 
decided to go to Stout as early as 
ninth grade. He considered alter- 
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ing his plans during high school to 
take classes at Superior Teachers’ 
College, which would allow him 
to stay at home for a while and 
transfer to Stout later. 

At this time, World 
War II was raging overseas, 
and his parents encouraged 
him to stick to his original 
plan to attend Stout that 
year in 1942. Swanson 
believes this was to help 
him adjust to the idea of 
living away from home in 
the case that he would be 
called to go to war. 

A year later, Swan- 
son enlisted with 50 other 
students on December. 7, 
exactly one year after the 
attack on Pearl Harbor. 
Swanson served three years 
overseas and then returned 
once again to Stout. 

Two years after his 
return in 1948, he married 
Margaret Pennington, also a stu- 
dent at Stout, who graduated the 
same year with a degree in dietet- 
ics. In 1949, Swanson earned his 
Bachelor of Arts degree in indus- 
trial education from Stout and 
went on to also earn his Master’s 
in industrial education from Stout 
in 1950 while teaching halftime. 

Upon earning his degree, 
he began teaching as a full- 
time plastics instructor. He also 
wrote instruction manuals, pro-

duced films and film trips and 
worked on his doctorate, which 
he earned from the University of 
Minnesota in 1955.

Robert Swanson was the man who made Stout 
part of the University of Wisconsin System. 


Swanson also worked on 
building a home and raising 
a family during this time. He 
worked previously during sum- 
mers as a carpenter to help him 
pay for his education and now 
utilized these skills to build a 
house in Menomonie, which he 
incidentally lived in even during 
his time as Chancellor. Swanson 
and his wife had four children 
and raised all of them in the 
house that Swanson built. 
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In 1962, Swanson went on to 
become the Assistant Dean of the 
School of Applied Science and 
Technology (today Industrial Tech- 
nology) and two years lat- 
et, in 1964, the Dean. 

In 1966, Swanson 
became the Dean of the 
Graduate College and re- 
tained this position until 
he was chosen to replace 
William J. Micheels as 
Chancellor in 1972, be- 
coming the fifth person 
in UW-Stout’s history to 
head the institution. 

In his inaugural ad- 
dress, Swanson stated, 
“Let us admit—yes, even 
advertise—that Stout’s 
major emphasis is, and 
_. will continue to be, career 
nter preparation.” Swanson 
embraced Stout’s unique- 
ness and sought to keep 
Stout set apart from the 
liberal arts colleges in Wisconsin. 

Shortly after Swanson be- 
gan in office, the nine Wisconsin 
State Universities and the four 
University of Wisconsin cam- 
puses merged to form the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin System. 
Swanson was in charge of mak-

As some of the University of 
Wisconsin-Stout community res- 
idents know, I have dealt with the 
effects of diabetes since before I 
was five years old. After sustain- 
ing a traumatic brain injury at age 
11, I have had my share of grief, 
dealing with a disability also. 

However, the unimaginable 
took place on Feb. 16, 2006. I 
received a phone call from a 
surgeon at Rochester Methodist 
Hospital (part of Mayo Clinic), 
saying they had another pancreas 
for me. This was the third call I 
received (the first two calls were 
false alarms). 

The pancreas began work- 
ing immediately after inser- 
tion. But on Feb. 20, the sur- 
geons needed to re-open me to 
soak up some blood clotting. I 
looked as though I were preg- 
nant before the second surgery. 
My pancreas hadn’t sealed and 
was slowly leaking. 

Though I wasn’t feeling up 
to par, I was released from the 
hospital on March 3. Spending 
my days in excruciating pain and 
sleeping, I figured if there was 
“no pain” there’d be “no gain.” 
On March 12, I was attending 
Mass at a local Catholic church 
in Rochester, where I passed out 
without warning.

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ing Stout a full-fledged member 
of the merged system. 

Regarding his 
achievement during his time as 
Chancellor, Swanson has said, “I 
am very proud of the total devel- 
opment of Stout during my ten- 
ure. Stout has grown to an enroll- 
ment of more than 7,500 students 
of diverse studies. Minority and 
international student populations 
have increased, and Stout has a 
direct role in improving the eco- 
nomic development of the state.” 

Swanson had an unrivaled 
reputation as a teacher while main- 
taining strong relationships with 
students who knew him as a per- 
son who would “go the extra mile” 
to help them solve a problem. 

On March 20, 1988, Swan- 
son chose to retire as chancellor. 
Just as he chose to enlist in the 
military on an important date in 
history, Swanson also chose to 
retire on a significant date in his- 
tory, March 20, being the date 80 
years after Senator Stout signed 
the articles of incorporation 
transforming the Stout Manual 
Training School into the Stout 
Institute; this opened the school 
to anyone seeking vocational 
education in 1908.

26, I was released, feeling rather 
well.

Higher Education Act

The College Access and 
Opportunity Act (H.R. 609) was 
passed by Congress in March, 
and there has been little press 
covering it. 

Prior to the passage, there 
was a significant amount of press 
but hardly any positive, even 
from our favorite sources. Right 
now the bill is in the U.S. Senate. 

There are positive aspects 
that are worth noting about the 
College Access and Opportu- 
nity Act (H.R. 609). [’ll attempt 
to highlight a few of them that 
caught my attention. 

The idea behind the bill is 


to generate and direct savings 


and expand access to college, 
especially for minority and low- 
income students. 

The act removes the tuition 


Why should the 
university be able to 
do this? 

The university 
picks the sponsorship 
to help fund some 
things on campus. 

But if a student or 
an organization wants 
to spend their own 
money on something 
else, don’t they have 
a right to do this? 

The university 
should not be able to 
say that students can 
only eat certain food 
or drink certain things. 

At one point, Pepsi Blue 
was even put into the micro- 
fridges in the dorms. 

Apparently, Pepsi 
wasn’t selling enough of 
this on their own, so they 


sensitivity rule, which was an 
incentive for colleges to raise 
tuition simply to receive more 
Pell Grants. 

The Pell Grant aid was 
then increased to more than the 


"maximum award for first and 


second year students. 

The act updates many of the 
provisions regarding consoli- 
dation loans, allowing us, the 
consumers, to shop for the best 
deals on those loans while elimi- 
nating the single-holder rule. 

When that rule is elimi- 
nated, it allows the consumer 
to shop around for the best 
services and rates, which in turn 
forces the original lender to 
compete, to retain the loan ver- 
sus having to consolidate only 
with the original lender. 

Also, it will allow the 
lender to report to the national 
credit bureaus, to build up the 
student’s credit for post-col- 
lege expenses. 

The lenders will now have 
to offer interest-only options for 
those that have trouble repaying 
their student loans.

According to the American 
Medical Association, sexual as- 
sault remains the most dramati- 
cally under-reported crime, and 
an estimated two-thirds of sexual 
assaults are never reported, often 
because victims fear they will be 
blamed for the assault.

A provision I thought was 
interesting is that institutions 
will be required to report tuition 
increases and reasons for them 
if they are more than three times 
the rate of inflation. This seems 
to be the story in Wisconsin. 

Although the act doesn’t 
seem to provide a lot of candy 
(massive student financial aid in- 
creases), it seems to make a half- 
hearted effort to increase access 
for needy and minority students, 
while strengthening plans set up

Speaker presents alternative energy solutions and benefits

GreenSense invited Zeus 
Stark of Next Step Energy to kick 
off the Earth Day events of the 
week with a presentation on al- 
ternative energy on Wednesday, 
April 19 in Ballroom A. 

Stark does alternative energy 
consulting for residential homes, 
and he spoke of alternative meth- 
ods of powering a home using 
solar and wind energy. 

“Renewable energy is a big 
market, and there’s a lot of technol- 
ogy going into it,” said Stark. “It’s 
the furthest along it’s ever been.” 

According to. Stark, there 
are two general systems for in- 
corporating alternative energy in 


a home: grid and off-grid. 

Ahome can be connected to a 
power grid set up by a utility com- 
pany. With this setup, power from 
the utility company supplements 
energy needs beyond the energy 
collected from the sun or wind. 

“Tf you generate more energy 
than you use, the utility company 
has to pay you for it,” said Stark. 

A home can also incorporate 
an off-grid alternative energy 
system in which alternative en- 
ergy is stored in batteries; when 
the charge in the batteries runs 
out, the power runs out. 

“When you’re using an off- 
grid system, you’re much more 
aware of your energy needs than 
when you’re connected to the 
grid,” said Stark.

Stark says the grid system is 


more efficient because extra en, 


ergy is collected, fed into the grid 
and used. However, when the 
batteries are fully charged in 
an off-grid system, any sur- 
plus energy generated is not 
collected or used. 

The batteries used, which 
are a type called “deep cycle bat- 
teries,” come in size increments 
of six volts and can be sized to 
accommodate for individual 
household energy needs. 

The energy from the sun and 
wind is collected as direct current 
(DC) electricity, whereas most 
appliances run on alternating 
current (AC). Therefore, a power 
inverter must be used to convert 
the electricity from DC to AC for

it to be of any practical use. Stark 
says some DC appliances do ex- 
ist but are not very common. 


One may think 
that solar panels would not work as 
well in areas where it can get very 
cold, such as Menomonie. How- 
ever, Stark says that solar panels 
are actually more efficient in cold 
weather than warm weather. 

For most, alternative en- 
ergy may not currently be a very

economical option because of 
the high cost of the equipment, 
which can range from approxi- 
mately $10,000 to $15,000. 

‘T's a long-term invest- 
ment,” says Stark. “Right 
now, the payback time is 20 
or 30 years.” 

Stark said that before 
homeowners install an alter- 
native energy system, they 

should think about how much 
energy they use and how much 
they really need. 

“The first thing you have to 
do is conserve energy and find 
ways to cut down on energy,” 
said Stark. “There’s a lot of har- 
vestable energy in your house 
that is being wasted.”

Imagine living all your life 
in a city on a humid island near 
the equator where it rains 200 
days per year. Your home is a 
tall structure like a skyscraper, 
crowded with people. 

Then one day you arrive in a 
place where there is a foot of snow. 
With no tall buildings around, you 
can see acres of open land. 

This experience was quite a 
shock for Chin-ko “Gary” Wang 
upon his arrival to Menomonie 
from his home in Keelung in the 
city of Taipei, Taiwan. It was the 
first time he had ever seen snow. 

Wang came to the University 
of Wisconsin-Stout in January 
2005 to enroll in the hospitality 
and tourism graduate program. 
He earned his bachelor’s degree in 


mass communications at the Uni- 
versity of Tamkang in Taiwan. 

Shortly after earning his de- 
gree, Wang served as a military 
police officer. He recalled the rig- 
orous training. 

“We did a lot of running 
and pushups, learned Tae Kwon 
Do and learned how to shoot at 
targets,” said Wang. “When we 
missed we did more running 
and pushups.” 

“Sometimes I had muscle 
aches because I’m not very good 
at aiming,” said Wang. 

He was responsible for pa- 
trolling during weapons transport 
and acted as security for politi- 
cians. Military service is manda- 
tory for all men in Taiwan. 

“Tn some ways, it’s good for 
your health because it makes your 
body stronger,” said Wang, “But 
you're isolated for 20 months.”

a big language around the world, 
so if I can learn to speak English, 
it could really help my career.” 

In Taiwan, the official spo- 
ken language is Mandarin, which 
is also spoken in Beijing, northern 
China, and Singapore. 

“TT like the United States] be- 
cause everyone speaks the same 
language,” said Wang, who says it 
can be difficult to communicate in 
Taiwan because of the variety of 
dialects, and many senior citizens 
do not speak Mandarin. 

Wang also enjoys living in 
a small town because he likes to 
live at a slower pace and spend 
time getting to know people. His 
hometown of Keelung is an area 
roughly the size of Menomonie 
but has a population of 35,000. 

One thing Wang does miss, 
though, is the food. 


“T miss Chinese food a lot, 
especially seafood and the food 
that my mother cooked,” said 
Wang. “My mother is the best 
cook ever.” 

“Here [in America] you can 
grab food very quickly,” said 
Wang. “Sometimes my mom 
took two hours just to prepare 
one meal.” 

His favorite Taiwanese food 
is crab, which his mother would 
marinate in a special sauce over- 
night and then steam. In Taiwan, 
Wang used to have rice with ev- 
ery lunch and dinner, and now, 
much to his family’s dismay, he 
has burgers for lunch and dinner. 

After college, Wang hopes 
to find work at the 2008 Olym- 
pics in Beijing and begin a hos- 
pitality and tourism career in 
Taiwan or Beijing.

Former toy store now a gamer’ paradise

Remember the Toyriffic 
store that was in between the 
dollar store and what used to be 
the pet shop (now a scrap book- 
ing store)? Well, it used to focus 
on old figurines and toys but now 
sells mostly video games. About 
eight months ago, the store de- 
cided to leave the Toyriffic chain 
and become Game Quest. The 
store has popular new games 
upon release, but they are most- 
ly a used game store. You can 
trade in newer items for cash, 
but older items will usually get 
you store credit. 

Game Quest also holds 
“Magic: The Gathering” tourna- 
ments and sells a wide variety of 
cards. On Tuesday and Thurs- 
day nights you can bring in your 
deck and play with people just 
for fun. Tournaments are held on 
Friday nights. 

There is an entry fee of five 
dollars, but if you win, you will 
get more than that in return. 
Most of the time store credit is 
awarded, but some Friday nights 
they also offer limited edition 
cards to the winners. There are 
also tournaments held every 
other Saturday, but that is some- 
what more random since “every 
other” is used loosely, meaning 
either three times in a row or not 
for a few weeks. 

It would be best to look to 


the store for updates on the Sat- 
urday tournaments. They are 
also expanding their selection of 
“Magic” cards and have a small 
selection of “Dungeons and 
Dragons” books. 

In addition to all the games, 
music and movies, the store also 
has a lot of great video game 
systems—pretty much any sys- 
tem that you could be looking 
for. One of the available systems 
is the original Nintendo (NES), 
which can be very hard to find. 
The catch: it’s not exactly the 
original. Apparently, the patent 
on the NES recently expired and 
a company called Yobo started 
making their own version of 
it, which looks a little different 
than the original. The important 
thing is that it can still play all 
the same games. 

The pricing on most current 
games is comparable to what you 
would pay at other stores, some- 
times cheaper. But what about 
the classic old-school games? 

One thing that is great 
about this store is that it has a 
lot of games that you can’t find 
anywhere else. They have about 
as many NES and Super Nin- 
tendo (SNES) games as Play- 
station games. 

Game Quest is really worth 
a look if you haven’t been there 
or if you’re looking for a Meno- 
monie-based game shopping al- 
ternative to Wal-Mart.

At specific intervals during 
the show, the contestant gets an 
offer from a bank on set to pur- 
chase the case they have chosen, 
with the offer being based on 
how much money could possi- 
bly be inside the case. Here’s the 
“Deal or No Deal” part of it. The 
contestant can take the offer from 
the bank, or continue to open 


briefcases. If they keep opening 
cases, this reveals the monetary 
value contained in each case. 
If low amounts of money are 
found in the cases opened, then 
the bank’s offer will rise; if high 
amounts of money are found, 
the bank’s offer lowers. 

Wow. That’s a lot of pres- 
sure. It’s almost as if a bunch of 
studio execs were sitting around 
talking about how much they 
liked “Let’s Make a Deal” back 
in the ‘70s. ’'m assuming they 
probably decided that if they 


were ever going to market a re- 
tread of that show that it would 
have to be extreme. Maybe as 
extreme as Howie Mandell’s 
bald, shiny head. 

So what do they do? They 
put contestants through an end- 
less series of Catch-22-like situ- 
ations for money. Monty Hall, 
where are you now?

“Brick” is the story of Bran- 
don (Joseph Gordon-Levitt), a 
high school student who takes 
it upon himself to unravel the 
mysterious death of Emily, his 


ex-girlfriend, who had out of ~ 


the blue called him for help two 
days earlier. 

Operating in a fashion remi- 
niscent of heroes from the Dashi- 
ell Hammett / Raymond Chan- 
dler school of detective fiction, 
Brandon fearlessly plunges into 
the shady, underworld dealings 
of his suburban territory.

“Brain,” he braves beatings and | 
femme fatales to seek out the 
truth behind Emily’ death.

The main character, Bran- 
don, is forced by circum- 
stances to become a detective, 
using his school lunch period 
and after school hours to hunt 
down clues. 

This is made even more diffi- 
cult by not having a cell phone 
or car at his disposal. 

JB: Brandon follows the clues 
from person to person, working 
his way up the ladder of the or- 
ganized high school drug trade. 

The story and characters teeter 
on the edge of believability, set- 
tling somewhere between noir 
comic book and eerie realism. 

Regardless, the actors are all 
perfectly cast and do well with 
the difficult dialogue. 

WB: This movie could have 
made the major mistake of hav- 
ing a script that matched the set- 
ting rather than the story. 

The trail of deception and mys- 
tery blends well with the charac- 
ters who deliver lines that are just 
as unique as their personalities. 

The vocabulary used in the 
film takes time to learn but soon 
becomes second nature. 

The story takes place mostly 


around the high school and the 
town, which further deepens the 
journey that Brandon is taking. 

JB: The dark mood of the film 

is offset by the adequate amount 
of dry comic relief. 
_ While not as dark as most 
films of the noir genre it tries to 
update, “Brick” does use a mod- 
ern style in its direction and ed- 
iting which gives it a more pro- 
gressive dynamic. 

Interesting cuts and shots aren’t 
as hard to come by as they are in 
most of the movies of today. 

WB: With a year starting off 
with a flood of great dramas

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23 confirmed cases of the mumps

MADISON -- Along 
with the usual junk mail and 
spam, University of Wisconsin 
students will find in their 
inboxes this morning an e- 
mail warning them about the 
mumps. 

As of Monday, there were 23 
laboratory confirmed cases of the 
mumps in Wisconsin, and though 
there have been no reported 
cases at UW, University Health 
Services officials say it is likely 
UW may see its first case soon. 

“Tt is only matter of time,” 
Kathy Poi, executive director of 
UHS said. “The good news is 
that we only have three weeks 
left this semester, and hopefully 
that will help prevent a major 
outbreak here.” 

In order to make students, 
faculty and staff more aware of 
the potential threat of mumps, 
UHS sent the e-mail, which 
tells of the symptoms of mumps 
and also how to protect against 
getting the virus. 

“The main message [in the 
e-mail] is that everybody in the 
university community needs to 


ensure that they are immune — if 
they have been immunized, were 
born before 1957 or had mumps 
as a child,” Craig Roberts, a UW 
epidemiologist, said. 

He added that any person 
who has not been vaccinated 
or only received one of the 
two required shots should get 
vaccinated against the virus as 
soon as possible. 

Mumps is most known for 
causing swelling of the salivary 
glands, headache, fever, fatigue 
and loss of appetite, according 
to a Wisconsin Department of 
Health and Family Services 
(DHFS) release. 

Both Poi and Roberts noted 
that though most students have 
been protected from getting the 
mumps through vaccination, all 
UW students, faculty and staff 
should check their vaccination 
records to be absolutely certain. 

Under current state 
law, children enrolling in 
kindergarten are required to be 
up-to-date with their measles- 
mumps-rubella vaccines.

JTC to come down

When those graduating 
from the University of 
Wisconsin-Stout come back 
as alumni after 2009, they will 
no longer be able to visit Jeter- 
Tainter-Callahan (JTC) hall. As 
of right now, JTC is scheduled 
to be destroyed in the 2009- 
2010 academic school year. 

“When I heard they are going 
to tear it down it kind of made me 
sad,” said Sarah Cook, a senior 
in psychology. “Some of my 
favorite memories from freshman 
year were in that dorm.” 

In 2003, the North Campus 
Planning Comimittee made 
the decision that JTC would 
have to be torn down as part of 
the renovation on that side of 
campus. Many wondered when 
the rest of the renovation would 
be finished after Red Cedar Hall 
was built last year. 

“Maintenance and 
renovation issues associated 
with older buildings are costly,” 
said Scott Griesbach, director of 
university housing. 

This is why the building will 
not be renovated like HKMC 
was several years ago. Built 


in the 1950s, JTC is the oldest 
residence hall on campus. 

“Plus, students today prefer 
more privacy, like we have 
in Red Cedar Hall, which is a 
different style of residence hall 
than JTC,” said Griesbach. 

Another part of the plan 
for renovating north campus 
is to have a new dining facility 
built. Since the old dining 
facility on north campus is in 
Tainter, the building cannot be 
demolished until after the new 
facility is built. 

“T can’t say I miss eating 
at Tainter,” said Chad Johnson, 
a junior in manufacturing 
engineering. “But it will be 
weird that other kids will never 
get the chance to say that. ” 

The location for this new 
eating arena is planned to be 
between Hovlid and Fleming 
halls, and it would conjoin the 
two buildings. The plans for 
the dining area are to begin in 
fall 2006, and construction on 
it will begin the following year; 
it is expected to be finished in 
2009, just in time to have JTC 
torn down. 

“The ebb and flow of 
enrollment figures affects 


— is about 80 percent effective 
at preventing mumps while the 
second vaccine provides 90 to 
95 percent protection.

housing needs, both on and off 
campus,” says Griesbach. “Our 
enrollment numbers were a bit 
lower the previous two years, and 
that translated to lower numbers 
of students for housing.” 

This year, with the 
enrollment cap removed, there 
were more than enough students 
to fill all of the residence halls. 
This meant that JTC was still 
needed for this year to house all 
of the incoming freshman and 


returning sophomores. 

Griesbach says that the 
overabundance of freshman this 
year will mostly be out of the 
residence halls by the time JTC 
is torn down and will benefit 
the Menomonie community as 
they have benefited the UW- 
Stout campus. 

“Off-campus landlords 
will likely see a jump in their 
numbers in a few years as the 
current freshman class works 


its way through their market,” 
said Griesbach. “They also 
benefited this year from ourneed 
to release some sophomores 
into the community so that we 
could accommodate the large 
freshman class.” 

After JTC is torn down, the 
number of on-campus student 
residents will be approximately

at least seven other states have 
confirmed cases of the virus. 
As of Monday, three confirmed 
cases of mumps were reported in 
Dane County, DHFS reported. 
There are now more than 
800 cases of mumps in Iowa 
and more than 1,000 in the U.S, 


according to the CDC. 
DHFS spokesperson 
Stephanie Marquis said 


Wisconsin is doing everything it 
can to keep tabs on the virus to 


stop it from spreading. 

“What we are doing ... is 
to monitor diseases, not only in 
the state, but in the nation and 
the world,” Marquis said. “We 
are working with local health 
departments, state experts and 
infection control specialists to 
make sure we can prevent the 
spread of mumps in the state.” 

But residents can also help 
prevent the spread of mumps 
themselves by practicing good 
hygiene, Marquis added. 

The area of most concern 


to the state right now, Marquis 
said, is in the counties bordering 
Iowa, as 11 of the 23 total 
confirmed cases in Wisconsin 
are in Grant County. 

“We want to make sure 
if someone has been exposed 
to the mumps and hasn’t been 
vaccinated or is not sure, 
that they get vaccinated and 
protected,” Marquis said, noting 
that having an additional MMR 
vaccine would not be harmful in 
any way.

Arrested for protesting 
Twenty-one people were arrested 
at the West Point Military Acade- 
my this past weekend for protest- 
ing against the “don’t ask, don’t 
tell” policy the military holds.

Preeclampsia happens 
when vessels in the mother’s 
womb constrict, cutting off 
blood and oxygen to the fetus. 
It occurs in late pregnancy and 
produces a spike in blood pres- 
sure. There is no explanation for 
why this complication happens 
and no known cures for it.

Maria Perez Perez, an illegal 
immigrant from an unknown 
nationality, was found in a 
Jeep in the middle of the Ari- 
zona desert by border police 
who noticed that the Jeep 
wasn’t moving.

“Silent Hill” is a series of 
video games designed to freak 
you out. Currently there are four 
games in the series by Konami. 
They all include scenery alter- 
nating from the real world to a 
nightmarish dimension. 

There are times you are 
alone, there are times you are 
accompanied by other lost 
souls and there are times. you 
are not as alone as you think. 

The first game was released 
in 1999. In it you play as Harry 
Mason, a man saddened by the 
loss of his wife who is vacation- 
ing with his daughter, Cheryl, so 
that they can both try to come to 
terms with their loss. 

During their night drive a 
figure appears in the road and 
as Harry swerves to avoid it, he 
crashes into. a tree. 

He awakens to find that 
his daughter is missing and 
that he seems to be living in a 
horrible nightmare. 

He makes his way to the 
nearest town, Silent Hill, in 
hopes of finding his daughter. 

“Silent Hill 2,” released 
in 2001, follows the story of 
James Sutherland. 

A tragic accident leaves 
him alone and his wife miss- 
ing. After a while he receives 
a letter with her signature. 

Even though deep down he 
knows she’s dead, he can’t help 
hoping that she might still be 
alive. James decides to return to 


Silent Hill, the place where their 
romance first blossomed. 

Instead of finding his wife 
he is faced with trying to escape 
from the town with his life. 

The third “Silent Hill” game 
came out in 2003 and is the only 
game in the series to have a fe- 
male protagonist. 

Heather Morris thought 
she was just a typical teenage 
girl when a shopping trip to the 
mall mysteriously takes her to 
Silent Hill. 

Here she finds out things 
about her past that she previ- 
ously couldn’t remember. 

As she tries to escape, she 
runs down staircases and through 
cobwebs, sinking deeper and 
deeper into her nightmare. 

“Silent Hill 4: The Room” is 
the most recent installment, re- 
leased in 2004. Henry Townsh- 
end wakes up from a nightmare, 
relieved that it’s over. That is, 
until he realizes that his apart- 
ment door is chained and bolted 
shut from the inside. 

He can’t get out and his 
apartment is becoming more 
frightening by the second.

“Brain Age” for the Nin- 
tendo DS is more of an interac- 
tive training program than it is 
a game. The idea behind “Brain 
Age” is to stimulate brain activ- 
ity (particularly in the prefrontal 
cortex) by exposing it to random 
math, counting, memorization 
and reading exercises. 

The concept _ behind 
“Brain Age” was inspired by 
the research of Dr. Ryuta Ka- 
washima, a prominent Japa- 
nese neuroscientist and author 
of “Train Your Brain: 60 Days 
to a Better Brain.” 

Using functional magnetic 
resonance imaging, his studies 
have shown that doing simple 
calculations quickly and reading 
aloud both increase blood flow 
to the brain, indicating a “work- 
ing” brain. 

Keeping the brain “exer- 
cised” in this manner suppos- 
edly prevents a decrease in 
brain function as the person 
gets older. 

Activities that stimulate 
the brain in this manner were 
then programmed in a prototype 
of “Brain Age.” After testing 
several dozen of these train- 
ing activities, only the nine that

proved most effective in stimu- 
-lating the prefrontal cortex were 
put into the final version of the 
non-game. 

“Brain Age” consists of 
four modes: quick play, daily 
training, sudoku and download. 


Quick play is a sample of the | 


game that is intended for owners 
to share with friends and family. 

Daily training contains the 
actual “meat” of the activities, 
including options to both check 
your brain age and everyday 
training exercises. 

The sudoku mode, a popu- 
lar number puzzle game, con- 
tains 100 unique spreadsheets. 
In addition, they can be saved

and completed at a later time. 
Lastly, there’s download, where 
up to 15 other DS owners can 
compete in a calculation battle 
game or download the quick 
play mode. 

The exercises in “Brain 
Age” include various implemen- 
tations of simple calculations, 
reading passages from classic 
literature, counting, the Stroop 
test and word memorization. 
“Brain Age” records personal 
data (up to four people) for each 
of the activities. 

The amount of time it takes 
and the number of mistakes 
made determine your “DS brain 
age,” based on a distribution 
curve gathered from more of 
Kawashima’s research. 

Not all of the exercises are 
available immediately. They 
are unlocked after a certain 
number of daily training activi- 
ties are completed. 

The exercises are quick 
and take only a few minutes to 
complete, and the daily training 
consists of three of the exercises 
chosen at random. 

While the DS is usually 
accurate in determining the 
answers written on the touch 
screen, it does tend to confuse 
the numbers 4 with 9 and 3 
with 8 frequently. During the 
Stroop test, the microphone 
tends to have trouble picking 
up the word “blue.” 

“Brain Age” is fun and re- 
warding in its own manner and 
a nice way to spend a few spare 
moments in a day. 

Like “Nintendogs,” it offers 
interactivity that is to be played 
for a few minutes daily for a 
long period of time, rather than 
a normal game that is played for 
a few hours every day for a few 
days, so think about this before 
buying it. 

For $20 it’s a good buy and 
worth the money for DS owners. 
but not necessarily worth getting 
a DS for.

someone play through all four of 
the “Silent Hill” games before 
watching this film. 

The games are definitely scary 
and their indecipherable plots 
only enhanced the creepy atmo- 
sphere and kept you thinking 
long after the Play Station was 
shut off. 

WB: Having not played the 
games, “Silent Hill” starts like 
a normal horror movie, but with 
its whiteout, ashy setting alone 
it manages to set itself apart. 
Loud static and malfunctioning 
cell phones are the signals of the 
hellish transformation that occurs 
every so often within the town. 
Then walls start peeling, objects 
start disintegrating and blood and 
darkness take over to truly set up 
the creepy mood of “Silent Hill.” 

JB: The setting was well de- 
signed, but not used as well as 
it could have been. More time 
spent in the dark would have 
made for scarier scenes. Speak- 
ing of scenes, | also thought that 
there were too few. More scenes 
showing more of the buildings 
and rooms in Silent Hill would 
have helped make the town seem 


bigger and the search for the lost | 


daughter more grand. 

WB: The search for the 
missing gitl would have been 
completely boring without the 
inhabitants that come out when 
the alarms sound. Armless hu- 

cockroaches 


crossed with scorpions and a 
giant carrying a sword so big it 
must be dragged—these don’t 
sound scary when described, but 
they do an excellent job of plac- 
ing you in the world of “Silent 
Hill.” Due to the lack of scenes 
and the small amount of screen 
time these characters get, I 
found myself wanting more ter- 
rible things to happen just to get 
more glimpses of them. 

JB: The few evil characters 
that were used were the best 
characters in the film. I won’t 
fully blame the actors for their 
parts, because the truth is, they 
didn’t have much to work with. 
Bad dialogue was just one fail- 
ing of the overall watered down 
script. The plot was confusing 
and many will complain about 
the ending making no sense. 

WB: Coming from Christophe 
Gans, the director of “Brother- 
hood of the Wolf,” strong expec- 
tations for an intriguing story- 
line and clever cinematography 
should have been second nature. 

These devices, however, are 
used sparingly and reduce the 
movie to just another horror 
flick that provides a mystery that 
could have been summed up in 
ten minutes. With the simplic- 
ity dominating the dialogue and 
story departments, more time 
should have been spent on the 
real stars of the movie, the mon- 
sters from hell.

“T was a Hospital Corpsman 
with the U.S. Marines; they spon- 
sored judo tournaments,” said 
Cunningham.

Years later, his telecommuni- 
cations career took him to Japan, 
where he lived on and off for a 
total of 11 years. While working 
and living in a small community 
in Chiba Prefecture, north of To- 
kyo, he was once again drawn 
back into the sport. 

“TJ was doing weight-lifting 
at the company’s gym when I saw 
a group of employees practicing 
judo in another room.,” said Cun- 
ningham. “I decided to get back 
into the sport.” 

Cunningham won a gold 
medal in 1995 at the Chicago 
Judo Open but was injured in the 
final match. It stopped him from 
actively competing, but it did not 
stop his love of the sport. He 
eventually started a judo club in 
Aurora, Illinois, which had ap- 
proximately 100 members. 

“T haven’t started a judo club 
since moving here to Menomo- 
nie, although I would like to if I 
can find anyone else interested in 
training,” said Cunningham. “I 
am still interested in practicing 
and coaching judo.” 

Cunningham also has an in- 
terest in kendo and has trained and 
competed in this sport as well. 

“Kendo is a form of fenc- 
ing with bamboo swords while 
wearing protective gear,” said 
Cunningham. “Much like West- 
ern-style fencing, players score 
by striking target areas on their 
opponent.” 

Cunningham also has a rath- 
er interesting professional back- 
ground and has experience in a 
variety of areas. He has worked 
as a reporter, photographer and 
news editor for many newspa-

The majority of Cunning- 
ham’s career was spent work- 
ing in the telecommunications 
industry, where he also held 
an array of positions includ- 
ing technical writer and editor, 
documentation manager and ap- 
plications engineer. 

“My primary experience 
is in knowledge management,” 
said Cunningham. 

Cunningham is also a pro- 
fessional journalist and has pub- 
lished two books on Japanese 
feudal history—he also did all of 
the design, layout and photogra- 
phy for both books.

Abortion rates decrease in Wisconsin

According to a_ survey 
released by the Wisconsin Right 
to Life (WRL) organization, 
abortions in Wisconsin have 
decreased in the past year by 
126 operations. 

“Wisconsin Right to Life is 
ecstatic that Wisconsin abortion 
numbers continue to decline,” said 
Barbara Lyons, executive director 
of WRL. “Wisconsin abortions 
~ performed in 2005 number 9,871, 
representing a substantial decline. 
In fact, this is the lowest recorded 


number of abortions in our state 
since 1974.” 

There are many suspected 
reasons for the decline of 
abortions in Wisconsin but 
there is no single reason for the 
decrease in the numbers. 

The ongoing trend right 
now is that younger people are 
becoming more anti-abortion 
than they were several years 
ago. Also, there have been 
many educational messages 
sent out to students throughout 
their scholarly lives about the 
different options available. 

“Tt is clear that Wisconsin 


Right to Life strategies are 
working,” said Lyons. “There 
is nothing more satisfying than 
knowing that thousands of babies 
have been spared a violent death 
from abortion. Wisconsin Right 
to Life estimates that 62,206 
human lives have been saved 
cumulatively in Wisconsin 
since 1987. We commend 
our supporters and volunteers 
for their tremendous, selfless 
dedication which has meant so 
much to so many.” 

This survey comes during 
the ongoing fight in South 
Dakota to ban abortions from the 


state in an attempt to eventually 
overturn the Roe vs. Wade 
decision. Currently, legislation 
is being passed in South Dakota 
that would make it a felony 
for any doctor to perform an 
abortion unless it will save the 
mother’s life. 

“Clearly, this is devastating 
for the women of South Dakota,” 
said Kate Looby, director of 
Planned Parenthood of South 
Dakota. Their organization plans 
to challenge the ban there 

“We fully expected this, yet 
it’s still distressing to know that 
this legislative body cares so 


little about families and women 
who are victims of rape or 
incest,” said Looby. 

“If you’re just reading the 
law as it stands now, South 
Dakota doesn’t really stand any 
chance under Roe or Casey.

John Reed, a non-traditional 
student at the University of Wis- 
consin-Stout, is making a name 
for himself in the film industry. 

Reed is a senior in the tech- 
nical communication major at 
UW-Stout with a self created 
minor in filmmaking. Reed is 
originally from Rice Lake, Wisc. 
and lived in Illinois for approxi- 
mately six years before moving 
to Eau Claire and then to Meno- 
monie in 2005. 

“T’ve been going to school off 
and on since 1991,” said Reed. 

Reed began attending the 


University of Wisconsin-Barron 
County, transferred to the Devry 
Institute and from there trans- 
ferred again to College DuPage. 
Reed has had four different majors 
over the years including graphic 
design, business and communica- 
tion before he finally decided to 
attend UW-Stout for a degree in 
technical communication. 

Reed realized his passion 
was in filmmaking seven years 
ago’ and his experience in the 
field motivated him to create his 
own minor in filmmaking. 

“I wrote three commer-

tion, which is where all of the 
steps that went before become 
the final project—the movie,” 
said Reed. 

One of Reed’s biggest 
influences in regards to film- 
making was his father-in-law, 
who was a retired filmmaker. 
Reed has traveled around the 
United States to attend differ- 
ent film festivals and workshops 
throughout the years. 

In December 2005, Reed 
went to a feature filmmaking 
workshop in Santa Fe, N.M. that 
was presented by Rick Schmidt. 

Reed found out about the 
workshop while reading both 
of Schmidt’s books, “Feature 
Filmmaking at Used Car Prices” 
and “Extreme DV.” The first 
four days was the Santa Fe Film 
Festival and the following ten 
days Reed participated in mak- 
ing a film. 

“T actually made a feature 
film; it’s called ‘Rick’s Canoe,”” 
said Reed. 

Even more recently, Reed at- 
tended a writing conference in Los 
Angeles and had the opportunity

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Exploring UW-Stout’s history yourself

This past year I have writ- 
ten about numerous different 
people, landmarks and historical 
events pertaining to University 
of Wisconsin-Stout students. It is 
nearing the end of the year, and 
I would like to leave you with 
some resources for continuing 
your own local historical educa- 
tion, be it for a class assignment 
or for something different to do 
on a Saturday afternoon. 

As I mentioned in one of 
my earlier articles, the Stout 
Historical Association, which 
includes the Stout Historical As- 
sociation committee, has a lot to 
offer students by way of histori- 
cal recreation. 

Their Web site, located at 
http://www.discover-net.net/ 
~dchs/, provides easy access to 


information about local histori- 
cal sites that would be of inter- 
est to students, such as the Cad- 
die Woodlawn Historical Park 
and the Empire in Pine Museum 
in Dunnville. 

Another Web site that has 
a wealth of information is the 
University Archives and Area 
Research Center Web site at 
http://www.uwstout.edu/lib/arc/ 
index.html. 

This Web site contains in- 
formation about the history of 
the university, the history of 
Menomonie, photos, geneal- 
ogy records, PDF files of diaries 
from John Holly Knapp (one of 
the founders of the Knapp, Stout 
& Co. Company) and searchable 
newspaper indices. 

Though the Web site con- 
tains a lot of information, a lot 
of resources aren’t available on 
the Web yet, and a trip to the ar-

of the people that Reed met were 
Evan Katz, executive producer of 
the TV show “24” and Doug EI- 
lan, executive producer of “Entou- 
rage,” a series on HBO. 

Reed currently has a crew of 
eight people that he works with 
to create his films. 

“We all take part in the cre- 
ative process,” said Reed. “We’ve 
produced six films in the last two 
years and we have at least three 
in the pipeline, just kind of in the 
pre-production stage.” 

Many of you are probably 
wondering why Reed chose a ma- 
jor in technical communication 
when his passion is filmmaking. _ 

“The reason I choose tech- 
nical communication is that it 
had flexibility and I was able to 
design my own applied field,” 
said Reed. 

This degree will also allow 
Reed to have something to fall 
back on while building his career 
in the film industry and will al- 
low him to continue to improve 
his writing skills. 

“Every writer needs to have 


practice writing,” said Reed. 

Reed has high hopes for 
the future and plans to continue 
working hard to build his film- 
making business. 

“Tn the next five years I 
would like to be fully invested in 
film and not have to have the typ- 
ical nine to five job,” said Reed. 

Reed has some advice for 
any aspiring filmmakers that hap- 
pen to come across this article. 

“Don’t let anyone—and I 
mean anyone—tell you you can’t 
do it,” said Reed. “You don’t need 
permission to be a filmmaker.” 

Reed also emphasized the fact 
that a filmmaker’s first film is rare- 
ly a success, but that this should 
not discourage them and he gives 
some advice for this dilemma. 

“There is a high learning 
curve [in filmmaking], but once 
you get past the learning curve 
it’s easy,” said Reed. 

Reed is currently making 
some adjustments to his Web 
site, but anyone that’s interested 
in seeing some of his work or 
simply learning more about him 
can visit his Web site at karma- 
geddonfilms.com. 


chives (located on the third floor 
of the Library Learning Center) 
is definitely worthwhile if you 
are looking for any local infor- 
mation from back issues of The 
Stoutonia, photographs from ath- 
letic events (or nearly any past 
campus event), or maps showing 
historical sites in the area. 

I already mentioned the Cad- 
die Woodlawn Historical Park 
and the Empire in Pine Museum, 
but there are several other histor- 
ic sites that are must-sees before 
leaving UW-Stout. 

The Rassbach Museum, 
which I detailed in an earlier ar- 
ticle, is located next to Wakanda 
Park. This museum features in- 
teresting history pertaining to 
UW-Stout and the community. 

The Rassbach Museum in- 
cludes detailed information re- 
garding a bank robbery involv- 
ing high profile criminals from 
the 1800s, information about the 
Knapp, Stout, & Co., and many 
artifacts from the university from 
early courses and recreational 
events that took place at Stout. 
That barely scratches the surface 
of what’s on display there. 

A name frequently tossed 
around on campus, but rarely 
given the attention it deserves, 
is the Mabel Tainter Theater. 
The theater is not 
just an historical 
landmark more 
than one hundred 
years old; there 
are many differ- 
ent events that

‘Advent Children’ delivers action

Continuing the story that 
was laid out in the “Final Fan- 
tasy VII” video game, “Advent 
Children” revisits the battle 
‘between Cloud Strife and his 
archenemy, Sephiroth. 

Both characters being for- 
mer S.O.L.DJI.E.R.S, and both 
wielding giant swords, the clash 
between good and evil is an ac- 
tion-packed one.

“Final Fantasy Vil: Advent Children” provides fans of the classic video game with a closure they’ve always sought, but does little for the casual 
viewer. Also, doctors warn that if your wrist begins to glow following a viewing of this movie, you should seek medical attention immediately. 


Fantasy VII: Advent Children” 
would bring back those charac- 
ters and present them even more 
realistically while wrapping up 
the story’s loose ends. 

That promise was delivered, 
and it came with enough action 
to keep fans’ mouths open for 
the 101-minute running time. 

WB: Having never played 
“Final Fantasy VII,” I did not 
have the chance to understand 
the entirety of what was going 
on in the movie. 


Introductions to characters 
and plot explanation that nor- 
mally occur in movies seemed 
lacking in this one. 

JB: The fights in this movie 
are above and beyond what you 
would see in most videogames. 

Needless to say, the directors 
and animators use their com- 
puter-generated (CG) actors to 
great effect, making the most re- 
alistically unreal action that you 
have probably ever seen. 

The word “fantasy” in the ti- 


tle does not refer to fruity elves 
prancing through dragon-in- 
fested forests. “Fantasy” means 
throwing out the laws of phys- 
ics to enable sword fights and 
gunplay that will make “Matrix” 
fans cry. 

While it’s true that the story 
will be lost on most non-gamers, 
to anyone who has played the 
game, “Advent Children” is an 
epic finale to an epic story.

Many have watched Com- 
edy Central’s “Colbert Report,”

At this year’s White House 
Correspondents’ Association 
dinner, Colbert made one of the 
funniest and boldest speeches in 
recent memory, bashing Presi- 
dent Bush on C-Span’s coverage 
of the gala.

tenor of Colbert’s speech played 
like a New York Friar’s Club 
Celebrity Roast. 

“Tm sitting right here next 
to George W. Bush,” said Col- 
bert. “Somebody pinch me ... 
actually, I’m a pretty heavy 
sleeper ... somebody shoot me 
in the face.” 


Colbert went on in his 
speech to comment on the pres- 
ident’s lack of support in public 
polls, most of which show his 
approval rating as low as 33 
percent (FOX News Poll) and 
steadily declining. 

“What are polls anyway be- 
sides factual representations of 


what the American people actu- 
ally think?” said Colbert. 

Colbert frequently spoke 
directly to the president, who 
masked certain discomfort with 
a blush and a smile, although 
some audience members vis- 
ibly disapproved. 

The attendees appeared 
highly uncomfortable when Col- 
bert referred to the string of ap- 
pointments and firings made by 
the president as “rearranging the 
deck chairs on the Hindenburg.” 

Amidst the crowd’s mixed re- 
actions, Colbert criticized the first 
lady’s reading initiative, arguing 
that. it “promoted truth,” which 
constantly displays a “liberal 
bias.” Laura Bush was clearly dis- 
pleased with Colbert, scarcely ac- 
knowledging him at the speech’s 
conclusion and nodding only 
briefly before exiting the stage. 

Toward the middle of his ad- 
dress, Colbert made an obscene 
gesture at Justice Antonin Scalia, 
known as a staunch conservative. 

He also mocked the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff’s persistent back- 
ing of Donald Rumsfeld. 

Colbert concluded with a 
video depicting himself as the 
White House Press Secretary, 
shouting down reporters who 
posed questions about Iraq and 
plugging his ears. 

The video ended with Col- 
bert being chased by the outspo- 
ken journalist Helen Thomas.

Save money on some loans

For graduating students 
with thousands of dollars in debt 
to begin paying, there may be a 
way for them to save some of 
their money. There is a provision 
on the Reconciliation Bill that 
may help students with their 
federal loans. 

“Anytime we can alert 
our students about a way to 
save money, we will,’ said 


Beth Resech, the director of 
financial aid at the University 
of Wisconsin-Stout. “If students 
and parents take advantage of 
this opportunity, they could save 
a significant amount on the total 
cost of their students and parent 
loans. Locking their variable 
rate student loans in an attractive 
low interest rate can reduce 
the overall cost of the loan, as 
well as lower the monthly loan 
payment amount.” 

Anyone who has a federally 


insured education loan can lock 
into their current rates and stop 
their payments and interest from 
getting higher by consolidating 
their debt. Even if students or 
parents only have one loan, they 
will still be able to consolidate. 

By consolidating, anyone 
who has one of these loans will 
lock into a fixed rate of what the 
interest currently is. 

Congress recently raised the

Reviewing proposals 


The Board of Regents looks at new programs

MADISON -- Though it’s 
far from a done deal, members 
of the University of Wisconsin 
Board of Regents on Thurs- 
day reviewed proposals for $43 
million in new programs that 
could boost enrollment, gradu- 
ate more teachers and nurses, 
and strengthen research efforts 
across the University of Wiscon- 
sin System. 

The ideas, advanced for 
board consideration in plans for 
the next two-year budget, are 
designed to fit the System’s new 
“srowth agenda,” announced by 
System President Kevin Reilly 
in February. 

Reilly on Thursday said the 
proposed programs “will help 
take Wisconsin where it needs 
to go.” The state lags behind 
the national average in residents 
with college degrees, and the 
new ideas will address that prob- 
lem, Reilly said. 

If approved by the state, 
the programs could increase 
enrollment by 2,800 students 


in the 2007-09 biennium, staff 
said, with a total of 7,700 stu- 
dents if funding is continued 
over six years. As proposed 
now, about 70 percent of the 
$43 million cost would come 
from state tax dollars, with the 
rest from tuition, representing 
$12.6 million or about a 1.6 
percent annual increase. 

Regents must approve a 
budget proposal for consider- 
ation by Gov. Jim Doyle and the 
Legislature by August. System 
officials are hoping for more 
money in the next state budget, 
after the past six years of budget 
cuts or hold-even funding. 

Also on the list of ideas 
Thursday -- but not included in 
the $43 million bill -- was the 
Wisconsin Covenant, a major 
new financial aid program an- 
nounced by Doyle in January 
and backed by the board. Doyle 
plans to update the board on 
covenant details today. 

Doyle also will tell the 
board about his recent efforts to 
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Another Bush? 

On Wednesday, President 
Bush suggested that his 
younger brother Jeb would 
be suited to continue the 
family White House legacy. 
Bush believes Jeb would 
“make a great President.” 
Jeb Bush is currently in his 
second term as governor, 
and there is no word as to 
whether he plans to run for 
presidential office.

interest rates on student loans as 
part of the Reconciliation Bill. 
Anyone who gets financial aid 
next year in the form of a Stafford 
loan will be paying 6.8 percent 
interest, which is up about 1.5 
percent from last year. 

The Parent Loan for 
Undergraduate Students (PLUS) 
has also gone up in interest to 8 
percent, which is about 2 percent 
more than last year. 

“The UW-Stout Financial 
Aid Office wants to make our 
current and former students and 
their parents aware of the window 
of opportunity to consolidate 
their Federal Stafford loans or 
their Federal PLUS loans,” said 
Nancy Johnson, a financial aid 
counselor at UW-Stout. “As a 
result of the Deficit Reduction 
Act of 2005, the opportunity to 
consolidate student loans while 
still in school ends June 30, 2006. 
If students or parents want to take

Those with PLUS 
loans can cap their interest at 
6.125 percent, which could save 
borrowers around $1,000 for a 
$10,000 loan. After the end of 
June, however, higher fixed rates 
will be given to anyone who has 
not consolidated. 

“There is some aggressive 
marketing going on,” said 
Resech. “Our students are 
receiving mailings, phone calls 
and e-mails encouraging them 
to consolidate with companies 
that promise ‘the best deal.’ Our 
office sought out a resource that 
could help our students make an 
informed decision as to what is 
the best deal for them.”

Come to a complete stop 
On Friday, Chrysler recalled 
around 45,000 Chrysler

AK: Are -there any closing 
comments you’d like to make?

TL: People put a lot of time 
into being a cyberathlete, but it 
largely goes unappreciated, at 
least here in the United States. 

CP: In other countries, cyber- 
athletes are considered celebrities. 

Some even get sponsored 
by clothing companies to wear 
their brand of clothes at the 
competitions. 

JB: A lot of funding comes 
from these types of managers. 

CP: Not of a lot of people 
think that this can be a career. 
At CPL, the top prize can be 
around $60,000. 

JB: Add that on top of the 
other prizes, and you’re talking 
millions of dollars. 

TL: There are a lot of tour- 
naments that are branching 
worldwide. 

Not just “Counter Strike,” 
but other games, including 
console games.

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Students involved with research

This year, students and fac- 
ulty at the University of Wiscon- 
sin-Stout have unveiled yet an- 
other unique variety of research 
projects. 

The fruits of a semester’s 
hard work filled the Great Hall in 
the Memorial Student Center at 
the Research Day Conference on 
Thursday, May 4. 

What caught the attention 
of many was the exhibit of pot- 
tery that had been fired in a mi- 
crowave. Did you know that the 
same microwave oven you use 
to nuke your food can melt just 
about any kind of metal or even 
glass? It can be done, and it 
only takes about 10-15 minutes. 
(Don’t try this at home.) 

“Most people believe you 
can’t put metal in a microwave,” 
said Malika Ahmed Abdul Hai, 
a sophomore in applied science. 
“We put the metal inside brick 
and other insulating materials to 
minimize the sparking.” 

Another eye-catching display 
was the environmentally-friendly 
Aveda cosmetic packaging, which 
was designed by a group of stu- 
dents in the Consumer Packaging 
Systems course taught by instruc- 
tor Claire Sand. 

“There were a lot of guys in 
the class, so we had to do a lot 
of research,” said Joseph Ertl, a 
packaging senior. “[Aveda] 
looking for natural aesthetics.” 

The group displayed sev- 
eral prototypes made of various 
cardboards and plastics, all of 


which are completely recyclable. 
In particular, a seashell-shaped 
container was made of medical 
woven plastic. 

Exhibits featuring pottery fir- 
ing, Legacy Chocolates and the 
2006 Italian Packaging Technolo- 
gy Paper were chosen as favorites 
by the audience. However, two 
other impressive research projects 
won awards. 

Sujatha Gudala, Shweta Ku- 
mari and Suvash Kafiey won an 
award for their graduate research 
on antioxidants in green tea. 

In their poster presentation, the 
group compared the amount of anti- 
oxidants in the caffeinated and decaf- 
feinated green tea of three brands. 

“Tt was interesting to find 
that Bigalow was the only brand 
that has more antioxidants in the 
decaffeinated green tea than in 
the caffeinated tea,” said Gudala. 

Antioxidants are power- 
ful anti-carcinogens, which help 
ward off cancer. 

“Antioxidants are 100 times 
more effective [against cancer] 
than vitamin C and 25 times 
more effective than vitamin A,” 
said Kafley. 

Who would have guessed 
that experimenting with the color 
of zebra fish could lead to help- 
ing us improve our health? 

Up until recently, researchers 
have focused on using mammals 
such as mice and chimpanzees to 
learn more about human genes in 
hopes of finding cures for genetic 
diseases. Recently, research on 
zebrafish has shown to be very 
promising. 

“We can get a lot more data

in a shorter amount of time [using 
zebrafish],” said Tiffany Hoage, an 
applied science senior who com- 
pleted the project for her advanced 
biology experience course. 

Hoage explained in her pre- 
sentation that zebrafish are more 
ideal for research because they are 
very inexpensive, easy to maintain 
and grow quickly. 

Each week, one female ze- 
brafish can produce more than 100 
embryos at a time that develop in 
approximately two days. 

Researchers can observe the ze- 
brafish life cycle from birth to adult- 
hood in a relatively short amount 
of time and see results of testing far 


sooner than in mammals. 

Zebrafish are also prime re- 
search candidates because the se- 
quence of their DNA is remark- 
ably similar to that of humans. 
Through learning how chemi- 
cals affect zebrafish, researchers 
can learn more about how those 
chemicals might affect a human. 

Hoage won Research Day 
awards for her poster presentation 
and her oral presentation on her 
undergraduate research, which she 
says is also part of her thesis work. 

Becky Valaske and Shweta 
Kumari assisted in collecting 
data, and the project was sup-

The sitar is commonly used 
in North Indian classical music.

17 strings, four of which are play- 
ing strings and three to four of 
which are drone strings.

Japan that offers the vocational 
rehabilitation major and the 
classes are taught at night in- 
stead of during the day. Inoue 
worked as an assistant counselor 
at an educational center for peo- 
ple with disabilities for about a 
year and a half. While working 
there, one of Inoue’s teachers, 
who was also a vocational reha- 
bilitation counselor, suggested 
she study in the United States in 
August 2005.

Calm water, a boat, skis, 
some towing rope and no 
fear are the perfect recipe for 
waterskiing. 

In the beginning, water- 
skiing was just some crazy old 
guy’s way to have some fun, 
but now it is a nationally rec- 
ognized sport that is practiced 
at the University of Wisconsin- 
Stout. 

That crazy old guy was 
Minnesotan Ralph Samuelson. 
In 1922 he got the idea that 
gliding across the open water 
on a pair of skis behind a motor 
boat would be absolutely 
exhilarating. 

Not many years passed, 
and by the 1930s waterski- 
ing became an exhibition sport 


practiced across the globe. 

It takes a lot of guts and 
preparation to learn the tricks 
of waterskiing. There are many 
different stunts and styles of wa- 
terskiing that test what people 
think they can do on the water. 

Slalom skiing, practiced on 
a course, is a way to test skills 
on the water. 

The course consists of 
buoys set eight feet apart with 
another six buoys prearranged 
as guidelines for the boat driver. 

The boat driver must keep 
at a specified speed as straight 
as possible through the buoys 
while the skier zigzags around 
the buoys. The idea was derived 
from downhill slalom skiing. 

To add to the excitement 
of waterskiing, various forms 
of trick skiing have developed. 
This is done by a skier remov- 
ing one ski and holding it above 


his/her head while throwing in a 
few side slides. Lately, trick sk1- 
ers are known for their toehold- 
tricks. Toe-holds require a spe- 
cial harness that is used to hold 
the rope with a foot as the skier 
performs step-overs; jumps and 
even flips. 

A list of tricks the skier 
plans to perform must be turned 
in before competition. Points 
are awarded for the number and 
degree of tricks. Two trick runs 
are allowed, and the performer 
has 20 seconds to perform. 

Jump is a very exciting 
event in the water ski world. 
Jump usually consists of ramps 
made of wooden rollers that the 
skiers must jump over. 

The jump ramp is adjust- 
able from 2 1/2 to 5 1/2 feet. 
The maximum boat speed, for 
safety precautions, is 36 mph. 

Ski flying has derived from 


jumping and is much more dan- 
gerous. The boat speed is in- 
creased and the skiers can fly up 
to 300 feet. Freestyle jumping is 
also becoming very popular and 
is much more difficult. 

Gutsier skiers have even 
tried bare-footing. While it 
sounds so simple, applying 
tricks, jumps and wake slalo- 
ming can be very difficult and 
very dangerous. The skier is 
forced to face faster speeds and, 
in certain competitions, use dif- 
ferent equipment. 

Waterskiing is an exciting 
sport and would be a great way 
to spend your summer. 

All of this crazy activity 
goes on at UW-Stout. It is an 
amazing sport to watch, so come 
cheer on your fellow students. 
Or heck, get crazy and join the 
team!
